In Motley's History of the United Netherlands 
there is a picture which Americans should study. 

William the Silent, Prince of Orange, had been 
murdered on the 10th of July, 1584. The disaster 
was apparently universal. ^' Habit, necessity, and the 
natural gifts of the man had combined to invest him 
at last with an authority which seemed more than 
human. There was such general confidence in his 
sagacity, courage, and purity, that the nation had 
come to think with his brain and to act with his 
hand I" He was dead. The cause remained. 

Under the rule of his enemy, Philip II., a small, 
dull, elderly, imperfectly educated, patient, plodding 
invalid, with white hair and protruding under-jaw 
and dreary visage, were America, the East Indies, the 
whole Spanish Peninsula, the better portion of Italy, 
the seventeen Netherlands, and many other posses- 
sions, far and near, and he contemplated annexing to 
this extensive property the kingdoms of France, of 
England and Ireland. There was a country which 
believed in the absolute power of the Church to dic-

tate the relations between man and his Maker, and to 
utterly exterminate all who disputed that position. 
There was another country which protested against 
that doctrine, and claimed theoretically or practically 
liberty of conscience. Three centuries have nearly 
passed since this memorable epoch, and the world 
knows the fate of the states which accepted the 
dogma which it was Philip's life-work to enforce, and 
of those who protested against the system, 

France, Prussia, the Dutch Commonwealth, the 
British Empire, and the United States of America are 
the foremost nations of the world ; the nations cursed 
by Romanism are among the weakest. 

It is ours to save America to the future, and as a 

means, however small, this book is sent forth.

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SKETCH OF THE AUTHOR'S LITE.

Almost at the hour of this writing, great meetings 
are holding in several langua^^es and countries to 
commemorate the wonderful life and work of Martin 
Luther. Again the story is told of "the lone monk 
who shook the world," and the hearts of Protestants 
the world over are catching the inspiration of the hour. 
The story cannot be told too often. It is well that 
the brave man of the sixteenth century be brought out 
of the gathering mists of the past, into the clear light 
of this busy and practical nineteenth century. Luther 
is entitled to all tne honor which the celebration of the 
four hundredth anniversary of his birth may bestow. 
Great nations will join hands across the seas as they 
gather about Luther's cradle. Luther was not the 

freat theologian of the Reformation ; Calvin was that. 
lUther was not even the great theologian of Germany ; 
Melanchthon was that. Zwingli also has his place 
among the great thinkers and writers of that period. 
Luther understood most thoroughly his own place and 
work in that great movement. He described his work 
when he said he was " bom to tear up the stumps and 
dead roots, to cut away the thorns, and to act as a 
rough forester and pioneer." One of our religious 
newspapers quotes Dr. Julius Kostlin's interpretation 
of Luther's name ; it is claimed that originally it was 
Luder, also Ludher and Lender. ^ ' The present form 
we first find proceeding from Luther himself, after he 
had become a professor at Wittenberg, before he

entered on his Eef ormation controversies, and from him 
first the other branches of the family adopted it. The 
name is equivalent to Lothar, which, according to its 
etymology, means one who is distinguished as a 
leader,^ ^ Luther was worthy of his name. He was 
the ffreat popular leader of that great movement. 
Neither MeJanchthon, Calvin, Zwingli, nor any other 
man of that day could have filled that place. Without 
him there might never have been a Eeformation. In 
him was a wonderful combination of great qualities. 
His task was gigantic ; he was a giant. For this leader 
of men the world does well to-day to thank God. 

But Luther carried with him into Protestantism too 
much of Romanism. Perhaps this was inevitable ; it 
is, however, none the less hurtful. The old conflict 
rages still. If ever a series of sermons against Koman- 
ism was opportune, this series by Dr. Fulton seems 
to be. Not all men can serve the truth in this way. 
For many reasons this writer could not. Therefore he 
ought not to make the attempt. God gives '' to every 
man his work. " One fells the trees ; another sows 
the seed ; a third reaps the golden grain. Martin 
Luther had his work ; Erasmus, Calvin, no one else, 
could do it. Justin D. Fulton feels himself called to 
this form of defending the truth. ^^ To every man 
his work." In his broad sympathy, tireless energy, 
tender affection, rich humor, sometimes severe fidelity, 
intense convictions and brave, bold utterance. Dr. 
Fulton is not unlike Luther. Like the great leader, 
Dr. Fulton kindles other souls with the flame of his 
burning zeal ; like him he considers that he cannot 
remain silent, but must speak and act, because moved 
upon by a divine energy. Out of these convictions has 
come this volume. Into the glowing enthusiasm of 
this Lutheran anniversary period it enters, telling again 
of the old enemy, and suggesting, as the means of 
victoiy, the word and Christ of God. 

Another influence prepares for the reception of this 
volume. Home has recently sent among us at least two 
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able, artful, and insinuating men, to win Americans to 
the dogmas of the Romish Church. Home has always 
shown wisdom in the choice she makes of the men who 
do her work. One of these men, at least, was chosen, 
doubtless, vdth much deliberation. He came here 
confessedly to make converts to his Church. His plans 
were carefully devised. His approach was industriously 
heralded. His addresses were skilfully prepared, care- 
fulVy delivered, and widely reported. Dr. Fulton 
bolaly confronted this man. Many of us doubted his 
wisdom, even though we admired his bravery. It is 
claimed, however, fliat numerous and important re- 
sults justify the course he pursued. Of that this writer 
need not speak. To his own Master, Dr. Fulton 
Btandeth or falleth. Certain it is that the influence of 
this foreigner, from whatever cause, is much less than 
Protestants feared, and than Eomanists hoped. Let us 
march into the coming conflict, as Luther went to the 
diet at Worms, singing, ^^Ein feste burg ist unser 
Gott." Let us stand beside him, as he stood there, 
while each with him shall say : ^^ I neither can nor dare 
retract anything, unless convinced by reason and 
Scripture ; my conscience is captive to God's word. 
There 1 take my stand. I cannot do otherwise. So 
help me, God. Amen !" 

Keaders to-day, more than in any former time, desire 
to know something of the personal life of the authors 
whose books they read. In harmony with that desire, 
this sketch is prepared. 

BIRTH JlND youth.* 

The Rev. Justin D, Fulton, D.D., was bom in 
Earlville, Madison County, N. Y., March Ist, 1828. 
His father. Rev. John J. Fulton, was descended from 
North of Ireland stock, and his mother, Clarissa

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Dewey Fulton, found a birtliplaeo in Great Barring- 
ton, Berkshire County, Massacnusetts, and was heir to 
many of the shining qualities of the Puritan element. 
In 1836 he removed with his parents to Brooklyn, 
Michigan, and at the age of eleven united with the 
Baptist Church. 

Ministers in Michigan, as a rule, were poor, and the 
father of the subject of this sketch was not an excep- 
tion. He offered his son his time, but could not 
promise him other help. When eighteen years of 
age, the son, who up to this time had studied as best 
he could when not employed on the farm, hung up 
the harness one night, and on not taking it down next 
mohiing was asked the reason why. "Am going to 
college I" " How ?" " Don't know, but 1 start this 
morning." At once he began preparations, and in 
the fall of 1847 entered the University of Michigan 
and remained there three years, paying his way by 
working for his board during term-time and by selling 
books in vacation. At once he took a foremost posi- 
tion. In his Jimior year he was elected president of 
the college literary society, an honor generally reserved 
for students of the Senior Class. In his fourth year 
he entered the University of Eochester, that he might 
take Hebrew and be ready to enter the Theological 
Seminary in advance. He was graduated from the 
University of Rochester in 1851, and, entering the 
Theological Seminary, he remained through a part of 
the second year, when, urged by the He v. Spencer H. 
Cone, D.D., and William H. Wyckoflf, LL.D., to 
take charge of a Bible Union paper in St. Louis, Mo., 
he went there in December, 1853. The paper sprang 
into a large circulation. 

^ Then he began the publication in the paper of the 
** Roman Catholic Element in American History." 
His attention had been called to the fearful character 
of the Papacy by reading, when a young man, John 
Dowling's "History of Romanism." In 1852 the 
terrible persecution of the Madiai family in Italy 
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arrested public attention, A public meeting had been 
called in^ew York to syrapatliize with the persecuted 
and oppressed of Italy. The eloquent Drs. Bethuiie, 
Hague, and others had spoken in such a marvellous 
way and with such burning words of sympathy for the 
oppressed that the heart of the student caught fire. 

Kossuth had swept through the land like a blazing 
meteor. The downtrodden were described by him ; 
their woes were painted in colors of living light. All 
this inflamed the heart of the young student. He 
spoke in the Literary Society in such a way that 

feneral attention was attracted to him, and when A rch- 
ishop Hughes defended persecution, the students 
framed a paper asking him to read in public a reply to 
the lecture of John Hughes, Archbishop of New 
Tork. This started him on the investigations which 
resulted in the book already mentioned. In St. Lom*s 
he found a city given up to the idolatry of Eome. A 
description of its condition is given in ' * Tli^ Way 
Out," a book published by The American Baptist 
Publication Society, descriptive of the life he led, 
and of some of the work achieved while in the great 
Western gateway. In the introduction to that book 
he avows his faith in this strong language : 

*' This is God's world, and they are cowards who sit 
idly by and refuse to work, under the conviction that 
Satan is to have it and that Eome is to rule it. It is 
needful that the people of our land pluck. up courage 
and be faithful to the trust reposed in them, their 
liberties to defend, and their Bibles to preserve, that 
their children may be saved from the degrading in- 
fluences of supersition and converted to the service of 
God and made useful to their country." 

The city of St. Louis, he saw, was a Koraish town. 
The press, the wealth, the social power, all sided with 
Kome. It was profitable in a business point of view 
to bow the knee to Baal. It was hazardous to stand 
np for God. It is not difficult to see in the Edward 
Hervey of the book the Justin D. Fidton of the world. 
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His " Eoman Catholic Element in American History" 
at once arrested attention and excited opposition, its 
ringing words called attention to the man, and twenty- 
four men and women meeting in Biddle Market Hall, 
having had their attention directed to him, invited him 
to preach for them. 

It was to him a providential call. Up to this time as 
a preacher he had never been a success. In college 
and in the Theological Seminary he was seldom asked 
to supply a pulpit, and when he did so his efforts gave 
little promise of his subsequent career. He loved to 
preach. He tried to preach, but the characteristics 
which made him a success as an editor interfered with 
his success as a minister. He was bold, radical, and 
outspoken. The young editor had given himself to 
the ministry years before, providing God opened the 
way. Now that the door was opened he entered it 
with avidity. The committee in charge of the 
paper .objected to the arrangement. The editor re- 
plied, ^' i believe that I am called to preach the Gos- 
fel. If editing your paper interferes with this duty, 
can give up the paper, but I will not give up the 
ministry." lie began to preach with great acceptance 
to the people and with unalloyed pleasure for himself. 
At once he. struck liomanism hard blows in the pulpit. 
It cost him dear. In 1854 the Know-Nothing riot 
came. His life was threatened. His position on 
Romanism, which he pictured as an intolerable despo- 
tism, gave him the sympathy of very many of the peo- 
ple. The true and the tried stood together in the 
town. In 1855 the church became so hirge and the 
paper so important that Rev. James Inglis, of Detroit, 
came and took the pastorate of the church, becoming 
assistant editor of the paper, while the editor of the 
paper remained associate pastor of the church. This 
was in April. In May, at Palmyra, Missouri, the 
stockholders of the paper met, and it was resolved 
^'that it is not enough that the editor of the Gospel 
banner be a gentleman and a Christian \ he must be- 
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Heve that slavery is right per se^ and defend it.'' One 
man, bom in !New Hampshire, voted for the resolu- 
tion ; no one voted against it, and the resignation of 
the editor was offered and accepted. The committee 
in charge of the paper lived in St. Louis. The editor- 
elect, in his first issue, made an attack upon the man 
who built up the paper ; the committee saw it, stopped 
the press, confiscated all published, and never per- 
mitted an issue of the Gospel £a/nner under the new 
regime. The turning point in the life of the editor 
was reached. Tears before he had vowed that he 
would preach if God would open the way. Now in- 
vitations to enter one of the most successful law firms 
of St. Louis, and to become the literary editor of one 
of the brightest daily papers in the city, were received. 
For six hours, while stripped of property, this young 
man kept in his room questioning what he should do. 
The vow made years before under the shade of an oak 
tree came to his memory. He declined the offers, and, 
almost penniless, turned his back on this city of his 
love, accepted the invitation of his brother. Dr. S. J. 
Fulton, then residing in Toledo, Ohio, to make his 
house his home until he had prepared for the press 
*^-The Koman Catholic Element in American His- 
tory," and while engaged in this work received an in- 
vitation to supply the pulpit in Sandusky, Ohio. The 
result was a call to the church and the securing of a 
helpmeet in the person of Miss Sarah E. Norcross, who 
for twenty -seven years was the companion of his life 
and the mother of his four children. In Ohio he 
worked like a Titan ; six churches in the Huron 
Association were revived under his leadership, and the 
church in Sandusky passed from feebleness to 
strength, ' Because oi the lake winds he lost his voice, 
and this compelled his removal to Albany, N. Y., 
where in 1859 he became pastor of the Tabernacle 
Church and spent the ensuing four years in a very 
successful ministry. In December, 1863, ho was for 
the third time invited to the charge of the Tremont 
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Temple congregation in Boston, Mass., and the church 
having complied with his conditions, he accepted their 
invitation, and labored in this field nearly ten years. 
His success in Boston was immediate and its results 
wonderful. The Union Temple Church was formed 
bv selecting twenty-five members from the Union and 
Tremont Temple churches. The union was blessed of 
God. ^ During his ministry the membership increased 
to upward of a thousana, and the income reached 
twenty-three thousand dollars. He was a universally 
recognized force in the ministry. He always felt and 
acknowledged that he was under great obligations to 
the brethren of large plan, fervid piety, and devoted 
zeal, who labored instant in season and out of season to 
make the enterprise a success. The Temple, where 
the services were held, is centrally located, and is one 
of the best known buildings, as it is one of the most 
popular places of resort in the city. Its Sunday 
services drew crowds anxious to hear Dr. Fulton s 
fervid utterances, and the fame of the pastor as an 
eloquent and stirring preacher of the Gospel to the 
people extended far and wide. Few strangers ever 
remained any length of time in Boston without paying 
£.t least a single visit to the Temple. 

Here, as in Sandusky and as in Albany, he took a 
prominent position in exposing the errors of Roman- 
ism, and in striving to bring Romanists to accept of 
the offer of salvation. His success deserves to be 
studied. There are those who seem afraid to agitate 
this question of Romanism lest in some way an un- 

ileasant feeling be engendered in the community. 
)r. Fulton's experience is the reverse of this. Father 
Hecker, the Paulist priest, came to Boston and lect- 
ured before large audiences, claiming that this country 
was soon to be under the rule of Rome. His figures 
and his presumption made a strong impression upon 
the community. Dr. Fulton preachea the sermon, 
^'Romanism a Plague, if not a Peril." The effect 
was instantaneous. The boasted pretensions of the 
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priest were exploded, and it became one of the sayings 
of the town, lieard on horse-cars, in hotels, every- 
where : ^^ Bail ! HomanisDi is aploffne, not aperiU^ 
The sermon was printed by the American Tract Soci- 
ety, and very lar^e editions were scattered broadcast 
over the land. Teh or twelve sermons followed. 
Priests and their followers came to cnrse, and some of 
them went away to pray. As a result, many of his 
warmest friends in Boston are Roman Catholics. 

In 1873 Dr. Fulton came to Brooklyn, N. Y., to 
build a People's Church, and after many years of toil 
enjoys the support and confidence of a church where 
to the fullest extent it is possible to carry out the 
beneficent scheme he has always cherished in his heart, 
of preaching the Gospel to the people without regard 
to class or condition. Brooklyn, with its population of 
nearly six hundred thousand souls, is essentially a city 
of the people, and in it is an admirable opportunity for 
doing this work. Dr. Fulton brought to the under- 
taking a ripe experience and a settled purpose. He 
entered upon it with all the force and vigor of a 
healthy manhood, a strong will, and a heart warmly 
responding to the popular need. Had he been a 
weaker man physically he might have found it an 
arduous labor. As it was, possessing a magnificent 
physique, it afforded him delightful exercise in which 
the yearnings of his heart found the happiest realiza- 
tion. The movement bore the stamp of the man from 
the outset. 

It partook, in a degree, of the magnetism of its 
originator, and evinced a vitality which showed it was 
destined to wrestle successfully with all obstacles, and 
live, increasing in usefulness with time, and honestly 
and ably aiding in religion's holy work. The Brook- 
lyn Temple, a fine brick structure two hundred feet 
in length and one hundred and thirty-two feet in 
width, originally built at a cost of one hundred and 
twenty -seven thousand dollars, is the home of this now 
flourishing congregation. All classes are welcome to its 
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Bpacious audience-room. It is well liglited and venti- 
lated, and in every way admirably arranged for the 
purposes to which it is devoted, having, beside the 
main audience-room, Sunday-school, vestry, and com- 
mittee-rooms. Into the work of founding this Peo- 
ple's Church Dr. Fulton threw his whole soul. It 
was with him a labor of love in the highest, purest 
sense ; his sympathy, always with the people, found a 
deh'ghtf ul exercise in providing for their spiritual needs, 
and m furnishing them an ideal Christian church — one 
to which the humblest might come, " without money 
and without price," and learn the beautiful truths of 
the Gospel. It may be said of Dr. Fulton that in the 
few years he has been in Brooklyn he has actually 
created a church second in the value of its iniportance 
in Christian work to no other in the city of Brooklyn 
— a city which has earned the sobriquet of *' the City 
of Churches," by reason of the number, grandeur, and 
importance of its sacred edifices. The Centennial Bap- 
tist Church is in full sympathy with its honored pastor 
in purpose and in plan ; the rich and poor are alike 
made welcome, and there is no distinction in regard 
to color. People of color here forget their com- 
plexion. Frederick Douglass said that in the presence 
of Abraham Lincoln he forgot that he was black. A 
similar compliment has been paid to the Centennial 
Baptist Church. Dr. Fulton is an able writer, and has 
published a great many works and pamphlets princi- 
pally on religious subjects. Amon^ the more notable 
of his works are the following : " The Roman Catholio 
Element in American History," already mentioned ; 
^' Life of Timothy Gilbert, the Founder of the 
Tremont Temple" (Boston) ; '^ The True Woman," 
'^The Way Out," ^' Show Your Colors," '^Sam 
Hobart, the Eailroad Engineer," etc. A tract from 
his pen on the Sabbath has had a circulation of over 
one hundred thousand copies. In all the great re- 
forms of the day he takes an active interest. His 
voice is one of the strongest in the land in urging 
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temperance, and his pen has done noble work in con- 
nection with this reform. As a lecturer Dr. Fulton 
enjoys an extended and deserved fame. He seldom 
leaves his church duties for service in the lecture 
field, and never, excepting at the call of patriotic 
duty, or to do a needed work. Previous to beginning 
his labors in Brooklyn he had a wide reputation in 
New England as a brilliant, magnetic, and forcible 
speaker on temperance and other reforms, and this 
was increased by his subsequent experience in the 
South. The subject he chose for presentation in the 
lectures of this Southern trip was the duties of citizeii- 
ship, which he ably set forth in a discourse entitled 
** The American of the Future ; Shall he be a 
Partisan or a Patriot ?" It was the endeavor of Dr. 
Fulton in this lecture to recall attention to the patriot- 
ism which distinguished the people in the days of 
Washington, glance at the perils which grow out of 
partisanship, and inquire what can be done to help the 
growth of an American who shall compass the interests 
of the entire nation in his love and work ; not to 
advance one section at the expense of another, but to 
enable the people to fulfil God's great purpose in 
building a nation that is to bless mankind. Other 
lectures of his, which have excited the most favorable 
comment from the press, are entitled, '' Witnessing 
for Truth: the Overthrow of the Papacy," *' The 
Perils and Possibilities of American Womanhood," 
*^ Bismarck and the Conflict in Europe," ''The 
Force that Wins," ''Whom shall we Trust ?" etc. 
These lectures show Dr. Fulton to be a vigorous 
thinker, an excellent word-painter, and possessed of a 
fine sense of humor. His illustrations are mainly 
taken from life, and enchain the attention even of 
those opposed to his deductions. He speaks rapidly, 
*' but his sentences are powerful and caustic, and are 
generally aimed at a given point, wiiicli they inevit- 
ably reach." Always an industrious student, his 
ability in scholarship is enlarged and thorough, while ^ 
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his gifts as an orator and writer are of tliat original 
and splendid kind which cannot fail to command 
attention. 

AS A PASTOR. 

In all his pastorates he has labored with great 
success, constantly widening the scope of his in- 
fluence and the bounds of his fame. Peculiar, 
marked, and effective in all his characteristics, 
whether of the mental or physical nature, he occu- 
pies a position at once of prominence and power. For 
religion and reform he is ever a zealous champion, 
doing battle on every hand without fear or favor. 
With a conscience keenly sensitive to the demands of 
duty, he has the talents, courage, and energy which 
make his effort successful in whatever direction lie 
feels called upon to dev^ote them. Dr. Fulton believes 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ witli all it implies, and in 
this lies the secret of his radicalism. Principle rather 
than policy rules him, and he finds in a ^^ thus saith 
the Lord" the highest motive and the most im- 
perious command. His heroic conduct in St. Louis, at 
one of the most critical periods in American history, 
was based on this principle. A regard for it placed 
him among the opponents of Spiritualism, when the 
story of the Fox girls and ''spirit rappings" were 
turning the heads of so many Christians. In Albany, 
though he preached Christ and gathered a strong 
church, he became a power in the city as the enemy 
of slavery and the foe of a conservatism which he felt 
was paralyzing the energies of some of our best men. 
He arrived in Boston when the war was at its height. 
Theodore Parker, as the avowed advocate of anti- 
slavery and as the foe of the Christian system, had 
made himself a mighty power. So successfully had 
he stirred the anti-slavery sentiment in the bosoms of 
men, that many ministers were found who openly 
declared that they would rather trust themselves witn 
Parker's faith in the hands of God than with the lives 
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of some Doctors of Divinity. Fulton saw his duty 
clearly, and never swerved. Fidelity to Christian 
truth made him the foe of Parker, though regard for 
the rights of humanity made him eloquent in defence 
of the principles of human liberty which Parker 
advocated. Unlike many clergymen about him, he 
used discrimination, and, true to his character, ac- 
cepted the wheat while he rejected the chaflf. He 
was called " orthodox to the backbone." As Bishop 
*Haven said : *^ He understands the enemies of ortho- 
doxy and knows how to handle them. He preaches 
Christ crucified — to the anti-sacrificialists a stum- 
bling-block, and to the sceptically wise foolislmess ; 
but to them that are saved ot both these classes and of 
all others, Christ the power of God and wisdom of 
God. His success is due to a threefold cause. 
First, faith ; he believes the Gospel with all his heart, 
mind, and strength. He discounts no letter of the 
word of God. It is all yea and amen in Christ Jesus. 
He is thoroughly convinced of the total depravity of 
the human soul, its need of the provisions of the 
atonement, of the work of the Spirit, of the blessings 
of salvation here and hereafter. This makes him a 
bold preacher of righteousness. No inward conflict 
troubles him ; of the divinity of Christ and the Gospel 
he is fully persuaded. Second, his heart is in his 
faith. He enjoys the experience he proclaims. He 
is not only a Gospel believer and preacher, but he 
knows how to make others interested. Some men are 
warm-hearted, but fail to. warm other hearts. Not so 
with Dr. Fulton. No one can hear him without being 
interested. He draws his hearers unto him. They 
may scoflf, may criticise, may condemn, but they 
listen. The third and not least reason of his success 
is the adaptation of his message to the hour. He 
knows, as but few ministers, how to preach the Bible 
in telegrams. He holds the mirror of passing events, 
not up to nature but up to nature's God, who is Christ 
the Ix)rd. He makes every current bivi^ik \Aq^ \k<i

sails of the Gospel ship. This makes him a thoroughly 
live preacher. There is no dead wood about his 
forest. Everything is fresh and green and growing. 
Young people go to hear the deeds of the hour put 
into Christian hope. He is sure to point the daily act 
with a Scripture text and a Christian explanation. 
Temperance, European war, Papacy's fall, everything 
a-going is made to illustrate the faith of Christ. This 
makes him a centre of debate. Men never discuss 
thoroughly dead issues or dead men. They must have 
the breath of life in them, no matter what else they 
lack, or they are buried from talk and thought. His 
freshness breathes contention He speaks his mind 
and his antagonists speak theirs. He is, of course, a 
strong Baptist. He could not be any other if he was 
one at all. He is opposed to open communion and 
of whatever he deems of anti-immersion tendency. 
Yet his heart knows no sect, and no more genial or 
cordial spirit exists in the world." He is a man of 
remarkable courage in his convictions. Whittier 
described him in the words : 

** AU grim and soil, and brown with tan, 
I saw a strong one in his wrath, 
Smiting the godless sins of man, 

Along his path. 

•• Fraud from his secret chambers fled, 
Before the sunlight bursting in, 
Sloth drew her pillow o'er her head, 

To drown the din." 

His impulsive energy broqks no delay when he is 
in hot pursuit of Satan or any other evil spirit. The 
impetuous temperament of the man makes him elo- 
quent in public speech, and his CromweUian courage 
leads him to the front and into the thickest of the figlit 
in the great battle of what he conceives to be right and 
justice, against wrong and oppression. He seeks no 
excuse for ease and shelter in camp ; when the war is 
waging, he wears the white plume of Navarre and 
not the white feather of the retreating combatant. 
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He is one of those who attempts to "chase a thou- 
sand/' believing that " one with God is a majority.^' 
The Southern type of manhood has much in it which 
a man of Dr. Fulton's temperament would admire. 
In St, Louis he formed an extended acquaintance with 
the Southern ministry and a wide friendship, which 
has been maintained notwithstanding the war, which 
threatened the severance of so many strong ties. 

The churches of the South have resisted bravely and 
eflFectively the encroachments of Romanism. The 
Southern ministry, more than their Northern brethren, 
have written and preached against the wiles and with- 
stood the influence of Rome. It was in part the peril 
to which the negro was exposed from Romish propa- 
gandism that made Dr. Fulton welcome to Southern 
pulpits. They regarded him as a coadjutor in a most 
unportant work. 

incidentally just here we find an admirable illustra- 
tion of how 

KINDNESS BEINGS rrS REWABD. 

The war had hardly closed when from Georgia there 
came to Boston a Southern statesman of acknowledged 
ability, for the purpose of interesting the capitalists of 
New England in the fertile lands of the Empire State 
of the South. A meeting was gotten up for him in 
Tremont Temple, and Governor Andrew had con- 
sented to preside. Some of the famed philanthropists 
of that goodly town were on the platform to welcome 
the returning prodigal from the Union, and kill the 
fatted calf and make merry because of a reconstructed 
country, of which the coming of this man from Georgia 
to Boston was proof. The speech was not a success. 
They came to hear a Southerner confess, and not to 
listen to a defence of the people of the South. They 
were not ready for the feast provided for them. Aa j 
a result, the Abolitionists and philanthropists fled the J 
meeting in droves. The platform was nearVj de^ettad^ ^ 
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and Governor Andrew himself grew impatient. The 
meeting was a failure. Hso laud was sold, and no 
money was made. The pastor was going to his room 
the next morning, when Solomon Parsons, Esq., the 
esteemed superintendent of the Temple, came out and 
said, " I wish you would come into the office. Here 
is the Southerner who spoke last night. He is 
stranded. He has not money to pay his hotel bill, 
and is in utter despair over his failure." 

Dr. Fulton went in, was introduced, and heard the 
story. He was to lecture that night before the Bay- 
State Course, and for it was to receive $100. He 
said, ** I will tell you what I will do. If the chair- 
man of the Lecture .Committee will consent, I will 
give up my place to you, and you shall not only have 
the money, but an introduction to the lecture-going 
community, - which may do you good." The man 
looked perfectly dumbfounded, and asked the Doctor 
to go over it again, saying, '' I can't think I hear cor- 
rectly." 

Colonel Parsons, with a smile, said, *' Yes, you hear 
it all right. It is just like my pastor to make such a 
proposition." 

'' Do you mean to say that you will give me $100 
and a chance to lecture before a Boston audience ?" 

" Yes, that is the offer. " 

" Well, sir, that one fact redeems New England, 
and proves true what we have heard of Northern 
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chivalry 

It was a cold November morning, and the east wind 
was doing its best ; the Southerner was thinly clad, 
which Dr. Fulton saw, and said, '^ Put on your coat, 
and let us go and see the chairman of the committee." 

*' I must be frank with you," replied the South- 
erner, ^' and say I have no overcoat." 

^* Then come with me." 

Dr. Fulton took this entire stranger to his tailor, 
and had him try on an elegant overcoat. The coat 
cost $75. The Southerner asked for a cheaper one. 
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but went back, at Dr. Fnlton's snggestion, to the bet- 
ter one, put it on, and wore it off as a token of regard 
from a iNorthern Abolitionist to a brave Southerner. 
Years had gone. Br. Fulton was pastor in Brooklyn. 
This gentleman was a lawyer in New York. Gilbert 
Haven, D.D., asked Dr. Fulton to go South to help 
work up a better sentiment toward loyal Northern 
men. There was a send-off meeting held in Brooklyn. 
This Southerner presided, and told the story given 
above, and gave Dr. Fulton letters to Governor Brown 
of Georgia, and many more. 

Transfer the scene to Atlanta, where Bishop Haven 
had been driven out of the great hotel for riding with 
a cultured colored man. Here Dr. Fulton came. 
The ministers had held a meeting and voted not to 
receive "the restless agitator," as they called him. 
On Dr. Fulton's arrival he was made acquainted with 
the fact. With a good-natured smile, he inquired, 
" Who is the head man who runs matters in the 
churches?" 

'* Dr. So-and-so and ex-Governor Brown," was the 
reply. 

" All right ; I will call on them." 

To the minister he went first. The pastor of the 
First Baptist Church was in his study, and said, *' Wo 
have heard of your coming, and have had a meeting 
and resolved not to receive you." 

" What is the matter ?" 

" You have the reputation of having been a rabid 
Abolitionist." 

'' That is the truth," said Dr. Fulton. " If that 
makes a man bad in your estimation, I am as bad as 
they make them, and I came to you because I knew 
you represented the most ultra pro-slavery wing of the 
Southern ministry ; knowing that you wrote a book to 
prove the divinity of slavery, which since the war you 
have destroyed. But I have heard with delight that i 
since the surrender at Appomattox you have been fore- j 
most in trying to educate the negro, siwd I tkow^vt 
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that perhaps a rank Abolitionist, one that prayed for 
the freedom of the slave and for the victory of the 
Union arms, might come to the South and get down at 
the foot of the cross of Christ and there strike hands 
with an acknowledged representative of the ultra South 
in striving as best we might to help Christ's poor."

arose, stretched out his hand, and said, " You can, 
Brother Fulton. I invite you to preach in my pulpit, 
and will aid you all in my power. ' 

'* All right ; introduce me to Governor Brown." 

*' He is the last man you want to see. He opposes 
your coming." 

'' So did you ; but it is all right. I have a letter to 
him." 

The two went together to the Governor's office. 
The Governor has a face like Henry Clay. He is a 
bom gentleman, and a Southerner to the backbone. 
Upon being introduced, Dr. Fulton said, ^' I have a 
letter for you from a former Georgia Congressman/' 
giving the name. 

Governor Brown took it eagerly, and began reading 
it. His eves glowed with feeling. In a few mo- 
ments he looked up and asked, " Are you the man 
that gave that welcome to in Boston ?" 

*' I have not read the letter, but I suppose I know 
to what you refer." 

^' You are the one who gave him the overcoat. He 
wrote me of it at the time." He laid down the let- 
ter, rose, crossed over to the visitor, and said, *' Dr. 
Fulton, you are welcome to Atlanta. My house is 
your home, my carriage is at your service. I will 
see my pastor, and you shall preach for us on Sabbath 
morning." 

" No," said the Southern minister, " he is to preach 
for us in the morning, and he can preach for you at 
night." 
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It was this Southern minister, occupying this promi- 
nent Southern pulpit, who wrote this description of 
the preacher, after he had ministered in the various 
pulpits of the city of Atlanta,^ Ga., and had been in- 
troduced by Governor Brown to one of Atlanta's most 
cultured audiences : 

*' A tall, stout, finely-formed man, somewhat bald, 
with black whiskers and mustache, sat in the pulpit, 
and all eyes were turned toward him, for his fame 
had preceded him, and, in fact, had marked him as a 
distinguished pulpit orator in all parts of the land. 
Dr. lulton's oratory is somewhat peculiar. He is a 
man whose heart rules his speech as it warms with his 
theme, flashing out and throwing its sudden light upon 
the brain and sending its currents of feeling into each 
gesture. When he looks upon his notes you recognize 
the New England orator in the careful turn of the 
period and in the excellent rhetoric. When he turns 
away from them to enlarge on some topic or sudden 
thought, there is at times a dash and carelessness in 
manner and matter that would captivate a Western 
man. And then ^gain he is like a Frenchman — all 

Eassion, rushing in a whirlwind of words all on fire — 
is manner impetuous, literal, abrupt, telling more 
sometimes in a gesture than could be told in a thou- 
sand words. Recognizing art, but obeying genius, 
swayed by one burnmg thought, he impresses you as a 
man who is earnest in his faith, and whose faith makes 
him happy from the depth and power of his own sin- 
cerity. . . . He has won a wide reputation as a clear 
and compact writer of incisive English, and as a 
forcible and fluent speaker, who has something new to 
say and the courage to say it without ' fear or 

* Dr. Fulton spoke out from a fuU heart, there as elsewhere in 
the South. His words met with a warm response, and at the close 
Governor Brown commended the lecturer and the lecture in the 
most emphatic terms, saying, " Georgia could afford to pay the 
preacher a good salary to go through the State and talk to all re- 
lading the marveUous openings for thrift and prosperity, provid- 
ing love could take the place of hate." 
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favor.' Not satisfied with his attainments, wliich are 
of a liigli order, lie studies liard, and continually adds to 
his store of thought. E-is hatred of tyranny, intem- 
perance, injustice, and selfishness kindles his combat- 
iveness and inspires him with the aggressive energy of a 
soldier in the storm of war. His firmness seems to cul- 
minate in obstinacy, especially when conscience comes 
to the rescue. lie seems to be endowed with the spirit 
of the old martyrs, and would not shrink from suSor- 
ing and death if they stood in the path of duty. He is 
a living representative of the heroic men who stepped 
from the scaffold and the wheel of torture and the 
flames of the stake to the sweet heaven, whose golden, 
gates swing on welcome hinges to receive them. We 
give only a hint of his masterly sermon in his leading 
thoughts. It was an hour long, but was listened to 
with avidity by the vast congregation from beginning 
to end. Ilis text Was Luke 19 : 22 : ^ If thou hadst 
known, even thou in this thy day, tL^ things wliich 
belong unto tliy peace, but now they are hid from 
thine eyes.' His subject might be said in one word 
to be Jrossibilities, and he introduced it by saying, 
^ There were possibilities all about us — possibilities of 
good and possibilities of evil, of miserv and happiness, 
of hope and despair.' The following thoughts in. 
substance were presented : The greatness of the 
possibility only enhances the greatness of the loss. 
Jerusalem was the holy favored city. According to 
the Jewish Rabbi, the world is the eye, the white of 
the eye the ocean surrounding the world, the dark 
portion of the eye the land thus surrounded, the pupil 
of the eye Jerusalem, and the image in the pupil tne 
Temple. With all its advantages, we cannot tell what 
Jerusalem would have been had it improved its day, 
as we cannot tell what the world would have been had 
man not fallen, only that Eden would have blossomed 
on Eden and beauty in ever-increasing stages tilled the 
earth. 

''No mortal can tell what possibilities were seen by 
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Christ as He stood on the brow of Olivet — possibilities 
that were trembling, falling, and fading away into 
everlasting night — ^lier day gone forever — when He be- 
held tliis Kivored city and wept over it. He had been 
rejected. Imagine the scene of that great day of the 
f^st, when, having climbed the eminence, the white- 
haired sire in front and behind Him the younger, the 
priest held up a little vial of water, and instantly from 
every heart went up a prayer that in their marches in 
the year to come God would provide water in the 
desert, and that as they passed through the Valley of 
Baca they might go from well to well and from 
strength to strength. At this solemn juncture the 
voice of Christ is heard, clear, soft, melodious, and 
inspiring, sounding out over the multitude, echoing 
and re-echoing as it rolls through the Temple, saying, 
^ If any man thirst, let him come to me and drink.' 
They had heard. That was the moment of oppor- 
tunity they rejected. That was the beginning of an 
infinite and an eternal loss, and now their day was 
gone ; it was night evermore. The anguish of a 
heart that mourns over lost possibilities is of the in- 
tensest character. 

" Think of David. What cares ho for victory ? His 
boy is dead. His palace is a prison. The shout of 
triumph tells of the overthrow and death of Absalom, 
* My lost boy Absalom,' and thus docs God feel for 
sinners lost. It is not alone what they may suffer 
that engages God's thought, but what they have 
enjoyed ; how they might have been built up in love, 
in culture, in manhood, in soul development. Then 
the preacher pictured a redeenied man growing as 
Paul grew, climbing the steep of praise, his soul being 
fashioned after the similitude of Christ, and being 
made wholly conformable to His mind and will. 

" 2. There are possibilities placed within reach of 
living men^ as great as ever were seen hy our fathers. 

" Then the preacher told why ho was in the South, 
and spoke of the duty pressing upon us in regard to 
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the negro. There was a moment of extreme nervons- 
ness. A Northern abolitionist in a Southern pnlpit-:- 
in the pulpit occupied by one of the most ultra of the 
pro-slavery men of the South before the war — was in 
a critical place. The preacher had measured his task, 
and knew the Lord God, whose providences had made 
liberty possible, would carry him through. 

*' lie said, so goes the report, ' Since I have come 
South I have seen with mine own eyes the vast re- 
sources of this beautiful country, and felt in my heart 
the true spirit of the people. The work for the 
colored people must be undertaken by the white peo- 

Sle of the South. Isorthern money cannot do it. 
Torthern men and women cannot do it. There must 
be a we in it. It is a work for all of us to engage in. 
Dr. Fuller, of Baltimore, after traversing South 
Carolina after the war, came back to his people and 
declared that he felt an irrepressible longing to go 
there and preach to the people, black and white, and 
devote his life to this one work. 

^^ 'Romanists of all the world, from the Pope in 
Rome to priests in the South, are engaged in the busi- 
ness. In the streets black nuns are to be met, and 
black priests are to be educated and sent forth by 
Roman Catholics ; the most beautiful temples are 
built by them and given to these nuns and priests to 
entice their race by the glitter of its worship, into its 
communion. They will succeed if we do not pre- 
occupy the land with the truth.' 

'' 3. Simple faith in God is the spring of Chmstian 
power ^ the source of the greatest possibilities of doing 
good, 

'* A banker whose financial plans have been swept 
suddenly into ruin, and who on Saturday night stood 
in his elegant mansion amid his beloved family on the 
verge of bankruptcy, comes as usual to his Bible- 
class on Sabbath morning, his face as calm and happy 
as it ever was, his trust in God perfect, his interest in 
his duty and class just as absorbing ; a merchant in 
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New York who, amid financial convulsions tliat shake 
the whole country, is seen retiring frequently to a 
little room for the refreshing of the heart and the re- 
lieving of the burdened brain by a verse in God's 
Word, and a swift assent in spirit to His presence in 
prayer ; another merchant prince inducing an ac- 
quaintance and brother merchant to attend for five 
minutes a prayer-meeting to the saving of his soul ; an 
assistant cashier in a bank detecting the cashier in a 
fraudulent transaction, and acting in a spirit of prayer 
and obedience to the commands of Christ in this 
emergency. These incidents of Christian life and 
Christian power flowing out in streams of benefit, in 
currents ever broadening and deepening, were related 
with a simple earnestness and a touching pathos that 
will not be easily forgotten. And each illustration 
was sent home to each swelling heart with the ques- 
tion, Have you a faith like that ? Is your hand in 
God's hand Uke that ? Is your love for Jesus like 
that? 

** Throughout the entire discourse, the one awful 
responsibility of the text was held up to view and 
managed by the preacher with a master hand — ^the 
possibility of the sinner's day ceasing and an eternal 
night of despair closing around him even in this 
world. While the possibilities of his turning to God 
and opening his heart to Christ were urged in every 
aspect and with winning sweetness, this learful possi- 
bility of the text was held up as a dark background ; 
not argued, but suggested ; not presented in a torrent 
of words as a distmct menace, but depicted with a 
touch here and there as a shadowy form, yet distinct 
and ominous. 

''It was a beautiful scene illuminated with the sun- 
shine of God's love, set in a dim bordering of clouds 
gleaming with the red tongues of death, muttering 
with poisoned breath, and flashing up, now and then, 
in threats of a night of clouds and tempest and ever- 
lasting doom." 
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The secular press tlius spoke of the lecture on 
*' The American of the Future" at James Hall : 

*^ One of the most superb of lecturers met Atlanta 
in one of her best auditories, best both as to intelli- 
gence and numbers, at James Hall. 

*' Governor Brown introduced the distinguished gen- 
tleman to tliose present in a happy speech. He said 
we had heard Dr. Fulton as a minister of the Lord in 
the Lord's house on yesterday ; now he comes to ns as a 
patriot. Ho comes to us as a messenger of peace ; as 
such we welcome him ; and while he would say, lest 
he be misunderstood, that we could not tolerate legis- 
lation looking to social equality between races who 
were made to be distinct, yet, with this proviso, he 
assured him that the great majority of the people of 
the South were willing to accept, abide by, and defend 
the Constitution of the country as it was now ; that we 
were all convinced that the South could not be pros- 
perous without prosperity at the North, and that the 
North and West could not be prosperous without 

{)rosperity at the South. He then presented Dr. 
Fulton, who was greeted with applause. 

'^ How shall we describe the unmistakable, or weave 
to the imagination the bow w^liich nature herself paints 
with her inimitable fingers upon the heavens ? 

" Such would be the attempt to reproduce the lect- 
ure of this wonderful speaker, flashing wMth eloquence, 
spiced with most exquisite humor, and clothed witii 
words that shone with beauty and rose as flame. It 
was not sectional. The heart of a man that loved 
both North and South beat in it, while some things 
were said in all honesty, to which in all honesty some 
of his hearers demurred, yet nothing in word or spirit 
could be really objectionable to a fair-minded man. 
The idea of a broad, brotherly spirit, an unsectional 
love of country, a patriotism that was all-compre- . 
bending, all-embracing in its intellect and heart ; and 
a higher, universal education of the masses ; a recog- 
nition of manhood in work in all its departments — 
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this idea, intensified by every form of language and 
argument, and literally clothed and glistening in the 
gems of eloquence, was the lecture.'' 

On his return, at the request of friends in New York 
and Boston, he delivered a lecture entitled, " The 
Outlook, or Some of the Lessons Learned in my Trip 
South." In it he used this language : 

'' It is said that in the days of the adventurous 
pioneer a trader pushed 'his way toward the slopes of 
the Pacific, and at last reached the chasm formed by 
the torrent of the Columbia rushing between Mount 
Hood and Mount Helen, where it breaks through 
the ridge of the Cascade Mountains. The magnifi- 
cence of the scenery filled him with surprise. He 
spoke, and the result astonished him. He heard his 
slightest tones repeated and re-echoed with a larger 
utterance in reverberations that lost themselves at last 
amid the surrounding and distant hills. 

'^ With something akin to this feeling of apprehen- 
sion do I come to refer to what mine eyes beheld and 
my heart felt as I journeyed in that realm so lately 
traversed by armies, where business, modes of thought, 
and the forms of industries have all undergone a radi- 
cal change. 

^^ It is known that T went South to ascertain if there 
would be a welcome given to the conception of an 
American broad enough, generous and noble enough 
to take the interests oi the whole country to his heart. 
It is with pleasure that I report the people in the 
South as ready to be generous, broad and noble in 
their views and operations as are the people of the 
2^orth. Sentiments cheered and welcomed in Boston 
were cheered and welcomed in New Orleans. 

^' THE KEY TO THE POSITION 

is our treatment of the negro. This was my faith be- 
fore I started, and this is my solemn conviction on my 
return. For his deliverance from bondage tliV8»^^\ 
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was wageil. Ood delivered him, and now commits to 
the care of Ills children the keeping of his destiny. 
Let lis not deny it. The duty has its bright and dark 
side ; the North has seen the bright, and the South is 
compelled to see the dark. It is the privilege of the 
Korfh and South to see both sides, and so enga^ in 
the work placed before us that love shall lighten labor 
and that (xod'S blessing shall link the cross to the 
crown." 

It was in 1855 he wrote and publislied in his " Koman 
Catholic Element in American History," ten years be- 
fore liberty became a national birthright, and while to 
say it was to cast away favor and friendship, these 
words : '' The influence of our free institutions is 
working out important results. Labor deserves pro- 
tection. It has built up this Republic and made it 
strong. . . . The interests of the laborer are all op- 

{•osed to despotism, as may be seen whether we look at 
taly or South Carolina. In this fact there is hope. 
Though truth falleth in the streets, and error Ilaman- 
like rides its gay palfrey, yet the Christian does not 
despair, for he beholds the hand of his God shaping 
and controlling all things, and in the stirring events oi 
the hour ho greets a movement which is working out 
the disenthralment of the race. The patriot does not 
despair, because from a thousand sources the fiat has 
gone forth that the march of aggression shall be 
stayed, and that if the battle continues long enough 
the sun in his shining course shall light a race of 
freemen without falling upon a bondman^s home. For 
broad and grand and mighty is our Republic, it has 
not yet attained its zenith, nor will it until the seed- 
lings of despotism, translated from a foreign soil and 
nurtured in our own, shall be uprooted, and then it 
will flame the splendor of its orb over an area of free- 
dom broad as an ocean-girt continent." 

THE MAN AT WORK. 

Rev. II. A. Delano in a recent letter describes the 
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man as he found him in his study in 18S2, just pre- 
vious to the evening sennon. He says : " It was a 
sight to gladden the eyes and stir the heart to the 
utmost to see the swarm of people swarming to tlie 
Temple on Sabbath evening. We were invited to the 
study — a beautiful room — and sat with the genial doc- 
tor talking of the work, while without was the cease- 
less tramp of the multitudes who were pressing into 
the great place to hear a radical and well-defined gos- 
pel from a man wlio is a force and a study to every- 
body who knows and feels him. Young men came to 
see him and ask after his work. They came to tell 
him of somebody anxious for salvation, to ask him if 
he wanted any help for the evening, to breathe a word 
of encouragement, and to receive a blessing. Like a 
father among his children sat this brave-hearted man, 
and in the name of the Master dispensed the Master's 
blessing. Tlie same power that made Tremont Tem- 
ple under God what it was while Dr. Fulton was in 
Boston seems present and operative here. The doctor 
is intensely himself, superlatively individual. You 
can only classify him with himself. He keeps his 
heart as a garden, watered and green, and tender and 
beautiful. He has no fence around it. He has no 
signs up cautioning men against trespass and tramp- 
ing. All is open welcome, generous, and great. So 
it falls out often that somebody takes advantage. 
But when somebody goes ruthlessly tramping through 
and upon and over all the flowers of the generous soul, 
somebody gets suddenly shaken up and put out. As 
a member of the church said, ' the doctor is impul- 
sive and peculiar, and won't stand any foolishness.' 
Another said of him : 'He must work, and he does 
his best work in his own harness.' " 

Rev. James B. Simmons, D.D., thus described 
him when he came to Brooklyn : " Many suppose 
they know my friend Fulton who do not know him. 
They think his successes spring from his eccentrici- 
ties. T^ey are mistaken, ^e has an iuiier scad ^^i- 
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den life — a life hid with Christ in God, a life habit 
of walking with God, of which those who misunder- 
stand and censure him seem to know nothing. He 
means always to be for God, even though it arrays him 
against liis brethren. He holds the truth to be 
superior to men. If he conceives that God requires a 

S'ven thing of himself and his brethren, his view is 
at not doubts and debates, but straightforward obe- 
dience is the first thing and the only thin^ next in 
order. And he is apt to rebuke sharply tnose who 
pause to discuss the propriety of obeying Gt)d'B com- 
mands." 

Dr. Fulton has been bitterly assailed in Brooklyn 
because of his fidelity to the truth. In the midst of 
this opposition, Rev. bavid Moore, D.D., then pastor 
of the Washington Avenue Baptist Church of Brook- 
lyn, entered a plea to give him '' fair play," saying : 
''He has not had it in j3rooklyn. I have been in this 
city almost twelve years, and have known no man so 
bitterly misrepresented, against whom there has been 
directed such unreasonable opposition and such per- 
sistent and mah'gnant hatred. What has he done to 
deserve this treatment ? Granted that he is impul- 
sive, often injudicious, and harsh. This is the worst 
of him. On the other hand, he has intellectual 
power, is well-informed, is an eloquent platform 
speaker, a powerful and faithful preacher, and a tire- 
less worker. He has also a large, tender, loving 
heart, and is as loyal to Christ and the truth as ever a 
man was, and wants to do his best for Jesus and man- 
kind. Those of us who know him best love and prize 
him most." 

To this, Rev. Edward Bright, D.D., editor of the 
Mccuniiner^ added these words : 

''Every man has a side to his nature in which 
faults predominate, and it is only by taking him as a 
whole, setting his virtues over against his admitted 
failings, that anv man retains the respect and self-con- 
fidence of his fellow-men. Such a balancing of human 
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character is more than charitable. It is a JUST and 
the only JUST method of estimating the worth of 
people. And their character is to be judged by their 
aims more than by their ways of pursumg them. . . . 
We sincerely believe that the current of few men's aims 
more uniformly sets in the direction of that which is 
genuine, and true, and good, and noble. He has a 
warm, philanthropic, and God-f earing heart. He be- 
lieves in and loves the truth of God, and sees no rea- 
son why aU others should not believe in and love it. 
He has a vast conviction, too, that God has commis- 
sioned him to avow and propagate what he believes. 
His way of doing it may be open to criticism, but it is 
his own way, the way that is in harmony with his 
moral and intellectual nature, a nature that can under- 
go no radical change. He is especially a man to be 
taken as he is, having never sought to be fashioned 
into somebody else, and could not be if he would." 

" Such a man," said George W. Bungay in his de- 
scription of Dr. Fulton in his '* Cameo Cuttings ;" 
*^ such a man cannot easily be put down. He is like the 
fabled giant, who, when beaten to the ground, sprang 
to his feet with greater strength than he had before he 
received the blow. A small field of labor is not at all 
satisfactory to him. He desires to speak through 
types as well as through his lips, and the press, and 
me pulpit are heights or mountain-top pulpits from 
which he is ambitious to preach to the multitude. 
The doctor is human, and has faults. He was born to 
lead, and he knows it, hence he will ; he drives, and he 
will not be horse. He wants to have his own way, 
and he stubbornly adheres to the verdict he brings in 
his own favor, and the other eleven obstinate men 
cannot move him. 

*^ Eev. Dr. Fulton is a combative theologian, and 
will take even a Pope's bull by the horns. When 
Monsignor Capel came to this country, the fighting 
parson pitched his hat into the ring and squared for 
battle." 
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THE INFLUENCE OF TRUTH WAS SEEN IN HIS 
OPPOSITION TO MON8IONOR CAPEL. 

For weeks the rumor ran from lip to lip, and the 
press gave it wing, that the Catesby of '^ Lothair" — 
the great converter of wealthy Protestants — ^had 
arrived in America. It was said that a daughter of a 
distinguished citizen had been led into the toils of 
Rome. The press hailed Monsignor Capel as a 
*' member of the Pope's household " — the representa- 
tive of the Vatican — and declared that he was to be 
the feature of fashionable life in our fashionable world 
during the coming winter. At the request of friends, 
the lecture on '' Monsignor Capel and the Methods of 
Rome" was delivered. Capel was shown, not to be 
the Marquis of Bute or Lord Somebody Else, but the 
8€;^'vant of the cardinal ; that he had fallen from favor 
in England, and, as the New York Trilmne said, was 
the subject of more or less unpleasant talk, and ** that 
a silly section of our fashionable society gave their 
guest the greatest consideration here about the time 
beseemed to be in the least esteem at home." The 
eyes of the people were opened. Capel, who began 
by preaching the Popery which had enslaved Europe, 
changed his tactics. The man who had posed as the 
Catesby of ^' Lothair" was proved to be of humble 
origin and without prestige at home. Though he 
threatened lawsuits and denied that he had had trouble 
in England, as was charged by Father Chiniqui, he 
came to Brooklyn and lectured without the slightest 
reference to his boasted threat, showing that, in his 
estimation, *' discretion was the better part of valor." 
His power to do mischief is broken as much as was 
that of the loud-mouthed Tetzel when Luther exposed 
him. Tell the truth. It is the truth that kills and 
makes alive. 

For his fearless attacks on Romanism Dr. Fulton 
has borne reproach, and still bears it. He moves on, 
for he believes that the only way to overthrow 
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Komanism is to tell tlie tnith about it and apply the 
truth to it. He said, in a letter defending his position : 
'' We are in a great fight at this great world-centre. 
Rome has in New York more brains, more culture, 
more money, and more hearty .devotees than dwell in 
the Eternal City. Romanism is almost master here in 
politics, in literature, and in religion. The methods 

{)ractised in Europe are being introduced into our own 
and. We need not fear them if we will but expose 
them. Silence gives consent to error and permits it 
to live. Preaching the truth makes truth omnipotent, 
and in its province error hides, and its power to do 
mischief dies. Error lives because we let it. Few 
warn Romaiiists of their danger, because the average 
minister feels that he must preach the Gospel and 
build up his church in praying for the conversion of 
heathen in India, Italy, and in Ireland, and in 
neglecting those in his immediate vicinity. Not so 
thinks Dr. Fulton, and so he is anxious to rouse the 
churches to the possibilities within their reach, and 
believes that millions of Romanists are in this land to 
be led from darkness to light, and be made share- 
holders with us in the inherited blessings of the past, 
and in accomplishing the work for God in the present 
which shall make the future luminous with a new 
glory and radiant with the bright beams of hope. 
For this let all Christians pray.

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CAN WE HOPE FOE THE CONVERSION 

OF ROMANISTS? 

Perhaps another question deserves consideration 
before the first be answered — viz. , Do Romanists need 
conversion ? There are those who are prepared to 
treat Romanists as they would treat any other Christian 
sect. They reckon them as a part of the Christian 
world. Are they right, or are they wrong ? Answer 
this, and then the first question is in order. 

Evangelical Christendom feels and believes that a 
work snould be done for Romanists in Europe. 
Missions have been planted in Rome, and are being 
sustained bv the various churches of Christ. Some oi 
these missions are under the very shadow of the 
Vatican. In Rome, where it was impossible, previous 
to the advent of the army of Victor Emmanuel, to hold 
a religious assembly, God's Word is being proclaimed, 
the evils of Popery are being set forth, and hundreds 
and thousands are coming from darkness into the 
light. It is thus proven that the claim so often made 
here, that Romanists have a place as a Christian 
denomination in the evangelical world, is absurd.* 
Romanists are in peril because of the errors that blind 
I and destroy them, or else sending missionaries to Rome 
is an insult. If they are in peril in Rome, they are in 
peril in America. For, bad as Romanism is in Italy, 
m Ireland, in Germany, and in France, it is in pur- 
pose and in power more to be dreaded in America. 

Consider some facts. 1. Romanism is* t\\^ io^^ oit 
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liberty, because its votaries subscribe not only to an 
absolute despotism, but submit to the dictation of a 
ruler in utter antagonism to free institutions. It is 
American to believe in religious liberty. Pius IX., 
August 15th, 1854, declared in his Encyclical Letter 
that '* Liberty of conscience was a most pestilential 
error." It is American to believe in 2i free press and 
mfree fipt'cch ; this is called by the Pope '^ the liberty 
ojpevddiony It is American to believe in the free 
circuhition and open reading . of the Bible. The 
Roman Catholic Cliurcli claims *' to be the only living 
authority which has the right to interpret the Bible ; 
its interpretation should be the only one allowed, 
should be protected by law ; all others should be con- 
demned and disallowed." 

It is American to foster our pubhc-school system. 
Romanism seeks its overthrow. A free people claim 
that the Constitution is the supreme law of the land. 
The Pope reserves the right to absolve his subjects 
from allegiance to it. The genius of our institutions 
is opi^osed to a state religion. Priest Hecker says, 
'' There is cre-long to be a state religion in this 
countrv, and that state religion is to be Roman 
CathoHc." 

lie who nms may read. '* The ascendency of 
Romanistic principles implies the downfall of the Con- 
stitution." It is becoming more and more apparent 
that Lafayette prophesied truly when he said, ** if the 
liberties of the American people are, ever destroyed, 
they will fall by the hands of the Roman clergy." 

2. The growth of Romanistic power shoula. cause 
us to ask the question, Can we hope for the conversion 
of Romanists ? In 1785 there were but 25,000 
Romanists in America. They are now reckoned by 
millions, though it is estimated that, because of the in- 
fluence of our institutions and the power exerted by 
the telling of the truth as it is in Jesus, over 17,000,000 
Roman Catholics have taken their departure from 
the Roman Church and have joined other com- 
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munions or are in the slough of infidelity ; yet it re- 
mains true that to-day they rival in numbers any of 
our largest evangelical denominations, and because of 
their wealth and power, which are unified and wielded 
against liberty, temperance, education, and Christian- 
ity, they deserve to be opposed and if possible to be 
redeemed. 

3. The policy of liome should create alarm. She 
is a law to herself in America. Eome wields political 
power for the increase of the influence and wealth of 
J:he Church. The effect of this is seen in New York. 
The Roman Catholic Church has acquired in New 
York City real estate and other property to the 
amount of over $60,000,000 ! In eleven years it has 
received from the public treasury of the same city 
$6,827,471.19, an average annual donation of $529,- 
750.10. 

The Roman Catholic Church, because of its political 
power, sets at defiance the laws which provide that 
ecclesiastical property be lield by boards of trustees of 
the laity. At present $250,000,000 of property is 
now held in this country by sixty Romish bishops under 
the absolute control of the Pope. 

" On BlackwelFs Island $30,000 was voted by the 
city to erect a church for the inmates of the island, to 
be used by clergymen of all sects. A Roman Catholic 
priest tooK possession of the church, erected his altar, 
and refused to allow ministers of evangehcal denomi- 
nations to preach in it. The matter was referred to 
the authorities. They dared not interfere, for fear of 
losing the votes of Romanists. 

" The St. Vincent de Paul Church, on Twenty-third 
Street, refused to pav its assessments for paving the 
street. Protestant cnurches were compelled to pay 
their assessments on the same street, but the authori- 
ties, for fear of losing votes, paid the assessment out of 
the general fund. In 1857 the City Coimcil of New 
York gave to the Church of Rome a tract of land, 
valued at $4,000,000, on which the Fiillx ^x^\^^^a 
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Cathedral is built. Let Rome get more power, and 
there would be more gifts, more usurpations, and 
more abominations." ('^ The Future Conflict," 
p. 13.) 

WHAT MAY BE. 

If nothing can be done to head against this OTOwth, 
it is believed that in thirty years Eomanists will num- 
ber one third of the population, in forty years two 
fifths, and in fifty-two years they will outnumber all 
non-Catholics. What has caused this increase? 
Emigration ; annexation of Louisiana, Florida, and 
Mexican territory, with their Catholic population, and 
the fertility of the foreign population and the influence 
of the sentiment so destructive to child-bearing, which 
is delivering over to Romanists large areas of country 
as is found in the "Western Reserve, simply because 
American families refuse to raise chilaren, and 
foreigners shame us in this regard ; finally, through 
the management of the penal institutions and the 
reformatories, being given over so largely to the control 
of the Church of Kome as was done by the Geglian 
bill in Ohio, engineered by the priesthood under the 
direction of the Archbishop of Cincinnati. (Similar 
bills are on the statute-booKs of other States, which 
take out of the control of the State the direction of 
our reformatories and gf ve over thousands and tens of 
thousands of children to the absolute control of the 
priesthood. They have captured nearly all the town 
and city officers in New York and New England 
towns and cities, and their blows fall thick and heavy 
upon our Republic. 

Can we nope for the conversion of Remap 
Catholics ? We answer, Yes, for these, among other 
reasons. 

1. Because of the Christ we preach. The Christ of 

Srophecy is the world's hero in imagination. The 
esus that came from Galilee to Jordan is the world's 
hero in history. No other character has stood the 
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tests of trial and remained the perfection of goodness 
and the model of perfection. From birth to death He 
alone was faultless ; from death to the Millennium 
He alone increases in power. Jesus is the world's 
Saviour. Romanists need not go to a priest, who 
tires of his senseless service, nor to the Mass, which is 
the poorest sort of idolatry, nor to a church, full of 
corruption from centre to circumference, but to Jesus 
Christ ; not by the aid of Marv, but through the Holy 
Spirit. " He shall testify of Me," said Christ, '^ and 
reveal Me to them." 

An uplifted Christ is a conquering Saviour. If 
ever a being's path was blocked, Christ's was. The 
Jews were in power. Ye who think nothing can be 
done for Romanists, look at the world at that time. 
There was no printing-press, no books or tracts for the 
millions, no way of reaching the lost through the un- 
numbered sources of influence now under the control 
of the Christian Church. Christ's followers depended 
upon Christ's Gospel and life, and with these Judaism 
was overthrown and Paganism was vanquished. 

They preached Christ. They carried the doctrines 
of the Gospel to the lost, and they triumphed. It was 
not different in the days of Zwingli and Luther. 
Preachers of Christ stood up in Roman Catholic 
churches and charged Romanists with ''idolatry." 
Excitements were produced, but the truth had free 
course, and was glorified. To-day we are afraid to 
speak of Christ to the worshippers of Mary. The in- 
timation, '' I am a Roman Catholic" closes the mouth. 

2. Because of the adaptability of the Gospel to re- 
fute the errors of Romanism. It saves all that is 
food in Romanism, and demolishes all that injures. 
*eter claimed to be infallible ; said, after Christ had 
foretold His trial and death, '' This shall not be done 
unto Thee," and so foolishly exalted himself above 
Christ. Jesus would have none of it, but replied, 
" Get thee behind me, Satan, for thou savorest not the 
things that be of God, but those that be oi tcv^wJ' 
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Paul foretold the doom of tlic ripened fruit of this 
seedling in 2 Thess. 2 : 4-10, which, after having exalted 
himself above all that is called God or worshipped, 
*^ The Lord shall consume with the spirit of His mouth, 
and shall destroy with the brightness of His coming." 
It is possible to reach llomanists through kindness, 
through common-sense, and by taking the Christianity 
of Romanism under the protection of Christianity, 
while the curiosity of llomanists is aroused to study 
the Scriptures to see if the things said be true. The 
Bible is the plague of Romanism. To arouse this 
curiosity will tax all the ingenuity of man, but it can 
be done. Let it be said that we do not differ essen* 
tially from Roman Catholics who believe in the Christ 
of Scripture, but only from those who turn from God 
to Mariolatry and idol-worship. 

For Romanists we have love and persuasion. For 
Romanism, which is a political parasite, a monster fas- 
tened on the back of primitive Cliristianity, eating out 
its very life, a system that works with all deceivable- 
ness of unrighteousness in them that perish, we have 
bitter and implacable opposition. 

It is ours to show that Christ is the only Mediator 
between God and man ; while Romanism has tjaints by 
the score, the Virgin Mary, the intercession of priests, 
and what not. Tell Romanists of this, and they will 
heed it. It is ours to call attention to the peril grow- 
ing out of the forbidding the clergy to marry, while 
the Scripture declares that the minister of the church 
shall be the husband of one wife. It is ours to show 
that Romanism is a conspiracy against Christianity and 
the Bible in all lands. The Pope and the clergy are, 
and always have been, on the side of tyrants and 
against the liberties of the people. 

While Romanism is unconquerable and almost un- 
approachable, yet it will go down when struck with 
the Word of God upon its vital point. The moment 
the truth of Revelation shines in upon Romanists, 
their errors disappear as mists before a rising sun. 
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We must pray and work for the conversion of 
Eomanists. Christ, in Luke 22 : 31 and 32, in speak- 
ing of Peter, sai(}, " Simon, Simon, behold Satan hath 
desired to have you that he may sift you as wheat, but 
I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not ; and 
vs^hen thou art converted, strengthen thy brethren." 
Let us go to Romanists in the same spirit. Encourage- 
ments abound. 

All recognize the fact that Romanists in Italy, in 
France, in Germany, in Austria, and even in Spain, 
may be converted. To them we send missionaries, 
for them we print Bibles, tracts, and newspapers. But 
in America we surrender them to themselves, as if 
our theory of religious Hberty somehow compelled us 
to leave errorists to the undisturbed control of error 
and all that it implies. 

Who prays for the conversion of Romanists ? Who 
ever thinks of handing them a tract, or of asking them 
if they have a Bible ? Who cares as to what they be- 
lieve, or what their belief is doing for them ? After 
the sermon, '' Can we hope for the Conversion of 
Romanists ?" a friend rose in the second meeting and 
said, '' These sermons have opened my eyes to the im- 
perilled condition of Roman Catholics." On last 
Friday 1 chanced to visit a friend who lives near the 
Catholic cemetery ; the road was crowded with peo- 
ple, old and young, some carrying children in their 
arms, and others leading them. 1 inquired what was 
the cause of so great an excitement. My friend re- 

flied, '' This is All Saints' Day ; it began yesterday, 
t will last until the Sabbath. Come up and look at 
the place of burial." I went and saw it, black with 
people, the gravestones nearly hidden. 

^' WHY ARE THEY THERE ?" 

" To pray for the souls of the departed, now suffer- 
ing purgatorial fire." This is so every year. It was 
not worse in the days of Tetzel than it is no^ m 
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enlightened America. The Bomanism of the dark 
ages is here. Indulgences are sold on the street cor- 
ners in Brooklyn as they are at Rome. 

A man, formerly a member of an evangelical 
cliureh, married a Koman Cathoh'c wife, and in due 
time surrendered to Rome. He came and heard tlie 
sermon, '^ God's Word against Romanism," and with 
streaming eyes went out at the close of the Bervice, 
saying, '' I never knew this before ; I will come 
again." 

A Roman Catholic, having heard the same sermon, 
said : '' I am convinced there is no more religion in 
Romanism than in these paving-stones. I am a mem- 
ber of the Roman Catholic Church, in good 'standing ; 
I go to mass in tlie morning, and spend the rest of the 
day in pool-rooms and rum-shops, and am nsuaily 
drunk every Sunday night, without injuring my stana- 
ing in the church. That cannot be the rehgion of the 
Lord Jesus Christ." 

The sermon, '' Is Romanism good enough for 
Romanists ?" was given to a Roman Catholic in New 
York. He lived in the upper part of the island. On 
Sabbath morning he read it, and called in two or three 
friends and read portions of it to them. They asked 
for copies that they might read it to their friends, and 
that night this man came to the Temple in Brooklyn 
that he might get copies of the sermon for distribu- 
tion. All this proves that Roman Catholics are acces- 
sible to the truth, and that, unless Christians bestir 
themselves in their behalf, the blood of immortal souls 
will be found in the skirts of their garments. If 
Christians do tell the truth in the fear of God and love 
of souls, without doubt, uncounted thousands may be 
brought to Christ.

lie went to them in love and in helpfulness. Let 
us do the same. Romanists as a rule are poor. They 
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find little help in the Church or from the Church. Be 
kind, be courteous, be true ; Christ was beautiful in the 
home. He made Himself of no reputation that He 
might help the lost aud the undone. Magnify Christ. 
Let us have more worship. Never do I enter a Roman 
Catholic Church but I feel they have something we 
have not. Infidelity belittles Christianity and 
attempts to dwarf to the stature of man the Son of 
God. Lift Christ up. Praise and glorify Him. 
Speak of His divine endowments and of His marvel- 
lous power. It is said He had a noble and well-pro- 
portioned stature, with a face of kindness and yet 
firmness, so that beholders both loved and feared him. 

THIS CHRIST LIVED AND WROUGHT AMONG MEN. 

Men saw Him. Faith sees Him now. Those who 
believe Him see Him in His beautv. Those who see 
Him not now shall never see Him in the glory of His 
graciousness, but in His majesty when the heavens and 
the earth flee away. This is our opportunity to intro- 
duce Christ to Romanists, to infidels, to all, for He is 
the brightness of the Father's glory and the express 
image of His person, the King of kings, and the lord 
of lords. 

ENCOURAGING FACTS. 

In 1500, Eomehad 80,000,000 adherents in Europe. 
Protestantism was without a representation either on 
a throne or among the people. Since that time Ro- 
manism has gained in that territory 69,000,000, and 
Protestantism 73,000,000. Protestantism has had a 
phenomenal growth, until to-day it plays a far mightier 
part than Komanism in dominating the world. It is 
certainly making great and rapid advances in all the 
leading Roman Catholic countries of Europe, as Spain, 
Austria, France, Portugal, and Italy, in Mexico, and 
in the countries of South America. Catholic Spain 
and Portugal, the leading countries of E\mo^^ ^^^ \\Nfc 
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beginning of the Refonnation, are now barely third- 
rate powers ; while England and Gennany, then weak, 
are now the leading powers of Europe and among the 
foremost in the world. 

Coming to America, we find that in* Canada in 
1820 the lloman Catholics were to the Protestants as 
three to one, but ]iow there are one and a half more 
Protestants than liomanists. Dr. Dorchester, the 
great Methodist statistician, declares that of the 8,000,- 
000 immigrants who came to our shores between 1850 
and 1880, 4,800,000 were lloman Catholics — a number 
nearly 50,000 more than the total increase of our 
Roman Catholic population. These figures show that 
the advance of Protestantism is a great historical fact. 
In 1500 there were 80,000,000 people under lloman 
Catholic governments, and none under Protestant. 
In 1700 there were 90,000,000 Romanists and 32,000,- 
000 Protestants. In 1830 Romanists ruled 134,000,000, 
and the Protestants 193,000,000. In 1876 the num- 
bers were respectively 180,000,000 Romanists and 
406,000,000 Protestants, while to-day nearly or quite 
500,000,000 of the human race are governed by Prot- 
estant rulers, while Catholic governments control 
scarcely more than two fifths as many. 

Romanism fosters ignorance, immorality, and crime. 
The religion of Christ promotes education, virtue, and 
good-will to man. In Rome, under the very shadow 
of the Vatican, the people are going into blank athe- 
ism ; they reject Romanism and are not yet instruct- 
ed to exercise faith in the Gospel. On the fifth anni- 
versary of the death of Victor Emmanuel, January 9th, 
1884, King Humbert and wife visited the tomb of 
the great deliverer of Rome in the Pantheon. The 
papers of the day reported that a mass was said by a 
priest before the high altar ; the Queen knelt rever- 
ently, but the King remained standing during the 
entire service. As the representative oi the govern- 
ment of Italy, he scorned to bow the knee in a lloman 
Catholic church ; and he is only one of the prominent 
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leaders in Italy who are giving up all their old faiths, 
but receiving nothing in place of them. It is not the 
fashion to become Protestant, but it is the fashion for 
men to proclaim themselves *' unbelievers." Many 
parents would deem it a great humiliation if their son 
should become a Protestant, but a confession of the 
]nost outspoken atheism is regarded by them wholly 
in order. Here is the point. Kecently the audacious 
statement was made that communism comes from 
Protestantism. The Presbyterian asks, " Where are 
there any Protestant communists ? From what church 
come the assassins of our coal-regions ? On whom 
do they call for spiritual succor ? Without a single 
exception, on their priests. Our hope is in the proc- 
lamation of the Gospel to Komanists. Once led to 
Christ, they will help in securing good laws for the 
protection of the commxmity against the vices of 
licentiousness, gambling, intemperance, stealing, rob- 
bery, and murder ; they will support good schools for 
the education of youth ; the open Bible will lead to 
reverent inquiry, and faith in Christ as the only source 
of hope and pardon will take the place of a dead ritu- 
alism ; the conscience of mankind will be emancipated, 
and all men will come to the knowledge of the truth.''

Were I a Roman Catholic I should pursue the policy that has 
been adopted by the Church of Rome. But I am not, and instead 
I believe in a church whose foundation and plan were laid and per- 
fected by Christ Jesus the Lord. Romanism is described in tli<^ 
word of God as antichrist. It is to this age what paganism was 
to the apostolic age. The paganism is here as it was there. The 
Mols, the ceremonies, the genuflexions, the rejection of Christ 
the one and only mediator, everything that characterized pagan 
Rome in the first century characterizes the Rome of the nine- 
teenth century and the Romanism of the nineteenth century, 
no matter where it is taught or practised. 

'I'owards this system we sustain relations either of antagonism 
or friendship; which is it, and which should it be? To the la^ 
and the testimony we are driven by the command of God ; to 
expediency, to political sagacity, to what pays, we are driven by 
the teachings and behests of men. 

What saith the word of God? Much everywhere ; more on this 
subject than on any other; and yet such is the gravitating 
power of interest that men are silent when they should be out- 
spoken; they are mixed up in enterprises sinfUl in fact, thougn 
they may be harmless in appearance, when God commands us ** to 
come out from among them and be separate." Is it not my duty 
and that of every Christian to adopt these words of John, saying, 
^*That which we have seen and heard deliver we unto you, that 
ye also ma^have fellowship Vith us ; and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father and with his son Jesus Christ. This then is the 
message which we have heard of Him, and deliver unto you, that 
God is light and in Him is no darkness at all " ? Wherever God is 
known and worshipped inspirit and in truth, there is progress in 
science, in art, in literature, and in the development of man phys- 
ically, mentally, and spiritually ; but wherever God is rejected. 
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men irrope in darkness ts If there had been no light. Henoe 
said the apostles, and the words shoold hare weight, **Jlf we 90$ 
that Mce have felloxcship with JJim and walk in darkneMSy we iie ami 
do not the truth. But if we walk in the lights aa Be is in the light, 
we huve fellinoshfp one with another^ and the blood o/Jesue d^kriA 
elenmeth us from all sin," 

It is because those who fj^rc their money to baild Romish In- 
stitutions, lend their influence to support this system which 
has sliroudcd so much of ttie world in moral darkness, and so 
disobey God and walk in darkness, eyea while they profess to 
have fellowship with Christ, that we ask the qaestion : ** Cati 
American citizens safely invest in Bomanismf** 

lu considering the question we shall notice: 1. Some of the 
reasons why people give to build Roman Catholic Charches and 
Cathedrals. 2. What they do by this support; and, 8. Why it 
should not be given. 

/. Why Citizens invest in Bomamsm. 

American citizens give their money to aid In building Roman 
Catholic houses of worship, because they claim that the priest- 
hood exercises a restraining and healthfhl influence over their 
people. Said a member of an Evangelical church, I gave to build 
a Catholic church, not because I think Romanism right, bat to 
make it pleasant for my hired help. They want their chnrch 
privile;;es, and though, poor things, they may be lost throngh 
error, I think the church helps them to be contented in onr 
neighborhood. 

Bomanism not good enough for Romanists. 

Others declare that the Romish church Is after all better 
suited to the capacities and wants of the people worshipping at 
the shrine of Mary than was the Church Christ founded; forget- 
ting not only that it is Romanism which degrades the people 
wherever its baneful influence is felt, but that it was Romanism 
which made the ages dark, centuries ago, and that of the religion 
of Christ alone can it be said, <* It is good enough for Romanists." 
The Plan of Salvation is infinite in perfection. Christ came to 
the lowest and most benighted, and His Grace lifts the Irish- 
man, the Chinaman, the American, and AfHcan alike out of the 
horrible pit and miry clay, and places their feet on the rock, 
and puts a new song in their mouth. 

Many contribute to this church who have little or no sympathy 
with their views, but to avoid the charge of bigotry. Others 
do so because of the influence they hope to obtain in this way; 
politicians have thus brought untold injury upon the interests 
of liberty and humanity. Romamsts are not confined to servants, 
as was formerly the case. They fill many of the important oflSces 
of the commonwealth and the land; their votes are at a premium, 
for in many places they hold the balance of power, and politicians 
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Becm to think that the shortest road to promotion and power is 
throagh the favor of the Romish priesthood and the RooUsh 
people. It is the duty of American citizens to make that road very 
long and tedious to any aspiring polUidun, A man that must betray 
liberty f Christianityy and humanity to serve his country, had better 
he retired from service^ and give place to one better and truer than 
himself 

Fashion has also much to do with it. Romanism conforms to 
the world and administers to the behests of the carnal heart. 
Majorities are pleased bj it, fashion thrives in its presence, and 
the religion proclaimed permits the votary to serve God and 
Mammon, to please self, conform to the claims of appetite and 
minister to pleasure, and yet obtain salvation because of the holy 
sacrifice of mass and the seven sacraments, which are all so 
many pretended channels, through which the {graces that flow 
from the wounds of the Redeemer are conveyed to the souls of 
Catholics of every class, in every condition and at every period 
of life, solely because of the power exercised by the priests. 

This statement was illustrated only the other day in this city. 
A woman dying with delirium tremens was visited by the priest. 
He prayed over the crazed, unconscious woman as she was 
dying. Her breath ceased and the poor votaries of the church 
went out to collect money for the priest, saying, '* he has saved 
her." 

Thousands held in ignorance of truth, of Christ, of the plan 
of salvation, yield ready assent to a faith that allows them 
to live for pleasure and obtain entrance into heaven through the 
instrumentality of a priesthood and the infallibility of the church. 

For instance, to two churches at the North Knd of Boston, 
twenty thousand communicants are said to belong. Many drink, 
get drunk, fight, swear, perhaps violate other commands of God 
and laws of the land, and yet they remain members of the church, 
and if they receive holy unction before they die, are said to go 
direct to heaven. 

Let us not be deceived. Thousands are thus deceived and 
deluded. Get men to hear Christ, and this system would go 
down before truth as did the temporal power of the pope before 
a few cannon shots fired at the instance of Victor Emmanuel. 

False ideas concerning the state and. the design of the state etert 
their pernicious influence upon the minds of the masses of Jioman* 
istSn 

Father Hecker declares that << ere long there is to be a state 1 
religion in this country, and that state religion is to be Roman 
Catiiolic." Bishop O'Connor, of Pittsburg, says: "Religious 
liberty is merely endured until the opposite can be carried into 
efl'ect, without peril to the Catholic world," The Archbishop oi 
St. Louis declares: **If Catholics ever, which they surely will, 
gain an immense numerical majority, religious freedom in this 
conntiy will be at an end." The pope speaks ot^Uhe deZmum o/ 
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toleration^'* and asserts the right ^^topwMk crtmtnalt in ihiB 0T4n 

of ideoM/* 

The state is more than a police force. It is more than a hoose 
which is inhabited. It is more than an employer. France was 
compelled to employ her working men in self-protection. ** Faint 
the dome of the Tnlleries," said the great Napoleon, when a 
revolt was threatened, as the next wonder to save the children 
of France flrom rcvolntion. Bat Americans believe in the state 
ofl an idea which has a mission to fnlfll, and a woric to aocouh 
plish. 

The state is that organization in which man tries to realize 
the highest interests of humanity. In it all are entitled to lUb, 
liberty, and the pnrsnit of happiness. Here men can grow bi 
body, mind, and soul, without let or hinderance. The Romanist 
and the Protestant are protected in their theories and plans so 
long as they do not conflict with the righ s of neighbors and 
communities. 

Romanists do not believe in this liberty. Hence, wherever 
the church rules supreme, as in South American republics, civil 
and especially religious liberty is unknown. The Roman church 
treats her votaries as minors. A f^e church in a ftee state 
welcomes flree and independent men as the hope of the state 
and the glory of the troth. 

It is because Romanists cherish this view, that riots such as 
disgraced New York occur. The citizen is nothing. Hie church 
is everything; and for her sake those who should be proud to be 
citizens, trample upon the rights of the minority because th^ 
are taught to betray the state for the sake of the church. 

n. Consider in this connection what is done bp this support given 

to build Bomish strtictures. 

Those who countenance the delusion by attending their fidrs, 
supporting their schools, or contributing to the building of their 
preientious cathedrals and institutions, say to every deluded 
Romanist, '* You are right. You are as safb in your chorch as 
we are in ours. There is no radical difference. Yon honestly 
believe what we claim to be a fledschood, and it is as well for yon 
as though you as honestly believed a truth." By so saying. In act 
if not by word, such are guilty of bringing irreparable injury 
upon the rights and immunities of every citizen of the republic 
Lower this standard in one place and you lower it in all. Citizens 
of New York once felt that the countiy could save the city. The 
city has destroyed or contaminated the country, and spread blight 
and misery everywhere. Put yourself in the place of an igno- 
rant devotee to Rome. You enter a fair. You have not much 
money, nor much of comfort : the church has the largest share 
of your earnings. You build houses of worship, but do not con- 
trol them ; their titles and deeds arc all vested in the bishop. 
He is master, you servant; you cannot have a Bible. Your chil- 
dren are compelled to give up the public schools ; or if they attend 
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them, as in New YorK some uo, tnere is little taught beside tiM 
catechism and breviary, so that yonr children grow up in igno- 
rance. Tou see them neglected on the Sabbath; they riot and 
revel in pleasure, while other children keep God's day holy, and 
you wonder that the priest never rebukes them, and Is content 
to see you in poverty, in degradation, in indebtedness, while 
ministers of Christ seek to reform and help you ; and in a mud- 
dle you go to the fSftir, and there see educated Protestants, politi- 
clans and wives of politicians, editors and their wives, people of 
fashion who attend upon what is called the ministry of the word, 
and you say, '* After all these people must believe me safe or they 
would warn me." ** They must have respect for my religion or 
else they would not countenance it." ** My surmlsings are 
groundless. My faith in the church has the sanction of men 
who can read the Bible, and who have enjoyed advantages denied 
me and my children; therefore it ought to be without reserve. 
I am wrong, the priest is right." Thus do men and women lend 
their sanction to error, and acquiesce in a delusion which is 
leading astray million^, and peopling the realms of sorrow with 
a vast raultitud'^ whom it is their duty to warn, and whom they 
must warn if they would not have the blood of immortal souls 
on the skirts of their garments. If there is a Romanist whose 
ear is open to these words, let mc ask you not to be deceived by 
these manifestations of regard. Tbey are given not because 
Protestants believe In Bomanism, but Arom the conviction that 
it is wise to live in peace with it. You are in peril because you 
are without the truth; the Gospel is your hope; seek it, study 
it, foUbw it. 

III. Let U8 call attention to some of the reasons which should dfs» 

snade American citizens from investing in these structures which 

help Borne to propagate her errors, 

1. Because of the character of the church. She is arrajing herself 
against liberty, against education, against temperance, against 
the Bible, and against the institutions which are the outgrowth 
t>f the teachings of the Word of God. This, we are aware, is a 
serious charge, but do not the facts Justify the declaration ? We 
do not deny that men are often better than their system. Indi* 
vidual Romanists may be Christian, though Romanism is un- 
christian. There are many private members of the church of 
Rome fbr whom we feel genuine sympathy. Especially among 
the lowly and simple-hearted there are those to whom God has 
revjsaled himself in Jesus Christ, though their minds are clouded 
by superstition. 

Never do I enter these carpetless and miserable homes, see 
the faith of the poor creatures, and recognize the fact that they 
feel they aire pleasing God, even while they are, at the beck of the 
priests, keeping their children in ignorance, and emptying their 
homes of comfort, that these great cathedrals may arise in mag« 
nlAcent proportions,— structures which are like cancers preying 
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u^fou the life of the repabllc, Impoyerlithliig the gOTemment, and 
eating into the very heart and life of the people without feeling 
ao ulmost irresistible desire to beseech men of greater iight who 
come iu contact with them, to andecelYO them by honest speech, 
and lead them into the more excellent way. Talk kindly to them 
of the contrast between a Protestant and Roman Catholic com- 
maiiity. Look at the diiference in the appearance of thie fuses, 
of tlie dress, and of the behavior. Ask them to see wliat oar 
institutions and oar religion have done even for their own people, 
compelling their priests to preach Christ, and to iive lives of 
decency and propriety, and give np the scandalous practices 
which degrade Europe, and which characterize some of the be- 
nighted portions of America. 

It is with the system we war, because as citizens we find our- 
selves at once in conflict with it. While it was comparatively 
modest ; while it pleaded for a place among our modes of worship 
as a need of the foreigners who thronged our shores ; while it 
demanded only what was granted by our liberties to every 
denomination, it passe<l unnoticed. Wo liad forgotten what it 
was. It walked among us in disguise. Large numbers of our 
most enlightened people seemed oblivious to Its spirit and to Its 
aims. With many it was regarded as a harmless institution ; 
with others as an ordinary variety of the Christian religion« At 
last it feels the clutch of power. It throws off disguises, and 
becomes arro^rant and aggressive. It claims exclusive privi- 
leges. It meddles with our schools, influences the press, pad- 
locks lips that once dare speak for truth and righteousness. It 
organizes proselytism. It interferes with private liberty. It 
spreads publications which contradict the Gospel, and fiUsity 
history. It accumulates wealth in the hands of ecclesiastics. It 
insinuates its influence into municipal affairs, and obtains special 
grants of the public money for its exclusive uses. 

Think of it. We have been ashamed, as American citizens, at 
the corruption revealed in New York. We have known that 
every department of the municipal government was reeking 
with wickedness, and yet there was no feeling of hope general 
enough among the citizens to enable them to rise np against it. 
Law was dead, aud justice was but a name. Robbery and 
-irime sat in the places of trust and judgment. The worst day of 
old Rome's wickedness when the empire was put up, at auction, 
seemed to have returned. Millions of money flowed into the 
coffers of the church of Rome. Magnificent churches, cathedrals, 
hospitals, and other structures rose on every hand, while taxes 
increased, and robbery and crime stalked defiantly abroad. Wliy 
was it? There is but one answer. Romanism had infected the 
city, filled the offlce3, and ruled the hour. The result was there, 
what it was in Rome in the year 15IC, before modern Protestant- 
ism was born, when Machiavelli wrote : *< The nearer the people 
are to Rome, the ler>s devotion they have. By the scandalo is 
example of the court of Rome, Italy has lost every principle of 
piety, and every sentiment of religion." Is it not so in New 
k 
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York? Will it not be so everywhere? Pulpits of Protestant 
churches have thundered against corruption, while Rome laughs 
and pardons the thieves, if she is peimitted to share in the spoils. 
And why ? Because as New York sinks in infamy, in corruption, in 
degradation, Roman Catholic institutions rise on every hand, as 
monuments of a peoples shame, and as gravestones of liberty, 

I am not unmindful that Romanists claim that they possess 
the true faith. We admit that the church of Rome has the whole 
truth in possession and on record, and this is the weightiest 
count against her. Paul, in Rom. 1 : 18, declares *< the wrath of 
God is revealed from heaven against all ungodliness and unrighteous^ 
eoiisness of men who hold the truth in unrighteousness** Rome 
hides the truth from mankind, and institutes rites, traditions, and 
fi^nnsnts of her own for that pure word of God, after which men 
everywhere hunger. She claims that a man is infallible, and pre- 
tends to be the sole trustee of the divine anointing, so that all 
office and ordination in the church of God must be derived in 
succession from his hands. And now this ^system of delegated 
power must be imposed on the body of believers. The priest 
must, by some visible operation, be raised above the people into 
a supernatural reverence and dignity. This is accomplished 
through the doctrine of mass which claims that by priestly invo- 
cation, the wafer of bread and the wine are changed at every 
celebration into the actual body and blood of Christ, and that he 
Is thus offered anew In sacrilicc every day for the sins of men, 
and that the priest can give forgiveness through this instrumen- 
tality to whomsoever he will. Nothing could more obscure and 
destroy the whole truth of a completed redemption through his 
blood, who on the cross exclaimed, **i« is finished!*' Add to this 
the doctrine of confession to a priest, of purgatory by which the 
tender sorrows of mourners are played upon to secure for a 
price the deliverance of the dead, out of misery; add the 
theory of indulgence, by which forgiveness of sins may be ob- 
tained and the doctrine of the intercession of saints and of the 
Virgin Mary, and you have a system of religion which has actually 
nullified the Gospel, dethroned the Son of God, destroyed the 
power of his great sacrifice, and placed the hearts of men under 
bondage to human mediators, who are powerless to guide and 
save ; and this system is sanctioned and sustained by every one 
who, by word or deed, gives it countenance and support. 

Financially it is a mistake to invest in Somanism, 

As a mere matter of speculation, we cannot afford to foster it. 
Around every Roman Catbolic church, drinking, poverty, and 
crime go on, if rebuked, still unchecked. Nine-tenths of the rum- 
shops in all of our cities, arc under the control of Roman Catho- 
lics. The property in such localities is depreciated in price, 
and Evangelical churches find it verv hard to maintain a foothold, 
because the vast portion of the population around, or near, are 
given up to rum or Romanism. Splendid squares Ilq.vq b^^u 
bivaded }n Boston and New York, by nuns and sisX^x^ ol Oaa.T^'^> 
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and at odcc the value of real estate Is deteriorated. It is 8 ^^ 
a Washington Street Evangelical church would be a fkilu ^^IJ[ 
i>outh End of Boston, bccuuse of the fact that so large a X°^ 
of the city has been abandoned to Komaoists. In some cab-, 
houses in the ncighl)orhood have fallen one half of their valae, 
whf'n a Protestant church is sold to Romanists. This may seem 
strange, and may strike the reader with surprise, but it remaUis 
a fact Now as these large squares and plats of Kroond could 
be purchased, none of these maguiflcent structures could be 
built by the money which Uomanfits earn or give, it seems to 
bo fooliiardiness itself, which causes capitalists and citizens to 
destroy the value of real estate, the thrift and prosperity of the 
city, simply to secure the favor of those who keep votes on sale, 
and power for the highest bidder. Romanism, the product 
of the natural heart, is like weeds in the garden. It absorbs 
the strength of the soil, and kills the harvest which might else 
be grown. As a great cathedral is proof positive of the d^^n- 
eracy, the ignorance, and the blindness of the people rearing it, 
every up-going structure of the kind is a sure precursor of the 
lack of thrift, of enterprise, and of advancement. Why is it 
that mission schools are failures at the North End of Boston? 
Not for tlio lack of children, but because children are under the 
control of Romanists who profane the Sabbath day, and prefer 
pleasure to piety, and selfish indulgence to the worship of God. 

Our Duty to Christ and Eumanity. 

But there is another and weightier reason still. Christ came 
to save men, and it is our duty to help on the work, not to re- 
tard it. In the New Testament we are supplied with a model after 
which we are to pattern. Christ declares, '* One is your Bliister, 
even Christ, and all ye arc brethren." The qualification of mem- 
bership is faith in Christ, which results in a new lifb, that Is 
proof of a new birth. 

Love was the characteristic of the primitive church. In It all 
occupied a common level. The object of the church was to bring 
the world back to Christ, and give to King Jesus his rightfhl 
place as Lord of Lords. This we know, and Uiis we are to 
preach, saying, ** Whosoever believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved, and whosoever believeth not, shall be damned." 

Whoever sanctions error betrays truth. Whoever tbsters a 
system antagonistic to the Gospel, is recreant to the Gospel, 
sides against God, and betrays the highest interests of the im- 
mortal soul. We must take sides for Christ and humanity, 
against sectarian bigotry and Romish heresy. Wherefore says 
the Apostle, '* Come out trom among them and be ye separate.* 
Do it now by speech as well as by deed. Do not sanction any 
betrayal of liberty, or country, or Christ. 

" Touch not tfie unclean thing," 

That is Gk>d's command ; obey it, and then shall the promlae, 
" and I will receive yout* be y outs Vti Um^ \i\iOL Vci ^tAtuity. 
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Iffatt. 16: 18. 

*<And I alao say unto thee, That thou art Peter ; and npon this rock I will build 
1117 choreh ; and the gates of h«ll shall not prevail against it." 

A TBACHBB in a mission school asked the question, " On what 
does the church rest?" <'0n Peter," said a child of tender 
years. The teacher said, " Very well. On whom did Peter rest ? " 
** On Christf** was the answer. That is right, said the shepherd 
of that yonng sonl ; let ns all get on Christ, and we shall be safe 
as was Peter. The child spoke in accordance with the iustrnc- 
tions she had rccelyed at home. The child was taaght in accord- 
ance with instructions received from Rome. The Pope, in the 
decree published July 18th, 1870, declaring the infallibility of 
the head of the Romish church, declares ^* that Christ placed 
Peter before the other apostles," and quotes the words of Christ, 
recorded in Matt, xvl : 16-19, as authority for the claim. There 
can be no doubt that Bomanlsm rejoices to And its reason for 
existence in this Scripture. 

Do the words of Christ warrant the claim? Rome answers 
in the affirmative. Hence, we are not surprised to find in the 
notes of the Do way Bible this language : "As Peter by divine 
revelation here made a solemn profession of his faith in the di- 
vinity of Christ ; so in recompense of this faith and profession, 
our Lord here declares to him the dignity to which he is pleased 
to raise him, viz. : That he, to whom he had already given the 
name of Peter, signifying a rock (John i : 42), should be a rock 
indeed, of invincible strength, for the support of the building of 
the church; in which building he should be next to Christ him- 
self, the chief foundation stone, in quality of chief pastor, ruler, 
and governor; and should bear, accordingly, all fulness of eccle- 
siastical power, signified by the keys of tlic kingdom of heaven." 
This language does not surprise us. We freely and gladly admit 
that Peter was recognized as a steward of the mysteries of God. 
In my opinion, a great mistake is made when attempts are made 
to ignore the place accorded Peter by Christ on this occasion. 
It was a wonderful moment. In the speech of this rude fisher- 
man, a thought had stepped forth, which in Christ's estimation 
was the seedling of hope for a lost world. Peter had voiced It. 
Christ at once associated him with himself, and said for this 
confession, " Thou art the Christy the Son of the UdIuq Go&^'* tsa^^ 
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thus openly, thus oncqulvocally, — I will make you tlic honored 
iDstruinont of iiiaking known my gospel to Jews and Gentiles, 
and will make you a distinguished ally in bailding my church. 

Tlio iiumiinity in Christianity obtained everywhere a recogni- 
tion from Christ: ** Ye are the salt of the earth," "Ye are the 
li^ht of the world." These and kindred passages show how 
(Uirist regarded the agencies of man in carrying forward the 
work of Christ amidst the devastations wrought by sin. Under 
tiie new as under the old dispensation, God draws by the cords 
of a man. 

To ussociate Peter with him In work is one thing. To dis- 
tingaish hlni above the apostles is quite another. To declare 
that his name was I'ctcr, or rock, or to promise to build the 
ciuirch on this apostle rather than on Christ, are two widely dif- 
ferent utterances. Christ applauded Peter because of this con- 
fession of his divinity. The confession was made at an oppor- 
tune time, and marked the inception of the organization of the 
church, which is to-day the pillar and ground of the truth. It 
was a moment of wondrous and portentous import. " The God 
Man was uncovered to the eye of the world.' 
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Confession of Christ the Hock. 

The confession of Jesus Christ was then and there declared to 
be the rock on w^hich the church was to be built. The confession 
was grandly made. There was no equivocation or doubt in it. 
•* Thou art Christ, the Son of the living God." Welcome words. 
They are for the first time heard. They prove that Christ's mis- 
sion is to be a success. The light of God shining through Christ 
has left its imprint on the heart of the disciple, and he utters 
this sublime truth as a result. ** Flesh and blood did not reveal 
it." It was not a human product, but a divine enactment. My 
Father who is in heaven is the originating cause. Said Christ, 
** No man cometh unto me except the Father who hath sent me 
draw him." The work has begun. Peter steps to the side of 
Jesus Christ, recognizes his Messiahship, confesses the truth. 
This is not the result, Christ says, of my appearance, nor of my 
social communion God is at work. Peter saw God in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself. In this confession the church 
finds its corner-stone. This is the fundamental doctrine of sal- 
vation : ** Whosoever confesseth me before men, him will I con- 
fess before my Father and his holy angels." Again, Christ 
declares, **Iam the way, the truth, and the life." **No man 
cometh unto the Father except by me." Christ elsewhere de- 
clares himself to be the well-spring of life, and whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give him, shall never thirst 
again. He is also the bread of life. Whosoever eateth of this 
bread shall live forever. Peter, on the day of Pentecost, held np 
the crucified to the gaze of the people from every land and every 
tongue, and proclaimed that God had made that same Jesus' 
whom ye have crucified both Lord and Christ 

Paul, in his letter to the Romans, makes confession of Christ 
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essential unto salvation, saying, Rom. x: 8-10, "The Word Is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart; that is tlie word 
of faith which we preach, that if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thy heart that God 
hath raised him ftrom the dead, thou shalt be saved. For with 
the heart man believeth unto righteousness, and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation." Clearly, then, Christ re- 
ferred to the confession made by Peter of himself as the Son of 
God, rather than to Peter the man, when he said, ** upon this 
rock will I build my church." 

Christ the Bock. 

From Genesis to Revelation, Christ is everywhere represented 
as the rock or stone of Israel, as in Gen. xliz : 24. Isaiah, xxviii : 
16, uses this language : ** Behold I lay in Zion for a foundation, 
a stone, a tried stone, a precious corner stone, a sure founda- 
tion ; " he that believeth this testimony and rcst.s all his hopes of 
salvation on Christ shall never be put to flight or confusion as 
one in haste to escape impending danger, for he shall be safe, and 
quietly wait the salvation of the Lord. 

In harmony with the teachings of the Old Testament and the 
declaration of Christ, are the inspired words of Peter recorded 
in his First Epistle and second chapter, where we find these 
words : ** Wherefore laying aside all malice, and all guile, and 
hypocrisies and crimes, and all evil speaking, as new-born babes 
desire the sincere milk of the Word that ye may grow thereby ; 
if so be, ye have tasted that the Lord is gracious " Peter be- 
lieved in the gospel. The words of Christ give life. Men grow 
thereby. The Bible was to him what it is to us, the power of 
God unto salvation to every one who believeth, because it re- 
vealed Christ Jesus the Saviour of the world. " To whom com- 
ing as unto a living stone, disallowed indeed of men, but chosen 
of God and precious ; ye also, as living stones, are built up a 
spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices 
acceptable to God by Jesus Christ." Then quoting the words of 
Isaiah, he adds : ** Unto you, therefore, which believe, he is pre- 
cious ; but unto them which be disobedient, the stone which the 
builders disallowed, the same is made the head of the corner. 
And a stone of stumbling and a rock of offence, even to them 
which stumble at the Word, being disobedient whereunto also 
they were appointed." 

It being proved by the words of Peter that he rested his hopes 
of salvation upon a confession of Christ, let us proceed to notice 
the reasons therefor. Peter knew for what Christ came. That 
Christ was the foundation of his hopes he was everywhere ready 
to declare. ** For other foundation can no man lay than that 
which is laid, which is Jesus Christ." 

He knew that Christ did not in these words confer on Peter a 
prerogative which God himself does not exercise. For neither 
God the Father, nor God the .Son, nor God t\ie ^^\t\V., c,«Ai\^\\!>:\\. 
Bins except oa the condition of confession ot ta\l\i\\x ^^«xv4 C\iX\sXx 
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which includes a reliance tipon the atonemeDt, made by his deaUi, 
and the hopes ballded ou hli rcsarrcction, which are milblded In 
the Goflpol. 

If Christ had given Peter power to remit sins caprldooaly, 
then he woald have conferred authority npon man which does 
uot belong to God, and which it were Impossible for Christ to 
conceive of. or design or do. Ttiat Peter never dreamed of cxer- 
ci«in;^ the power clalfned by his pretended soccesson. Is shown 
by his words on tii^day of Pentecost, and by his sabseqaent 
efforts. To the Je>f#!iud Gentiles he preached with unwonted 
boldness Jesus after his resurrection^ and''-Dever more did he 
claim iu fallibility for himself, nor was infUlibUity claimed for 
liiin. 

Peter diflTered from his pretended successors In tliat he led 
About a wife with him in his Journeys. She sliared his trials and 
Joys, and was blessed in having her mother healed by Christ. He 
differed from his pretended successor in rcfhslng worship even 
in Csescrea, where Christ said, "Thou art Peter,** when Cor- 
nelius, a servant and notable Jew, fell down at his feet and wor- 
f^hipped him, Acts x : 23, Peter took him up, saying, ** Stand 
up ; I myself also am a man." But when the keeper of the Iloose 
of the Angel Guardian was in Itome, he l>oast8 of haying repeat- 
edly kissed the Pope*rt foot, and declares, "I would gladly liaye 
kissed tlic very dust it rested on. Here, seated on his throne, 
— the throne of 8t. Peter, — sat 8t. Peter's successor: the 
bishop of Rome, to wliom all patriarchs and bishops of the 
world owe obedience, the head of tho church militant, the vicar 
of Jesus Christ; yet I, an obscure, unknown stranger, ftom a 
distant land, far over tho great waters, was permitted to ap- 
proach him, to kneel before him, and even to Idss his feet. St. 
Jolni, the beloved disciple, leaned upon tho bosom of Jesus him- 
self; the traitor Judos kissed his cheek; tho Magdalene his feet. 
I could not do either, but I did what I could, — I kissed the feet 
of his vicegerent on earth." 

Nor did ho kiss tho foot of the Pope alone in the sanctoary; 
but when as a man he sat at his brcakfost-table, this man -wor- 
shipper, to whom the State of Massachusetts commits the keep- 
ing of very many of our youth, bowed three times, and abso- 
lutely worshipped the man. The contrast between the Peter to 
whom Christ spoke and tlie protended successor of Peter cou'd 
not bo more marked, while the power of suporstltloik over the 
niiiul or heart seeks in vain for a better illustration. 

Ill tho council in Jerusalem, the record of which wo find in 
Aets XV : 10-20, it was evidently not Peter, but James, who pre* 
sided and shaped the decision, while the epistles of Peter une* 
quivocally proclaim Chrisst as the living stone ou which all hopes 
of growth and nscAiluess were built. 

[ Peter not superior to the Apostles. 

Tho difficulty In our path Is reached. Borne reftises to be 
governed by Scrlpturo. Hero Luther stood and said» ** Conftits 
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xne by plain passages of Scripture, el^c here I stand, God help 
me." If Romanists would bring their claim to Scripture, and 
would abide its decision, we could argue with them, agreeing that 
the conclusion reached should biud us. It Is not Scripture, but 
tradition, on which Romanism rests its authority for existence. 
That Christ honored Peter we declare ; that he honored the other 
apostles in like manner is abundantly apparent. Indeed it might 
be proven that he honored others more than he honored Pe- 
ter. John leaned on his bosom, and was called the disciple 
whom Jesas loved. To Peter alone did Christ say, " Get thee 
behind me, Satan, thou art an offence unto me, for thou savorest 
not of the things that be of God, but those that be of men." 
Matt, xvi : 23. This language is recorded in the same chapter 
where Christ said, " Thou art Peter." Again, the idea of placing 
one disciple above another is opposed to all of Christ's teachings. 
In Matt. XX : 20-26, the mother of Zebedee's children seeks posts of 
honor for her two sons ; yet Christ refused the request, and said, 
** Whoseover will be great among you, let him be your minister; 
whosoever will be chief among you, let him be your servant." 

Other apostles are as truly the fottndation of the church, as is 
shown by Eph. ii : 20, where Paul declares Christians ** are built 
upon the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone ; in whom all the building 
fitly framed together, grovveth unto an holy temple in the Lord." 
"And the wall of the city had twelve foundations, and in them 
the names of the twelve apostles of the Lamb." Rev. xxi : 14. 

Peter, instead of hej,ng ruler, teas rebuked by Paul, as Is recorded 
in Gal. ii : 11, where he said, " When Peter was Come to Antioch, 
I withstood him to the face, because he was to be blamed." 

^ The Keys. 

But, says the devoted Catholic, did not Christ give Peter the 
keys ? We reply, he did, but no more than he gave them to the 
other disciples. To Peter he said, " And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven ; and whatsoever thou shalt 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven ; and whatsoever thou 
Shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven." In these words, 
Christ gave to Peter official recognition of his stewardship, and 
authorized him to proclaim officially the remission of sins on the 
terms set forth in the Gospel. 

In the eighteenth chapter of Matthew the truth is illustrated. 
The disciples are taught that they occupy a representative posi- 
tion. Their actions on earth are to be ratified in heaven because 
their deeds are the blossoming forth of God's thought. The 
disciples came to Christ and asked. Who is greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven? Perhaps Peter may have been envied because 
of the attention bestowed upon him by the Saviour. **And 
Jesus called a little child unto him and set him in the midst of 
them. And said, verily I say unto you, except ye be converted 
and become as little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom 
of heaven." Then comes the question as to what was \iQ V^^ ^Q\i<^ 
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with a brother who trespassed as:ainst them? Christ repllcdi 
CO and tell him his fault between thee and him alone; if he shall 
hear thee, thou lias galntd thy brother; if he does not hear thee, 
then take one or two more, and if he will not hear them, tell it 
unto the church ; and then follows language identical with that 
used with Teter. ** Verily I say unto you, whatsoever ye shall 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven ; and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven." 

The minister, in his official capacity, as is the church In their 
official capacity, are engaged in solemn business. What they 
do on earth is ratified in heaven. The truth deserves consider- 
ation. Men have no right to trifle in the worl^ of God. They 
are not to add to or substract from the GospeL " For I testiftr 
unto every man that hcareth the words of the prophecy of this 
book, if any man shall add unto these things, God shall add unto 
Llm the plagues that are written in this book ; and If any man 
shall take away from the words of the book of tliis prophecy, God 
shall take away his part out of the book of life and out of the 
holy city, and from the things which are written in this book.** 
These words close the volume of Scripture, and are recorded in 
the last portion of the last chapter of lievelatlons. Notwith- 
standing this, Rome rejects the Scriptures unless they can be 
accompanied with the notes and comments of men. There is 
to-day a standing offer from a merchant, to ftirnish for the mill- 
ions of Romanists in Italy and America, any copy of the New 
Testament, no matter by whom translated, which the Pope will 
sanction as a true version of the New Testament, to be given to 
all who will accept of it, providing it be circulated without note 
or comment. 

it is not done, and why? "The Bible," said Chilli ngworth, 
more than two centuries ago, '* the Bible only is the religion of 
Protestants." The confessions of all Evangelical churches echo 
this sentiment, and declare '*the holy Scriptures containeth 
all things necessary to salvation." But Roman Catholics express 
themselves differently from Christians in this matter. They re- 
ceive the Bible indeed, but they want something more than the 
Bible for their guide. Thus the creed of Pope Pius IV. declares, 
after repeating the Nicene Creed, " / most steadfastly admit and 
embrace apostolic and ecclesiastical traditions and all other observan* 
ces and constitutions of the same church*** This opens the door to 
tradition and to innumerable errors. ** I do also admit the holy 
Scriptures, according to that sense which our holy mother the 
church has held and does hold, to which it belongs to Judge of 
the true sense and interpretation of the Scriptures ; neither will 
I ever take and interpret them otherwise than according to the 
unanimous consent of the fathers." The Council of Trent placed 
the unwritten traditions of the clmrch on a par with the re- 
corded word of God, and thus addeii a vast amount to Scripture, 
while such were the contradictions resulting thereftom, that, in 
self-defence, Rome has been obliged to restrict the circulation of 
the Scriptures to a fearful extent. lu Italy, where Home was 
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rapreme, the Bible was banished. John Wickliffe, the herald of 
the Reformation, and the earliest translator of the Bible, made 
his translation fh>m the Ynlgate ; but the Council of Constance, 
In 1415, more than thirty years after his death, anathematized 
him as a notorious and scandalous heretic, and ordered his bones 
to be disinterred and cast out from ecclesiastical burial. William 
Tyndale, another English reformer, and a translater of the Bible 
from the Hebrew and Greek originals into clear and simple Eng- 
lish, was condemned as a heretic, and finally, after his last prayer, 
**Lord, open the king of England's eyes," was strangled and 
burned at the stake in Belgium, Oct. 6, 1540. 

Bible burning and Bible hating characterizes priests in America 
as in Europe. The opposition felt towards the Bible being read 
without note or comment, in the public schools, is one of the 
saddest features of the times. Catholics owe it to themselves 
and their children to remonstrate against priestly opposition to 
the word of God. According to Pius IX., the church of Rome 
rests upon Peter because of the word of God. If the word of 
God is true at all, It Is all true. If we admit its binding power 
in one instance, we must admit it iu all. This truth is pervading 
the minds of thousands of the more intelligent Catholics in our 
land. They resist whatever separates them from the word of 
God, and in so doing they are right. Let God be true, for as 
Peter said, *' We mtist obey Ood rather than men." 

Peter Dear to the Heart of the Church. 

Because of the attempts to exalt Peter by Romanists, and to 
prove that he was not in any way superior to the other apostles, 
by Protestants, it is to be feared that we are losing ftom our 
thought and heart the grand place Peter held in the esteem of 
Christ. He was a bold and fearless man. His impulses at times 
carried him away, but he was a man of power and influence. 
Christ loved him and leaned on him. His confession of Jesus 
before aU was like him. His sermon and bearing on the day of 
Pentecost, entitle him to the admiration and love of the Chris- 
tian world. The risen Christ whom he had denied had been in 
their midst. He had asked Simon, — not Peter, but Simon, — 
saying, " Simon, Son of Jonas, lovest thou me? " Peter's heart 
was broken. And he said, <* Lord, thou knowest all things ; thou 
knowest that I love thee." Jesus said unto him, ''Feed my 
sheep and lambs." The crisis had come. The Lord had ascended 
to his throne on high. Fifty days had passed si«ce the Lamb 
was slain and captivity was broken. Forty days he had been 
with them after his resurrection ; the rest he had passed within 
the vail. 

The second Lord's day after the ascension found the entire 
company met with one heart to renew their oft-repeated prayer. 
We know not where was the room, nor who was praying. The 
disciples all prayed when one prayed for the descent of the Spirit. 

'^ Suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a rushing, 
mighty wind.*' Shaken by this supcmataral sign, nyq m^^ ^^i% 
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each hcml bow low. They raise their eyes. Peter sees James 
crowned with lire. Jnines sees Peter all a^^low. The Holy Ghost 
haM come. Jesus is tlie ChrLNt. '* And tbey were all filled with 
tliu Holy Ghost, and be<;an to speak with other tongues, as the 
Fi'irit jifiive them attcranco." The noise and the rumor ficw forth. 
(fO<l had como. '1 he people from far and near flocked together. 
No thin<7 draws people like the power of the Holy Ghost. Let 
(Mirist come in the spirit, and the people come also. The crowd 
sur;j^Cil about tlu'in. The people ask what meaneth it. Then 
Peter opens his lips, not in Home, for it is questionable if he 
ever wits in liomn ; but in Jerusalem, he stood forth as Qod*s 
ambassador, as Peter, as Christ's associated laborer, and 
proaclieti Jesus and the resurrection with such power that multi- 
tudes were pricked in the heart, and cried out to Peter and to 
the rest of the apostles, ** Men and brethren, what shall we do?" 
Then Peter said unto them, *' Kepcnt and be baptized, erery one 
of you, in the name of Jesus ('hrist, for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the Holy Ghost." Thus was he honored as 
a preacher of righteousness. He knew his work, and boldly 
he entered upon it, and adhered to it until his death. Let ns 
imitate his example. Keep the two facts before you. Peter's 
confession, "Thou art the Christ, the Son of the hying God," 
was tiie begining of the church, completed on the day of Pente- 
cost, when Christ was preached, and men believed and were 
baptized. 

The confession of Christ Is the rock on which faith bnilds the 
superstructure of hope. Preaching Christ is the means by which 
this world is to be subdued and brought back to the rale of the 
Most High. Peter's confession and Peter's preaching are sug- 
gestive facts. The one pointed out Christ the rock and founda- 
tion of faith. The other pointed out the totigae as the instm- 
ment which was to be the most potent instrament of the 
grandest war ever waged. Man's speech to his fellow man ; a 
message in human words to human faculties; Arom the nn- 
derstauding to the understanding ; from the heart to the heart. 
Blessed symbol I Let us make of it and honor it. Prayer had 
brought the spirit's presence, and with God came a people pre- 
pared to receive the Gospel, and a man prepared to preach it. 

Have we confessed Christ as did Peter? If not, let us learn 
that this is our II rst business; Make Jesus ruler. Abandon all 
for him. Think how Christ came to Peter and blessed him be- 
cause of his confession. Such a blessing is in readiness for aU! 

Have we prayed for the Spirit's presence ? Think what would 
be the result ; the tongue of Are would once more be seen, and 
Christ's Gospel would be the power of God to the subjugation of 
man. 

Do we preach Christ, not only here, but from man to man? If 
not, take C^xrist*s gospel and go with it to men as did Peter, and 
soon the cry will be heard. Men, what shall we dof and we can 
with Peter reply : " Repent and be baptized, every one of you, in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shaUi 
receive the gilt of the Holy Ghost." 
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Luke xjdl : 31, 82. 



**Aiid tlieXord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan bath desired to have yon, 
that he may Bift yon as whcnt. Bat I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not: and when thon art converted, strengthen thy brethren." 

Thb loving and omniscient Christ addresses more than Peter 
in these words. It is the wonder and the gloiy of the Bible, 
that it meets the wants of humanity. Christ spoke for the ages, 
as well as spoke to the ages. There is a prescieDce in the 
words which followed the rebuke administered to Peter, which is 
seen in the light of subsequent events, and understood when we 
consider that the mistakes made by Peter prior to the resurrec- 
tion of Christ were types of the mistakes of the church in sul)- 
sequent ages, out of which grew Romanism. Christ was not 
deceived. His eye beheld the danger, and his example furnishes 
us a grand illustration of the best way to meet it and overcome 
it. How tender was his utterance. How fliU of love his admoni- 
tion. How encouraging his exhortation. To obtain the full 
meaning and significance of his words, we must hold the con- 
ception in our thoughts, that the omnipresent and omniscient 
God Was speaking. It is a tendency of our nature to judge God 
by human standards. Christ cannot be understood, judged in 
this manner. We cannot understand Christ's dealing with Peter, 
11* we lose sight of the Divinity which looked through the eyes 
of our common humanity, and ranged througli all the subter- 
lUges and hiding places of the human heart with an exactness, a 
comprehensiveness, and an omniscience which made it impossible 
that he should lose from his speech a single thought, or add to* 
it a single shade that should imperil the future of truth. The 
more we study the drifts and purposes of humanity, — seeing 
that it is a tendency with Christians, as it is a habit with the 
nnregeuerated, to make God like unto themselves, — the more 
we are impressed that Christ, who knew what was in man, knew 
this, and needed not to have any one tell him what was to be, 
because the future, with all of its mysteries and possibilities, 
was actually present to him ; the more we observe the care exer- 
cised in the composition of the Gospels, a care which placed in 
them everything now needed to refute error and support truth, 
the more we are impressed with the absolute need of a Divine 
Founder for a Divine Faith. Christ saw in the mistakes of 
Peter premonitions of liomanistic error, and so he rebuked the 
tendency, and used language which must have b^^n VjJcviL ^^^^ 
him to bear, while he \va3 ignorant of its fi\g\V\Wcaxice ^XiwX.'SNXsXOa., 
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Studied 111 the li^ht of RomaDlstlc pretensioiiy dearij enancUtep 
A truth deserving serious consideratton. 

Jk'otice in this connection that Peter^B fint mtUdke appean im th$ 
Papal claim of infallibility, the root'error of the MffwUm* 

The Saviour hail 1)cen showing " unto his disciples, how that 
he must po unto JcruKaleiu, and suffer many things of the elders, 
and chief priests and scribes, and be killed, and be raised a^ln 
the tliird day." ** Then Peter took him, and began to rebuke him^ 
saying, ^ Be il far from thee. Lord; this shall not be done unto 
thee,* " This spirit of presumption, *' which opposeth and exaltcth 
itself above ail that is cailed God, or that is worshipped;" or, in 
other words, this spirit which induced Peter to exalt himself 
ai)ovc Clirist, and to declare what should be done to him, is so 
like that dread vision of which Paul prophesied in 2 Thess. ii : 4-10, 
and which Christ saw darkening the sky of the ftatnre, that we 
can understand why he should turn to him and say, *'Get thee 
behind me, Satan; thou art an offence unto me; for thou sayor- 
est not the tilings that be of God, but those tliat be of men." If 
Christ was overjoyed when he recognized the working^ of the 
Faliier in the heart of Peter, causing him to confess ** that Christ 
was ilic Son of God," Christ was filled with sorrow when he 
FMw Satan lioldin;; possessiou of the soul of Simon, and eyen 
then plotting the ruin of tlic race. 

Notice the charge. 

** Thou savorcst not the things that be of God, but those that 
be of men." Strange words I Ponder tlieir meaning. They 
shine forth not only as revelations of the character of a man, but 
of tlic'character of the church that claims the man as founder. 
Was ever prophecy more clear-eyed. That Komanism builds on 
Peter, we do not deny. As we study the early life of the man, 
we arc surprised that there is so much in his character, in his 
words and disposition, calculated to supply the irreligious system 
with material for a foundation. May it not be so with all of ns? 
How perilous to let go of Christ I llow full of danger is the act 
of presumption which permits us to attempt to take God*s work 
out of his hands I Christ said, '* I must suffer many things of 
the ciders and chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, and be 
raised again the third day." Peter said, ** Lord, this shall not be 
unto thee." That pretentious spirit infests Romanism. Christ 
commands us to ** search the Scriptures." Komanism expresses 
its disbelief in the Scriptures, and applauds its votary for declar- 
ing <Uhat the doctrines of Scripture, if believed in, would send 
the believer to hell." 

The pretentiousness of Peter, which caused him to declare 
what Christ should do and what should not be done to him, was 
matched by the effort alterwards made to set aside the work of 
Christ, and substitute therefor the work of a man. The claim 
that priests have the power to forgive sins, is but the outcrop- 
^ P^'^K ^^ ^1*^ same disposition which said unto our Lord, " This 
' hall Dot be done unto thee." 
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Do Priests claim the power to forgive sin f 

A Roman Catholic priest, in an article published in a secalar 
paper, denies that priests claim the power, and quotes as proof the 
reply to tlie question : "In what manner can sins be forgiven by 
the sacrament of penance ? " ** By the priest's absolution, joined 
with confession, contrition and satisfaction." Confining our 
attention to this statement, it is not difficult to perceive, that 
two of these conditions are derived ftrom the priest ; namely, 
absolution and confession. We might ask, of what value would 
this sacrament be to a Catholic if there was no priest, no 
confession, and no absolution? Will Romanists assert that \ 
sinner can go to Christ direct and have his sins forgiven, and 
that the confessional is a luxury to be enjoyed, rather than a 
necessity? Christ said, " Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, there am I in the midst of them." Rome 
denies the statement, and claiming that God can be communi- 
cated with only in a consecrated place, builds a church, or erects 
an altar, before she tries to win votaries, or to perform an act of 
worship. The disciples were sent into all the world and were 
commanded to preach the gospel to every creature, saying, 
•* Whosoever believeth and is baptized shall be saved." They 
found Paganism enthroned in pomp and show, ministered unto by 
rites and ceremonies and glorying in the achievements of arch- 
itecture. Pictures decorated their temples ; and idols built by 
human hands, consecrated them. Rome adopted Paganisms, 
gorgeous rites, mitres, tiaras, wax tapers, crosiers, processions, 
lustrations, images, gold and silver vases, holy water and tem- 
ples. The result was. Paganism was Romanized. Let us not 
deny it. Paganism, the religion of the natural heart, finds in 
Romanism its embodiment, and is a power which lives and ex- 
erts its infiuence. Christianity declares that God is not confined 
to any place j that communion with him is possible at any. time 
and anywhere. For there is one God and one Mediator between 
Godand man, the man Christ Jesus. Rome claims that salva- 
tion is impossible outside the church, and '* that Christ gave 
power to forgive sins to the apostles and their successors, — the 
bishops and priests of the church."* 

2. The second mistake of Peter consisted in his ignoring the ne- 
cessity of Christ dying to the world, which is involved in the idea 
of conversion. Paul said, " God forbid that I should glory save 
in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is cru- 
cified unto me, add I unto the world." Peter did not understand 
the purport of his speech, and did not comprehend, as he after- 
wards did, that if Christ had not died for all, then were all dead. 
Rome does not comprehend it, even now. She does not believe 
in a dying to the world that we may live to Christ, But on the 
contrary, by precept and practice, inculcates the belief that man 
can be saved without a change of heart. Religion with them is 
not a life inwrought in the soul that bears fruit, but a life apart

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ttom it, Inhabiting an oi^anlsm called a church Men are sared, 
not Ix'cauKc tlicy confess Christ with the mouth, and believe in 
their lieurts that God raised Christ from the dead, but because a 
man has baptized them, and a man has confirmed, and a man has 
fed tlicm with the bread and wine in the eucharist. Christ said, 
** Vtriiy, verily, I say unto you, except a man be bom again, he 
cannot kcc the Ivin^dom of God." ^^Tfiat which is bom of the flesh 
is flesh J and that which is born of the spirit is spirU," **And as 
Ptoses lifted np the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of Man 1x3 lifted up; that whosever believeth in him shoold 
not perish, but liave eternal life." These words declare the need 
of a chancre of licart, wrought by the Spirit of God, in order that 
man may know Jesus, the author and finisher of our laith. 

Do we comprehend tlie peril of Komanists? Millions of them 
iu this and other lands are trusting to man, to an organism 
rather than to Christ. They are tau«rht that they are safe, even 
tliou*i:h they continue in sin. We hear them swear; wc see them 
growing up apparently without faith, and witijout hope; they 
claim that they arc sincere, and are, therefore, safe. Look at 
the man in yonder rapids. He believes he can escape. You 
know his peril. He will not heed your cry, fancying that sincer- 
ity is salvation. He is in the current. It is mightier than 
the man. What does sincerity avail him? Yonder is a blind 
man approaching a precipice. The way is smooth. He claims 
that he is safe. But he is blind, and you strive to arrest his 
march. Homanlsts are blinded by superstition. Go to them in 
love. Be in earnest. A leading merchant accepted Romanism. 
When asked, "On what do you rest your hope of salvation?** 
he replied, " On the fact of my baptism into the Roman Cath- 
olic church, my confirmation and communion." — ** Then," I said, 
•* it is on what man has done for you, rather than on any sense 
of pardon received from Christ?" lie replied, **Yes," I tried 
to show him his peril, and quoted to him Peter*s words : " Nei- 
ther Is there any other; for there Is none other name under 
lieaven given among men, whereby we must be saved, except 
the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom the Jews crucified, 
and whom God raised from the dead." In vain. It seemed Ira- 
possible to get him to let go of man. ** Suppose you are lost 
because of your rejection of Christ?" — "Then," said he, **I 
will hold the priest responsible to all eternity, — for I pay him so 
much a year for prayers and indulgences." 

You remark, how wouderftil the blindness of the man I His 
blindness was no greater than is that of others. Millions are influ- 
enced by the same delusion. This man died In a few weeks by 
sun-stroke, and went home to God. leaning on man and rejecting 
Jesus Christ because Rome held his conscience and faith. It Is' 
declared to be the doctrine of the Catholic Church, **that man is 
spiritually born by Baptism, strengthened by Confirmation, nour- 
ished by the Holy Eucharist, and restored to spiritual health by the 
sacrament of Penance." Now, it Is known to every scholar that 
there Is no such word as ** penance" to be found iu the Bible. 
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The Catholic, or Do way version, misleads its readers ; for the word 
metanoeite is from the verb metanoeo, meauing, to change one's 
mlud, to feel penitence, or repent. To this definition, Home adds 
and includes penance, not only penance and amendment of life, 
" but also punishing sins by fasting, and such like penitential ex- 
ercises." Thus again does RomanJ&m savor of the things of man. 
That Jesus Christ came to earth and died that we might have 
life. Home admits. Romanists should search the Scriptures and 
sec if they are not in danger because they reject Christ and ac- 
cept man instead as a mediator. 

8. Peter's third mistake uoaa in seeking the pre-eminence. 

The language of the text intimates that Peter had been making 
the attempt to prove himself to be the greatest. The recogni- 
tion Christ gave to Peter may have emboldened him ; and so, when 
the strife began as to who was to be greatest, Peter assumed a 
position which did not belong to him. Christ singled him out 
and said, ** Simon, Simon, behold Satan hath desired to have you, 
that he may sift you as wheat." Was there a prophetic outlook 
In these words? Do they mean more than they seemed? Was 
Christ directing his attention to the disposition that was to dis- 
tinguish them who were to rank themselves as his followers ? 
Was it to be their distinctive feature to seek to be chief, to claim 
supremacy absolute overmen in temporal and spiritual aflTairs ? 
Christ was prescient. He saw the things of to-day as much and 
as clearly as he saw the things of that day. And so, when he spoke 
to Peter, did he not speak to his followers, saying, ** Satan desires 
to liave you." 

I will not ask, Has not Satan obtained control of the church of 
Rome? Let us rather see if we cannot find a ground for hope 
and of expectation, because the church of Rome resembles Peter 
in his mistake. He courted power, pre-eminence, and position. 
So does the Papal See. No one can review the conduct of Ro- 
manists, and see how Satan hath used the machinery of the 
church of Rome to stifle liberty, to oppose education, to cover 
humanity with a pall of night, and lock up their hopes in the 
castle walls of superstition, without seeing reasons why Satan 
should desire to have such a power, and to keep such a power 
under his control. But as there was a noble nature lying side 
by side with the ambitious nature in the character of Simon, so 
are there not seedlings of hope lying side by side with seedlings 
of doubt and despair in the present condition of Romanism? 

4. The fourth mistake of Peter was made xchen he denied Christ. 
How little did he know himself. He had just said, " Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both into prison and to death." Christ 
said, " I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this day before 
thou Shalt thrice deny that thou knowest me." The words 
were literally fhlfiUed. Peter turned his back on Jesus to gain 
the favor of a wicked world. The same thing was done by the 
church before she took the name of Rome, when she gave up 
fellowship with God and leaning upon the truth, for t\\^ ^.tiV.^ ol 
the power and patronase of men. At ftrst, \,\ve axiv^^"^*^! ^^ 
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tbc charch of Rome was limited. Bot the rank which this Im- 
perial city held in the world offered to the ambition of its early 
pastors a prospect of wider sway. ** All the inhabitants of the 
earth are hers," said Julian ; and Claudius declares her to be the 
fountain of laws. When heathen Rome fell, she bequeathed her 
power to the representative of this church, and the trident of a 
Nero became tlic tiara of the pope. At first, the Roman bishop 
was one amonp: brctiiren, and by all was regarded as an ecjual. 
Exhortations grew into commands, and Aratemal epistles were 
converted into bulls; or. In the words of D'Aublgne, "Men suf- 
fered the precious perfume of faith to escape, while they bowed 
themselves before the empty vase that held it.** Thus was Christ 
dc8erted,and the living faith in Jesus was compelled to retire to the 
lonely sanctuary of a few solitary souls, as Christ, after looking 
at I*cter, found refuge in himself, and rested his hope upon the 
trnth sown broadcast in the world. In the beginning of the 
gospel dispensation, whoever had received the Spirit of Jcsns 
Christ was esteemed a member of the church. The order was 
inverted by the church of Rome, and no one unless a member 
of this church was counted to have received the Spirit of Jeans 
Christ. Salvation by grace was lost sight of, and salvation by 
works was substituted. The pope exalted himself as God. He 
dispensed pardons and Indulgences to the living and the dead. 
The evil was at its height, and then Luther the Reformer arose. 
During this night of years we arc not to conclude that all fol- 
lowed one path and that the faith of Jesus had died out. Far 
fk'om It. The church of Rome was not universal then, no more 
than it is universal now. Brave and devoted men preached 
Christ and contended for the faith once delivered to the saints, 
and won mighty victories in the name of God, as Is proven by 
the millions of martyrs who died witnessing for the folth, and 
by the records and results which Come down to us as an inherit- 
ance A:om the past. 

Our ground of hope for Romanism 

Finds its support In the words of Christ addressed to Peter. 
" But I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not; and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy brethren." Study the lan- 
guage, **/ have prayed that thy faith fail not.*' Peter had 
faith In Christ, which was evidenced by his confession. Roman- 
ists have a kind of faith. They confess Christ In the sign of the 
cross, in their prayers and in their speech. For this they are 
loved by God and should be loved by us. They are nearer us 
than arc thousands who revile Christ. Let us feel this and imi- 
tate Christ's example and pray for them. The assurance would 
do them good.- 

Do we pray for Bomanists f 

Rather, do we not feel disposed to fight them, and say hard 
things of them, and quote against them the persecutions of the 
past and the hatreds of the present. Suppose the spirit of 
OLriift posBQBaed us and induced \x& \a ^ttikiN tcyc\)DA,\svVskMih; 
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can we not beliere that thonsands of them would come to the 
Ught, as did Luther, and millions more beside ? 

Let us pray for them in hope. 

They have some faith. Let ns pray that It fall not ; but that 
they hold on to that as the sinking man holds on to the line 
thrown to him, while the life boat is on its way to save him. 
Love thaws the ice which the hammer cannot break. There are 
many reasons why we should have faith and hope in this land. 
The gospel is exerting its influence upon the masses. The ministers 
.•>f the Romish church preach now as they did not once preach. 
The sermons of some of their priests are full of gospel truth, 
md must exert a salutary influence on the lives of their people, 
rhey see, with us, the need of temperance, and In many of the 
priests this cause finds its noblest advocates. Pray that they 
hold on. 

Let us pray for their conversion. 

And let us preach and talk as we pray. Their church teaches, 
as we have seen, that there is no need of this. But the lives ot 
its membership reveal the necessity. As our Lord and Saviour 
said to Nicodemus, so say we, not to Romanists alone, but to all, 
** Ye must be bom agnin." The heart is at enmity with God. It 
must be changed. The heart of stone must be melted, or 
broken, and fur it must be substituted the heart of flesh that 
shall delight to do the will of God. Do you ask how can this be 
done? We reply, faith exercised in Jesus Christ; such as came 
to Peter when he saw Christ after his resurrection; a faith pre- 
ceded by confession of the lips, and completed by believing in 
the heart, that God raised Christ from the dead. 

Can anything be more plain ? Romanists trust to what men or 
organisms can do. By so doing they dishonor Jesus Christ. 
Their duty is similar to our own. They must reject all media- 
tion except that which comes through Christ Jesus. By this we 
approach God, and have fellowship with him. How clearly John 
places this truth before us in the flrst chapter of his gospel : 
" There was a man sent Itom God, whose name was John. The 
same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that ail 
men through him might believe. He was not that Light, but 
was sent to bear^ witness of that Light. That was the true light 
which iighteth every man that cometh into the world. He was 
in the world, and the world was made by him, and the world 
knew him not. He came unto his own, and his own received 
him not. But as many as received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
name, which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God." Let us bless God 
for this gospel, which is as a lamp to all our feet. 

We have spoken of our ground of hope for the conversion 
of Romanists, and have intimated that Christ gives us a reason 
for it in the words addressed to Peter. Let. \ia tot «>. Ttvcv\s\^\iX. 
look oat upon the world and study its convWlVoM Vvx \.\vvi \\«i\xx. <it 
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prophecy. We are told that the mystery of iniquity dotb already 
work ; only he who dow hiiidcreth will hinder ontU he be taken 
out of the way. '* And then shall that wicked one be rcyeaied, 
whom the I^rd shall consume with tlie spirit of his month, and 
shall destroy with the bri;:;litncss of his coming.** Has not God 
uncovered his hand the piist year? Let ns hope, then, in the 
preaching; of the gospel. Uomanists only need to throw away 
error, and seek God with their whole heart, through the merits 
of Christ's redeeming grace, and they shall be saved. Already, 
many of the errors of Home arc seen by sach men as Hyacinthe, 
Zollinger, of Europe, and thousands in America. Let the work 
go on. Pray mightily for the conversion of the leaders, as well as 
of tiie followers, and then shall the testimony of Christ sound 
forth fVom the lips of the redeemed In all lands, as it was 
sounded forth in France and Europe, when the altars of snper- 
stition were deserted, and Bible readers and Bible preachers 
spolse to listening thousands, who were called by this gospel to 
the obtaining of the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Then shall the true character of Komanism shine forth, and 
men bhall see that its coming was after the working of Satan, 
with all power and signs, and lying wonders, and with all deceiv- 
ableness of unrighteousness iu them that perish, because they 
received not the love of the truth that they might be saved. 

A word to converted Romanists. 

Preach in love to the blinded. Thou hast been converted as 
was Peter, that thou mi^htest strengthen thy brethren. Go to 
them in the love of Christ, and with the constraining power of 
the gospel, and you shall see of the travail of your soul and be 
satisfied. In vast numbers they shall come to the knowledge 
of the truth. This is my faith, and for its consummation let as 
all devoutly pray. 

Jesus my all to heaven is gone. 
He whom I fix my hopes upon ; 
His track I see and V\\ pursue 
The narrow way till him I view. 

The way the holy prophets went — 
The way that leads to banishment; 
The King's highway of holiness, — 
I'll go, for all his paths are peace. 

This is the way I long have sought. 
And mourned because I found it not; 
My grief, my burden long has been 
Because I could not cease from sin. 

The more I strove against its power, 
I sinned and stumbled but the more ; 
'Till late I heard my Saviour say, 
" Come Mther, bouY, 1 «im \.\i<i y? ]«$.•• 



THE GREAT SPEECH AT THE VATICAK. 

ATTBIBUTED TO BISHOF 8TROS8MATER. 

This speech has been widely circnlated In Earope and America, 
as translated by Rev. Leonard W. Bacon. We can imagine better 
than we can describe the effect produced upon the Roman peo- 
ple. Nothing like it has been witnessed since the king of Baby- 
lon beheld on the palace wall the words : Mene, mene, tekeluphar^ 
sin, weighed in the balances and found wanting. It was said that 
the bishop of Bosnia, in Croatia, had been studiously applying 
himself to the examination of the Holy Scriptures on the ques- 
tion whether the holy pontiff who presides in the council is 
really the successor of St. Peter, the vicar of Jesus Christ, and 
the infallible teacher of the church. The effect of this inquiry 
whether raised in the Council or outside was startling. This is 
the language as circulated in Rome. 

I open these sacred pages. . . . But what I shall I dare to 
tell it? I find in them nothing to justify, however remotely, the 
ultramontane view. Njyr, more I to my utter astouishment, I find 
nothing said about a pope, successor of St. Peter and vicar of 
Jesus Christ, any more tban about a successor of Mohammed. 

Yes, Archbishop Manning, you will say that I blaspheme ; and 
you, Bishop Pie, that I am out of my senses. No, uo, my lord 
bishops! I am not blaspheming ; I am not beside myself I But 
having just risen ft-om the reading of the New Testament from 
beginning to end, I declare to you before God, lifticg my hand 
towards yonder great crucifix, that I find in its pages no trace 
of the papacy as it now exists. 

Do not refuse to listen to me, venerable brethren I Do not, by 
your murmurs and interruptions, justify those who declare with 
Father Uyaclnthe, that this council is not free, but that our 
Totes are imposed upon us in advance. If this were so, this 
august assembly, towards which the eyes of the whole world 
are turned, would fall into the most shameftil contempt. If we 
would be great, we must be free. 

I thank Ills Grace, Bishop Dupanloup, for that nod of ap- 
proval! It gives me courage to go on. 

Reading, then, the Scriptures, with such attention as the Lord 
has made me capable of, I have not found in them a single chap- 
ter, a single verse, in which Jesus Christ commits to St. Peter 
lordship over the apostles, his fellow-laborers. 

If Simon, son of Jonas, had been appointed to be what we 
understand His Holiness, Pius IX, to be in our time, it is aston- 
ishing that Christ did not say to the apostles : ** When I am 
ascended up to my Father, ye all shall obey Simon Peter as ye 
have obeyed me. I appoint him vicar upon earth." 

Not only is Christ silent on this point, bvit H.^ \i'(y.^ ^^ Yv\>\^ 
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thought of f^ivln;; the church a chief, that when lie is promtfting 
thrones to iiin apostles, to Judge the twelve tribes of Israel 
(Mat hew 11): 2S), he promises twelve of them — one apiece^ 
without saying that one is to be higher than the rest, and i^to 
b('l)n:^ to Peter. Surely if lie had wished this to be so, He woold 
have said so. What must we infer from His silence? Logio 
tolls us : Christ did not iutcnd to make Peter chief of the apos- 
tolic college. 

WtuMi Christ sent forth the apostles to the conquest of the 
world. He gave to all alike the power of binding and loosing; to 
all, the promise of the Holy Ghost. Let me repeat it : if He had 
meant to make Peter His vicar, Ho would have appointed him 
coininander-in-chlef of Ills spiritual army. 

Christ. Kays the Scripture, forbade Peter and his collea^es to 
have rule and lordship, and power over believers, like the 
princes of the Gentiles. (Luke 22: 25.) If Peter had been 
made pope, Jesus would not have spoken thus, for according to 
our traditions, the papacy holds in its hands two swords, the 
symbol of spiritual and temporal power. 

One fact has profoundly impressed me. When I observed it, 
I said to myself: If Peter had been pope, would his colleagues 
have suffered themselves to send him with St. John to Samaria 
to preach the *?ospel of the Son of God? (Acts 8 : 14.) 

What would you think, venerable brethren, if, at this moment, 
we were to permit ourselves to depute His Holiness, Pius IX, 
and his Eminence, Monsiguor Plantier, to betake themselves to 
the Patriarch of Constantinople, and acUure him to put an end to 
the Eastern schism? 

But here is another fact, of greater impoitance still. An 
ecumenical council was assembled at Jerusalem to decide on 
questions on which believers were divided. Who would have 
convoked this council, if St. Peter had been pope? St. Peter. 
AVho would have presided over it? St. Peter, or his legates. 
Who would have formulated and promulgated the canons of it? 
St. Peter. Well, now, nothing of the kind took place. The 
npostle was present at the council, like all his colleagues. But 
it was not he who framed its conclusions, but St. James ; and 
when the decrees of it were promulgated, this was done in the 
name of ** the apostles, the elders and the brethren.** (Acts 15,) 
Is this the way we manage things in our church? 

The deeper I go, venerable brethren, in my examination, the 
more I am convinced that in the Holy Scriptures there is no 
appearance of the primacy of the son of Jonas. 

While we teach that the church is built on St. Peter, St. Paul, 
whose authority cannot be questioned, tells ns, in his Epistle to 
the Ephesians (2 : 20). that it is ** built upon the foundation of 
the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner-stone.** The same apostle is so far from believing in the 
supremacy of Peter, that he openly rebukes those who say : " I 
am of Paul and I of Apollos" (1 Corinth. 1: 12) in the same 
terms as those who would say : " I am of Peter," If, then, the 
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latter apostle was vicar of Jesns Christ, St. Patil would have 
tnkcn good care not to censure so violently those who held to 
his colleagnes. 

The same apostle Paul, ennmeratlng the offices of the church, 
mentions apostles, prophets, evangelists, teachers, pastors. Is 
it credible, venerable brethren, that St. Paul, the great teacher 
of the Gentiles, would have left out the greatest of ail the offices 
— the papacy — if the papacy had been founded by divine insti- 
tution ? It seems to me that this omission would have been no 
more possible than a history of this council that should make 
no mention whatever of His Holiness, Pius IX. ( Voices in thB 
Asscmbfy — Silence, heretic I silence /) 

Keep calm, venerable brethren I I have not got through yet. 
By hindering me from going on, you will show the world that 
you are in the wrong, and that you have gagged the humblest 
member of this body. 

I proceed : The apostle Paul in not one of his letters addressed 
to the various churches, makes any mention of the primacy of 
Peter. If this primacy had existed, if in short the church had 
had a supreme head, infallible in teaching, would the great 
teacher of the Gentiles have omitted all mention of it? Nayt 
He would have written a long epistle on this important, this 
vital subject. When, therefore, he is rearing tlie edittce of 
Christian doctrine, is it possible that he leaves out the foundation 
and the key-stone? Now, unless the apostolic church is to bo 
reckoned heretical, which we neither wish nor dare to say, we 
are constrained to acknowledge that the church has never been 
more fair, more pure, nor more holy, than in the days when it 
had no pope. ( Voices — It is false I it is false /) 

Monsignor de Laval cannot contradict this ; for if any of you, 
venerable brethren, should dare to think that the church which 
at this day has a pope for its head, is stronger in faith, or purer 
in morals, than the apostolic church, he must say it openly in 
the face of the world ; for this room is the centre from wliich 
our words fly from pole to pole. 

I proceed : Not in the writings of St. Paul, nor in those of 
St. John or St. James, have I found any trace or germ of the 
papal power. St. Luke, the historian of missionary labors of 
the apostles, is silent on this vital point. The silence of these 
holy men, whose writings are part of the canon of the inspired 
Scriptures, is as inexplicable, if Peter had been pope, as that of 
Thiers would have been if he -had omitted the title of emperor 
in the history of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

I see before me a member of this body who says, pointing at 
me with his flnger: *<He is a schismatic bishop who has got 
amongst us under false pretences." 

No, no, my venerable brethren, I did not come into this august 
assembly like a thief by the window. I came by the door just 
as regularly as yourselves. It is my right as a bishop, as it is 
my duty as a Christian, to speak and declare what I know to h% 
tru^ ^ 
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But the thing which ostoiinds me beyond all expression is tb^ 
silence of Peter himself. If he had been what we say — th^ 
vicar of Christ upon earth — he must have known It. If h(^ 
knew it, how does it happen that he never once — not one soil-' 
tary time — acted as pope? He might haycd)ne it on the day^ 
of Tentecost, when he pronounced his first discourse; but h» 
did not. He might have done it at the council of Jerusalem ; 
but he did not. He might, have done it at Antioch; but he did 
not. He might have done it in his two epistles to the churclics; 
but he did not. Imagine such a pope as this, O my venerable 
brethren I 

If, then, we would maintain that Peter was pope, It necessarily 
follows that we must maintain that he was not aware of it at the 
time. I put it to any man with a head to think, and a mind to 
reflect, whether these two suppositions are credible. 

To sum up, then : During the life-time of the apostles, the 
church never thought of the possibility of a pope. To maintain 
the contrary, it would be necessary to put the Holy Scriptures 
into the fire, or out of the mind. 

But I hear from all sides the question, "Was not St. Peter at 
Rome? Was he not crucified here head downward? The chair 
ftrom which he taught, the altar at which he said mass — are they 
not in this Eternal City?" 

Venerable brethren, the sojourn of St. Peter at Rome has no 
other proof than tradition. But even if he was bishop of Rome, 
what argument can be drawn fi*om his episcopate here to prove 
his supremacy? A scholar of the highest rank, Scaliger, has 
not hesitated to say that the episcopate and sojourn of St. Peter 
at Rome must be classed among ridiculous legends. (^Repeated 
cries — *^ Silence him! silence him/ Down wUh him flrom the 
platform!") 

Venerable brethren, I am ready to be silent ; but is it not more 
becoming to such a body as this to prove all things, as the apos- 
tle enjoins, and believe that which is good ? 

In the midst of such a storm of disapprobation, the bishop 
reached the close of his main Scriptural argument. The inter- 
ruptions he encountered, and the retorts he made upon the over- 
whelming majority that roared against him, are not the least 
interesting and instructive things about the speech. But noth- 
ing could check the torrent of voluble Latin, in the fluent use of 
which no man in all the council could compare with Stross- 
mayer. The historical argument which followed was not less 
notable than the beginning. — Christian World, July, 1871. 



THE ArOSTLE PETER 

THE OPPONENT OP ROMANISM. 



Acts 4:10. 

'^Be it known unto yon all, and to all the people of Israel, that by the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye cmcified, whom God raised from the 
dead, even by Him doth this man stand hero before you whole.'' 

We have seen that the mistakes of Peter were types of the 
mistakes of Romanism. We have charged upon Satan this mys- 
tery of iniquity, the cunning and craft which caused the deluded 
to claim that Christ declared his purpose to found a church on 
Peter rather than on the confession of Himself, who is every- 
where referred to as the stone which the builders rejected, but 
which has become the head of the corner. The mistakes of 
Peter prior to the day of Pentecost, were grievous and grave. 
On them, Rome builds her pretentious superstructures. Let us 
now study the life and the teachings of the apostle Peter after ho 
came into the fulness of the light, and began the work of birength- 
ening his brethren. The day of Pentecost had passed The city 
of Jerusalem was under the spell of its Influence. A mighty 
revival had shaken It to its centre. Thousands of coii verts, from 
every land and of every tongue, were singing the praises of the 
risen Christ. The lie which had been spread far aLd wide, tha^ 
his disciples stole away his body, was refuted. The power of 
God on yesterday, felt everywhere, seen everywhere, and known 
everywhere In the city, proved that the high-priests were parties 
to a fraud, and that the disciples were the God-appointed lead- 
ers of the people. 

The morning came. Peter and John, the orator of yester- 
day, and the acknowledged favorite disciple of Christ, go to- 
gether "into the temple at the hour of prayer, being the ninth 
hour of the day." A man, lame from his infancy, was lying by 
the gate Beautiful. He was well known. Daily, for years, he 
had occupied that position, and had asked alms. He saw Peter 
and John, and, true to himself, he cried to them for help. 
Notice, this is the first miracle after the day of Pentecost. 

If Peter was conscious of any special trust reposed in him by 
his divine Master, if he had a right to think that '* he was placed 
before the other apostlep, and that God had established in him 
a perpetual principle of this twofold unity, and a visible founda- 
tion on whose strength the eternal temple might be built, and in 
whose firm faith the church might rise upward until her summit 
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reach the heavens," as was claimed by Leo the Great, and as ifl 
quoted by Pius IX. in his dogma of Infallibility, now is the time 
for Peter to.reveal it. It need not be argued that Pet«r*s modesty 
made him ignore his claim. One of the distinctive characteristics 
of Christiauity is the endowment which causes the nionthpieco 
of God to assert himself. The apostles were bold to claim for 
themselves the respect which belonged to their offices and posi- 
tions. Peter did it on this occasion. Paul and others did it on 
other occasions. But neither Peter nor Paul ever thought of 
taking the place or accepting the honor which belonged to Christ. 
Let us examine the language. '* And Peter, fastening his eyes 
upon him, with John, said ^ Look on us"* — not look on me, ths 
rock on which Christ is to build his church. The conception never 
entered his mind. But *' look on ns." The man looked, and 
Peter said, "Silver and gold have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee ; in the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise up 
and walk. And he took him by the right hand and lifled him up; 
and immediately his feet and ankle bones received strength. And 
he leaping up stood, and walked, and entered with them into 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and praising God." It was a 
wild time, the power of God, which shone forth in Jesus Christ, 
lived on the earth. God was in their midst, and they knew it 
when they saw the lame man, which sat for alms at the gate 
Beautiful, leaping and praising God. *'An(l as the lame man 
which was healed held Peter and John, all the people ran to- 
gether unto them in the porch that is called Solomon's, greatly 
wondering." Whence came this power? Is it of God or of 
man? 

Peter refuses to he regarded as the Cause^ 

And asks: ** Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at this? or why 
look ye so earnestly on us, as though by our own power or holi- 
ness we had made this man to walk? The God of Abraham, and 
of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers hath glorified his 
Son Jesus ; whom ye delivered up, and denied him in the presence 
of Pilate, when he was determined to let him go. But ye de- 
nied the Holy One and the Just, and desired a murderer to be 
granted unto you; and killed the Prince of Life, whom God hath 
raised fVom the dead, whereof we are witnesses. And his name, 
through faith in his name, hath made this man strong, whom ye 
see and know ; yea, the faith which is by him, hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence of you all." 

Peter authorizes faith in Christ rather than in an organization. 
Bome claims that the church and the church alone is the depository 
of the truth of God. Adam Moehler, in his work on Symbolism, 
says: "The church is the Christian religion; so that Christ 
himself is only in so far an authority as the church is an authori- 
ty. The faith existing in the church, ftom the beginning 
throughout all ages, is the infallible standard to determine the 
true sense of Scripture." Says Archbishop Manning,* "It is im- 
possible to reject the indissoluble union of the spirit of trath 

♦ Sermon on Eccleft\a»Uca\B\i\^^cc\.ft,'p.*l\, 
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With the ODiversal church and His perpetaal guidance of tht 
same, without rejecting a main and vital part of the ofDce of the 
Holy Spirit, and therefore, of the economy of the Holy Trinity 
in relation to the redemption through Jesus Christ." Of this 
elaim which Rome persists in making in the name of Peter, the 
apostle knew nothing and said nothing. 

Peter preached Christ rather than the church, or n man, and 
quoted the words of Moses predicting the coming of Christ, and 
said: '*It shall come to pass that every soul which will not 
hear him, shall be destroyed among the people." As they spake 
unto the people, the priests, and the captain of the temple, nnd 
the Sadducecs came upon them, being grieved that they taught 
the people and preached through Jes^us the resurrection from the 
dead ; they laid hands on them and put them in hold until the 
next day. A vast multitude of dignitaries came together in Je- 
ruHalem. Among them was the hi^h-priests, and the rulers, and 
elders, and scribes, and they bring the prisoners before them, nnd 
they asked, '* By what power or by what name have ye done 
this?" 

Peter gives the glory to Christ. Then Peter, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, speaking not as a mere man, but for God, said unto 
them, ** Be it known unto you all and to all the people of Israel, 
that by the name of Jesus Christ of Mazareth whom ye crncificd, 
whom God raised Arom the dead, even by him doth this man 
stand here before you whole. Ihis is the stone which was set 
at nought by you builders, which is become the head of the cor- 
ner." Thus did Peter preach Christ. And as if he were looking 
down the ages and saw the monstrous errors which were to 
confront this truth and darken the world with their sliadovvs, as 
if he saw how men would claim the right to pardon sin in their 
own nam«' and because of their derived right, he added, ** Neither 
is their salvation in any other; for there is none other name under 
heacen given among men, whereby we must be saved,'* Thus did 
Peter in the boldest, fullest, and most unequivocal manner refute 
the pretension that the true church was built on him, and thus 
did he declare Christ to be the sure foundation. Here Komanists 
part company with Peter and the true church. They claim that 
•* as Christ is prior to Peter, so is Peter prior to the con«;rega- 
tion of the faithfhl under the new law." Says Dr. O. A. Brown- 
son, *' The church Is not, as many suppose, a mere aggregation, 
or association of individuals ; she is an organism, living and 
operating flrom her own central life, derived from the indwelling 
of the Uoly Ghost; and it is the failure of non-Catholics to rec- 
ognize and appreciate this fact that renders it so diflicult lV)r us 
to make them understand the importance of the unity of the 
church, and that salvation is not attainable out of the comraun- 
iou of the Church." The reason for this failure arises from the 
neglect of Peter to proclaim this so-called truth. He does not 
even mention the church, or the iiie of the church, or the ne- 
cessity of the church; but instead, declares that Christ is the life 
of the sooly and ^* even by him doth this man bIuhOl bv^Voi^ ^cf^ 
whole." 
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Peter the Opponent of Romanism. 

D6c8 any one doubt that the Apostle Peter was selected by 
tt!o Holy Spiilt to do valiant senice in opposing the errors 
which aftcrvvards entered into the growth, and gave solidity and 
power to Romanism? Then follow down this stream of gospel 
hl>tory from this point onward nntil Peter's work was done. 
8ec liim as he confronts Ananias and Sapphira '* who haye kept 
back part of the price." Dt'ception, which Is the stock in trade 
with Kume ; deception, which begins in mutilating scripture, and 
tlien in njcctiug it altogether; which substitutes error for truth, 
and is forever hiding tlie priceless message of Christ to dying 
men, — is rebuked by Peter, and both Ananias and Sapphira ftfi 
dead in his presence, smitten by tlie wrath of God. 

Look into St. Pett r's Church at h*ome, where the Pope is wor- 
shi[)ped ratlier than God. lie is seated on his throne. Cardinals 
pass, bow and Iviss his hand. Priests kneel before him at the com- 
mencement and close of each service. Incense is ofl'ered before 
the throne and him that sits on it. A Romanist thus describes 
a scene he witnessed in Rome: **Last of all entered the Pope 
himself, seated in the gestatorial chair, and borne on the should- 
ers of members of his household. This was Pope Plus IX. Glo- 
rious Pius IX., the exile of Gaeta, the head of the Christian 
church on earth. His holiness wore a mitre of cloth of silver." 
It was Palm Sunday, and the Pope distributed leaves of the 
Palm-tree. Said the devotee, '* I had the pleasure and the honor 
to b.5 one of these last, and received my palm, advancing like 
the others to the throne, first ki>sing the Pope's foot and then 
the palm as his holiness presented it." 

*' 1 have used the expression, *thc Pope's foot,* " continues the 
writer, **andl have done so intentionally. Some writers like 
!)etter to soften it down, and they talk about kissing an em- 
broidered cross, and are vastly anxious that all Protestants 
should be informed that there is a cross on the pope's shoe which 
is kissed, — just as if they (Protestants) cared a penny for an 
embroidered cross I For my part, I yield to none iu my respect 
for the cross, be it embroidered or not embroidered, — be it on a 
choc or on a diadem. But it was not that I kissed. It was his 
foot." Thus does the pope exalt himself above all that is called 
Goil or worshipped. 

Popery in the past was bad enough. The popery of to-day is 
worse. Never were papal pretensions more bold, more preten- 
tious, more blasphemous, than now. No arrogance that the 
world has ever witnessed can compare with that of the Romanism 
of to-day. Though the pope has beeu called "the Vicar of 
C-hrist," "our Lord God, the Pope," though Prosper© Fagnani, 
the oracle of the court of Rome, in his commentaries on the 
Decretals, declares that the pope may make laws and institutions 
for all men ; that he mail dit^pcnse xcith the observance of the divine 
{(ncs, ami th(* gosjtel ;)rccr;)^s^ that •* he is king of kings and ruler 
o/rultra,** ^*ihejnifge of all mcn^'* that **he can create a law where 
bfjorc there teas none ; " Uio\)ii\i'Bc\\aTm\v\^ \^xQVft\ " If the pop« 
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BboQld err by ei^oining vices, or pro!hibitlDg virtues, the chnrch, 
unless she would sin against conscieuce, would be bound to 
believe vices to be good, and virtues evil." Though Innocent II I. 
declared himself, in his coronation sermon, to be *'the Christ ofVu 
Lord,** yet it was reserved for Pius IX., in the year of our L,ord 
1871, to declare himself infallible, despite the opposition of 
Byacinth and others, who protested against a man assuming 
divine attributes, and yet on the mountain peak of the ninctccnih 
century, this man stood up and boldly, with pomp and parade, 
declared hhnself Infallible PontifT. No wonder that the sheeted 
lightning rent St. Peter, and that the puny man was hurled from 
his exalted position, and is to-day the subject of King Victor 
£manQel, the weakest man in Europe, and on a par in rank 
With the Patriarch of Constantinople. 

Bi»e and Progress of Homanism. 

The assamptions of popery, like her mummeries, had no 
existence during the first three centuries. During the lives of 
the apostles, and In times immediately subsequent, the church 
was comparatively pure. Believers worshipped God, and God 
alone, and relied on salvation entirely as the merit of Christ's 
death. The religion of the humble Nazarene had none of those 
unmeaning rites, imposing ceremonials, and debusing customs of 
Romanism. In A. D. S06, Constantine succeeded to the throne 
of his father. Having seen, as he claimed, the appearance of a 
cross in the heavens, exceeding bright, bearing the inscription, 
**By this Conquer," he at once chau;;i;ed front, became the cham- 
pion of the clmrch, defeated Maxenlius, and in 813, by formal 
edict, confirmed and extended the privileges of the Christians. 
Then Bomanism blossomed. The substitution of Paganism began. 
A profession of the gospel being no longer accompanied with dan- 
ger, the churches being richly endowed, the clergy loaded with 
honors, it was but natural that upon the pure spiritual worship of 
him who came to abolish all forms, should be engrafted the super- 
stitions of the ignorant heathen. Of a conversion of heart there 
was not even a pretence* When Peter and John were seen the 
people took knowledge of them, that they had been with Jesus 
and learned of him. Look at Romanism and you sec it has been 
with Paganism and learned of it. The people then saw iu Konian- 
ism the spirit of Anti-Christ. They opposed their pretensions. 
Irenssns declared that the bishop of Rome was but a presbyter, for 
Jesus was the only bishop of souls. Maurus aflirmed that all min- 
isters were bishops, and all bishops were of equal rank. The 
early councils resisted papal supremacy. The council of Carth. 
age, A. D. 4i8, resisted three popes ; that of Chalcedon, A.D. 450, 
Pope Leo, and St. Ibar, the Irish divine, wrote, *' We never ao 
knowledge the supremacy of a foreigner, " Says Th eodoret : * * Christ 
aloneishead of all,** Notwithstanding, in A.D. GOG, the emperor 
Phocis conferred upon Boniface Hi. the title of universal bishop. 
Thus Bomanism, after a desperate struggle of three centuries, 
established itself, though Gregory, Pope, aulhox aiid ^«kTiQ\iVL^4. 
Bahii^ in bis contest wi&, the bishop of Constaiit\]iop\e) Vno^^^\%

before, denounced the title of universal bishop as ** vain," "dla« 
bolical," " anti-Cliristian," "blaspliemous,"" execrable," "infer 
nal,*'and said : ** Whoever adopts or affects the title of nniversa. 
bishop has the pride of anti- Christ, and is in some manner his fore* 
runner in his haughty quality of elevating himself above the rest 
of his order." Salvation by grace was lost sight of, and salva« 
tion by works became the doctrine of the church. Baptism 
became a saving ordinance. It was the initiation into the church, 
and who ever took shelter there was safe. 

These are the steps taken to reach the position described by 
Paul in his letter to the Thessalonians. The pope exalted him- 
self as God. He dispensed pardons and indulgences to the liv- 
ing and the dead. The doctrines of saints, of works, of priestly 
power and influence, became the articles of faith on wMch the 
masses rested their hope. Sins W3re pardoned, and favors dis- 
pensed by the pontiff, who took to himself the title of supreme. 
Pilgrimages were instituted in 1300 by Boniface VIII., by whom 
it was declared that all who should at that time, or thenceforth, 
make the pilgrimage to Rome, which should take place every 
hundred years, should receive a plenary indulgence. From aU 
Catholic countries the aged and the young toiled on to Rome, — 
two hundred thousand in a single month visited the eternal city. 
All these foreigners brought with them rich offerings which re- 
plenished the treasury. The avarice of the ponti& increased 
these pilgrimages from fifty to thirty, and Irom twenty-flve 
years to the establishment of both the jubilee and the indulgence 
in the market houses of all the nations of Christendom. It was 
no longer necessary to abandon one's home to obtidn an indul- 
gence. What others sought beyond the Alps, might now, with 
money, be obtained everywhere. 

Turn now to Acts 8 : 1 8>23, and read. Peter had laid his hands 
on converted men, and tney had received the Holy Ghost. Simon 
the sorcerer saw it, and offered Peter money, saying, " Give me 
this power that on whomsoever I lay hands, he may receive the 
Holy Ghost." But Peter said to him, **Thy money perish with 
thee, because thou hast thought that the gift of Ood may he 
purchased with money" 

Let Peter speak these words to-day in any Roman Catholic 
church, in Rome, in Boston, or in New York, and he would not 
be tolerated. 

To set np a single caste as mediator between God and man, 
and to barter in exchange for works, and penances, and gold, 
the salvation freely given by God, — such was popery. 

To open wide to all, through Jesus Christ, and without any 
earthly mediator and without that power that called itself the 
church, free access to the gift of God, eternal life, — such was 
Peter's mission and constant endeavor. 

The church of Rome, though opposed in the 16th century, 

though humbled and mortified in the 17th, though its power was 

broken in the 18th, and though the head of the church was driven 

A homeless wanderer from his ponti&caV ciia\t U\ the I9th^ and is 

now the subject of a king, is the eamQ t^Oioj «i^ totiftsstVs* \2a.

Thtir Claim is this: 

*'The pope hold?, as Buccessor of Peter, immediately fron 
Christ, in whom is the ori«:inal priesthood, and all teaching and 
governing authority. lie is not evolved from the internal oper- 
ations of the church, nor created or commissioned l)y the episco- 
pacy, but is the central unity whence the whole hierarchy takes 
its rise.** United to the successor of St. Peter, every Catholic 
claims with St. Ambrose, " Where Peter is, there is the church." 
This is their boast. From puch language we would be led to 
suppose that the succession had been natural and uninterrupted; 
that one pope gave his cloak to his successor, as the prophet 
let fall his mantle upon his follower prior to taking his passage 
in his chariot of fire. History, however, informs us of endless 
controversies; of two or three popes, at one time battling 
with swords, not of truth, but steel, for the supremacy. D*Au- 
bignc has well said of the 11th century, "Tiie throne which 
affi'Cted to exalt itself above the majesty of kings was sunk 
Id the filth of vice. Theodora and Marozia installed and deposed 
at their pleasure the pretended teachers of the church of Christ 
and placed on the throne of St. Peter their lovers, their sons 
and their grandsons." These too well-authenticated charges 
may have given rise to the tradition which places upon the papal 
Uirone a girl named Joan, who had taken rcftige at Rome with 
her lover, and whose sex was betrayed by the pains of childbirth 
coming upon her in the midst of a solemn procession. 

In the commencement of the 11th century, Home was one vast 
scene of debauchery , wherein the most powerful families in Italy 
contended for the pro-eminence. The counts of Tuscany in 1033 
placed a boy, brought up in debauchery, upon the pdntiflcul 
throne under the name of Benedict IX. This child of twelve 
years of age continued, when pope, in the practice of the same 
scandalous vices that had characterized his youth. Another 
party elected in his stead Sylvester III., and Benedict, with a 
conscience loaded with adulteries, and hands stained with homi- 
cide, at last sold the papacy to a Roman ecclesiastic. The em- 
perors of Germany, moved to indignation by these enormities, 
purged Rome with a sword. In 1047, a German bishop, Leo IX., 
possessed himself of the pontifical throne. 

Henry III. deposed the three rival popes, and pointing with 
his finger, on which glittered the ring of the Roman patricians, 
designated the bishop to whom the keys of St. Peter*s should be 
confided. Such is the comment of history upon the succession 
claimed by the church and its defender. 

It is amusing to see assumption bolstered up by assumpMon in 
which arrogance conHites itself. Now we are told that the pope 
** is not evolved from the internal operations of the church," and 
in three lines we are informed that " Christ may use bishops, 
priests or the faithful in designating the bishof)." Whoever is 
acquainted with the history of cardinal elections, knows that 
scenes have transpired in Rome while filling the papal See, 
which history blushes to record. Bribes are freely used to 
obtain votes, and oftentimes foreign aivcae^ \isl\^ (ik^vvxvA ^^ 
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whom the pontifical robes shall fall. No wonder the leaders of 
l^omaiiists understand the art of buying votes. The leaders of 
this class became proficients of the business in Rome. 

Much is said about the unity of the Roman Catholic churclk 
If we study liistory, we shall find less of unity there than else- 
where. Evangelical Christians of every name are united in 
Clirist in the support of truth. Our Tract and Bible societies 
show it. Romanists are united in the support of error. Let 
any man preach Christ and discard tradition, or declare in 
favor of the Bible as did Peter, when he besought Christians to 
desire the sincere milk of the word that they might grow thereby 
(1 Peter 2:2), and at once he is disturbed ; but let him say as did 
a Catholic at Hunter's Point, when the Lord's prayer was being 
read, *^ Damn thaty take the Bible and go to hell with it" or let 
them express their unbelief in the Scriptures and claim, ** that 
its doctrines, \f believed, would send them to hell" and the priest 
will uphold and applaud them, and declare, as did Father 
Cummins, that the attempt of civil authorities to force the reading 
of the Scriptures was a piece of Mahommedanism. Rome, la 
every age, has feared the Bible and denounced its indiscriminate 
use as the corrupter of Christian integrity. 

Christ taught us that it is a heart unity which is required, not 
a unity in name, or form, or semblance. Belief is the founda- 
tion. That is a heart matter. It comes from an acknowledgment 
of Christ as head, from following in the path marked out, and 
from heeding the instructions received, that we may do the will 
of Christ, as did our leader that of his Father. 

This unity of the Father and Son was a type of the unity which 
does subsist between Christ and the believer. We are not to 
inquire whether we are In unity with men, — whether we agree 
with them or follow their leadership or direction. But are we la 
unison with Christ? As Christ is the same to all, a unity exist- 
ing between him and the follower will unite the followers together 
by an inseparable bond of undying love, which will form an un- 
broken and undisputed link, not to the pontifical chair of the 
Seven Hills, but to the throne of God. ■ 

" O, tura yo, O, turn ye, for why will ye die, ^ • 

When God in great mercy is coming so nigh ? 
Now Jesus Invites you, the Spirit says come, 
And angels are waiting to welcome you home. 

How vain the delusion, that while you delay. 
Your hearts may grow better, your chains melt away;

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"For we have not followed cunningly devised fables when we made known 
nnto you the power and coming of our liord Jesus Ohrlst, but were eye- witnesses 
of his mfOesty." 

Pktbr believed in the Scriptures and opposed tradition, and 
spoke of it as of a ** cunningly devised fable" Rome believes iu 
tradition and opposes the Scriptures and calls the Bible a ** mis^ 
chievous book.** To prevent and remedy the mischief and guard 
against error, ^^U was judged necessary for Bomanism to forbid the 
reading of the Scriptures in the vulgar languages without the advice 
and permission of the spiritual guides whom God has appointed to 
govern his church" So reads the admonition prefixed to every 
copy of the Doway Bible. Christ said, Matt 22 : 29, ** Ye do err, 
not knowing the Scriptures." He makes ignorance of the Scrip- 
tures the source of heresies. Rome makes knowledge of the 
Scriptures the source of heresies. In the catechism it is asked, 
" Have any great evils ensued from an unrestricted reading of 
fthe Bible in vulgar languages by the unlearned and unstable? " 
A.. **yes; numberless heresies and impieties; a§ also many re- 
bellions and civil wars." No better proof is required to show 
that Rome is anti-Christ. 

Bave Bomanists an authorized version of the Scriptures f 

Ask the question and they will reply they have, and claim that 
the Doway Bible is the true and authorized version of the Scrip- 
tures. In support of this they will quote the approbation of - 
priests and bishops. Is it true ? It becomes us to reach a safe 
and just conclusion. In the catechism it is claimed that the re- 
vealed word of God is their rule of faith. *' But of what does the 
revsaJed word consist?" The answer la, ''Ot \,>no^^\\.^\ \Jaa 
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written word called the Holy Scriptures, and the unwritten word 
culled divine tradition. Are these two parts of cqnal authority? 
Yes ; because they have been equally revealed of Grod." The 
Council of Trent declares ** that the discipline of the church is 
contained in the written word and in the unwritten traditions 
which the apostles received firom the month of Christ himself, or 
ftom the apostles themselves, bein^ the dictate of thQ Holy Ghost 
to them, and delivered as it were from hand to hand, come down 
to us." 

The Bible contains then the written word, the church contains 
the unwritten word, and as the unwritten word is claimed to be a 
part of the Scriptures which cannot be found, and which has nevei 
been seen, there can be no authorized version of the Scriptures, 
As further proof of this fact, consider these facts. The Doway 
Bible is declared to be an admirable translation from the Vulgate, 
which is the edition of the Bible translated by Jerome A*om the 
Hebrew and Greek into the Latin. The Doway Bible is the trans- 
lation of a translation, and is not from the original languages in 
which they were written, as is our Bible. Final proof, the Irish 
Catholic prelates declared upon oath in their examination before 
the British Parliament that there was no axttuorized VRRSioii 
ov THE Holy Biblk in English; because it never had been 
sanctioned by the Pope, as indeed it could not be for reason« 
given. 

Bomanists Oppose Besting on Scripture, 

Thoy claim that the Bible is hard to be understood ; that the 
ifrnorant fall into errors for want of knowledge, and the learned 
through pride and self-sufflcicncy. Peter calls tradition a fable^ 
aud preaches the Gospel. The professed follower of Peter claims 
that the word of God contained in the Holy Scriptures properly 
consists ** not in the mere words of the sacred text, but in the mean- 
ing of it, as the Holy Fathers teach; that many persons who are 
the most assiduous in reading the Bible, yet do not attain to the 
truths of religion taught by Jesus Christ, and are really igno- 
rant of the word of God. That others who have learned the 
essential truths of R<;velation, as to what they have to believe, 
and what they have to practise, from their pastor's instructions - 
and their catechisms, have really attained to the knowledge of 
God's word, even thout^h they should never read any portion of 
the Bible." This is what Bomanists dare print in Bible-loving 
America. The burning of Bibles at Champlain, N. Y., illustrates 
the meaning of the language. 

The Boot-Error of Bomanism 

is before us. Because of it professed Christians are ignorant of 

Christ, and thousands and millions of Catholics are as destitute 

k of the Scriptures as are the Pagans of China and Japan. The 

^priest goes with his cross and breviary, and leaves the Bible be- 

V hind him. Catholic countries are empty of the Bible. Because 

^•f it the people are dwarfed in intellect. 
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The iVttito of Tradition and Scripture 

desenre notice Just at this point. We stand now on tlie border 
of the wilderness of Bomanistic error. On the one side is igno- 
rance, gloom, superstition, and crime ; on the other is intelli- 
gence, the blessed light of the Bible, enlightenment, and faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Compare Ireland with Scotland, Spain 
i¥ith England, Italy with Frassia, Bome with Edinburgh, Bel- 
fast with Cork ; how wide the difference I Come across the At- 
lantic, and continue the comparison in our own Western Con- 
tinent. Compare Mexico to New England, Brazil to these 
United States, the city of Mexico to that of Boston or New 
York or Cincinnati ; how great the contrast I Come yet nearer 
home. Compare the worshippers in churches where the Bible is 
Ignored, with congregations who gather to listen to the gospel, 
and behold the contrast intellectaally, socially, and morally. 
This cannot be seen in America as in Europe, for the influence 
of the gospel compels Bomanists to preach the gospel in part, 
if not as a whole, in the United States. In Ireland, in Europe, 
priests seldom, if ever, open a Bible and preach the gospel. Dr. 
Murray, in his letter to Archbishop Hughes, asks, ** Why is it 
that Papal countries and communities thus suffer, and so sadly 
suffer, when contrasted with other communities where there is 
an unshackled conscience and an open Bible? The traveller in 
Europe need not be told when he crosses the lines that separate 
Papal from Protestant States ; the obvious marks of higher civ- 
ilization declare the transition with almost as much plainness as 
would a broad river or a chain of mountains. Popery with in- 
fallible certainty degrades man. Do you ask how ? 

** In this wise : it takes from him the Bible, the revealed will of 
God, with all its clear light, with all its high motives to excite 
the soul to high and holy action, and without which neither civ- 
ilization nor religion can be long maintained. It withholds from 
the people all right moral instruction ; it suppresses the preach- 
ing of the Gospel and substitutes tor it the dumb show of the 
Mass. The Apostles turned the world upside down by preaching 
the Gospel, but in Papal countries there is generally no preach- 
ing. I never heard a sermon in a Catholic church in Ireland. I 
venture the assertion thiat there are multitudes of Catholic 
churches in Catholic countries where a sermon would be as great 
a rarity as would be the saying of mass in a Scottish kirk.'

Give them one proposition, concede to them one single prem- 
ise, and the whole of their faith follows most legitimately and 
lo^cally. Convince me out of the lids of the Bible, which I 
recognize as absolute and infallible authority upon the point, 
that Jesus Christ, when on earth, founded the church on Peter; 
that the Moly Ghost, on the day of Pentecost, descended upon 
the Apostles and made them the witnesses of his mysteries, the 
partakers of his thoughts and depositaries ot \i\sSxi\.^'QX:\Q>\i^>^<^ 
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'* that there arose within the living conscloosness of the troth, 
whicli has descended lineally in the mystical body to this hour; 
tlie divine tradition " (as Archbishop Manning calls it) **of the 
li^bt of Pentecost in which all the revelation of God hangs sus- 
pended in its symmetry and perfection," and I bow before it as I 
do before my Maker, and I believe everything that it teaches, no 
matter what it is. It is because I believe that God embodied 
his mind and will in Scripture, and not in a church; because the 
proptiecy came not by the will of man, but God descended by 
the lioly Spirit, on whom he would and when he would, and 
they spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost, and then 
stopped, having no more right to add to their speech a single 
word or subtract from it a single word than have we, because 
they spoke out God's mind ; and the word spoken which was 
written under the command of God for our instruction, con- 
tains all that it is important for us to know, that I claim, with 
Chilli ngworth, that the Bible, not the church, not the traditions 
of the church, but the Bible, God's word, miraculously written, 
miraculously preserved, and miraculously illumined and endowed 
with power, is the embodiment of my faith, the light of my feet, 
the solace, the joy, the support of my being. In the Bible I find 
my supernatural unity —not in a church. In the Bible I see pre- 
served what God has revealed and perpetually offers the world as 
truth, which in the beginning He shed abroad for a brief mo- 
ment as a message to mankind. The Bible — not the church, but 
the Bible— is the fountain and channel of light to the world; the 
exposition of law and the Interpreter of the truth of God. 
Does a man ask for guidance, we give him God's word. Does a 
man go to a Romanist for a light, he sends him to the church. 
Herein lies the difference. With Peter we declare "we have 
not followed cunningly devised fables," we have not permitted 
what somebody else says to usurp the place which belongs to 
what God says, but we take what we know to be God's word, 
what Bomauists admit is God's word ; and we preach that and 
rest on that '* when we make known the power and the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ." 

The Christian Church is with Peter and PatU. 

It is evident that Peter rejected the oral law of the Jews, Just 
as we reject the traditions of Bome. It is noticeable that Peter 
never uses the word tradition. Paul does, but Peter does not. 
As though God would guard Romanists ftom being led astray by 
any such delusion, he caused him to pronounce the oral law 
a cunningly devised fable, in order that the hint might save 
Romanists from this monstrous error. 

Paul uses the word translated tradition, which means oral in- 
struction, as follows, in 2 Thess. 3:6: ** Now we command you, 
brethren, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw 
yourselves from every brother that walketh disorderly, and not 
after the oral instructions that ye have received ftom us." In 
tliis there can be no reference to the unwritten law of Christ, 
because he speaks expressly of the instructions received firom 
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himself. Besides, as thouirh God would shield the chnrch» He 
has Paul in the most positive manner refer, in 2 Tim. 3 : 15, iO, 
to the holy Scriptures instead of tradition, ** which are able to 
make them wise unto salvation, throu/;^h faith which is in Jesus 
Christ." He does not stop there, but adds : ** All Scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness, that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly fbrnishcd unto all good 
works." If tradition, or the part not communicated in the gos- 
pels, were essential to make a man's education perfect, or to 
thoroughly ftirnisli him, Paul would have said so. But he did 
not say i'. He requested us rather to rest wholly on Scripture, 
through faith, which is in Christ Jesus. 

To this utterance of Paul, Rome adds this note : «* Every part 
of divine Scripture is certainly profitable for all these ends. J]ut 
if ice would have the whole rule of Christian faith and practice, we 
must not he content with those Scriptures which Timothy knew from 
his infancy y with the Old Testament alone ; nor yet with the New 
Testament, without taking along with it the traditions of the apos* 
ties and the interpretation of the church, to which the apostles delith 
ered both the book and the true meaning of it.** 

Where is this Unwritten Word f 

It must be somewhere. Did God hide it from the masses and 
give it to the priests or apostles? No; for he commands all to 
search the Scriptures, and declares that Ihey, without priest or 
bishop, are able to mwke men wise unto salvation. IIow do wo 
know that the unwritten word is God's word? May it not be 
the word of man? The common law, if not in the statutes, is 
found in the opinions and decisions of the courts, and is written. 
Are the men who have called the written word a mischievous 
book, who have burned it and chained it and trampled upon it, 
the men to guard and preserve the unwritten word? It is 
claimed that this unwritten word may be found in the writ- 
ings of the fathers; but were they Inspired men? The history 
of tradition refutes the pretensions of its advocates. The early 
church clung to the Scriptures. The use of tradition works the 
decline of piety and of knowledge of God In every age of the 
church. 

The abuse of tradition is seen in the fact, that when men seek 
to Ignore the written law, they reject revelation and its truths, 
and become a law to themselves. To ascribe infallibility to tra- 
dition casts the Bible Into the shade. Two infallible standards 
of truth cannot exist; since, if they differ, one must be wrong, 
and if they do not differ, then they are the same thinar. Hence, 
when Romanists claim that there is an unwritten Bible which 
the church holds, and which the priests have access to, but 
which was never seen, and which conflicts with God's written 
word, they become anti-Bible, and therefore anti-Christ. Not- 
withstanding this, it cannot be denied that Romanists believe In 
tradition in preference to Scripture. They teach the doctrine 
that truth becomes truth because it Is belicvcOi, ^xiOi Wi^V. \\. \% 
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first believed and then trnc ; whereas, iDdependcntlf of its being 
believed, it has an nnchan^ng and everlasting; existence. In 
other words, Romanists declare that the face of a certain doc- 
trine having at all times been believed and taught by the church, 
is conclusive evidence of its truth, because the church cannot 
eiT. The difflcoUy growing out of this false and untenable posi- 
tion is apparent to every student of history. Gregory the Pope, 
and so the mouthpeice of the church, declared against an infal- 
Hhle pontiff. Pins IX. declares in favor of an infallible pontiff. 
The church must have been wrong in the sixth century, or it is 
wrong in the nineteenth century. Galileo was persecuted bo- 
cause of his claim that the earth revolved round the sun. The 
infallible church declared him wrong. Science declares him 
right, and the church is compelled to follow in the wake of sci- 
ence. Thus the church is proven to be fallible, and ti*adition a 
false and un^mfe guide. That the Scriptures do not contain an 
account of all the things which Christ did, is declared by John 
21 : 25, in his gospel. To enumerate them all, and what grew 
out of them, the Evangelist said, **I suppose, that even the 
world itself could not contain the books that should be written ** 
In John 20: 31, we find the same admission made, and the pur- 
pose stated in positive terms, why the gospels were written, 
viz., "That ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ the Son 
of God, and that believing ye might have life through his name." 
To declare that the Bible is not sufficient to reveal the truth as 
it is in Jesus, so that men may go to God through Christ, is to 
impeach not only the veracity, but the goodness of Almighty 
God. 

Tiome builds on tradition instead of Scripture, and quotes 
scripture whenever it is possible by it to bolster up tradition. 
Christians build on scripture rather than on tradition, and if tra- 
dition harmonizes with the scriptures, so much the better for 
tradition. We place in the hands of the converted man the gos- 
pel, and he at once is endowed of God to be a workman that 
ncedeth not be ashamed. The plan, the purpose, the guidance 
essential to his work, are found in the gospel. Hence we care 
not for an apostolic succession, but glory in being united to 
Christ by a living faith. 

Rome confronts us here with her traditions, makes of none 

effect the teaching of scripture, and opens the floodgates of 

eiTor. Through the door of tradition come priestly interces- 

e*ion, transubstantiation, and all the distinguishing errors of 

I?omanism. Archbishop Manning, after saying that it had been 

declared by the Church, in Council assembled, that the Virgin 

Mary was immaculate, adds : **It does not say that it is true-, it 

offers no logical or historical proofs of its truth, it declares that 

k it is revealed : that it was contained in the revelation on the day of 

I Pentecost, And we receive it, not upon argument or criticism, but 

Eupon the testimony of the church, the sole witness of the mind 

f of God." The same reason .is adduced for believing in the 

■ ihgma of Papal Infallibility, and for whatever othep error it may 

euit the whim or caprice of Ihe Yoipci, ot W\^ ^<isvjL\\is^ ^^^^xq rule 
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bim, to propagate. This is that falling away that must come, 
this is the revelation of the man of sin. Tradition becomes the 
sheet anchor of Romish hope. Thus the door is tlirown wide 
open to errors of every conceivable kind, and the blinded and 
deluded followers grope their way in the darkness of error down 
the steeps of ruin. The power of Rome thus organized is 
fearftil. Satan inhabits the entire scheme, and its coming *Ms 
with all decbivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish, 
because they received not the love of the truth that they might 
he saved" 

The Law and the Gospel contained in the Scriptures. 

Is it not reasonable to suppose that in accordance with the 
express declaration of Paul, an infinitely wise God has given to 
man all that is essential to make him wise unto salvation through 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit? 

Reasoning from analogy, we should be compelled to look for 
our sufficient guide in the inspired word. Everything which has 
come from God's creative hand is admirably adapted to the end 
sought to be reached. The machinery of the universe, vast and 
intricate as we know it to be, is controlled by known laws, and 
with all its complications careers forward without a jar from 
age to age. Seasons come and go in regular order. Man is so 
constituted that it is impossible to suggest an improvement. 
Can it be possible tha^ God would be thus careful to provide for 
the wants of the body, and leave man in ignorance in regard to 
the wants of his soul? All governments see to it that ihe law 
of the land be understood by all the subjects. Every proposal 
for the benefit of the masses is published and placed before 
them. No government can secure the contldcnce of the people 
that pursues a difiercnt course. Hence every intelligent man 
feels, that if God is his ruler, he has a right to read God's law 
and become acquainted with His will as it is revealed in the 
Scriptures. For this reason the tramp of Victor Emanuel's sol- 
diers was no sooner heard in Rome than her priest-ridden popu- 
lace demanded the word of God. They bought it with eagerness. 
For this reason, and because Romanism would not trust the 
people with the Scriptures, there is no place on the earth where 
the Pope and Romanism is as unpopular and as bitterly hated as 
in Rome. 

The people see that they have made the commandments of 
God vain through their traditions. They have practised and are 
practising the grossest of impositions; for in vain do they wor- 
ship Christ! teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. 
Peter, schooled and educated by his Lord, declared we have not 
followed cunningly devised fables, when we made known unto 
you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Home has, 
and as a result she departed from the true path, and became, 
under Gregory the Great, a consolidated despotism. The Lord 
Jesus Christ was banished from their worship, and Mary was 
substituted. Images and pictures, under the pretence that they 
were needed to represent ti}e spiritual tvulha ot xeW^^wv \» nJca 
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eye, were set up In the most holy places. The word of God 
was oxcbaiiircd for the traditions of men and the decisions of 
councils. The church claimed infallibility, and so adopted or 
rejected whatever was felt to be for her interest. 

Thus Is the word of God set aside for the opinions of 
men. Tradition is a subterfuge — a sham and pretence. Rome, 
because of it, rejects God's word, builds up her colossal power 
in obedience to the dicta of the dcivil, without regard to the 
Gospel. Christ is set aside, as is the Bible, and for the same 
reason, and the priest boasts the power to forgive sins. The 
catechism of the Council of 1 rent says : ** The power with which 
the priests of the new law are invested is not simply to declare 
that sins are forgiven, but as the minister of God really to absolve 
from sin, and this not because of the authority of Scripture, but 
of tradition. In the minister of God who sits in the tribunal of 
penance as his legitimate judge, the votary of Rome venerates 
the power and person of our Lord Jesus Christ. This is his 
language: *I confess to Almighty God, to the blessed Mary, 
to blessed John Baptist, to the holy Apostles Peter and Paul, and 
to all the saints, and to you, father, that I have sinned exceed- 
ingly in thought, word, and deed, through my fault." Thus 
does Romanism, through tradition, teach for doctrine the com- 
mandments of man. 

Paul in his Epistle to the Galatians deals heavy blows against 
the tendency to error, and declares, "If any man preach any 
other gospel than that ye have received, let him be accursed ; " and 
Christ said, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature, and whosoever believeth — not in the church, nor 
in the man who bears the glad tidings, but the gospel — and is 
baptized, shall be saved. For this reason with Peter it is our 
boast that " we have not followed cunningly devised fables when 
we made known unto you the power and coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. But we have a more sure word of prophecy 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place until the day dawn, and the day star 
arise in your hearts." Beautiful language ! Glorious privilege I 
Let us commend this gospel unto all by our lives, by our testi- 
mony, by our prayerful solicitude, that those who have rejected 
the light of the Sun of Righteousness for the taper-light of tra- 
dition, may on reflection be induced to return unto the Lord 
their God who speaks, saying, " Incline your ear and come unto 
me ; hear and your soul shall live, and 1 will make an everlast- 
ing covenant with you, even the sure mercies of David." God 
in tenderness and love says to all, ** Seek ye the Lord while he 
maybe found; call ye upon Him while he is near; let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts; and let 
him return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him, and to 
our God, for he will abundantly pardon." " Come unto me,'* said 
Christ, ** all ye that labor, and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest." Sinner, let go of man, give up tradition, accept the 
ofler of salvation through Christ, as revealed in the Scriptui'Ci 
Mild thy boul aball live. 



PETER AND THE PRIESTHOOD ; 

OB, 

FALSE TEACHERS, THEIR INFLUENCE AND 

THEIR DOOM. 



2 Peter 2 : 1. 



'* Bat thero were false prophets also among the people, even as there shall be 
false teachers among you. who privily shall bring in damnable heresies, even 
denying the Lord that bought them, and bring upon themselves swift destruc- 
tion." 

The tramp of the cohorts of error has been heard all along 
the line of the centuries. The battle began before Eden ; It will 
go on after time shall be no more. The phases of the fight 
changes and its scenes are ever shifting; bat the cause remains, 
which is rebellion against God and hatred of the truth. False 
teachers are the allies of Satan. No matter where they stand, 
whether in Christian pulpits, so called, or on platforms where 
infidelity is the boast and glory : no matter whether robed in 
the vestments and canonicals of the priest, or in the costly gar-' 
ments of fashionable life ; false teachers who deny the Lord that 
bought them, deserve to be warned against and withstood. The 
apostle Peter, whose mistakes prior to the day of Pentecost 
were patterned after by Romanists, seems to have been chosen 
by the lloly Spirit, by pen and speech, to outline the danger and 
warn against the evils which threatened the church and which 
have cursed the world. 

As the traditions of Judaism were in the path of the gospel, 
so false teachers were in the way of Christ. Peter made bold to 
speak out against them both as a true man of God. Notice the 
language : ** But there were false prophets among the people." 
They claimed a Thus saith the Lord, for their message. They de- 
ceived the people. Their prophecies failed. The people becano 
infidel. Though God said, *' Let him that hath a dream teli a 
dream, and he that hath my word let him speak my word faith- 
fully ; what is the chaff to the wheat, salth the Lord? " yet men 
everywhere neglected to weigh truth In the scales of Scripture. 
They did not compare prophecy with prophecy. They did not 
lay judgment to the line ; they sought a gospel pleasing to self, 
rather than honorable to God, and were led astray. When Christ 
came, the Jews were not ready to welcome him. Tradition and 
the teachings of men had blinded their eyes, so that as a nation 
they could not see the sky of hope reddened by the light of ful- 
filled prophecy, and vocal with the songs of the angels singing, 
•* Glory to God in the highest, peace on earth, good will to mevi," 
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They re|2^rdrd Christ as an usurper, or an imposter, and tried tc 
chose away the spectre that haauted them, and predicted the 
close of tlie old dispensation and the dawn of the new. The 
evils which confronted Peter, confront ns, and will confront cor 
children. Error does not die. The poet sings» — 

** Truth erufllied to eartb will riae again; 
The eternal years of God are hers ; 
Bat error, wounded, writhes in chainii 
And dies amid its worshippers." 

This is good as prophecy, but bad as history. I wish error had 
died. Error lives. It opposed the disciples as it opposed the 
Jews. Peter said, *^ There shall be false teachers among yon." 
False teachers came. They were not bold enongh Ito attempt to 
dethrone the God of troth, nor to prove that Jesus Christ had 
not been in their midst (Satan waited centaries before he had 
Stranss, of Germany, attempt that) ; but they quoted the word of 
the Lord to feather the barbed arrow of error; they tried to 
prove that Christ was not what he claimed to be ; that his disci- 
ples were ignorant men, and had attempted to deceive the peo« 
pie; that the miracle of the resurrection was a mere pretence; 
that the disciples stole away the Lord*s body, and pretended that 
he rose from the dead and ascended on high; and then they 
referred to Christ's words and praised them ; they spoke of his life 
as a man, and glorified it by their speech, while they spurned his 
teachings and rejected his example, and so they brought in dam- 
nable heresies. Ponder the meaning of the word. Ileresy 
is a fundamental error in religion. It does not purport to be in 
opposition to religion. It is simply an opinion in regard to truth 
wtiich a man expresses and stands for, though the teachings of 
God*s word rebuke the man and reject his theory, A damnable 
heresy is one which denies Jesus Christ, or which, followed to 
its legitimate conclusion, substitutes error for truth, and the 
human for the divine. But, says some one, does God deny a man 
the right to his opinions? Is private judgment a sin? If I am 
lionest in a belief, am I not safe? Many a man who forgets God 
and seeks the favor of on irreligious world, knowing that Baal 
has worshippers as devout and sincere as any who bow before 
the altar uf Jehovah, aud that the cold and lukewarm, the wan- 
derers, those who know that thrift follows fleiwning, will not 
disturb him because of any neglect of the fundamental tmths of 
Christianity, is prone to seek the favor ot the world by the ex< 
prcssion of opinions respecting some fundamental doctrine of 
religion in such language as will win the favor and secnre th4 
regard of the ungodly, even though by so doing he grieves the 
heart of the faith Hi], crucifies the Lord of glory, and puts him to 
an open shame in the house of his friends. The seed sown 
brings forth fruit. *' For when they speak great, swelling words 
of vanity, they allure through the lusts of the flesh, through 
much wantonness, those that were clean escaped from them who 
live in error. While they promise them liberty, they themselyes 
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arc the servants of corruption ; for of whom a man is overcome 
of the same is he brought in bondage." 

In these words the apostle holds up the peril arising from false 
teachers and false teaching. Thousands have been wrecked upon 
this rock. Servimde is the consequence of sin. The man who 
tampers with error, who claims the right to investigate, to hear 
both sides, to weigh truth in the scales of human judgment, who 
rejects the teachings of revelation, and accepts in their stead 
human opinions respecting religion, loosens ^om the moorings 
of truth, and drifts into the current of error, and ^oes down the 
steeps of death. There are heresies, to which attention is invited 
by the words of the apostle, which deserve to be uprooted First, 
that one which substitutes a man for Christ ; second, that which 
grows out of the first, auricular confession; and third, the her- 
esy respecting the word of God. Let us notice them in their 
order. 

1. The Herety respecting the Priesthood. 

The Lord Jesns instituted two orders, — apostles, ministers, 
elders, or presbyters (terms used interchangeably in the New 
Testament), and deacons. An attempt has been made to prove 
that Christ instituted three orders, — apostles or bishops, pres- 
byters or priests, and deacons ; though the most eminent stu- 
dents of ecclesiastical history have declared with Dr. Holland, 
King's professor of divinity at Oxford, England, that to affirm the 
office of bishop to be different from that of presbyter is false and 
contrary to Scripture ; yet the heresy has gained a footing, and 
holds its place in the world ; and the opinion that man is made 
a priest, with powers similar to those possessed by Christ, lives 
and exerts its influence upon mankind. 

A priest is a person set apart for the performance of sacrifices 
and other offices and ceremonies of religion. He had a place in 
the old dispensation, but he has none in the new. There were 
four kinds of priesthood. 1st. That of kings, princes, heads of 
families, and the first-born. This may be called a natural priest- 
hood, because nature and reason teach us that the honor ot 
offering sacrifices to God should belong to the most mature in 
understanding and the greatest in dignity. 2d. The priesthood 
according to the order of Melchisedek, who was at once king, 
priest, and prophet ; that is, authoritative teacher in every sense 
of the term. 8d. The priesthood of Aaron and his family, 
which subsisted as long as the religion of the Jews. 4th. The 
priesthood of Jesus Christ, and of the new law which is infi- 
nitely supeilor to all others in its duration, its dignity, its pre- 
rogatives, its objects, and its power. The priesthood of Aaron 
was to end ; that of Jesus Christ is everlasting. That of Aaron 
was limited to his own family, was exercised only in the temple, 
and among only one people ; its object was bloody sacrifices and 
purifications, which were only external, and could not remit sins ; 
but the priesthood of Jesus Christ Includes the entire Christian 
church spread over the ages of its existence^ and among all 
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Dations of the world. *< Seeing, then, that we hare a great high 
priest that is passed into the heavens, Jesns, the Son of Ood, let 
ns liold fast our profession ; for we have not an high-priest which 
cannot be touched with the feehn^s of our infirmities ; but was 
in all points tempted lilse as we are, yet without sin. Let us, 
therefore, come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy and find grace to help in time of need." Heb. 4 : 
14-16. "Being made perfect, He became the author of eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey him." Heb. 6:9. " Who, his 
own self, bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sin, should live unto righteousness : by whose 
stripes ye were healed : For ye were as sheep going astray, but 
are now returned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of your souls.'' 
1 Peter 2 : 24-26. 

Thus, is it established by Scripture that we have access to God 
by Jesus Christ, the one mediator between God and man. Who« 
soever will come, may come and taste the waters of salvation. 
Romanists reject the teachings of Christ; substitute a man in 
the place of Christ ; draw attention away from the Creator to the 
creature, and so openly deny the Lord that bought them. 

God lives in lyutht not in Organizations, 

Rome declares <* that as Christ was not to remain in his own 
person upon earth, he therefore chose twelve disciples whom be 
called apostles, and he communicated to them all those sacred 
powers necessary for bringing others to salvation, which he him- 
self had received from his Father; with powers, moreover, to 
communicate the same power to others who might succeed them, 
and carry on the same by a perpetual succession, to the end of 
time." In this, as In every heresy, there is, if not a mixture of truth 
with error, an opinion concerning truth which conceals and 
sows broadcast an error. Christ did call about him apostles, 
and he did communicate to them power, and he did conmilssiou 
them to speak. Miraculous power was given them, tliat by its 
use they might enforce their speech. Christ did not commission 
them to transmit this power to others. The power to work 
miracles died with the apostles. The power possessed by them 
was in the Holy Spirit, and animated not their persons but their 
speech. That power animates their speech at this hour, and will 
while time shall last. Hence, the gospel is the power of God in 
this world ; and Paul had reason to declare, I am not asha^ned of 
the gospel of Christ, ** For it is the power of God unto sa vation 
to every one that belle veth." Pdre Hyacinth, and millic4is be- 
sides, are disposed to feel that this power to which Paul referred, 
inhabits a man, or an organization, rather than the gospeL That 
God draws by the cords of a man, is our glory antl our hope. It 
is God that dravosy not man. That the Word was incarn;«ted in 
Jesus Christ and walked in flesh among men, we are bold and 
glad to preach. But that the Word is so incarnated in the 
priesthood, as that a man can safely usurp the prerogsMves of 
Chrisi, and take his place in the scheme of salvation, is v. horsey 
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that is damnable, because it denies the Lord who bou^lit us, and 
has consigned to eternal misery all who have turned from the 
Creator to the creature, and who liave forgotten that it is the 
gospel in man, and spoken by man, which makes him and his 
message a power. ** For therein is the righteousness of God re- 
vealed, from faith to faith.** God lives in his Bible. The truth 
of the gospel is ft-eighted with life ; and if received into the soul, 
it carries life there, and a man who is a new creature in Christ, 
will exclaim with Paul, ** I live, yet not I, but Christ livelh in 
me ; and this life I now live in the flesh, I live by the faith of the 
Son of God." 

The idea of the priesthood connects itself in all its forms, 
pure and corrupted, with a consciousness of sin. Men who ac- 
cept the office of a priest, feel that they have broken the law of 
a power above them which they dare not approach without the 
intervention of some one holier than themselves. Hence, among 
the most ignorant and benighted, altars have been built, sacri- 
fices instituted, priests installed to offer up prayers in their be- 
half. A priest, in the estimation of the suppliant. Is a kind of 
mediator between God and roan. He claims to represent God. 
He lives apart from man. He surrounds himself with mystery, 
utters a strange langu^sge, and professes to belong to a superior 
class and to possess supernatural power. From this it is ap- 
parent that the idea of a priesthood can only be tolerated amidst 
great ignorance, or great superstition. The church of Bo me 
ascribes to every priest a mysterious dignity which entitles him 
to the reverence of the people. 

A minister is a brother in the Lord. He is chosen by the 
church to serve them, and is also appointed over them. He pro- 
claims Christ the mediator between God and man, and endeavors 
by the aid of the Holy Spirit to lead men to embrace the offers 
of the gospel. This truth was revolutionaiy in its character and 
levelling in its tendencies. It broke down the middle wall of 
partition between Jew and Gentile, overthrew the altars of heath- 
enish superstition, and banished from the minds of true believers 
every claim set up by man to the office work of the priesthood. 
The apostles proclaimed everywhere, that as the priesthood had 
been changed and as Christ was made priest, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after the power of an endless life, 
he is able to save to the uttermost them that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. For 
centuries this doctrine held sway. When superstition, the fog 
that rises from the lowlands of ignorance and vice, usurped the 
throne of reason, the old leaven of caste once more displaced 
the new leaven of fraternity ; the sanctity of the clergy became 
a dogma of the church, the Bible was banished, and Mary, the 
so-called queen of heaven, took the place of Christ, the Saviour 
of the world. 

Christianity does not dwarf manhood or re&train development. 
It is an added force. It promotes the growth of the whole man 
It blessesr the body with the products of temperance, raises tho

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mind to the contemplation of the words and works of God, and 
thrills the sonl with a new life which brings it into harmony with 
its own highest interests, and enriches it with an heirship with 
Christ to an inheritance of the <*all things" of God. 

Contrast the relative position' of a minister and a priest. A min- 
ister is a servant of Clirist. A priest is the servant of the 
church. The one preaches Christ. That is his distinctive work. 
The other ignores the gospel, prays in a foreign tongue, and 
gladly banishes the Bible from the public schools and firom the 
homes of those who worship at the altar. The minister serves 
the church throngh Christ. The priest serves the charch through 
Mary. 

** Who, asked Gavazzi, is the master in a Catholic femily? 
The confessor I Sons and daughters obey their confessors be- 
fore their father and mother, and often displease their parents 
in order to please their confessor; husbands are only seconda- 
rily obeyed by tlielr wives, first in command over them is always 
the Father confessor. Believe my words ; they speak the ex- 
perience of more than twenty-five years among Popish clergy. 
The great work of Jesuits is always with women In the confcs-. 
sional. Here they dispose of society. So that not in Italy only, 
but even In America, many Catholic husbands, practising big- 
otries to your astonishment, will tell you that they do so in order 
to preserve the peace of the family, such being the will of the 
Father confessor, expressed by means of their wives, who be- 
come furies If their holy masters are not obeyed. The last war- 
fare of the priests Is at the dying bed. From that death-bed all 
friends, all relatives are purposely excluded; the priest alone 
remains. What weapons he has In his hands ; fear of hell, re- 
morse of conscience, the flame of purgatoiy, all are used to 
Induce the dying penitent to make the church partially or totally 
his heir." Shame upon the imposition. 

The minister is one of the people. He mingles with them, is 
known to them and rules in love. A priest lives apart firom the 
people, is selected by an order above him, and by education, by 
habit, as by oath and inclination, he holds the people aloof. Pro- 
fessing great sanctity, and claiming intercessory power, his rule 
is almost supreme. This fact in a government where the ballot 
exerts a controlling influence Is never forgotten ; and so, though 
he is hidden from sight, he touches cords of influence in secret 
which move men and parties in the most open manner to block 
the wheels of progress, crucify truth, and stab liberty. 

A minister must keep with, if he does not keep In advance of, 
the people. A priest may keep behind them and can oppose 
them and tyrannize over them, without peril to himself or dan- 
ger to his order. 

That a minister Is the natural opponent of the priest is proven 
by the efffect wrought In Italy. Her priest-ridden millions began 
to emerge Into the light as soon as true messengers of salvation 
passed through her gates. Truth knocked off" fetters from the 
Joind and limb; and permitted the captive to go free. Gavazzi, 
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and others, learned that it was possible for a clergyman to have 
a burning heart toward his dnties as a minister; and yet, when 
called to be a man, a citizen and a soldier, knew how to bind the 
Bible to his heart and lift tho sword and the musket in defence 
of the truth, believing that there is nothing incompatible between 
Christianity and patriotism, between the freedom of the soul 
and of the body ; — that to be right with God, man must be right 
towards man, and they thundered forth these doctrines of tbe 
cause of fV'eedom and republicanism until tbe gates of Naples 
and Rome have been opened before the advancing hosts of 
Bible-readers and teachers of the word of life. 

We see God in Jesus Christ, and can hold him up, not only as 
the being who went to the heart of men and took possession of 
the very centre of their being, and reinfiised that with new life 
and with extraordinary power, but as God manifest in the flesh, 
to whom we look for life and hope ; who tore away the vail of 
the future, opened heaven to our view, and laid bare hell to our 
gaze. The interest felt in his life is wonderftil. No other life 
interests as does this life. The facts reported by the evangelists 
arc windows through which we behold wide and fertile plains of 
being, veined with life and flowered with beauty. 

2. AurictUar Confession; or, the Heresy respecting the Power of 

the Priesthood^ 

is most alarming in its character. The priesthood claims the 
power of forgiving sins. Out of this claim has grown auricular 
confession. Confession is defined in the Catechism of the Coun- 
cil of Trent to be *' a sacramental accusation of one's self made to 
obtain pardon by virtue of the key." Said Rev. Joseph Blanco 
White, a converted priest of Seville, Spain, *' One of the great- 
est evils of confession Is, that it has changed the genuine repen- 
tance preached in the gospel — the conversion and change of life 
which is the only true external sign of the remission of sins 
through Christ — into a ceremony which silences remorse at the 
slight expense of a doubtful, temporary sorrow for past offences. 
As the day of confession approaches, the Romanist grows rest- 
less and gloomy ; he mistakes the shame of a disgusting disclos- 
ure for sincere repentance of his slnAil actions. He at length 
goes through the disagreeable task, and feels relieved. The old 
score is now cancelled, and he may run into spiritual debt with a 
lighter heart. This I know from my own experience as confes- 
sor and penitent." Converted priests, in speaking of the con- 
fessional, are unanimous, here as in Italy, in declaring it 
immoral in its nature and in its effects. The earliest trace 
of confession is found in the case of apostates from the church, 
who, seeking re-admlsslon, were compelled, as the scandal they 
had given was public, to make a public confession (not an auri- 
cular confession) of their apostacy before being received again. 
"Auricular confession" Is a confession breathed into the pri- 
vate ear of the priest. Christ commands us to go direct to God 
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through pra3'cr. '< When thoa pra;^dst enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut the door, pray to thy Father, which is in 
secret, and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward thee 
openly." 

Men may confess to each other the sins that they have com- 
mitted against each other, and to God the sins committed a&rainst 
the Most High. To Christ alDne was the power given to forgive 
sins. 

^'Immorality/' said Gavazzi, 'Mn the Roman chnrch, com- 
menced with her confessors. The confessional is, to the young, 
unmarried priest, a suggester of impurities ; there he contracts 
tlie stain; outward from the confessional it travels until it is 
scattered on every hearth, and met in every cross-way." Auric- 
ular confession is said to be a reIis:ious institution; but practi- 
cally it becomes, in astute hands, a political instrument. Master of 
the secrets, of the conscience, and soul of his penitent, the priest 
is a more effective tool of despotism than armed legions. In 
this free land the power of the priesthood Is felt to be among 
the greatest of our perils. They not only claim the power to 
control votes, but they claim that it is their duty to use that 
))o\ver to subvert our free institutions, and plant in their stead 
tlie despotism of the Old World; tliat beneath the arch of its 
power superstition may supplant the Bible, and become the 
lever, while ignorance here, as there, becomes the ftilcrum of 
Komanisra. ** Where confessors are, there real and permanent 
lil)eriy cannot be. To condemn the system, to make it abhorred 
and despised, it is enough to name its first patron. Pope Inno- 
cent III, the brigand of all European kingdoms. Who excommu- 
nicated John of Eugland, that he might lay his hands upon his 
sovereignty; that Cannibal w^ho taught men to thirst for one 
another's blood ; that founder of the Inquisition, — he was the 
imposer of auricular confession.*' 

Its Character 

is best seen in the work accomplished through its aid. Under 
Gregory XVI, sisters were forced to accuse brothers, wives hus- 
bands, mothers sons, to obtain absolution. Confession to man is 
always bad. If it exist in a country not popish, it introduces 
popeiy ; if it esist in a popish country, it introduces slavery and 
misery. In theory and practice, Christ was against auricidar 
confession. lie never spoke of the apostles as confessors, or of 
Christians as penitents. Everywhere we find the Saviour forgiv- 
ing sinners and healing the sick. Christ always declared, *' Youi- 
faith has made you whole," not your confession. So spake 
Gavazzi; and none knew the tendencies of Bomanism better 
than did the bold prelate who has since preached the gospel with 
such effectiveness in Rome. 

The immorality of the confessional is proven not by apostates 
ft*om Romanism, but from its most honored sons. The late Rev. 
Francis P. Kenrick, d. i>., bishop of Baltimore, one of the ablest 
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and most leoroed Roman Catholics in America, previous to his 
death in 1863, published a Latin wori^ which has been introduced 
as a tejct-book into the Roman Catholic seminaries of this 
country. In this he devotes seven pages ** to the crime of solici- 
tation," in which he gives the papal legislation respecting se- 
duction by tlie confessional, — legislation which was, of course, 
demanded by the existence of the very crimes therein prohibited, 
because such laws arc not made for tlio righteous, but for the 
lawless and disobedient. He specifies as many as nineteen ways 
of seducing women in connection with tlie practice of confession. 
Such as "solicitation during the act of confession," " before the 
act of confession," and ** immediately after it"; solicitation to 
ivhich confession ftimishes an occasion, under the pretext of con- 
fession in the confessional, and outside of the confessional." 
The laws in some of these cases are thus given: *< Anything 
written on paper adapted to excite love, or a love-letter delivered 
in the tribunal, is equivalent to solicitation in the confessional." 
We will only quote one more : ** If a priest suggests to a female 
refusing to comply with his desires on account of exposing her 
reputation to peril, that she should send for him nnder a pretext 
of desiring to confess to him, he is to be regarded as soliciting 
under pretext of confession." To this and many other things 
which we care not to write, Archbisliop Kenrick prefaces these 
words : " We scarcely dare to speak concerning the atrocious 
crime in which the ofllce of hearing confession is perverted to 
the ruin of souls by Impious men under the influence of their 
Insts. Would that we could regard it as solely a conception of 
the mind, and as some theme invented by the enemies of the 
faith for the purpose of slander." But it is not fit that we should 
be ignorant of the devices of the enemy, for the archbishop de - 
Clares that ** no one is to be condemned to those most severe punisl^ 
ments on (he accusation of one witness,*' 

The priest who attempts to seduce a woman by means of the 
confessional, may therefore laugh at human penalties ; no one 
knows the fact but himself and his victim ; and, if she communi- 
cates it to others she only publishes her own shame, and becomes 
a slanderer of her spiritual guide and intercessor with God. Ho 
cannot be convicted of sin on her testimony, but she may be 
punished without mercy for bringing up an evil report of the 
priesthood, the government, and the church. The priest knows 
all the secrets of every female heart in the parish ; not a girl or a 
woman, within his jurisdiction, but must blush and tremble be- 
fore him ; she must confess to him every unchaste thought or 
desire or action under pain of eternal damnation. Auricular 
conf;.8slon is a human invention, unscriptural and anti-scrip- 
tural, an engine of immense power placed in unworthy hands, 
and employed to throttle liberty, to destroy chastity, and is 
fraught with the most dreadful danger, temporal and spiritual, 
to priest and to people, to the church and to mankind, for this 
world and the world to come. Is it any wonder that thousands 
in the Romish church object to their wives and daughters en« 
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tering the confessional, and that some reftise to hatre their wives 
meet the priest except iu their presence? 

8. The Heresy respecting t?ie Word. 

The heresy respecting the priesthood of Jesus being exchansred 
for the priesthood of man, is matched by that other heresy that 
the words and opinions of men may safely be sabstituted for the 
teachings of the gospel. 

Theodore Parker and his imitators claim the right of a miaistcr 
of religion to improve upon the teachings of the Bible as well as 
upon the example of Jesus Christ. In his ** discourse on the 
function of a teacher of religion," he declares it to be a- duty to 
destroy faith in a miraculous communication of doctrines on 
matters pertaining t* religion, and to show that there is no phi- 
losophic or historical foundation for this vast Action; it is such 
stuff as dreams are made of. There is, he says, ** no supernatu- 
ral, miraculous or infallible revelation ; it is not in the Biblo, but 
the universe is the only Scripture of God, material nature is the 
Old Testament, human nature the New, and iu both fresh leaves 
get written over every day." So much for the theology which 
he is to overthrow. A word as to the doctrines to which he 
must be opposed. 

There are five doctrines common to the theology of Christen- 
dom, viz. : the false idea of God, as imperfect in power, wisdom, 
justice, benevolence, and holiness; the false idea of man, as 
fallen, depraved, and by nature lost; the false idea of relation 
between God and man, — a relation of perpetual antagonism, man 
naturally hating God, and God hating fallen and depraved man; 
the false idea of inspiration, that it comes by a miracle on God*s 
part, not by normal action on man's; and the false idea of salva- 
tion, that it is from the wrath of God." All these a minister is 
to oppose, said Theodore Parker, all these and much more. 

These extracts will suffice to show the relation that naturally 
exists between Romanism that rejects part of the Bible, and 
Theism that rejects the whole. The one claims that the wisdom 
of God is enshrined in the church ; the other, that it is enshrined 
in human nature. Theodore Parker died worshipping himself, 
and believing that he was to be the author of a new religion, 
and Brahminism in Calcutta, as in Boston, adopts him as the 
founder of Theism. There is but a step.between a faith which 
claims that theology Is a human science, as does Theism, and a 
faith which claims that the product of man possesses infallibility. 
If a church made up of men uninspired can reach decisions which 
are Incontrovertible, then theology is but a human science, and 
there is no real disagreement between men who hope to be saved 
oy their own good works or those who hope to be saved by the 
good works of somebody else employed by them to work for 
them. It follows, naturally, not only that heresies help -each 
other and that lovers of heresy applaud all new-comers, but that 
the union of these forces stand opposed to the church of Christ, 
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luid must be resisted and opposed by the lovers of truth, else 
they prove derelict to duty and openly betray Christ. 

The Influence of fcUse Teaching, 

Who can calculate or describe this influence ? It finds monu- 
ments in Jails and prisons ; it speaks in the hoar-^e and harsh 
dissonance of the cannon ; it flashes in the light of the glitter- 
ing sabre; it glasses itself in fashion ; it permeates with life and 
hope the schools of vice, and the dens of shame ^ it nerves the 
arm of the rebellious to resist God, and applauds the courage of 
the sceptic that reviles Jehovah ; it cheers to the echo every irre- 
ligious sentiment falling from the lips of the atheistic believer; 
it encourages the press to give to every error a trumpet tone, 
and to padlock the lips of truth, or hush its voice. In Italy its 
harvest is ignorance, degradation, poverty, immorality, weak- 
ness, decrepitude, monkish legend and superstition; while in 
America it ministers to crime, to lust, to the profanation of the 
Sabbath, to intemperance, degradation and death of body and 
of soul. ** For many have followed their pernicious ways, by 
reason of whom the way of truth is evil spoken of." Through 
covetousness, because it pays to-day to bo l^ad, they have made 
merchandise of their followers. Millions are bound by the 
chains of error, and shrouded in the night of superstition, 
who are lost unloss the light of the gospel can irradiate their 
night, and bring deliverance to their captive souls. Said a con- 
verted Roman Catholic, *' Could 1 address myself to every papist 
upon whom the sun shines, I would say to them all, the doctrine 
of confession is a priestly device to gain an absolute authority 
over your consciences. If bishops and priests will not, in this 
day of light, cut ii pieces the net woven in the dark ages to con- 
fine and trammel you, it is in your power to rise and tear it in 
pieces'* Let Christians pray that the eyes of Romanists may be 
opened to the deceptions practised ui)on them, and turn from 
error to truth, from tradition to Scripture, and from the priest- 
hood of man to the royal priesthood of Christ Jesus, our Lord. 

Their Doom. 

God says leaders and followers bring upon themselves swift 
destruction, their Judgment lingereth not, their danmatlon slum- 
bereth not; they are known, they are described. It is your 
fiiult if you reject God's word for error. It is your duty to be- 
lieve that your creator and preserver is your rightftil ruler. If 
you are wise you will accept his law and heed its voice. It is 
worse than folly, it is madness to go contrary to this. 

A wicked man who trampled upon God's law and defied his 
power, ploughed his field and planted his potatoes, hoed them 
and dug them on the Sabbath When he dug tnem he found 
them good, and so called a Christian farmer and said to him : 
Yon l^lieve in God? Yes, You believe it \a yj'va^ \.c> c^i^i 
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hira and periloas to disobey him? Yes. Well, yoa see thooa 
potatoes, are they not good ? Yes. How do you account for it? 
I ploughed this ground on Sabbath, phinted my potatoes on Sab* 
bath, and hoed and dug them on the Sabbath, and yet they are the 
best crop I ever raised. IIow do I account for that, said the 
farmer? — in this way: God does not settle all his accounts in 
October. Men loolt: at Romanism, at the power of the world, at 
tlie wealcness of the church and the apparent helplessness of 
truth, and inquire how do yon account for it? Is there not a 
reason to think that the vox populi, or the voice of the majority 
arrayed against the truth may not be, after all, the voice that 
shall stand? We reply. No. The judgment of an ungodly 
world may for a long time linger. But It is made up, and the 
time hastens to deliver it. Romanism is described in the New 
Testament, and its doom is predicted. Prophecies long ago 
made are blossoming into fulfilment. Truth is gaining ground 
every hour. Thrones and dynasties are crumbling before the 
ag£;ressive strides of the champions of the cross of Christ. The 
judgment of God is influencing the opinions of men. Romanism 
dead at the heart will die at the extremities. Be not deceived. 
God is not mocked and the time cometh to reveal it. 

It is perilous to believe wrong. 

The damnation of errorists slumbcreth not. The voice Is 
sounding through all the world, ^'Comeoutof her my people, that 
ye be not partakers of her sins and that ye receive not of her 
plagues. For her sins have reached unto heaven and Gk>d hath 
remembered her iniquities." <' And he said unto me, It is done, 
I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end. I will give 
unto him that is athirst of this fountain of the water of life finely, 
lie that overcometh shall inherit all things, and I will be his 
God and he shall be my son. But the fearftil and the unbelieving 
and the abominable and murderers and whoremongers and sor- 
cerers and idolaters and all liars shall have their part in the lalLO 
which burneth with fire and brimstone. Behold, all ye that 
kindle a lire that compass yourselves about with sparks; walk 
in the light of your tire and in the sparks which ye have kiu- 
dU'd, this shall ye have at my hand, ye shall lie down in sorrow ** 

To these solemn admonitions of God*s Word it is impossible 
to add anything. Whoever rejects Christ is lost. " And this is 
the will of him that sent me, that everyone which seeth the Son, 
and bclieveth on him, may liave everlasting life, and I will raise 
him up at the last day." 
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Ber. zl. 1 : " Ain> there vas oiveit me a keed like unto a kod ; av9 

THE ANGEI. stood, SATING, RISE, AND MEASURE THE TEMPLE OF GOD, 
AND THE ALTABi AND THEM THAT VOKSHIP THEREIN." 

To uncover the meaning of this passage, and to study the les- 
sons which attach to it, forms the basiness of the hoar. The 
gospel, or this good netts of Revelation, has been strangely 
overlooked. Thousands, knowing that it contains mysteries diffi- 
cult to be understood, ignore the great truths it unfolds, the prom- 
ises it breathes and the grand hopes it places before tJie children 
of God. There are clouds of wrath banked up along the future, 
but approach them and you find among them rifts and windows 
which open to the eye such visions of delight as can nowhere 
else be found. In the tenth chapter, God places before the church 
the implements of warfare by which we are to be blessed in gain- 
ing conquests over sin and self, over the world, the flesh and the* 
devil. They are the voice, the book, the experience and the 
prophecy* In regard to the importance of the voice, the distin- 
guishing characteristic of the herald of salvation, there is no 
question. The voice was the implement of power of the 
l)anner-chieftains of the cross from the days of Peter down to 
the present. The Bibld Is the garner in which seed is stored, 
which, sown upon the heart acres of mankind, produces the only 
harvests essential to the world's life, thrift and happiness. The 
experience of the child of God is a manifest power ; when related 
it serves as a lamp to the feet of the stranger, as a source of 
encouragement to the child of God, and permits the church to 
supply the world with proof that they have been with Jesus and 
learned of him. About the use of prophecies, there is at present 
much doubt. 

Why is it? The Apocalypse is simply the uncovering of the 
chart to the eye of man, in accordance with which the church is 
to sail the open sea of the future. It is the order-book in which 
Christians find the intimations and commands of the Most High. 
For this reason it is written on the title-page of the book of 
Revelation, '* Blessed is he that readeth and they that hear the 
wor(to of this prophecy and keep those things which are wrlttew 
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therein ; for the time Is at band." What shall be said of (flose 
Christians wlio never read or ponder these sublime tinth^? 
AVhat would have been thought of the different corps command- 
ers about Strasbur^, if, on the morning when the attack was 
to be made all along the lines, they had slept upon their posts, 
having lailed to read the orders sent them, because of their 
indifference to the commander-in-chief? Imagine him waiting 
for the sound of the conflict, and waiting in vain, because his 
orders had been ignored. Would not he, and the nation and 
the world, have united in the declaration, "Cwraedf be that com' 
mander xcho fuiU to read and heed the orders of his chuf." The 
prophecy of the Apocalypse has to do with this work of tiie 
cliurch. Jesus is commander-in-chief. These instmctions 
are given by his order to the church militant. They sound clear 
and distinct the truth, ** He that hath an ear to hear let him 
hear what the spirit saith unto the churches." 

If the tenth chapter points out the instrumentalities to be em- 
ployed in the conversion of the world, the eleventh chapter places 
before us the work to be accomplished and the distinctive char- 
acteristics of the workmen to be employed in its execution. The 
thoughts, though clothed in apparent mystery, are easily under- 
stood by the help of the key supplied by Scripture. 

THE TEMPLE — WHAT IS IT? 

1. In the first verse, the angel of the covenant places In John's 
hand a reed, and commands him to measure with it the temple of 
God and the altar, and they that worship therein. This language 
must be understood metaphorically. The word " temple " refers 
to that in the new dispensation which the temple would repre- 
sent in the old. The temple was the abode of God on earth : and 
under the new dispensation, that peculiar residence was trans- 
ferred to the church, and God is represented as dwelling in it. 
*' Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that the spirit 
of God dwelleth in you." Thus it appears that particular and con- 
gregated churches are called temples. These are to be measured 
by ** the reed," or rod, which is described to be the Word of God. 
The Scriptures furnish the true measure of the church of worship 
and of the ordinances. This measuring is to be done more and 
more. Men may call God's commands non-essentials, but in 4;he 
light of Scripture they do so at their peril. As we approach the 
millennial days, the people of God will be compelled to have their 
church organizations, their rule of faith and practice, measured 
by the "reed" of Scripture truth and example, and those who 
do not conform to it must be set aside. 

TUB ALTAR IS TO BE MEASURED. 

2. He is commanded to measure the altar, which declares that 
the church is to be judged with reference to its notions of sacri- 
fice to be made for sin, and the method of reconciliation with 
God. This command teaches us that the theory which claims it 
is no matter what a man believes if he is sincere, is exploded. 
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A man mast accept the offer of salvation according to (Jod's plan, 
and believe in Christ's propitiation and atonement for sin, or he 
is lost. The Scriptnre rule is clear and pronounced. Whatever 
people ignore the sacrifice made by the death of Christ on Cal- 
vary, strike oat the sun from the system, and leave nought but 
gloom and night behind. 

THE WORSHIPPERS ARE TO BE MEASURED. 

3. The temple and the altar are not only to be measured, but 
the worshippers are as well. What do they believe in regard to 
church order and church building? What has been their prac- 
tice? Do they obey the behests of Scripture in regard to the 
ordinances? It is our business to know. The command is definite. 
Measure the worshippers, and " be not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers ; for what fellowship hath righteousness with 
unriirhteousness? " 

** But the court which is without the temple leave out, and meas- 
ure it not, for it is given unto the Gentiles, and the holy city shall 
they tread under their feet forty and two months." 

This enables us to explain why it is that those portions of 
Christendom which revolted from Christ and refused to conform 
to the measurement of Scripture are shrouded in the nip:lit of 
error. The Oentiles are the paganized churches who introduced 
into their service forms which do not belong to the altar, and 
objects of worship, such as the Virgin Mary, angels and saints, 
in imitation of the demon worship of the heathen. In this man- 
ner they utterly opposed the measurement of the altar, and the 
plain and positive commands of the gospel regarding Christ, 
who is the express image of the Father, the only begotten Son 
of God, the Alpha and Omega, the Prince of the kings of the 
earth, who loved us and washed us ftom our sins in his own blood. 
.By "the holy city" is meant the kingdoms of Europe, or so- 
called Christendom, which the papal and paganized power is to 
tread under foot for 1260 years, the exact time, during which the 
** two witnesses " are to be clothed in sackcloth, and are to 
prophesy. 

THE MEANING OF THE OLIVE TREES. 

4. *' The two witnesses are the two olive trees, and the two 
candlesticks standing before the God of the earth." 

A practical truth is here proclaimed which the church is in 
great danger of ignoring. In Zachariah 4 : 2 and 3 verses, wo 
perceive that in the old dispensation the candlesticks were seen 
first, and after that the olive trees. John sees the olive trees 
first and the candlesticks last. Now, as the two witc\nsses of the 
old dispensation were Israel and the ministers at the altar, in 
the new dispensation they are the ministers and t,h<^ 'shirch. If 
this truth teaches anything, it declares that the mini? Vrf hold by

far the most conspicnoas place in the world's redeinptitin. Thc^ 
are the olive trees which pour from their abundance, the insphra' 
tion, the purpose, the resolve, which shall make the chnrch in- 
stinct with life and power. Let those who feel that the work of 
the ministry Is over, and that the church Is to p;ive way to other 
organizations, ponder this truth. It is unmistakable in its declar- 
ation. Previous to Christ's coming, the Israel of God was the 
distinguishing feature of the life of the world. Since that time 
the olive trees have towered above the church, and have not been 
hidden behind. It was Paul and Peter and other apostles who 
preached the gospel and administered its ordinances, that fonn 
the distinguishing feature of the new dispensation. It is the 
«* Acts of the Apostles," not the acts of the church or of the 
churches, that engage our attention. Rome makes much of the 
church. The gospel makes more of the preacher. We think of 
Novation, of Donatus, of Constantlne, who became the head of 
the Pauliclans ; of Arnold of Brescia, of Luther, of Grermany, 
Calvin of Switzerland and John Knox of Scotland, as of the 
olive trees who stand on the mountain peaks of history, h oking 
down the line of the centuries and blessing us with their in- 
fluence. It is the ministry of to-day that is either the hope or 
the curse of the world. They are to bring down blessings or 
barrenness, health or sickness. If they are valiant for the truth, 
the church will be brave. If they are cowardly, disasters are 
sure to come. 

5. Note the protection given to the witnesses. " And if any 
man will hurt them. Are proceedeth out of their mouth and de- 
vouro.th their enemies ; and if any man will huit them, he must 
in this manner be killed." This language implies that Christiana 
have been overcome because they were silent. They consented 
to error, or error would have been slain. 

Is this true ? Then what shame and condemnation belongs to the 
churches of Christ. Had they been braver they would have been 
stronger. Had Luther preached the whole truth, Europe had 
been IVee. If we are weak to-day, it is because we smother the 
truth. Do we feel this ? It is the fault of the ministry and the 
church if God's law concerning the Sabbath is made of no effect. 
Those iufldcls who profane the Sabbath by opening the theatres 
for paid lectures and concerts on Sabbath evenings have no 
power if we will but speak and act as becomes the upholders and 
defenders of the truth. Let us not be deceived. It is the fable of 
the camel and his driver over again. The driver was in his tent, 
the camel thrust in his nose ; he struck him, and bade him retire. 
**Pray let me breathe the cool air, the sun is fierce outside," said the 
camel. Then came the head, the shoulders, and at last the body ; 
the driver was driven out, and the camel held possession, be- 
cause at the outset he was not successfully repulsed. This open- 
ing of theatres for the purposes designated, is but the entering 
of the camel's nose. The enemies of our faith mean the dc- 
Btruction of the Sabbath, which has been our inheritance and 
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the foantain source of onr strength, and hope that the opening^ 
of the theatre for lectares and concerts will abrogate the Sab- 
bath. Citizens and patriots, if they care for the safety of our 
country, should unite with God's children in preserving the Sab- 
bath inviolate, — that matchless benefaction v^hich has made our 
land glorious. The battle against intemperance is to be wap:ed 
by the church of Christ. Let the ministers nnd the church tal^e 
a stand in favor of temperance and against the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating drink, and this idol of Dagon would fall 
down before them. Measure the worshippers, ministers of 
Christ, by the rule of the Scripture, and though pews will be 
emptied of rum-sellers and rum-drinkers, the church of God 
"Will be clothed with fresh strength, and will shine bright as the 
8UU, fair as the moon, and terrible as an army with banners. It 
is because Christian men connected with the secular and relig- 
ious press are dumb, that those who are infidel to the family 
and to the Sabbath, the only institutions of God which survive 
the wreck and ruin of Eden, invade the sanctities of the day 
and prostitute it to the purposes of pelf and self. The instru- 
mentalities for saving the world are committed to the two wit- 
nesses. If they treat them with disrespect, cast them aside ; 
then error will triumph at the expense of the truth. 

If there is nothing done for Christ, it is the fault of those to 
whom God has entrusted the interests of his cause. This is dis- 
tinctly stated in the sixth verse, which delares, ** These, the 
witnesses, have power to shut heaven, that it rain not in the 
days of their prophecy." The ministry are largely responsible 
for the present condition of Europe. Had they, in the past, pro- 
claimed the whole truth fearlessly, and warred against the decep- 
tions and errors of Rome ; had they explained the ordinance of 
baptism in accordance with the teachings of Scripture, and rested 
there, the famine of hearing the word of God had not raged so 
fcarflilly. As it is, a judgment on a nation or a city, not to be rained 
upon, so it is a spiritual judgment upon a people when there is 
a withholding of the truth of revelation. Oncken and others are 
doing for Europe the necessary work. The Bible is being scat- 
tered and read. The spirit of life from God is entering into the 
people. The morning light is breaking in upon them. Already 
the power of the witnesses is felt to be the most potent of earth. 
Nothing is so empty or feeble as a lie. Nothing is so weighty 
and potent as the truth. The time of conflict is predicted. " The 
beast that ascendeth from the bottomless pit is to make war 
with the witnesses and silence their voice. This is to be followed 
by a period of merriment and rejoiclug on the part of the ene- 
mies of the church. Despair not. It is but for a day." 

THE pnOlSnSB OF DELrVERANCB. 

7. "And after three days and one half, the spirit of life ftom 
God entered into them (md they stood upon their feet; and 
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great fear fell upon them which saw them." This declaration 
brings us face to face with the central fact in the history of aslu- 
cursed eartii, viz, the resurrection flrom the grave of oar Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

In regard to the particular time designated by the three years 
and a half, there have been many conjectures. The truth seems 
to me to be this : God shows us, in this language, that though 
sin may seem to gain a victory over the clmrch, it is but 
momentary nt the best. On the third day the spirit of life from 
our God shall enter into the apparently dead, and they shall 
stand on their feet and be clothed with power. Their enemies 
shall look upon them with fear. The children of God shall 
rejoice because of them. Would you behold an illustration of 
this trutli ? Go back to Jerusalem. Jesus is in tlie grave. The 
Koman soldiers are keeping watch. The morning of the third 
day arrives. How Jerusalem was startled, as they found that 
the earthquake shock had done more than shake tiie city to its 
foundations ; it had rolled away the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre, when the spirit of life from God entered into the 
helpless body, and it arose, and Jesus took his morning walk in 
the garden. What a change was wrought I Timid disciples 
became brave. Denying Peter was transformed into the boldest 
of preachers. Doubting Thomas cried ** My Lord and my God 1" 
and the standard-bearers of Christ Jesus were clothed with sal- 
vation as with a garment. Beliold the result on the day of 
Pentecost, and wherever they went. Everywhere their preach- 
ing was attended with power. This same experience has been 
repeated over and over again. The mists of error have been 
rolled back, and the sun of truth has shone forth. It was so in 
the days of the Arian controversy, when all at once, God's spirit 
of lire gave the church resistless power. It was so in the days 
of Liitiier. It was so with the leaders of France, when the Hugue- 
nots became a power and an inspiration. Take this one fact as 
an illustration. The Latern Council assembled on the 5th of 
May, 1514, and they rejoiced over the death of the witnesses. 
•* i/eres^," said their orator, *'is extinguished^ the church is trU 
umphanty excluaive and suprnne" 

Prom the 6tli of May, 1514, to the 31st of October, 1517, when 
Luther first appeared, is exactly three years and a half. ** Then 
the spirit of life from God entered into the witnesses. And they 
heard a great voice firom heaven, saying unto them, come up 
hither. And they ascended to heaven in a cloud, and their ene- 
mies beheld them. And the same hour was there a great earth- 
quake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake 
were slain of men seven thousand, and the remnant were 
affrighted and gave glory to the God of heaven." There are 
those who find the explanation of this passage in the condition 
of the church which succeeded the advent of Luther. At once, 
strangely and mysteriously, as in a cloud, Protestantism passed 
from obscurity into notice. Kings became enamored with the 
Bible^ and whole provinces threw off the Roman yoke. William» 
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Prince of Orange, of the Netherlands ; Henry of Nararre, of 
France ; and Elizabeth, Qneen of England, lifted up the banner 
of Protestantism fh>m the valley of humiliation to heaven, or the 
heights of kingly power, and their enemies beheld them. Their 
influence resembled the throes of an earthquake. Consternation 
pervaded Europe. The strong portions of papal power gave 
way, and the people sang glory to God. This, thousli it may not 
be the explanation of the truth taught, illustrates it, aud shows 
that the hope of the church is in the keeping of God. When men 
degrade it with doctrinal corruptions and an unholy life, so that 
its ruin seems inevitable, God comes with the spirit of life, ana 
Christianity lives again, strong, fruitful and beneficent. After 
every period of decay it revives to fresh power. After every 
attack it sprin.sjs up with renewed energy. The very blows aimed 
against it seem but to quicken and animate it. Troubled on 
every side, it is not distressed; perplexed, it is not in despair; 
persecuted, it is not forsaken ; cast down, it is not destroyed." 

Its one assurance of life is, that it di2»plays the banner because 
of the truth, and bears about in the body the dying of the Lord 
JesQS. It proclaims that the temple, the altar and tbe worship* 
per Are to be measured by the Scripture standard, and fearlessly 
holds up the trnth, backed up l^y the eternal and unalterable 
purposes of Almighty God. As the Saviour impressed upon the 
minds of the disciples that the end of the world was at hand, 
and as the people of every age have been made to feel that they 
stood upon the threshold of important events, so this proclama- 
tion of the gospel of Revelation belongs to Christians of every 
age. Think of those places where it seemed as though truth 
was dead and buried. A new feeliug takt^s possession of the 
heart. The olive tree is seen. Some minister, in the fear of God 
and the love of souls, spake, and at once there is what is called a 
revival. The spirit of life from God enters into them, and they 
stand upon their feet. If this be the true interpretation, then 
what minister can confront his responsibilities and fail to cry, 
«« Who is sufficient for these things ? " It is the duty of the ministry 
to preach, and of the church to illustrate those tea'jhings by a well- 
ordered life and a godly conversation. When they do their duty, 
life is enjoyed. They have power to shut heaven, that it rain 
not in the days of their prophecy. In other words, the respon- 
sibility of saving the world rests on the church ; where they go, 
Christ goes. When they pause, the work of God is hindered. 

This portion of God's word devolves great responsibilities 
upon the ministry and the church. If declensions abound, it is 
your fault; if revivals, they are your glory. It shows also that 
God is the protector of his truth and it reveals to us the power 
of the truth. 

In this light, survey the field. Who prays for the ministry as 
though they were the olive trees through whose instrumentality 
the influence of the church was to be seen and felt? Evangel- 
istic success is what it is, largely because of the concentritioii 
of prayer upon such labor. Pray for the ministry. They are to 
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preach Christ to dyiDg men. Bind about them yonr lore. ThlDk 
of the vulac of a faithftil ministry, and yoa will pray for thoM 
ou love ; and pray for God to set apart the best material of the 
yburch to the use of his sanctuary. Think of a dying world. 
The blood of souls is ou the skirts of the garments of a dead 
n)inistry and church. They do not warn sinners of danger. 
They do not proclaim the truth. Let us bless God that there is 
so much faithAilness, and be encouraged to work as never 
before. God is on the giving hand. Let sinners be affrighted 
at their past conduct. Kepcnt of sins committed and of a 
h>aviour scorned, and come with us, and give glory to the God 
of heaven for tlic matchless love that planned for us redemption, 
and bceks to save all who will believe on Christ's effectual workt 
and trust to the offering of his shed blood.

ROMISH SUPERSTITIONS - THEIR IN- 
FLUENCE IN AMERICA. 

2 Pbtsb 2 : 21. 

** For !t had been better for them not to have known the way of righteousnees, 
than after they have known it to turn from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them.'* 

BoMisH superstitions live in America as in Europe. Their in- 
fluence in the present as in the past, is bad, and only bad. They 
covered the nation's cradle with their gloomy shadows; they 
kindled martyr fires in the wilderness of the New World, as amid 
the monuments of ancient civilizations ; and now that the nation 
has attained gigantic proportions, they seek to cramp its mind, 
fetter its limbs, and blot out the stars of hope shining in its sky. 
Are we helping or hindering in this work? The words of the 
apostle indicate the originating cause of Romish degeneracy, 
and of the malign determination to oppose the good and true in all 
lands. It was not because they had not the truth, for this they 
possessed, while they rejected its teachings, and turning to tra- 
dition, placed the words and will of man above the words and 
will of God. 

'* Superstition means an excess or extravagance in religion : 
the doings of things not required of God, and the belief of what 
is absurd." We have shown that there were two parties at the 
outset. One believed in God*s word ; they accepted the teach- 
ings of the Bible as their rule of faith and practice. The others 
claimed the right of altering God's word and becoming a law to 
themselves in consequence of the power given to them on the 
day of Pentecost. Those two parties confront each other at 
the close of eighteen centuries as they did at the commencement 
of the Christian era. Baptists contend for the law : Romanists 
for the church. Baptists find God living in truth and animating 
the words of inspiration by his Spirit. Romanists believe that 
God tabernacles in an organization called a church. The result 
is before us. The Bible meets superstition and contends against 
it. America is the sanctuary of truth and the asylum of liberty. 
Our fathers left untouched ** what here they found — freedom to 
worship God." Romanists came to escape persecution, famine, 
and slavery. They have brought with them their superstitions. 
In noticing; their characteristics, consider, — 

1. ITie Idolatry of Borne. 

It is seen not in crosses, in robes, in crooks and crosiers alone, 
but in images as well, though the worship of them are vio- 
lations of the command, *' Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of anything that is in heaven above . 
or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the wateta under thA i 
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earth." How does Rome avoid the issae? As she avoids ercry 
other, by claiming, first, a divine right to disobey God, and then 
by professedly quoting Gk>d*s word as authority, saying, in a 
note in the Douay Bible, '* All such idols or images as are wor- 
shipped with divine honor must be given up. But otherwise, 
Images, pictures, or representations, even in the house of God 
and in the very sanctuary, so far Arom being forbidden, are ex- 
pressly authorized by the vjord of God,** To prove which, references 
are made to the brazen serpent in Exodus, to the cherubim in 
Chronicles. See Exodus 25: 15; 88: 7. Numbers 21: 89. 1 
Chron. 88 : 18, 19. 2 Chron. 8 : 10. Few, of course, will be ex- 
pected to look at these references. Tour surprise will be great 
to see how utterly and unblushingly truth is fEdsifled by this 
declaration and by these quotations. In Ex. 25 : 15, reference 
is had to the construction of the tabernacle, and the verse reads, 
'* The staves shall be in the rings of the ark; they shall not be 
token out of it." Now, how staves can have anything to do with 
idols or graven images it is difficult to conceive. Yet Rome finds 
here a warrant for worshipping the manger, or crib, which is 
preserved in the Basilica di Santa Maria Maggiore, in Rome, 
consisting of five boards of the manger in which the infant 
Jesus was deposited at his birth, inclosed in an urn of silver and 
crystal, with a fine gilt figure of the child at the top. Ex. 88 : 7 
refers to the ephod, the sacerdotal habit, or dress, and could have 
nothing to do with images, but is quoted as authority for their 
dress. Numb. 21 : 8, 9, refers to the brazen serpent lifted np to 
heal Israel from the bite of the fiery serpents. In Chronicles, the 
reference is to the cherubim that guarded the mercy-seat. It is 
plain why priests are afraid to trust the people with the word 
of God. No one can read even the Douay version without see- 
ing that the priests are untrustworthy. What God commands 
them not to do, the priests teach should be done. They fill their 
churches with idols and images, and teach their x>eople to turn 
firora the living and true God to beings made by human hands 
which can neither see nor understand. 

For an Illustration go to any Roman Catholic Church. All the 
old superstitions of Greece and Rome have taken refhge among 
them. Idolatry is the foundation of the faith of the worship- 
pers. Here, as in Naples and Rome, it is true that the masses 
have no Idea of worship without some statue or picture to bow 
down to. A God that is not visible to the eye is altogether un- 
known to them. In the editions of the Bible published for use 
of Romanists in Italy, the second commandment, as it is given 
in the twentieth chapter of Exodus and the fifth of Deuteronomy, 
is wanting. This one fact being brought to the attention of the 
people during the revolution of 1848, and now that Victor Eman- 
uel has entered Rome, has done more and is doing more to open 
their eyes to the deceptions practised upon them by the church 
than anything else. They perceive by a reference to the Bible 
that the Jewish and Pagan elements are so mixed up with both 
the doctrines and ptacUcea ot \.hA Roman Churchy that there 
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hardly remains a shade of primitive Christianity ; and hence, 
they come to feel that the Bible, and the Bible alone, is sufficient 
to destroy the whole edifice of popery. In Rome the Bible it- 
self is heresy, as the priests assert, it is from it that all heresy 
proceeds. Therefore a man who studies it is suspected of doing 
so in order to find a pretext to separate himself ft'om the Romish 
church. So general is the idea that the Sacred Scriptures and 
the papal church are not in agreement. 

Said a Bible distributor in Rome, in distributing the Word of 
God among the Italians, " We dwell on its value to those not 
acquainted with it, and explain the mode of reading it so as to 
understand it. The chief rule is that the Bible never contradicts 
itself; obscure passages should be explained by. others more 
clear. *The Bible explains the Bible,* is the canon of Augus- 
tine. It is not true that the Fathers are necessary to interpret 
it.'* The church of Rome orders the study of the fathers in 
preference to that of Scripture ; and this she does because in the 
diversity of their opinions, the reader becomes bewildered, and 
is obliged to have recourse to her for explanation. How signif- 
icant the fact that as soon as Italians obtained the Bible they 
emerged ttom the darkness of superstition into the sunlight of 
truth. They renounced their idol worship, and through faith in 
Christ passed to the embrace of the Father's love. 

In America, such is the influence of the priests over the minds 
of the deluded votaries of Romanism, that idols are openly l^ept 
on sale, and the people bow down to stocks of wood and stone 
in Boston with as devout worship as characterizes the blinded 
devotees of pagan lands, while the Bible is seldom found in a 
Bomanist home. It is said that they do not worship the image, 
but the God represented and behind it. This may be true of some, 
but that it is not true of the multitudes is apparent trom the 
sacrifices they make to obtain an image and a candle for their 
homes. It is known that many a poor Irish family in Boston 
took the money given them by the city to purchase food for 
their families, and bought instead a candle consecrated- by the 
priest, and to be burned before their idol on Christmas. When 
remonstrated with, they reply, " The city has no right lo interfere 
with our religion. If we go hungry to save our souls, it is no- 
body's business." Thus, while Rome neglects her poor and 
builds great establishments which are but nurseries of Roman • 
ism, American citizens, by a tax, support and feed the fires of 
Romish superstition. 

Mariolatry, 

2. The worship of the Virgin Mary is a Romish superstition. 
It is difficult in this laud to form a conception of the extent to 
(Which this worship of Mary is carried in Roman Catholic coun- 
tries. To the Romanist, here as there, Mnry is God, and worship 
is simply the adoration of the Virgin. Viewing Romanism in 
the light of the Bible, this is its crowning sin ; viewing it as a 
eystem combined to seduce and enslave, this is its masterpiece, d 
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Though Christ when dying on the cross reftised to call Mary his 

mother, but in addressiui? her said, '* Woman, behold thy sod,** 
and in addressing John, said, " Behold thy " — not my — but " thjf 
mothery" yet Home declares that Mary is the mother of God and U 
immaculate like Jehovah* Popery thus blots ont the God-man 
as mediator, aud lu his stead presents ns with Mary, who is to 
the devotee **the one liviug and true God; for though the 
Father and Son are linown, they are accessible cnly through 
Mary, and they stand so far behind and beyond her, that to the 
Komanist they are vo^uc, shadowy, and unknown. Mary is the 
llrst name to be lisped In childhood, the last to be nttered by the 
quivering lips before they are closed in death. Around the neclc 
of the infant is suspended a small image of the Virgin; when 
the babe seeks the breast it must kiss the image, and thus liter- 
ally does it draw in the adoration of Mary with its mother's 
milk." ** Were the New Testament to be written at this hour, 
Home would blot out the name of Christ and substitute that of 
Mury. Take a proof: The church close by the Vatican has npon 
its marble pediment, graven in large letters, * Let as come to the 
throne of the Virgin Mary, that we may find grace to help us in 
our time of need.' The Roman sees, lleb. 4:16, quoted, but 
cannot verify it if he would, seeing the Bible is forbidden to 
him." Pius IX, at the foot of the column of the Immaculate 
Conception, erected to perpetuate the fact that he was permitted 
to decree the dogma, has Moses, David, Isaiah, and Jeremiah 
casting crowns before the Virgin, saying : **Thou art worthy; 
for thou wast slain and host redeemed us to God by thy blood.** 
When it was announced that the French occupation of Rome 
bhould cease, the pope published a decree calling on all Home to 
go with him to the feet of Mary, if happily by cries and tears they 
might prevail with her to avert from the throne of God's vicar 
the dangers that threaten it, and in that act the pope led the way. 
Though Christ guarded against Mariolatry, and never answered 
a prayer that she oilered lest he should seem to give countenance 
to the supposition that she holds a position toward him different 
from that of others, yet Rome rejects the teachings of Scrip- 
ture, and ;> lories in her shame, by bubstitntlug prayers to Mary 
and the saints as though Christ had vacated the mediatorial 
throne. That they know better is apparent from the fact, that 
they have the Scriptures. Peter says : *• It had been better for 
them not to have known the way of righteousness, than after 
they have known It to turn from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them." Jesus being the way, the truth and the light, it 
follows that whosoever attempts to attain heaven through the 
aid of Mary, rejects Christ aud brings damnation upon his soul. 
Think of the millions thus deluded in our land, and you will per- 
ceive a reason why we should bestir ourselves to give to them 
the knowledge of the truth, and warn them to escape the perils 
which surround them. The peril that confVonts us is best seen 

Fien we look abroad. Though it is true that ignorance, degra- 
tion, aud crime increase in inverse ratio as we approach the 
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city of Rome, and that beneath the shadow of St. Peter's beggary 
and misery rule sapreme; yet If we would find a virgin field 
where EomaDism has luxariated and spread its dogmas free from 
ali contact with heresies, — a field filled with revolution and evef 
threatened with anarchy as a proof that Romanism is the bitter- 
est and most implacable foe of liberty and of republican insti- 
tutions, — we must tnm to Mexico, that land invaded by Fernando 
Cortez in 1519, where, beneath a flag bearing the inscription, 
** Let ns follow the cross, for under this sign we shall conquer," 
deeds of blood were performed under the eyes of priests iresh 
from Rome, which even now curdle the blood and fill the soul 
with horror. 

Robertson records the fSact, that fifty nobles who bore food to 
the Spaniards with friendly intentions, were seized, their hands 
cut off, and they with their bleeding stumps were sent back to 
their fellows. At last, crazed by fear and shocked by the in- 
human cruelty practised towards them, the Indians sent a dele- 
gation, saying, »* If you are divinities of a cruel and savage 
nature, we present you five slaves that you may drink their blood 
and eat their flesh. If you are men, here is meat, bread and 11:uit 
to nourish you. If you are mild deities, accept our oflering of 
incense and variegated plumes." Mexico is a magnificent coun- 
try, abounding in mineral and agricultural wealth, extending 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Paciflc, over territories stretch- 
ing about fifteen hundred miles from east to west, and six hun- 
dred from north to south, embracing territory not inferior in 
fertility and opulence to any in the torrid zone. Mexico is 
Catholic. Its condition when contrasted with the United States, 
presents in bold relief, not only the contrast between the effects 
of Romanism and Christianity, but its condition exposes to our 
^aze the results of papal rule when undisturbed by dissent. 
Mexico was free from the seeds of the Eleatic philosophy which 
the school of Xenophanes, Parmenides, and Zeno had drawn 
from physical speculations. It was free from the scientific de- 
ductions which Aristotle had planted in the Old World. The 
church of Rome did not have to dash aside in Mexico such the- 
ories as the opening of the Egyptian ports had spread over 
Europe. There was no contact with extraneous elements, no 
Pantheism to the east of them, no Greek philosophy, no Moham- 
medanism to overrun some of the fairest territory of the church; 
no sects to distract the faithful, no Trinitarian controversy to 
set the mind in action. 

The religious force which had concentrated itself in the Old 
World swept over the virgin soil of the New, without opposition. 
The fanatical monk penetrated with the crucifix into the midst 
of the most savage tribes, while sword, fire, and massacre were 
the instruments used in the propagation of the faith. What is 
the result? Mexico is in total night. Schools have been the 
exception. The masses are in ignorance of science, of history, 
and of the Bible. Do we contrast its condition with India, 
Where the Gospel met every opposition, we find India becoming M 
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civilized and enlightened. Sohoolc tnd colleges abound Papers 
.arc printed. Bibles are circulated, and prosperity begins vo bless 
her degraded millions. In Mexico, saiC Hon. Thomas Corwin, 
our late minister to that sister Bepnblic, ** The great want of the 
people is, that public opinion which is so omnipotent in the 
United States ; and this again arises firom the want of edncation. 
Hence, in the last fifty years Mexico has passed through thirty- 
six different forms of government, and has had seTcnty-three 
presidents. The cause of causes that itself originates and gives 
force to all other causes, and which has destroyed public opinion 
is Romanism." The church is the power which blocks the wheels 
of progress, muzzles the press, obstructs the circulation of the 
Bible, prevents all systematic provision for general education, 
and left the mass of the people in as profound ignorance of the 
progress of knowledge as they were forty years ago. The 
church has been the instigator of all the cruelty and oppression, 
all the intrigue and disorder, all the internal weakness and dis- 
organization, which have made the name of Mexico a by- word 
over the world. Would you gain an estimate of the Influence 
of the church, consider the wealth arrayed against the Republic 
and in favor of absolutism. In 1860 it cost Mexico 98,000,000 to 
sustain her clergy, while the estimated value of her church prop- 
erty was $300,000,000, about one third of the valuation of the 
whole country, the income of which is about $20,000,000. 

The Dawn of a Brighter Day. 

Though the church party has arrayed itself against the gov 
ernraeut, though revolt follows revolt, let us rejoice in the 
appearance of a fVesh reason for revolution ; the Bible has ap- 
peared in Mexico, borne by converted priests and laymen. It 
Monterey and vicinity, Rev. T. M. Wesirup, who came to New 
York to be ordained as a Baptist minister, with a compan} 
of devoted co-laborers are planting churches in the cities and 
towns, while in Mexico itself cx-pricst Aguas has in the cathe- 
dral preached and argued against Romanism in a manner worthy 
of a Luther. The priest who challenged him to a discussion did 
not appear, because the Archbishop declared " he had no right to 
do so except by special permission of the Pope." Aguas showed 
that the real reason was because he dare not confront Rome's 
greatest enemy, the Bible. ^ 

In Spain, in Mexico, and elsewhere among the old Latin races, 
there seems to be a movement which proinises mighty results 
for the truth. What Westrup is doing in Mexico, Rev. W. J. 
Knapp is doing in Spain, Dr. Cote in Rome, and so the work 
goes grandly on, and out of the mouths of her disinthralled sub- 
jects Rome is proven to be idolatrous ; ** I have read," said Aguas, 
*• in your hearing the great precept that forbids idolatry, * Thou 
Shalt not make.' " Is it not clear that the figures we have hitherto 
worshipped are likeness of things in heaven or on earth? Who 
k placed these idols In the temple ? Who tempted us Arom InflEuicy to

Adore them ? Who made ns bow down to them ? Home, heretical 
Home. When, therefore, God says, '' Thou shalt not bow down 
before them nor adore them," there can be no intellect, however 
powerfbl and perverted, that can saccessfhlly defend the practice. 
The field is llteraliy white for the harvest in all South America. 
The people, to a very great extent, have thrown off the yoke of 
Bome, discarded their folse system of religion, and are waiting 
and looking for something better. Let us see tliat they have it 
in the Gospel which Christ commissioned us to give them. The 
influence of Romanism is not confiued to Italy or Mexico. It is 
this which lies back of the barbarism of New York, the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath in Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and its 
attempted abolition in New Orleans. Romanism is the foe of 
education, of the Bible, of a general system of education. That 
it will destroy ns we have no fear. It has been said, ** The lion 
that eats the ox does not become an ox, but the ox becomes the 
lion.** Education and the Gospel go together. Wherever Christ 
is preached there is enlightenment, progress, and growth. The 
educational value of the Bible cannot be estimated. It is the 
ploughshare that ridges the fields of thought on which literature 
and science grow their richest harvests. 

iiariolatry encourages Sinners. 

There is another effect of this worship of Mary which should 
not be ignored or lost from sight. Sinners find encouragement 
because of it. Christ's worship is built on the teachings of the 
Scriptures. To obtain forgiveness of sins through Christ, there 
must be a change of heart, a new birth, a new life. Old things 
must pass away, and all things become new. Romanists believe 
that they can be saved more easily through Mary. Christ re- 
quires repentance, Mary, devotion. Faith in Christ demands sul>- 
mission to the will of God, reformation of life, and devotion of 
heart, as required by the Gospel ; while devotion to Mary consists 
in prayers to her, or some external practices in her honor. St. 
Bernard had this dream: *' There were two ladders reaching 
fh)m earth to heaven; at the top of one was Christ, at the other 
Mary; a great number of people on both tried to reach heaven, 
but f^om Christ*s ladder all fell back ; not one ftom that of Mary." 
Therefore, according to this father, salvation is a certain and 
constant fact when people apply to Mary ; to apply to Christ, 
salvation is almost impossible." Father Liguori taught that 
damnation is impossible when there is devotion to the Virgin Mary, 
Hence, the worship of Mary encourages sinners and multiplies 
sins. All that is said of the worship of Mary is applicable to that 
of the saints, which is derived from Paganism. 

Saint Worship. 

The Pagans had their gods, as Papists have their saints ; Pa- 
ganism had expiations for the dead, so has Rome ; Paganism had 
its purgatory with material fire, Rome has the same ; Paganism 
had vestal virgins, Rome has her nuns; Paganism had ita pench 
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test Borne has saints fbr every street of the town and comer of 
the conn try. What can saints do? Ifed^ote is the answer. Car* 
dinal Bellarmino says, they see oar necessities through God, The 
Gospel invites as to go directly to Gk>d throagh Jesas Christ. 
Well did a converted Uomish priest declare, <' Papists, not sat- 
isfied with Christ, have the Virgin Mary as co-mediator; nor yet 
content, they create some millions of sab- mediators to increase 
the strength of their snpplications to God. To prove the effect 
of medical springs, the water most be drank directly from the 
fountain ; if it pass flrom bottle to bottle, it loses all its power. 
So in the case of Romanists. Ton pray to Biary, to saints and 
angels, to carry yoar demands to Christ, while he opens the way 
to himself direct, saying, ** Come nnto me all ye that are weary 
and heavy laden, and I will give yon rest." Bomish snperstition 
blinds the eyes of the deluded votary, and destroys both sool and 
body." 

St. Patrick a Protestant. 

The Irish bishop is called a Roman saint, and is claimed to 
have been the champion of popery. Processions are held in his 
honor, and faith is exercised in his power to help in America 
quite as much as in Ireland. 

Patrick was not even a Romanist. He was not a messenger of 
the pope, but of Christ. He went to Ireland of his own accord, 
and established a church independent of Rome. Charches on 
the model of the great apostle were established in France and 
Germany, and were persecuted on the continent as in Ireland. 
In A. D. 602, the Irish Columbanus was ordered to leave France 
by a council to which he wrote, pleading for liberty of conscience ; 
and five centuries after the time of 8ahit Patrick, Saint Bernard 
reproached the Irish for being Pagans, unconnected with Borne, 
because every little town had its independent bishop ; and it was 
not until 1148 that Rome obtained a secure foothold in Ireland, 
when the clergy suicided tbeir independence, and sacrificed them- 
selves upon the altar of Borne. Irishmen worship the Virgin 
Mary. Not so with Patrick. A glorious hymn remains as com- 
posed by him the day previous to his controversy with the Irish 
prince, but not a word in it to Mary ; all his beautiful aspirations, 
all his warm affections, ali his victorious hopes, are to and trom 
Christ alone. If Irishmen would follow Patrick as he followed 
Christ, they would leave the altar of Mary and turn to the cross 
of Christ, and llfb their island from beneath the heel of priestly 
superstition into the sunlight of God's favor. 

Transubstantiation. 

8. The doctrine of Transnbstantiation is a Bomish snperstition 
prevalent in America. The sacrifice of the mass is an inheritance 
trom the heathen. The word of God is expressly contrary to it. 
In all of Paul's epistles we are told that Christ effected oar re- 
demption on Calvary, — died once to atone for human sins, and 
ibat man*B guilt was thereby cance\Ved\ iViaX. V<& \asA.Vfiftd by ld« 
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death all the penerations of the earth, that his blood alone asTea 
the world. According to the CouDcil of Trent, the mass is the 
continuation of the sacrifice on Calvarj. ContionaMon I there 
was no need of any. ** We are sanctified throagh the offering 
€f the body of Jesns Christ once for alW And every priesfc 
Btandeth daily ministering and offering oftentimes the same sac- 
rifices which can never take away sins ; bat this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins forcTer, sat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth expecting till his enemies be 
made liis footstool. For by one ojffring he hath perfccied forever 
them that are sandifiid. Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a wit- 
ness; for after that he had said before, this is the covenant that I 
will make with them after those days saith the Lord. I will pnfc 
my laws into tbwir hearts, and in their minds will I write them, 
and their sins and iniquities vUl I remember no more.** Hcb. 10 : 
10-17. 

Notwithstanding these positive utterances of Holy Writ, we 
And in the Koman Catholic's catechism, approved and in use in 
Boston, these words : — 

Q. What is the Holy Eucharist? 

A. Tbe Holy Eucharist is a sacrament which contains really 
and indeed the body and blood, the soul and divinity of our 
hord Jesus Christ, under tbe forms and appearances of bread 
and wine. 

Q. Does anything remain of the bread and wine after conse* 
cration ? 

A. No ; the substance of the bread is changed into that of 
the bo^y of Jesus Christ, and the substance of the wine is 
changed into that of his blood. 

Q. What is this change called ? 

A It is called transubstantiation. 

Q, How is this change effected? 

A, It is effected through the almighty power of the words of 
Jesus Christ spoken by the priest in mass. (p. 45.) 

This is the boastful claim. It is protended, and Romanists are 
fuperstitious enough to believe, that a priest can make a God, an 
Omnipotent, Infinite, Omniscient, Almighty, Eternal, Invisible and 
Omnipresent Ood, \ohenever he so chooses and icills. 

Without characterizing the claim, let us examine it. Are the 
words, " This is my body, this is my blood," to be understood 
In a literal sense? On another occasion Christ said, ** I am the 
bread that came down from heaven ; " and no one ever supposed 
that Jie was actually bread, and subsequently changed or transulH 
atantiated. 

Said a Bomanist recently, whose attention was called to the 
absurdity of this claim, *' A little examination was sulQcient to 
shake my belief in that doctrine which I had hitherto professed. 
"Would Jesus Christ have told us things that were inipossil>lo to 
be? Now, it is impossible, absolutely impossible, that what is 
bread should, at one and the same time, be his body, and that 
what is wine should contemporaneously be his blood. Thii

cannot be either siranltaneously or saccesslvely. The chmtdi of 
Koine saw the first to be an absurdity, and, therefore, held to the 
Becond. But how can the body of Christ become bread, and his 
blood wine, if such change be not in accordance with the laws 
of nature? Could Christ deceive us? Now, it is not true that 
broad and wine, according to nature, has ceased to exist in the 
sacrament, for we see they do exist ; that which we see and touch 
and taste, are natural bread and wine. Can there be Mih against 
nature? And yet that is against nature wliich neither is nor can 
be ; whatever is must be according to nature's laws. There may 
be substances of a higher nature, and subject to superior laws, 
than those with which we are acquainted ; but they can never 
exist in contradiction to them, since Nature herself, in that case, 
would be destroyed. Therefore, what is bread and wine can- 
not — not be bread and wine ; God, omnipotent as he is, cannot 
order it otherwise. But the sacrament, after consecration, is 
always natural bread and wine ; therefore, it is not the subr^tauce 
of the body and blood of Christ." 

Transubstantiation is not only Illogical^ U is Unnecessary. 

Paul truly said, the kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but 
righteousness and peace in the Holy Ghost (Kora. 14: 17). 
Christ said, It is the spirit that quickeneth, the flesh prq/Ucth 
nothing; the words that I speak unto you, they are spiiit and 
they are life (John G : 63). Corporeal substances may be a type, 
a figure of the spiritual, but notliing more. The words of Christ 
are fUll of truth and wisdom. The interpretation of the Roman- 
ist is a grovelling conception, fUU of error, falsehood, and absur- 
dity. Christ could not better symbolize tlic effect of his passion 
and death than by the bread and wine. And we cannot more 
grossly abuse it than by attributing to a sinful priest the virtue 
and power of the Saviour; with the additional enormity, that 
what Christ has been able to do once, a wretched priest can re- 
peat as often as he chooses. No wonder that many priests in this 
land refuse and declare that the mass is nothing but a lie, a sol- 
emn imposture, an actual sacrilegious assault upon Christ. 

The dogma which constitutes the mass, with its double ele- 
ment of transubstantiation and propitiatory sacrifice, i^ the most 
fatal of liomish doctrines, the most detestable of all heresies, 
and the most abominable of all practices. Around this as their 
sun revolves all the rest of the papal system. If there is no 
propitiatory sacrifice but through the Eucharist, if the priest 
controls it, and has it in his power to make Christ, or to refhse 
to do so, every worshipper is bound to the priesthood by his 
every hope of salvation. 

Contemplate the use made of this alleged sacrifice. Money, 
said Gavazzi, is the end of all popish practices. Money procures 
masses for the repose of souls in purgatory. In proportion to 
the alms, the mass, it is said, has more efficacy, because God re- 
gards the money given, and in proportion grants more suflEVages 
H> the souls io torments. Because of this pretended claim to 
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power, millions of money have been won for Rome, and millions 
more are forthcomiog. Here rests the power of control which 
enables priests to balld' these magnificent institutions and 
churches, despite the poverty of their people and the blasphe- 
mous character of their boastfUl preteusion. ** The ancient pa« 
gans worshipped their god under material forms; the Assyrians 
the sun; the Egyptians, reptiles and vegetables; the Greelcs, 
heroes ; the Romans, emperors ; and the modem pagans, under 
the form of a stone, or a tree. These were called and are called 
pagans, because they worship God under material forms. But 
the Roman Catholics, according to the Boston Catechism, wor- 
ship God under this material form of bread and wine ; therefore, 
are we not Justified in pronouncing Romanism as no better than 
paganism ? 

It is because of this superstition that Rome holds in her hand 
the destiny of the soul. The dying wait for extreme unction and 
rest their faith on a bread-God which a man malces, rather than on 
the atonement of the Lord Jesus Christ, slain on Calvary that 
every believer may have life. Because of this, the sermon has 
been largely excluded ftom the sanctuary, and instead of the 
bread of life fUmishcd in the gospel, there is a forest of candles 
burning at the altar ; people are counting their beads and praying 
before pictures; mummeries take the place of worship, and 
chants to the virgin the praises to Almighty God. 

This superstition is here, and Its influence is felt. That it should 
be tolerated is a surprise to the reflecting. Enter a Catholic 
church on Christmas. There is the archbishop In his robes, with 
his cross, his crook, and his crozier; there arepiiests in numbers 
moving about making their crosses, obeisances, and genuflections. 
When the bishop rises, crook and crosier move before him, and 
priests follow after; the book is shifted fVom side to side, and is 
read and chanted in a language which none understand. There 
is the elevating of the host and the bowing down of the people ; 
the waving of incense, prostrations, lustrations, and all the usual 
accompaniments ol such a service, no better than a pantomine, 
and not much dlfiierent f^om a play at a theatre. If mass thus 
performed, with all the splendor and pomp of ritual, is thus un- 
meaning, how insipid must it be when performed In country 
chapels by ignorant priests ** who hunt up the sheep to shear off 
the wool." For, be it remembered, the people cannot obtain the 
forgiveness of their sins only in the church and at the hands of 
their priest. Hence, in lands most fUU of superstition, their 
churches throng with worshippers, and in lands illumined by the 
Gospel, the learned become infidel, and the women go to mass. 

On the contrary, behold the faith of the gospel with those 
who believe in Christ rather than in the surrouudmgs of Christ ; 
with those who recognize the fact, that Jesus, not the manger, — 
not Mary, — not the gifts, but Jesus, the child Jesus, the man 
Jesus, the crucified, — Jesus the risen and ascended Lord is our 
hope; the bread and wine symbolizes the body and blood of 
Christ. Approaching the Lo7d*s supper, we enjoy sacramental 
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anion with Christ in this last snpper, and commemorate hLs death 
till he come ; thus we escape all the false conseqaences of stat- 
ing "you have the real presence of Christ In this wafer;** thus 
we save ourselves from the charge of being cannibal, or Christ 
eaters ; thus we do God*s will and obey Christ's commands, and 
can pray, Oh, Christ I be all In all, that all may profit by thy 
blood I Christ, teach all by thy Inspired Word, to worship Thee 
accordingly ; open all eyes by means of Thy truth to escape the 
delusions of human doctrines towards Thee I Thus do we re- 
. ccivc all from Christ; give all to Christ; labor all for Christ, and 
Christ becomes all In ail, and Is for all. Christ in life, Christ 
in the hour of anguish, Christ In the time of trll)alatlon, Christ 
in death, Christ our joy and glory forever I 

TJie Superstition regarding Christmas, 

Christmas, called the great festival of the Christian world, 
was a Pagan feast to the Sun and Saturn, which was Romanized, 
adopted, and transformed Into a part of the church, as was the 
stalue of Jupiter in the Pantheon, called afterwards the statue 
of the Apostle Peter, and made to serve a purpose In popish 
ceremonies. Previous to the year A. D. 500, the Christi mesaa^ 
or mass of Clirist, from which Christmas Is derived, began with 
the festival of St. Thomas, December 2 1st, and extended to the 
feast of Purification, February 2d, and Included many lesser fes- 
tivals. 

The Pagan festival was mnlnly a day of rlotons indulgence, 
universal license, low masquerades, and all sorts of vulgar sports. 
The throne, for the time being, was generally surrendered to 
misrule and wassail. No wonder that the old Puritan Prynne, 
referring to these disorders, said, ** that they should cause all 
pious Christians eternally to abominate them.** 

"The Eastern church appears to have originally celebrated 
Christ's baptism, while the Roman division commemorated the 
nativity; but towards the close of the fourth century the two 
branches of the church agreed to unite on the latter, and to 
celebrate It uniformly on the 25th of December. 

" The rites of Christians in the early days were simple and 
Impressive. Bells were rung and masses said at midnight, caroU 
sung and the churches dressed with evergreens. Friendly visits 
were made and presents given, and thus the foundations laid for 
the world-wide observance of the season which has come down 
through all the ages with only trifling modifications. 

" In more modern times, England and Germany have taken the 
lead In the celebration of Christmas, though very recently, 
America, uniting the practicable features of the customs of both 
countries, has made the keeping of Christmas national and almost 
universal." 

There is no evidence that Christ was born on Dec. 25th. New- 
come claims that the event occurred in October, Paulus in March, 
Welsler in February, Llchtenstlen In June, Griswell In April, 
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t^irdner and Robinson in antnran; while Newton, because of the 
prophecy of John the Baptist, **He must increase and I must 
decrease," declared the church placed John's birth at June 24th, 
and Christ's at Dec. 25th, when the days began to increase. 
There is but one reason for making it a holl(^y. As observed in 
our cliurches and-among our people, it is calculated to promote a 
friendly state of feeling. But as a day to commemorate the 
nativity of our Christ, there is neither warrant for the festival 
nor reasons for its observance. Christ never intended that it 
should become one of the institutions of the church. 

The Sahbathf 

Which is the commemoration of his resurrection ft-om the dead, 
He has required us to hold sacred as the manifestation of our love 
to him, and for the confirmation of our faith in his atoning blood. 
He has taught us to look to the cross rather than to the manger 
when we would see our Christ. In this we glory, and in this we 
are in harmony with the primitive church who never thought of 
keeping the day of his birth holy to the Lord. 

The superstition that made Christmas a festival day was an after- 
thought^ of Romanists, and by adopting it we are in danger of 
dishonoring Christ's commands, which forbid our adding to 
** the things written in hLs word." The list of Romish superstl 
tions which hold a place among us might be indefinitely extended. 
They pervade the realm of art, they permeate literature, and are 
seen exerting their influence upon our daily life. The halo over 
the head of Joseph and Mary in pictures welcomed to our fire- 
sides and libraries, the respect paid to the crucifix, its introduc- 
tion to many of our churches, its use in the realm of fashion, the 
robes worn by the clergy, the respect paid to Lent, and to days 
made sacred by the canon of Rome, but utterly repudiated in 
the Scripture; the countenancing the introduction of images 
into the sanctuary, — mark the departure from the primitive sim- 
plicity of the Gospel, and indicate the tendency to turn from the 
Gospel way, and to seek the favor of the world at the expense of 
God'3 glory and humanity's weal. 

Ignorance and Romanism 

CrO hand in hand. The opposition to education, to reading the 
Bible, is but half of the plan. Rome is not content with mere 
opposition, as are too many of the professed followers of Christ. 
Rome acts. Already priests are traversing the South, and are 
seeking to gain an influence over the uneducated freedmen. 
Their peril is imincnt. 

Cardinal Barnabo, Prefect of the Propaganda at Rome, in his 
letter of instructions to the Baltimore Plenary Council, said, 
** It is the wish of the sacred congregation that the bishops of 
the United States, in fulfilment of the charge which has been 
entrusted to them, of feeding the Lord's flock, should consvili 
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together respecting some uniform method of proriding salva* 
tion for the blacks." 

The Romish charch in England has inangnrated a mission to 
onr land, — the first foreign mission ever sent out from that 
branch of the Papacy ; and a few days ago, a number of mission- 
aries were set apart by Archbishop Manning, at St. Joseph's 
College, near London. A letter published in the ** Irish World," 
says : *♦ The same ship which carries this letter will bear to your 
shores the vanguard of a body of Roman Catholic priests, who 
have received fiora the propaganda of Rome the special and ex- 
clusive mission of converting to the Roman Catholic faith the 
negro population of the United States, who will be followed be- 
fore long by forty other priests, who are now preparing them- 
selves for the same work, and who have already been given by 
the Archbishop of Baltimore a house and grounds for the head- 
quarters of the mission. The ibrty will before long be followed 
by four hundred," etc. These missionaries take with them nei- 
ther wives nor children, and scarcely two coats. It won't cost 
much to keep them. Their wants will be of the fewest and sim- 
plest, and, without exaggeration, they will have nothing to do or 
to think of but the work in which they are to engage. 

The Archbishop in his address said : ** The missionary college 
of St. Joseph has been founded, not for the education of priests 
for ordinary work, but for the special work of conducting a mis- 
sion in America. In the heart of a great Christian nation, there 
are to-day five millions of people who are indeed within the 
warmth of civilization, but at the same time are left out in the 
cold by neglect. These priests go as the vanguard of others 
who will soon follow, infiamed with the love of souls not lova- 
ble for their intelligence and virtue, but souls black with ignor- 
ance and vice, lovable only because your Master died for them. 
You give yourselves forever," said the Archbishop to the priests, 
** to be the fathers and servants of the negroes, and to labor ex- 
clusively for them until your death, in the spirit of Peter Clavor, 
who announced himself as forever the slave of the slave." The 
Archbishop then rose from his throne, prostrated himself before 
each missionary, embraced his feet, and then arising, kissed each 
upon both checks, receiving a similar kiss in return. 

To the superficial glance there is nothing more nor less in this, 
than a noble desire to bless the black race with the light of Papal 
Christianity. Look deeper, llitherto, Rome has rested her hope 
on the uneducated Irishman. She perceives a new ally In the 
uneducated Negro. We must bestir ourselves. The Negro is 
not easily deceived. A love for the Bible possesses his soul. 
Whatever wars against it Is suspected. In Louisiana, the Sisters 
of Charity tried to banish the Bible ; the Negroes heard of it and 
banished them. The field Is ours. A thirst for knowledge per- 
vades their minds. Accustomed to the preaching of the gospel 
In the past, they love it and find in the message of salvation 
their meat and drink. 

The /hot is full of s\gQ\flcatic«. It education and the influence 
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of the gospel of Christ preserve men flrom the contaminatiDg 
touch of that power, which holds in its hands the ballot of an 
ignorant Irishman, then we perceive the basis of hope for the 
nation. Let the principle rale supreme. Let education for all 
classes and races become the purpose of the natlon^ndan influ- 
ence will be exerted which shall exercise a controlling influence 
upon the destinies of the country. The waves of barbarism and 
ignorance will no longer threaten to submerge the altars of po- 
litical hope, but intelligence and virtue will remain the bulwark 
of free institutions. 

Rome builds on nature, and ignorance is the sheet-anchor of 
her hope. Free schools and a free press are the power wliich 
destroys her system, andundermines the foundations upon which 
she rests her hope. 

The colored population of the North have been aJTected by the 
denunciations of the Evangelical churches, which have fallen 
from the lips of liberty-loving and Christ-hating infldels. 

Let Rome step forward, and by appeals to the pride of the 
carnal heart, open to the African a road to ascendancy over his 
former master, and we perceive the power to be arrayed against 
the higher interests of this unfortunate race. For behind this 
attempt, slumbers a war upon tree schools, upon a free press, 
and a free pulpit, and the purpose to build up a power which 
dooms its hapless victims to a slavery whose fetters bind the 
conscience, and whose bars shut out the light of the Gospel. 

The efibrt to educate the colored ministry should be encour- 
aged. An educated ministry is their f\iture hope. Like minis* 
ter, like people, is peculiarly true among them. Now, their lead- 
ers are within our reach. They can be taught the doctrines of the 
Gospel, and established in the faith. They can be aided to 
preach as were our lathers, and so they will becomes guides for 
the people, who will in time demand a hi^^her grade of ministe- 
rial ability than is required at present. To fbrther this object, 
let Christians bend their energies. The work cannot be post- 
poned. Wait a few years and this people w ill be beyond our reach, 
as they were in the West Indies where they refused all aid of the 
whites, and preferred an uneducated to an educated ministry. 

Let it be ours to uncover error and proclaim the truth ; then 
shall the superstitions of Rome be exposed, and the people who 
seek here an asylum from the dwarflng influences of Romanism 
and Paganism in the Old World, find that the religion of 
Christ that empties the soul of the disposition which attempts to 
fetter truth, while it unbars hope, strikes off fetters and unlocks 
prison doors, introduces the emancipated to the truth which 
gives freedom, and to the light born of love which begets life 
and peace and joy. 
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To say that Home Is Intolerant Is to ntter a trath as self-evi- 
dent as an axiom. Popery cannot change. The past binds it. 
While it remains Popery, it must war upon Protestantism. For 
the Homish church, the alternative is simple — Popery or the 
Gospel. 

In a popish tract, entitled « Heligious Toleration, & Qaestion 
of First Prinoiples," we find this admission : " It cannot be denied 
that Catholic governments have persecuted. In old Catholic 
times; heresy was an offence of which the law took cognizance; 
the teachers of heresy were sometimes committed to the flames; 
and what is more, the ecclesiastical authorities sanctioned the 
proceeding, and Catholic priests formally defended the principle 
of non-toleratioij," 

This is a frank admission. It saves ns the necessity of prov- 
ing wliat every one knows to be true. This spirit is unchanged. 
In the recent canons, De Ecclesia Christi, which have been passed 
in the Ecumenical Council of 1870, we find canons 6 and 12 read 
as follows : " Whoever says that the authority with which the 
Catholic church proscribes and condemns all religions sects 
separated from its communion is not proscribed by divine right; 
or that about religious truths only opinions, not certainties, can 
exist, and that therefore all religions sects are to be tolorated, 
let him be anathematized.** "Whoever says that Christ, onr Sav- 
iour and sovereign, has conferred upon the church the power to 
direct only by advice and persuasion those who turn aside, not 
to compel them by orders, by coercion and by external verdicts 
and statutory punishments, let him be anathematized.*' This is 
certainly frank and to the point. It is our fault if it is not un- 
derstood. 

It is worthy of notice, however, that the priest, having ad- 
mitted a truth, links it to a falsehood. He says, "The cham- 
pions of Protestantism never attempt to show that Catholics 
were tolerated by Protestants while they had the power to per- 
secute; whether at the period of the Reformation or in later 
times.** The reverse of this is true, to an extent almost to create 
an impression that the priest wilftiUy prevaricates. Wherever 
the principles of the Gospel have taken root, popery has been 
tolerated and defended. In Rhode Island, ftom the earliest 
period, Romanism was tolerated, and as soon as the principle 
ruling there permeated the nation, the same was true everywhere 
within the bounds of our ocean-washed republic. A sojourner 
in this land made this declaration concerning the extent of onr 
toleration: " When a papist 8pc&\L& «ii^^Vs&\» Ifcotestantism, the 
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Bomanist exclaims : * Oh, he is right. Free discussion, tolera- 
tion of opinion, is the law.* When a Protestant speaks against 
popery, the cry everywhere in America 'is, *This is a crasade 
against Roman Catholics ; this is to excite citizen against citi- 
zen.*" In other words, Rome may persecute, revile, and de- 
nounce ; we must bear it. 

Borne charges God with Intolerance. 

In justification of the intolerance of Rome, this language Is 
used. "They who believe in revelation and aclvnowiedge the 
divine authority of the Jewish laws, cannot deny that religious 
intolerance was sanctioned, or rather enjoined by God himself. 
Offences against religion, revolts against the spiritual power, 
were punishable with death. The law of Moses knew nothing 
of liberty of conscience. It no more tolerated religious dissent 
or spiritual independence than it did disobedience to parents or 
rebellion against the civil rulers." 

There is in this utterance much of the cunning of the priest, 
little of the honesty of a Christian. Intolerance is the feeling 
which reftises to allow an opinion to exist adverse to itself with- 
out persecuting it and those who adhere to it. In this sense 
there was no intolerance under the administration of God in the 
ancient theocracy. There is not a single instance on record 
where men were persecuted for opinion's sake. Abram was 
called of God to be the father of a great people. But Abram 
was tolerant and the very pattern of kindness. He listened to 
God, he obeyed him in many things rigidly and well, but he did 
not persecute those of an opposite faith. The only wars he 
waged were for the defence of vested rights, represented either 
by himself or by tkoise called to obey God: Jacob ^and his pos- 
terity were far too tolerant of error. The sons forgot God and 
longed after the society of those who rejected his rule. They 
were not intolerant of their descendants in Egypt wiien Moses 
went out to them, and plead with them to return to God. Much 
might be said in proof that they were rather neglectful of God, 
than disposed to extend the faith of Abraham by the sword. 

They were commanded to be rigid In discipline and to punish 
with death the violators of God's command; but this came not 
from their intolerance, but fi*om the disobedience of men to the 
divine injunctions. Men are under obligations to obey God, 
remembering, under His rule, disobedience is death. Indeed, the 
evils resulting from the tolerance of the Jews are numerous. 
They were not as separate from the godless nations as they 
should have been. Slavery, polygamy, and Idol worship are all 
proofs of the attempts made by the people to harmonize in faith 
and practice with the nations about them. Hence, it is a well- 
understood fact, that many of the errors tolerated under the old 
dispensation were in consequence of the infirmities of the flesh, 
the weakness of the faith, and the lack of moral character. God 
governed and guided them as best he could until the time came 
for the appearance of the Shiloh, when the law was preserved ; 
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but the errors resulting fh>in tradition, and association with an 
unbelieTiDg world, were warred against. '* Think not," says 
Christ, '* that I am come to destroy the law or the prophets ; I 
am not come to destroy but to fUlfll." Christ came to bring the 
world back to Gtx), so that the commandments given on Sinai 
shonld be lifted oat from beneath the mountain of tradition and 
superstition, and should find a welcome in the heart and a rule 
in the life. This, cTer>' intelligent student of the Word of God 
knows, whether be be a Papist or a Protestant. 

It is false to assert that the rule of God was overthrown at the 
coming of Christ. The ruler became Yisiblc and explained his 
goTernment. The Romanist, in his tract, declares to the contrary, 
saying, *• That dispensation, indeed, has passed away forever, — 
the law of love has superseded that of fear; but with the Bible 
Christian, the believer in revelation, I would insist most strongly 
on this one fact : a principle sanctioned and enjoined by God 
himself, cannot be a wron:r principle. It may not be always 
applicable, or always expedient, much less always obligatory in 
its fullest extent ; but wrong in itself it cannot be, or the God of 
truth and holiness would never have given it the force of law. 
It is a ^reat point gained to make people see and admit this; in 
fact, oucc concede the principle of what is called religious intol- 
ei*ance to be abstractly not wrong but right, and this question is 
narrowed to this very simple point, — whether in particular in- 
8 lances it was justly, mercifully, or expediently applied or en- 
forced. It can no longer excite that moral disgust which men 
now feel at the bare mention of the thing; nor, I may add. will 
It be any longer available as a theme of anti-popery declaration." 

We take issue with the Rom.inist on this point, and say that 
the principle underlying God's government is always applicable, 
and always expedient. If intolerance was ever right, it is right 
now. If it was ever expedient, it is expedient now. There is 
no Jesuitism in Revelation. That commodity finds its home in 
Romanism. 

To say that God is intolerant, is to deny not only history, but 
to ignore the results of observation. Intolerance reftises to 
permit opinions to thrive or live, which are opposed to those 
dear to us. Can this be charged on Jehovah, who commands the 
sun to shine on the evil and the good ? We have not the time 
to detail the history of God*s dealings with Israel. Conld we do 
it, we should lind that His rule was disciplinary, but not intol- 
erant. 

Notice the shrewdness of the wily foe. God, he claims, is in- 
tolerant. Therefore intolerance is not wrong in principle, and 
Rome is Justided. Second, God varies in his government. He is 
now tolerant, and now intolerant, as the case may be. Here, 
again, Rome is Justified. We deny it. The Bible has one voice 
for all classes and conditions ; for God is the same yesterday, 
to-day and forever. But supposing it to be true of God, the In- 
flnlto Ruler, it docs not become the finite subject of God's gov- 
ernment to claim the right to usurp the power and role of the 
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Most High. Ji third positiou Is now taken. Tho writer claims 
that the principle is universally recognized. ** Universal tolera^ 
tion is simply an impossibility; it never has been practised and never 
can be. Let a government be ever so indulgent, there must be a 
point at which the law interferes to prevent certain opinions 
being published and acted upon. Every government recognizes 
some first principle, — at any rate, it is possessed with the in- 
stinct of self-preservation, and without coercion, — in other 
words, without intolerance, no government could exist a day or 
an hour." Tliis apparently fair statement ienores the funda- 
mental principle of our government, in which the principle of 
toleration finds its fhllest and most unequivocal recognition. 
Let us quote again the covenant which every inhabitant was 
required to sign in Rhode Island : " We, whose names are here 
nnderwritton, being desirous to inhabit in the town of Provi- 
dence, do promise to submit ourselves in entire or passive obe- 
dience, to all such orders or agreements as shall be made for 
public good of the body, in an orderly way, by the major consent 
of the present inhabitants, masters of families, incorporated 
together into a township, and such others whom they shall admit 
unto the same only in civil things,** 

This covenant is the corner-stone of onr free government. It 
is against this principle Romanists rebel. Irishmen, Italians, 
Spaniards, and what not, come here. They find a government; 
they seek to become members of the body politic. They take 
an oath in accordance with that covenant. They find that the 
majority have decided upon a system of education. The Roman- 
ist not only wars against it by speech and pen, but he rebels 
against it. He will not submit to its requirements, lie is so 
intolerant that he becomes rebellious, and keeps his children out 
of the schools, and compels them to grow up as ignorant and 
bigoted as himself, though the majority are against him. 

The government rules in civil matters only. Religious opin- 
ions are not proceeded against. Laws enter into the framework 
of the government; they are published and kuown. People can 
live under them or live elsewhere. The Romanist claims that he 
has a right to live under them and war against them. Ho calls 
punishing for theft intolerance. That is not intolerance. Steal- 
ing is not religion. The right to steal is not a religious opinion. 
Tue laws on the statute book are for the protection of society, — 
of every individual. Punishing for theft is protecting the peo- 
ple. The right to compel the children of the people to obtain an 
education is based on the fundamental law of protection. It is 
in keeping with the advice of George Washington, who, in his 
farewell address, said, "Promote, then, as a matter of primary 
importance, institutions for the general diffusion of knowledge. 
In proportion as the structure of the government gives force to 
public opinion, it is essential that public opinion should be en- 
lightened." 

For this reason States punish offences against morality, but 
not against religion. We allow Mormonism and Romanism to 
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enjoy the utrooet liberty of opinion, but deny their right to 
Tiolate the laws of the land by offending against the laws of God 
which supply the anthority in the legislation of the State. The 
principle is enunciated in the words of President Grant*s late 
message, in which, speal^ing of Mormonism, he says : In <* Utah 
there still remains a remnant of barbarism, — repugnant to civ- 
ilization, to decency, and to the laws of the United States. 
Neither polygamy nor any other violation of existing statutes 
will bo permitted within the territory of the United States. It 
is not with tlie reli<i;ion of the self-styled saints Uiat we arc now 
dealing, but with their practices. They will be protected in the 
worship of God according to the dictates of their conscience ; 
but they will not be permitted to violate the laws under the 
cloakx>f religion." 

Tolerance trtte^ and false. 

It is to be feared that the idea of tolerance, which means pri- 
marily ** the capacity of enduring," is to be used to prevent our 
resisting error by the proclamation of the truth. We are in dan- 
ger more of neglecting the liberty, and of refusing to use it 
wisely, than of anything else. Intolerance confronts as. Error 
is busy sowing its seed and mustering its forces. The ft-iends 
of error are active. The ft*iends of truth are commanded to be 
quiet; to permit the Bible to be banished from the schools, to 
permit the Sabbath to be desecrated, the teachings of Scripture 
to be ignored, lest they become intolerant. Rome, boasting her 
intolerance, must be tolerated. Protestantism boasting its tol- 
erance, must be persecuted, beaten, and abused, and be silent. 
Error and superstition demand toleration now and always. 
Tolerance does not imply the absence of opinions or a disregard 
for opinions, but a faith in God and in truth so great that it dare 
trust to truth in the battle with error, rather than to force, as 
applied and wielded by the supporters of the right. Said Chief- 
Justice Story, in his Commentary on the Constitution: **It yet 
remains a problem to be solved in human affairs, whether any 
ftee government can be permanent where the public worship of 
God and the support of religion constitutes no part of the policy 
or duty of the State in any assignable shape. The future expe- 
rience of Christendom, and chiefly of the American States, must 
settle this problem as yet new in the history of the world, abun- 
dant as it hus been in experiments in the theory of government. 
But the duty of supporting religion, and especially the Christian 
religion, is very different Arom the right to force the consciences 
of other men, or to punish them for worshipping God in the 
manner which they believe their accountability to him requires." 

These utieranccs harmonize with the requirements of the 
Gospel. Support religion; use liberty not as an occasion to the 
llosh, but in love serve one another. As a nation we are forget- 
ting this command and are imperilled thereby. We seem to be 
iorgotting that this land was created by the Most High; that his 
rule extended over it before man occupied it; that it has been 
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peopled with a wise reference to its being held for the purpose 
of bailding here a nationality that should obey God rather than 
man; that we have reached the solution of the problem, the 
most perplexing, the most difficult to be understood by the car- 
nal heart, viz. : Can religious liberty harmonize with the enforce- 
ment of regulations essential to the well-being of society ? Divide 
church from state, and can you have religion protected by the 
state, or is intolerance essential to good government? This 
question must be answered by us. We are to show to all the 
world that religion is not dependent upon the state, but derives 
its inspiration and its victories from God. 

This is our duty and opportunity. The field is before us. In 
the name of our God we are to set up our banners. Some one 
has said Rome puts her faith in majorities. Let us meet Rome 
in the fear of God and in the love of man. In the spirit of the 
Swiss magistrates who said to the Roman clergy, ''Answer these 
men*s arguments; preach better; make it impossible for our 
Swiss to become Baptists." We say, answer the arguments of 
Rome, preach the gospel more faithfully than ihey or any other 
class of errorists preach it, believe in its success, and so make it 
impossible for this nation to be given up to evil influences. 

It is not our duty to stand still and see the ship of state scut- 
tled, but rather to see that vigilant commanders be placed on 
her deck and a faithful crew man the yards. This work rests 
upon the individual ; stand up for the truth, for the ordinances of 
the Gospel, for tlie kingship of Jesus Christ. 

The difference between Protestantism and Romanism lies not 
so much in opinions concerning the obligations under which men 
are placed to government, as to what is the government to which 
tliey owe allegiance. The Christian coming here recognizes the 
obligations to be ruled by thejaws of the land. The Romanist 
ignores this obligation and claims that the Pope is his ruler, and 
the government of the church the only one to which he owes al- 
legiance. Hence, the Papist is as intolerant towards the govern- 
ment as towards anything tolerated by the government. This 
makes of every Romanist a common enemy. Said John Milton, 
** Men at first united into civil societies, that they might live 
safely and enjoy their liberty, without being wronged or op- 
pressed ; and that they might live religiously and according to 
the doctrine of Christianity. They united themselves into 
churches, civil societies, have laws and churches, have a discip- 
line peculiar to themselves, and far differing from each other. 
And this has been the occasion of so many wai*s in Cbristendom, 
to wit : because the civil magistrates and the church confound their 
jurisdiction,** 

Here is our peril to-day. Romanists, as religionists, are tol- 
erated. Romanists, as the enemies of legislation and of the 
genius and spirit of our institutions, should be opposed. Be- 
cause England under Cromwell regarded Papists as a common 
enemy to good government, they were not welcomed to the priv- 
ileges of the body i>olitic. •* Therefore, we do not admit of the 
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papist sect, so as to tolerate papists at all ; for we do not look 
upon that as a religion, but ratlier as a hierarcliial tyranny under 
a cloalc of religion, clotlicd with the spoils of the civil power, 
which it has usurped to itself contrary to our serious doctrines. 
No Protestant of what sect soever, following Scripture only, 
ought by the common consent of Protestants to be maltreated 
for religion. But as for popery and idolatry, why they also may 
not hence plead to be tolerated, I have much less to soy. Their 
religion, the more considered, the less can be aclcnowledged a re- 
ligion ; Ijut a Roman principality rather endeavoring to keep up 
her old universal dominion under a new name, and mere shadow 
of Catholic religion, being indeed more rightly named a Catholic 
heresy against the Scriptures, supported mainly by a civil, and 
except in Rome, by a foreign power ; justly, therefore, to be sus- 
pected, not tolerated by the magistrates of another country.** 
C.;n we doubt as to whether John Milton knew Romanism? Can 
we suppose Romanism to have changed? 

Rome is intolerant, because intolerance is Its life, and tolerance 
is its banc. Hitherto the punitory discipline has been tacitly 
received and acted upon, as the tenet of infallibility has. But 
the canons quoted and recently passed by the councU of Rome, 
the Index and the Inquisition, became matters of faith. Hence- 
forth Romanists must believe, under pain of damnation, that it 
is right to punish with torture and death those who dissent from 
papal teachings. This for America as weU as for Italy. Let your 
sister or son be torn from the home, confined in a convent which 
is only a prison ; let the thumb-screw, the rack, the implements 
of torture be applied until death results; arrest the murderers; 
break through their gates; enter their chambers of death, and 
put a stop to this work of horror ; and at once the cry is raised 
— this is the religion of Rome. You must suffer it to kill and 
to destroy because the Catholic principle of faith is this : ** Her- 
esy is not an error of judgment merely, but the breach of a 
divine first principle," — an ** outrage upon absolute truth; 
therefore, in punishing its propagators and abettors, he does 
not punish men for errors of opinion, but for an offence against 
faith." 

Wc declare to Romanists that they are welcome to live in the 
enjoyment of all civil rights ; but they must restrain their con- 
duct, and not tamper with the right of opinion, call it by what 
name they choose. 

Let us now, by a narration of facts, expose the intolerance of 
Rome. Heresy is the death of Romanism. Now that the In- 
quisition is to become a part of the faith of Romanists living 
about us, let us see under what name and in what spirit perse- 
cution is to be waged ; for it will be admitted that it is the boast 
of the Romanist, that the church has never relinquished her 
authority over all persons in all places. Repression goes hand 
in hand with conversion. The Inquisition Is an organized in- 
Btituiion whose chief is the pope. It is called the Holy Office* 
Ab late aa 1825 new pilsous were built for the holy ofilco In lieu 
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of those bnmanely destroyed by the French. These gloomy 
piles excite the wonder of the traveller who comes suddenly 
upon them after visiting St. Peter's and the Vatican close by ; 
for this blood-stained prison is under the pontifical roof. When 
the present pontiff ficd to Gaeta in 1849, the populace burst open 
the prison. No instruments were found, for they were all de- 
Btoyed by the army of the republic. In one cell was a fUruace, 
a woman's dress, and long tresses of hair pulled out by the roots. 
The cell was of peculiar construction and suggestive of horrible 
things, being large enough to contain a human body. The gen- 
eral impression of the people was, that it had been used to con- 
sume the remains of victims. Near the luxurious apartments 
of the Primo Custode, a Dominican friar, was found a deep trap, 
— a shaft opening into unknown depths. This was the Vade in 
Pace, Beautiful names are given in Rome to helli^h deeds. As 
Boon as the accused had confessed his offence, he was sent to 
the commissary, the trap lying directly in the way. The words 
** Go in peace " were a signal to loose the catch, which at the 
least pr ssure opened a yawning tomb. The earth found at the 
bottom of the pit was chemically analyzed, and proved to be 
a compost of common earth, decayed bones, etc , fetid to the 
smell and horrible to the sight. In 18G0 it was thought neces- 
sary to examine this prison, as the foundations had become in- 
secure from the constant overflow of the Tiber. The architect 
was not allowed to go alone, lest he should make plans ; so two 
priests escqrtcd him, one of whom describes the terrible scenes 
which they beheld. 

The writer in these words lays bare the picture. " Leaving 
the custodian's apartment, we entered a vaulted corridor, very 
gloomy, dirty, and damp. It was a cul de sac, leading nowhere. 
The prior unlocked a small door leading to the prison of the 
newly arrested. The cells were small, six feet by four, grimed 
with age and dirt, horrible as the dens of wild beasts in the 
Coliseum. There was no window except a little grating, high np 
in the wall, about the size of an octavo volume; no outlet but 
the little low door; through this grating food and water were 
passed to the captive. The cells were living sepulchres. In one 
of them a largo number of skeletons, minus skulls, was discov- 
ered buried in lime. This is the bath of quicklime. In it the 
sufferers are immersed np to the neck, and it is slowly increased 
until, with the suffocation of the smoke and the anguish of sup- 
pressed breathings, they die in unspeakable agonies. After a 
little time, the heads would roll off into the hollows left by the 
shrinking of the lime. These were found collected in a hamper. 
The first tier of cells seemed to complete the prison ; but our 
chaperon pulled an Iron ring in the stone floor, and revealed a 
small cavernous pit, with an iron ladder to it^ It looked like 
descending a coal shaft. Descending the ladder, they found 
themselves In a low corridor which baffles description. Damp 
dropped fi'om the slimy walls; vile reptiles and horrible vermin 
heM carousal. Uats, emboldened by impunity, scampered about 
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nnd stopped to stare at the Intradcrs. The cold In that hot day 
penetrated the skin. As before, no cells and no opening in the 
walls, as above, could be seen. The plashing of the river was 
audible. There was a still deeper depth. The fHar polled one 
of a line of rings inseitcd in the wall, and a small door opened. 
By introducinj; the lc<?s first, says the writer, we managed to 
fjet in. Imagine a cell level with the bed of the river. A Mmall 
grating looking upon it, but far above reach, admitted light 
enougli to reveal a foul den of torture. Could any human soul 
exist in such a place! The odor was horrible. Into these pris- 
ons the condemned were sent. At the least enlargement of the 
capacious river the cell was filled with water and the prisoner 
drowned. The despairing cry for help and mercy died away 
unheard; or, worse than this, rats entered flrom the river and 
devoured the victim. No inquiry was made for them after im- 
])risonmc'nt. Home makes hill felt in this life, though she does 
little to Introduce the joys of heaven." 

This charge against Rome is not made In a comer. Nor is it 
made of the fact, that this prison is under the roof of the Pontiff. 
For all we know, witnesses for Jesus may be uttering their de- 
spairing cry at this moment. Now, the trouble is here. Rome 
admits and justifies her intolerance. In Rome, Protestants may 
be silent and stay; but if they speak out for liberty, they must 
escape or perish. Not so in America. We can speak, and speak- 
ing is a duty. As the heart is, the man is; the heart of Borne is laid 
bare Study it. This Romanism is in our midst. It plots against 
our li))crtics and determines to undermine the foundations of the 
government. Let us not forget that eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty. Let us open the cell and look upon a victim. 

On a briu'ht June morning iu 1848, the tramp of Garibaldrs 
followers was heard In Rome. The bright radiance of liberty 
penetrated for a moment tiie depths of despotism ; Rome was 
free. While yet the heap of pontlficial carriages was burning in 
the Piazza di St. Petre, an armed crowd presented themselves at 
the gates of the Inquisition. They were soon battered down, 
and a hush of awe fell on the assemblage as it entered those 
remoter portals. Pass at once to the cells in the lower regions. 
They are dripping with damp and overrun with rats. I«ook. 
Two prisoners are discovered alive, half demented with silence, 
daikncss, and famine. They were unable to speak or compre- 
hend that they were free. With tears in their eyes and low 
nmrmurs of pity, the crowd conducted them up-stairs on their 
shoulders, for they were unable to walk. The first discovered 
was a nun about thirty-five years old, and still bearing traces of 
beauty and loveliness. Her monastic habit was so worn and 
ragged, that it scarcely covered her. She had had no change of 
linen for live years, and in winter and summer the same food 
and bedding. The former consisted of a half a loaf of bread* 
sour and black, per day, weighing a pound; and at noon a small 
pannakin of stewed haricot beans. The bedding was laid on an 
erccijou of brick, and couslsted merely of a heap of straw, per- 
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feutly rotten and mildewed, with a blanket in like condition. 
The other prisoner was a bishop, and still wore his faded purple 
cloak. He was nearly seventy, and it was a pltable sight to 
Bee his wretched and uncared-for age, and the settled expression 
of hopeless despair on his countenance. His left side was par- 
alyzed. The multitude that only a few hours before shouted, 
down with the priests, knelt and kissed the old man's hand with 
passionate fervor. They hoisted the two victims in caairs and 
carried them through the city, with the hair and other relics of 
torture. These facts are known about Rome : let ns be sure that 
we do our part to keep them before the people. 

But it is not alone of Home I would speak. John the Revclator 
" saw the kings of the earth as well as the beast" gathering their 
forces to make war with the Lamb. In other woSis, error is in- 
tolerant, and hence between all forms of error there is this band 
of unity. 

Do we seek the cause ? we find it in its lack of fiiiith. Rome has 
a creed, but no faith. It dare not trust. Power enforces doc- 
trine* The Areedom of the will is ignored; the freedom of 
thought is warred against. £rror is empty of trust because it Is 
withont a Just claim. 

Truth is built on a claim. Have I faith in God? I have it 
either because of merit in myself or because I may be permitted 
to plead the merits of another in receiving blessings from God. 
Jesus Christ is our claim ; we trust in him and to him. Ue, the 
God-man, undertakes for us. We leave our interests in his 
hands, because we have in him an advocate with the Father, and 
a helper in the world. Errorists have not faith. They must 
have power to take its place. They seek it and secure it as best 
they may. 

This intolerance of error is not only seen in the way it seeks 
power,, but in the spirit it advocates and exhibits. In the rural 
districts of New England it is perilous for any Romanist to be- 
come a believer in Christ, and desert Rome for the church of 
Christ. The intolerance of Rome is intolerable even here. What 
must it be in countries where she has power? Contrast the 
writings of the apostles and of Christian men with the writings 
of the champions of error. In the one class you detect evidences 
of the peace of God which passeth knowledge ; in the other, 
of persecution which Ignores knowledge, right, and justice. 

There is, then, to be a battle. Error is aggressive. InQdelity 
unites with Romanism not only in resisting truth, but in advanc- 
ing error. 

This foe must be met. How? By force contending with fofce? 
No; but by Christ's children showing the more excellent way, 
and, in the spit it of the Master, leading the thoughts of the de- 
luded and ignorant into the sunshine of love and truth, and by 
insisting upou the maintenance of religious freedom iu this land. 



Victor Hugo to tbx Priests : " We know you! We know 
the elerieal party. It is an old party. This it is which hat 
fovmdfor the Truth those two marvdhue eiipportere, Iffnoranee 
and Error ^ . • . There is a Book — a Book which is from on4 
end to the other an etnanation from above ; a Book which ia 
for the whole world what the Koran is for lelamism^ what ths 
Vedae are for India ; a Book which contains aO, human wis* 
dom, illuminated by all divine wisdom ; a Book which the ven^ 
eration of the people call The Book — The Bible I WeU, your 
censure has reached even that. Unheard of thing I Popes hav0 
proscribed the Bible I How astonishing to wise spirits^ how 
overpowering to simple hearts, to see the fmger of Borne placed 
upon the Book of Qod^^^ 
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Romanism Is the masterpiece of Satan. It embodies and unites 
the forces of evil against trutlx It is the plague of Christianity 
in the sense that it is troublesome and vexatious, and if it is not 
a peril to Christianity it is because God is the author of truth ; 
and Christianity, deriving its life from the God-man, shall live, 
because it is impossible to kill out or imperil this life of God la 
the TTorld. 

Romanism' is a plague, in that the Roman Catholic Church 
claims " to be a body of Christians," while they do not " obey 
from the heart that form of doctrine " which they pi ofbss to 
have received from Christ, and are, In form and in spirit, repre- 
seotatives of ancient Paganism. Paul described their influence 
when he said, '' For the name of God is blasphemed among the 
Gentiles through you."* 

Romanism is a plague, because those who reject the teachings 
of Christ, and care but very little about any form of worship, in 
a half-approving way speak of Romanism as ** an ancient form of 
Christianity," forgetting that, thousjh the bark in its first launch- 
ing might have borne some resemblance to the Christian church, 
Christ abandoned her when she abandoned Christ ; and the bark, 
so beautiful at the outset, has been bored by the worm and 
clogged by the barnacle of every sea over which it has sailed, and 
is now water-logged and worthless. One refers to Romanism as 
being the mother of Protestanism, ignoring the fact that the logio 
which reaches this conclusion would compel him to recognize 
the devil as the author of Christianity ; since sin came by the 
devil and death by sin, and Christ came to save the lost ; and, 
as he would not have come had none been lost, Satan is the 
author of Christianity. How absurd I No wonder that, after 
such an admission, the same writer should predict *' that the 
Catholic church will work with the Protestant churches, like 
sisters, for a common cause and one end." 

Romanism is a plague, because of her power to appear in 
sheep's clothing, though, as a wolf, she seeks to devour the flock 
of God, and attempts ** lo seduce even the very elect." 

By claiming that Rome is a plague, we describe her characteris- 
tics. A plague is a source of perplexity, of pother, of disease. 
So Rome is a plague now as it has been in the past ; but to the 
cause of Christ, to Christianity, whether you speak of the pres- 
ent or of the future, Rome is a plague, if not a peril. We 
r^oice to belieye that there never will be a time when the power 
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'* that opposoth and cxalteth himself above all that is called God 
or ihat is worshipped, so that he as God sittcth in the temple of 
God, sliowin;^: lilmsclf tliat he is God," will uot be under the con- 
trol of the Almighty, and will be made to sabserve the purposes 
of truth. 

Tlic fear, not without a show of reason, is widely felt, that 
Homanisin is a peril as well as a plague. We are told of whut 
tiio Romish church has achieved in the past; of her colossal 
power; of what she is doing; of what, judging from the lights 
of history, she will do. With the Inquisition and its horrors 
tiie worki Is more or less Ihmillar. It is apparent that Rome is 
unchanged, and that she Is fhll of the same persecuting hate to- 
day which characterized her when the bones of Waldenslan mar- 
tyrs whitened thn mountains and valleys of Italy. We are 
aware that Home is a living power. Proofs of this power lie ail 
about us. It is everywhere apparent. We see it in the unblush- 
ing attempts made to control public opinion; we see it in the 
conduct of venal, truckling partisans; we see it in the magulfl- 
cent structures built or being built, planned or being planned, not 
only on our Atlantic coast, but in every considerable town and 
city on this continent. Footprints of her power are seen in 
New York, " where the common rights of the community at 
large are invaded by the public processions of Roman Catholic 
8ocieties in the streets of the city, on the Sabbath day, disturb- 
ing with noise and clamor the worship of Christian citizens, and 
imi)eding them in their progress to and from their respective 
churches. The same power is seen in the grants of money made 
by the municipal or by the State government for the support of 
Komau Catholic schools and other iustitutions, which grants are 
in direct opposition to the ftindamental principle of our system 
of government, which recognizes no form of religion to be aided 
by the State. 

The mystery of iniquity doth already work ; we know and see 
it; and yet with Paul we exclaim, " Only he who now hindereth 
will hinder until he be taken out of the way, and then shall that 
Wlck(?d be revealed whom the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth, and destroy with the brightness of his com- 
ing; even Him whose coming is after the working of Satan, with 
all power and signs and lying wonders, and with all deceivable- 
ncss of uurii^hteousness in them that perish ; because they re- 
ceived not tiie love of the truth, that they might be saved. And 
for this cause God shall send them strong delusion that they 
should believe a lie : that they all might be damned who believed 
not the truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness." 

John the Revelator had a vision, as did Paul the apostle. Car- 
ried away into the wilderness, he saw a woman sitting upon a 
scarlet-colored beast, full of names of blasphemy, having seven 
heads and ten horns. "And the woman "was arrayed in purple 
and soarlet-color, and decked with gold and precious stonei and 
pearls, having a golden cup in her hand, full of abominations and 
tllthlness of her lomlcation, and upon her forehead was a name 
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written, * Mystery, Babylon the Great, The mother of harlots 
and the abominations of the earth.' I saw the woman drunk 
with the blood of the martyrs of Jesns." The mystery of tlio 
ivoman and the beast that carried her, was explained to the 
Bevelator. ** The seven heads are seven monntaiDS, on which 
the woman sitteth," and are supposed to represent the seven 
powers that give support to the church of Rome. " The beast" 
is the power on which she rides, and " the ten horns " are ten 
kings, which shall " receive power as kings one hour with the 
beast. These have one mind, and shall give their power and 
strength unto the beast. These shall make war with the Lamb, 
and the Iamb shall overcome them; for he is Lord of lords and 
King of kings, and they that are with him are called and chosen 
and faithflil." 

In the Christian soul there is a fortress held of God, and im- 
pregnable to Rome. The Lord's Christ was master and con- 
queror even in the dark ages. Prophecy proclaims Jesus to be 
the conqueror of all opposing forces in the future. There are 
times when it becomes us as Christians to survey the world from 
the watch-towers of the Bible and of the church, and to note 
the leadings of Providence, and gather up proofs that, no matter 
how high the barriers of opposition may be reared in the path of 
the stream of spiritual Christianity, that river, finding its foun- 
tain-source in God, shall rise higher than them all, and sweep 
them all away. God has done great things for his people, and 
now, as in the past, our hope is in God ; and so with ttie prophet 
we exclaim, " Only fear the Lord, and serve him in truth with 
all your heart." The words of John are in harmony with this 
ancient faith. Jesus Christ is to overcome all opposition, not 
only because he is King of kings and Lord of lords, but because 
they that are with him are called and chosen and falthfUl. They 
were called of God and chosen of God, and are faithful because 
of the power of God that keeps them. Hence victory is sure. 

The two Tendencies, 

It is said that *< there are two overpowering tendencies at 
work everywhere in the religious world, and that all effort to 
find a logical fbothold between these two tendencies has been in- 
efitectual ; that the one leads to the Catholic church, and that the 
other leads off into rationalism and atheism." 

The first part of this utterance is true. There are two over- 
powering tendencies at work everywhere, and there is no logical 
foothold between them. But it is not true that one of these 
tendencies leads to the Catholic church, and the other to infidel- 
ity and atheism. The Catholic church, infidelity, and atheism 
are on one side, and the Evangelical churches with the gospel are 
on the other* Wherever Romanism thrives, ath^;ism and infidel- 
ity flourish. Let Romanism gain supremacy in a land, and the 
religion of the New Testament disappears ; the Sabbath is over- 
thrown ; the Bible is burned or banished, and the truth as it is 
In Jcsns is unknown. For proof of this assertion, go to Rome^ 
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or to Paris, or even to the Romanized portions of any city, ot 
any part of our country, where Rome is dominant. 

** The greatest outbreak of atlieism in raoden times,** says one, 
•' was in France shortly before the French Revolution. Now, 
the Protestants had been extirpated by Louis XiV, the Hugue- 
nots were driven out of France, and it was left purely Catholic. 
In two generations nearly the whole intellect of the country had 
gone over into atheism. Dr. Priestly says, almost the only men 
of eminence not atheists were Voltaire and Rousseau. Rousseau 
was brought up in Geneva; Voltaire was a great student of 
English Protestant writers, like Locke, Newtou, etc. As soon 
as free thought brolie out of the Catholic church, it went directly 
into atheism. There was no stopping-place. Blanco White tes- 
tiQes the same about Spain. Protestantism was rooted out of 
Spain Ijy the Inquisition. The same thing was true in Italy. 
Protestantism is the safety-valve for free thought. The Roman 
Church fastens it down, and the result is an explosion." 

To say that Christianity has no independent existence outside 
of the Catholic church, is to deny history and to ignore reason. 
JJomanism is against Christianity. It has no more right to call 
itself Christianity tlian has a wolf to call himself a lamb because 
he has attempted to devour a lamb. 

Bomanism Paganism Revived, 

It is a mistake, born of a spirit of toleration, that speaks of 
Romanism as even a part of Christianity, or as a branch of the 
Christian church. Romanism is paganism revived. When the 
founders of Rome forsools the path marked out by the New Tes- 
tament and entered upon their work, they wrested the sceptre 
from pagan Rome, and under Gregory tlie Great, in the name of 
a church, built up a consolidated despotism, which first enslaved 
and then beggared Europe. 

It has been said ** that, if you take the truths which Protest- 
antism retains of Christianity and carry them to their logical 
consequence, they wuuld lead to a return to the Catholic 
church." This is either true or false. If true, we sin if we 
contend against Rome. If false, we sin if we coantenance 
Rome. Protestantism Is the result of a protest against Rome, 
against "indulgences," ** penance," ** purgatory," ^nhe power of 
the priest to forgive sins," against "substituting Mary for 
Christ," ** tyranny ** and ** earthly dominion " for Christianity and 
a kingdom not of this world. A glance at the teachings of 
Christ and history proves this claim, no matter by whom made, 
to be false as false can be. Christ commissions men to preach 
his Gospel in all the world, saying " whosoever believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved." Rome commissions men to bam the 
Gospel in all the world, and declares that whoever believes, not 
in Christ, but in the infallibility of the Romish church,— a church 
tliat substitutes Mary for Christ, — shall be saved. The assump- 
tion that Romanism is Christianity is monstrous in its absurd- 
it/, and absurd because ot Via monstrosity. The Bible Is against 
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Rome, and so Rome is against the Bible. HistoTy is against 
Borne, and so Borne belies history. As Gavazzi said, '^Li^^lit 
and darkness, hell and heaven, God and Satan, Pope aud Bibles, 
cannot go together, and therefore the Popes have always abso- 
lutely prohibited the reading of the Bible. 

Having shown that Romanism has been and is the enemy of 
Christianity, let ns notice a few of the many proofs going to 
show that Romanism and paganism are the same. Those who 
are familiar with the letters of Dr. Middlcton, will remember 
that in 1724 he went to Rome, to visit the genuine remains 2uid 
venerable relics of pasan Rome. Educated at Cambridge Uni- 
versity for the ministry of the Church of England, chosen at the 
age of twenty-three a fellow of Trinity College, and a few years 
later, on account of liis vast and varied learning, appointed prin- 
cipal librarian of the University, he went to Rome fitted by 
general studies to search more particularly into some branches 
of its antiquities, aud to lose as little time as possible in taking 
notice "of the mummeries and ridiculous ceremonies of the 
present religion of the place." His surprise was great when he 
found that ** all the ceremonies appeared plainly to have been 
copied from the rituals of primitive paganism, as if handed 
down by an uninterrupted succession from the priests of old to 
the priests of new Rome." 

The testimony of Dr. Middleton was given in the former part 
of the eighteenth century. Let us now turn to Rev. Henry Al- 
ford, D. D., late Dean of Canterbury, Eng., who writes in the lat- 
ter half of the nineteenth century, and declares umler the head, 
** Rome Essentially Pagan," that "Rome is essentially a pagan 
city. Her churches, numerous as the days of the year, rise ev- 
erywhere around you. Bells are continually going; the com- 
memoration of saints and martyrs is endless. Yet, with very 
rare exceptions indeed, the worsJiip of the people in those churches 
has nothing in common with Christianity. It is not even the 
one God of the Jews and Christians, who, iis a matter of fact, is 
adored in them; it Is not he whom Christians believe to be God, 
blessed- for ever, incarnate in the flesh of man. God has passed 
out from the practical worship of this people ; the Son of God 
has, as matter of flEict, ceased to be an object of their adoration. 
The Eternal Father is found in their pictures as an old man, — 
the Divine Saviour as a little child ; but both are subservient, 
and nearly nil their worship is subservient, to one purpose, — to 
the glorification of a great goddess, and, after her, not of the 
Father, Son, nor Spirit, but of a host of men and women, made 
into objects of adoration by themselves, and, whatever may be 
alleged to the contrary, clothed, as she is pre-eminently clothed, 
with the Incommunicable attributes of the Godhead."* 

Gavazzi, than whom none knows Rome better, in"^isted that 
" the popLsh church is but a pagan church, which has transub- 
stantiated the gospel into the fiesh and blood of ancient pagan-

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ism. It is evident that Rome has adopted three branches of 
pajranism; viz., gods, priests, and thin/ajs.". 

First, of gods. St. Augustine, in his book entitled "Town of 
god," shows that there were not less than 22,000 pagan gods. 
In Rome there are, according to the martyrology, more than 
100,000 gods, —i. e, saints, — real substitutes for the pagan gods, 
having the same names and attributes or functions. The ancients 
worshipped the Dii Tutelares, gods who protected the nations. 
Belns was the Deus Tutelaris of the Babylonians, Isis and Osiris 
of Egypt. Among Romanists, St. Louis is the patron saint of 
France, St. Stephen of Hungary, St. Patrick of Ireland. The 
ancients worshipped the Dii FrcesideSf who presided over towns. 
So do Romanists. Juno was over Carthage; Minerva over 
Athens. Every town had its own. The pagans had their DU 
Patroni ; 8o have Romanists. In Baltimore, in the Cliurch of St. 
Alphonsi Tiiguori, there are two altars, on one of wliich is Mary 
with the babe; on the other the Virgin, with the breast open, so 
that the immaculate heart is shown. This is more than pagan. 
Pagans had rural divinilies; so have Romanists. In Italy yoa 
find very little of Cnrlst. All are Marys or s5lnts. In ancient 
Rome there was a temple to Romulus, where he was suckled by 
the wolf. On his anniversary it was the custom of Roman 
nurses to go in a procession, bearing children, to put them over 
tlie altar, in order to pray to Romulus to be their patron during 
their infancy. When Rome became professedly Christian, the 
nurses were in despair. The church substituted Saint Theo- 
dorus, in the identical temple, by merely changing the name of 
Romulus to Theodorus, and the nurses were happy. Jupiter of 
the pagans is now St. Peter of Rome ; and the Pantheon, a 
heathen temple, with all its gods, was converted into a church, 
and the names of the apostles were given to the heathen divin- 
ilies. Thus, though with dififerent names, there arc the same 
gods, the same miracles, the same attributes, the same devotions, 
the same paganism. 

Second. There is a similarity in priests. The pagans had 
Pontiflces, majores, and mlnores, and at the head of those the 
Poutifex Maxlmus ; in the Romish priesthood are the major and 
minor clergy, and at the head the identical Poutifex Maxlmos. 
The following are some of the points of identity between the 
Roman and Pagan priesthood : — 

The Romish Cardinal, clad in the same scarlet dress and in- 
vested with the same flinctlon, viz., to approve the acts of tiie 
Pontiff, has taken the place of the pagan flamen. 

The ancient Emperor, uniting to his imperial dignity the High- 
priesthood, styled himself Divus, Poutifex Maximus, and Csesar. 
The Pope claims to be Uigh-priest and King-god over earth, and 
Prince in the Roman States. Hence again, we declare that i^apal 
Rome is no less nor more than the church of Pagan Rome. 

'ihird. As to things. Wax caudles are common to both 
systems. 

The pagans had holy fountains, holy wells, holy father Neptano,

holy father Tiber, holy ocean, and holy Naiads ; they have their 
Ganges now. 

In Home there are two sacred fountains of St. Peter, — one in 
the Mamcrtine Prison, where he is supposed to have been con- 
fined, and one in the Santa Maria, in Via Lota. 

There are three holy wells of St. Paul, where it is said his. 
head touched the earth after his execution, and whither multi- 
tudes resort; also thegsacred waters of St. Patrick in Ireland. 

At the entrance of the pagan temple was a vessel containing 
holy water; so in the Roman Church. Both are used in the same 
way, and alike are made of salt mixed with water. 

The amulets and talismans employed in the superstitions of 
B^ypt) Greece, China, and Hindostan, are ftilly matched in the 
Boman system by her rosaries, scapularles, relics, and medals. 

Truly did Dean Alford say, ** With liine tenths of living Ro- 
manists, the whole of the faith once delivered to the saints is 
set aside, and is as if it had never been ; and this goddess-wor- 
ship (for such it is in reality) has taken its place. Everything is 
done by, everything is sought from, the Madonna. As to our 
blessed Lord, he is but a helpless infant in her arms. The bur- 
den of their prayers to her is to show herself to be a mother, 
and command him to do this and that." 

If we are correct in our conclusion that Romanism is paganism 
revived in form and in spirit, then it is a duty we owe to Christ 
and to fair dealing to resist the claims which it puts forth of be- 
ing considered Christianity, or in any way akin to it. It is to be 
tolerated because our government tolerates all religions, even 
the heathenism of the Chinese ; but it should not be supported 
or encouraged by the State, any more than Mormonism or Mo- 
hammedanism. 

Wisely did the synod of New York remonstrate against the 
practice of those parents who place their children in the schools 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and especially in view of the 
fact that it is publicly alleged by one of the distinguished teach- 
ers of that church that seven out of every ten Protestant chil- 
dren under their tuition becomes Catholic." I have elsewhere* 
called attention to the influence exerted by the Roman Catholio 
servants in our homes, where, alas I too frequently the nurse 
teaches the child the use of the beads, and familiarizes him with 
the crucifix as an emblem of worship. With many, a Roman 
Catholic servant is a barrier to discussion, or even to conversa- 
tion, concerning Roman errors. The result is, our children 
grow up either in fear of Rome, or ignorant of her devices, and 
it becomes fashionable to smother opinions on this subject. Let 
Americans be unmuzzled. Talk iVeely in the house and at the 
table, and so honor God and protect liberty. 

The Purpose of Bomanism. 
! Having considered its character, a word will suffice to define

Its parpose. Its purpose manifSsstly Is, to establish a religion 
opposed to tho teacliini^s of tbc Gospel and to the spirit of 
Christianity. It resembles those forms of faith born of the 
earth, and derived ttom the uninspired teachings of the carnal 
heart, distin.i^aished for their lust after temporal dominion. In 
its spirit and agencies it is in direct opposition to civil and reli- 
gious liberty, and in every country where it has had or now has 
control, it tramples upon the rights of man, and Just in propor- 
tion as it flourishes, true civil liberty disappears. Garibaldi de- 
scribed it as a ** cancer," ** au imposture," as a '* formidable 
enemy, because it exists among the ignorant classes, and is 
everywhere the foe of edacation* of enlightenment, and of prog- 
ress. It rules by falsehood, because it is sacrilegiously covered 
with the cloak of religion. Its smile is the smile of Satan ; its 
embrace is the embrace of death I " That it may be possible for 
the light of Christ to find its way to the heart of a Romanist, we 
will not question. With Gavazzl, I hope that many thousands 
may be saved; ** yet their salvation is made more difficult even 
by their own system, because it is made to depend upon super- 
erogatory works, which are far too numerous." It is because 
Christ is not the foundation of the superstructure that we be- 
lieve in its final overthrow. Prophecy describes it as the agency 
of sin, as ^^tke harlot riding the beast" to which kings shall give 
their po9ver as they make war with the Lamb, and declares that 
they shall be overcome by the Lamb. 

Proof from History that Boms ia not Master. 

In 1550, Rome was saying in her heart, " My dominion shall 
encircle the globe. Asia, that world of the hoary past, — Ame- 
rica, that world of the brilliant future, — shall meet at my foot- 
stool, Europe, and worship me as God. My throne shall overtop 
the Hocky Mountains and the Himalayas. The Missouri and 
Ganges shall float my revenues. The waves of every ocean shall 
waft the gold and homage of the gorgeous East and the mighty 
West to this Eternal City. Beyond where Alexander trod, 
beyond where floated Csesar's ensigns, shall stand the pillars of 
my dominion, — a dominion to which all heathens and heretics 
shall submit or perish, — a dominion over all kingdoms of the 
world and the glory of them." Such was the hope of Rome, but 
such a hope was never to be realized. How inspiring at this 
point the teachings of history I How wonderfhlly the victories 
won over Romanism prove God's omnipotent power of control 
over this iniquity I 

In 1554, Philip, the heir of Charles V, was made King of Naples, 
of Sicily, and also of England, by his marriage with Queen Mary, 
known in England as Bloody Maiy. In 1556, he ascended the 
Spanish throne. Then it looked as though Europe and Great 
Britaia were alike lost to Protestantism. Eveiythlng that 
human ingenuity could devise was done to bind England to 
Borne, but in vain. Philip was not crowned king. Mary did 
not live $ when she died, Elizabetli, \ifix «>ux^t^ ^«a Nsx '^'(\aaacL« 
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Prondhr does the En^ishroan point to the robes she wore from 
bcT cx'ii in the tower to the throne of En*^hind. In yain did 
Philip try to win her fiiTor. Failin? here, he determined to 
wrest the soeptrc from her grasp, and regain the throne which 
he had lost bj the death of his former wife. Bat the love of 
tmth was deep in the English heart. Tbe Reformation was in 
ftill blast on the continent, and large dominions had been severed 
Drom the dominion of the Pope. Spain was now at tbe zenith of 
her power. By discoveries and by conquest she had gained con« 
trol of Pern, Mexico, New Spain, the West Indies, and the rich- 
est portions of North America, while rich provinces in Asia and 
Spain l>owed at the foot of the Spanish throne. The Roman 
church, by the Holy OflSce of the Inqalsition, burned alive, in 
Spain alone, iVom 1433 to 1808, 81,912 persons; Torqucmada 
bnmed In fifteen years 8,800; Deza, in seven years, 1,664 per- 
iods ; and Cardinal Ximencs, in ten years, 2,530 persons. 

In France, the war was raging between the priests and the 
people. In the Netherlands, Philip was exerting his utmost 
strength to destroy the power of William, Prince of Orange, the 
leader of the Protestant forces. 

Foiled in these attempts, though 86,000 martyrs for liberty of 
conscience had evidenced how mnch dearer than life was their 
love for God*s word, Philip II determined, as a last resort, to 
destroy England, in the hope of prostrating forever the reformed 
foith. 

The monarch of an almost boundless empire, supported by 
enormous wealth, and by the best disciplined anny in the world, 
encouraged by the Pope and the priests, impelled by supersti- 
tion and the most unrelenting bigotry, he declared himself 
supreme; and, determined to attack Protestantism in itsstron:;- 
hold, he fitted out the armament against England known as the 
*' Spanish Invincible Armada,** which for pride, wealth, magnifi- 
cence, and the munitions of war it contained, and the provisions 
and resources of all kinds it carried, and the number and charac- 
ter of the men who accompanied it, was never excelled by any 
armament that ever floated upon the sea. 

But God was against him. His invincible fleet was scattered 
as by the breath of the Almighty ; England triumphed ; Protest- 
antism, liberty, and religion were established on a surer founda* 
tion than ever before. 

The strong. arm of Spain was broken; Henry IV was flghting 
Philip successfblly in France; and the war of the Netherlands — 
after lasting sixty-eight years — cost Spain $800,000,000, des- 
poiled her of her treasures, bereaved her of her best men, and 
caused her to sink to that despicable position which she has since 
occupied among the nations of the earth; while Protestantism 
was gaining in Europe and in Great Britain. Thus was the New 
World delivered from the hand of the oppressor. 

In 1610, Henry IV, the Abraham Lincoln of France, was assas- 
sinated. The interests of Protestantism began to suffer at the 
hands of his descendants. But what was loss to Elato^e viua 
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giiln to America. The power lost by Spain in the New World 
pa.MHcd for a time inio the haods of France, only to be wrested 
from licr by Ku;4land, whose sons were to control America. 

The work left unnccompiisbcd by Philip II was resumed by 
T/0u1hXIV, who, uniting under his sceptre the empires of Francis 
l of Frnucc nnd Charles V of Spain, extended his empire over 
the Netherlands, Sardinia, Sicily, Naples, Milan, and other pos- 
tesHlons In Ituly; over the ThLiippines and Manilla Islands in 
Anla ; und over the fi:reatcr part of Southern and Central America, 
California and Florida. It looked now as though Rome was to 
bo master. The throne of Louis XIV was the embodiment of 
the power of Home. The Protestant nations were ftiliy apprised 
of this fact, and had already formed an alliance against him. 
> ngland was to Protestantism what France was to Popery; and 
conNequcutly the subjugation of England was the darling project 
of LouIh. 

The spirit of the roan is evidenced in his revocation of the 
Kdlct of Nantes, made by Henry IV, which gave Protestantism 
equal rights with Romanism. By a single stroke of his pen fifty 
thousand families were banished f^om their homes. 

Fi)r a time, to the natural eye, it looked as though a gloomy 
ulrndow was to rest upon the prospects of America; for, at this 
time, Louts the XIV, the right hand of Rome, claimed as his 
nearly the whole of the New World. The French flag was seen 
on the hhures of the St. Lawrence and the Great Lakes, along 
the rich prairies of the West to the Mississippi; and the whole 
of t lie wide and beautiflil valley, flrom the Falls of St. Anthony to 
the Gulf of Mexico, was, by reason of French dominion, the land 
of tlio prlcit and the crucidx. The question to be decided was, 
hsluiU North America be Protestant, or Catholic? All know that 
fk*codom fouud a hope in Protestantism, and a grave wherever 
Cat hollclsm ruled supreme. France declared, '* America shall be 
l^athoilc.** So said the Pope; thus spake Montcalm; for this 
the Jesuit labored everywhere, in the thronged city and In the soli- 
tudes of ftrosts, amid the haunts of civilization and by the cabin 
und tent-llres of the red man. Soldiers who invoked the Virgin 
nud adored the walbr, gave battle to the power of Britain on the 
waters of Champlaiu and ftir away on the banks of the Ohio. 
French fbrts bolted the homes of Englishmen, while they extended 
along the tablo-lands of Mexico, overlooked the mines of Pern, 
nutciied the broad plains of the Amazon and La Plata. North- 
wan), Bouthwani, tiom pole to pole, from oc^an to ocean, these 
lulsslonarles extended the dominion of the Pope, until in the 
l^ew World noue disowned his sceptre save a few red brethren 
In the woods, and a few white brethren along the shore. It is 
Hot necessary to describe the work wrought by Clive in India, 
l^hons at the battle of Plaissey, French dominion was overthrown 
land Knglish dominion was established. It is enough to declare 
that in one hour of battle the deeil was done. Thus did Jehovtdi 
tmUo the scarlet hand strvtched out to grasp the Eastern hemi- 
9piwr9. The power of Kqqiq Vsl tte £afi\ vcas broken, — the clt*- 
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del of her strenprth was in Ihe dost. Rome could not burn here- 
tics in India, for England held the reins of goyernmeut ; and 
where the tread of the English lion is felt, there is freedom to 
worship God. 

Come back fifteen thousand miles, and enter the Prussian 
territory. It was in the month of August, 1756, that the Seven 
Years' War commenced. The English were lighting the French 
in India and the French in America. The world was like a ship 
madly tossed upon the billows and beaten ty tempests. The 
Protestants of Europe rallied about the standard of Frederic the 
Great. They went to battle with psalra-tunes on their lips, and 
with a love for the Bible in their hearts. At last they fought the 
battle of Lenthen, animated by their love of truth and by a spirit 
of revolt against the aggressions of Rome. Victory was won. 
From that eventfhl period in history dates the political ascend* 
aucy of the Protestant element. " The ark of the national cove- 
nant was for the first time intrusted to the hands of unshackled 
freemen. Protestantism, victorious in India and in Europe, now 
began a new work. Popery was no longer master. ** It had felt 
the power of trutn, when preached by a line of cannon encircling 
half the globe." 

The war of the sword being over in Europe, the war of words 
began., The pnlpit*s voice was heard. The Bible began to be 
circulated, and the press uttered its inspiring voice. Voltaire, 
writing history as a partisan, made the annals of his race a con- 
tinuous sarcasm against the hierarchy of the Roman Catholic 
church, and did efiective battle. It gives us confidence in 
humanity's progress, in the wisdom and alniightiness of Provi- 
dence, when we see all, both friend and foe, brought into a com- 
mon field, and made, by an unseen hand, laborers and co-laborers 
together for a common object. What Voltaire was in the domain 
of literature and with the pen on the Continent, that James 
Wolfe was with the sword in America, who, in 1759, received the 
command of the expedition against Quebec. The glory of the 
ascent up precipitous cliff's, by means of hanging boughs and 
projecting crags, until they stood upon the Heights of Abraham, 
upon tlie very summit of the supposed impregnable fortress, is 
familiar to all. How he led on his troops ; how by perseverance 
and military stratagem he overcame the difficulties of the enter- 
prise; how he disregarded the wound in his wrist, and still, 
sword in band, pressed forward against overwhelming odds 
A:om victory to victory ; how, pierced by a second ball, he fell 
into the arms of an officer, and said, '* Don't let my brave com- 
panions see me fall," — all this has been committed to immortal 
record. ** Night, silence, the rushing tide, veteran discipline, 
the rare inspiration of genius, had been his allies *, his battle- 
field, high oyer the ocean river, was the grandest theatre on 
earth for illustrious deeds ; his victory, one of the most momen- 
tous in the history of mankind, gave to the English tongue, and 
the institution^) of the Germanic race, the unexplored and seem- 
ingly infinite West and North. He crowded into a few hours

actions that would have given lustre to length of UTb ; and, fill* 
iiig his day with greatness, completed it before his noon." Amid 
the gatliering gloom and incoming night of the tomb, amid the 
roar of cannon, the clash of arms, and the moans of the dying, 
a shoat borne on every breeze reaches his ear. Loader and 
still louder grows the swell, and it runs along the victorious 
lines. " They fly/ they fly I** sounds clear above the roar and 
din of battle on the Heights of Abraham. The expiring Wolfo 
half starts from the repose of death's stupor to ask, ** Who 
flies?" " The French fly," "Then I die contented," says the 
soldier, and expires. Little did the dying hero understand the 
significance of that shout. It meant that North America was 
lost forever to the Pope ; it meant that the scarlet lady of the 
Tiber should never have control of the destiny of the Western 
hemisphere; it meant that America should become Freedom's 
citadel and the heritage of Truth. How surely all history dis- 
plays the glorious providence of God I How sublime and bene- 
flcent is the grand drift of human affairs as controlled by that 
Providence I How dark and deplorable is the world's history as 
the designs and characters of men are displayed 1 -^ how bright 
as the plans and agency of God are revealed 1 

Proofs drawn from recent Events, 

The history of God's providential acts in ftivor of the truth do 
not stop with the victory on tiie Heights of Abraham. We behold 
proofs of His power in later strnpgles with this bitter and im- 
placable foe. To-day, we are to a large extent what these con- 
flicts have made us. Our love of freedom, our hatred of oppres- 
sion, our opposition to prelacy, is not an ephemeral feeling ; it 
is ihe tree which has been grown dining centuries of straggle. 
Care has been bestowed upon it. Its roots have been moistened 
by the best blood of the race, and its trunk defended by the 
brawny arms and courageous hearts of as gnllant and devoted a 
band as the world ever saw. llnd we lime to review the history 
of religious freedom in the United States, we should see how 
God*s providence alone brought to^etiier antagonistic creeds, 
and made deadly foes bear anus together in defence, perhaps, of 
the only principle on wliich they could then have nnited. Ro- 
manists were compelled to adopt the Gospel platform to save 
themselves from destruction. 

I8 Bomanism on the increase f 

Emigration has done much for Home, more than it will ever 
do again ; and yet, with it all, the growth of the Roman Cath- 
olic church has not kept pace (considering the help it has re- 
ceived from abroad) with the Baptist or Methodist Churches, 
which have grown from within. The principal current of con- 
version affecting the Homan Catholic church in this country is 
a current out of it. Their own statistics show that out of two 
Catholics coming here they lose one, out of teii children ^uca- 
ted Jn our schools they lose tWe. O^er tiaa millions of Catj^olics 
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iMve emigrated to this country; there are but Are millions now 
m the country. In Rome there la everywhere decay. '* Year by 
year," says Dr. Alford, " the old ceremonies arc less attended, 
and less cared for by those who attend them. Whether it be 
Carnival or Christmas or Easter, the remark of the Romans ani- 
Tersally is, that it is nothing to what it used to be a few years 
since. But yesterday I witnessed the processions of the con* 
lyatemities coming to adore the Easter sepulchre in St. Peter's. 
There was lamentation round me that, where we saw ten or 
twenty members, there used to be hundreds. And the aspect of 
that vast building during the most solemn services I can never 
forget. It was thronged by thousands, come to hear the Mis* 
«rere, and see the ceremonies. But general reverence there was 
none, and I speak not now of the behavior of strangers. While 
one Soman was kneeling, twenty men were walking, and talking 
aloud, even during the Miserere itself. Inquire wherever you 
will, and you find, beneath a fair semblance of religion and pu- 
rity, a reeking mass of falsehood, oppression, impurity, and sel- 
fishness, the details of which must be incredible except to those 
who, like myself, have had the means of substantiating them. 
It is not too much to say that the present moral and religious 
state of Rome is a foul blot on modern Christendom, and hardly 
to be paralled even among the darkest passages in the history 
of our race." 

Not so among the Protestant churches. I^ever did evidences 
of .inherent vitality more abundantly abound. Never were revi- 
Tais more general, or conversions more frequent. <* Besides the 
nimble, strong, and multiform -working of the Protestant faith, 
there is the great fact that the Protestant nations are the ones 
that wield the principal civilizing influences of the world. They 
carry the torch for mankind ; and it is Protestantism in them 
that supplies and lights the torch. Take the Protestant nations 
out of the world, and who could have any hope for it? and take 
Protestant Christianity out of them, and there would be no hope 
for them. 

*' As I stood on a beautiAil summer morning, in flront of the 
magnificent monument which the citizens of Glasgow have reared 
to the memory of John Knox, the ' man who never feared the 
face of clay,' and studied the face of the statue, so calm, so 
earnest, and beheld the Bible which his hand holds forth as the 
source of power that VTrested Scotland from the dominion of the 
Fope and gave that land to Christ ; as I gazed upon the tombs 
of the martyrs, and beheld proofs of God's power in the changes 
wrought there and elsewhere in Great Britain, my thoughts 
winged their way westward and homeward. For the first time 
I was made to understand why Roman Catholic cathedrals and 
Htructures are being built in America. Just such a people, in 
the past, reared the magnificent structures of Great Britain as 
are now carrying brick and mortar in our own land. Let them 
go on. * The Lamb shall overcome them,' These splendid struc- 
tures shall yet be filled with the sounds of the Gospel, and with 
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the praises of worship, as are those feir-famed cathedrals once 
the boast of the Roman, and now the pride of the English 
church. Let those who feel that the country is imperilled by 
Komanism go back a few years in their recollections. Behold 
proofs of the power of Rome in elections, in legislatures, and in 
government I The American movement which desired to place 
* none but Americans on guard,' in compliance with the instruc- 
tions of Washington, grew out of the peril that threatened the 
ark of our liberties. Rome was pretentious and insolent. The 
people believed that the alien born were slaves to a power antag* 
onistic to liberty, and that the foreign vote, controlled by a foreign 
potentate, not only proposed, but elected, presidents, — that this 
directing force vested in the bishops of the Romish church in the 
United States, dictated treaties, claimed cabinet appointments, 
placed its hand upon the tree thought of the nation, and strove to 
muzzle the press, and kill out the vital independence of the peo- 
ple. Ilcnce, the opposition to a despotism whose tyranny knew 
no limits, and was restrained by no barriers. It was shown that 
demagogues bargained for the Catholic vote, — a vote whidi pro- 
cured seats in the cabinet and on the supreme bench, chaplaincies 
in the public service, foreign missions and embassies, seats of 
honor and emolument at home and abroad, places by the thou- 
sand in the revenue service, and the confiding to the hands of 
a Roman Catholic the entire postal service. 

At times the sky was overcast with clouds. It was proved then 
that a majority of Romanists, though they find protection under 
our flag, are, after all, alien in heart as in birUi. The Pope is 
master, though the President is professedly ruler. The struggle 
was severe, but the followers of the Lamb were again equal to 
the emergency ; and though riots arose, tliough orphan asylums 
were torn down and innocents were murdered, though our largest 
city seemed given up ti> violence, yet the cause of truth again 
triumphed, and the fell power of despotism was broken, and 
Romunism, which has always been a plague, ceased to be a peril. 
To-day, in the South as in the North, the liible is freely circulated, 
the press is unmuzzled, and * the called, the chosen, and the 
faith IXil ' are at work as never buforc. From State to State in 
the South revivals of religion have gone, blessing thousands and 
bringing untold numbers from darkness to light. Truth goes 
f«*rward in straight lines. It mocks the slavish fear of the task* 
master, and proudly claims Freedom as her child. After all, our 
hope of humanity, of civil freedom and political freedom, rests on 
the omnipotent working of the Iloly Spirit. Rome may con- 
trol human votes, venal legislators, but there is one thing Rome 
cannot do : she cannot wrest the power of God's Spirit. She 
cannot hinder revivals of religion, those pentecostai showers 
with wliich so large a portion of our land is blessed. She cannot 
retard the progress of truth as taught in the Sabbath school, the 
Bible class, and the family circle, nor can she change the immuta- 
ble purposes of Almighty God.

Clouds blacken tae heavens; the tempests burst forth from their 
prison chambers. They bestride the plain, they sweep up 
around the mountain, they grapple with the oak. Watch the 
conflict. The sturdy tree is undaunted. Roots hold Arm, trunk 
stands true, boughs bend, creak, and groan ; but with the excep* 
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tion of here a leaf and there a twig, that monarch of the forest 
comes forth master of the gale. The battle has helped it, and it 
will do better next time because of the stardlness won in the 
flght of to-day. 

The attack on the Bible means basiness. It points to the 
source of our strength. It is an indication of the power com- 
mitted to the people and of tbe work they have to perform. It 
is God's way of saying to us, all you are and all you will be, 
conies from your devotion to trulh. The Bible is attacked, — 
defend it. Let the world know by your action and your speech 
that you are glad of every opportunity to show your devotion to 
truth. Th«n let the conflicts increase. Victories for truth will 
be multiplied, and the American people will grow up to be a 
Bible-loving, a Bible-defending and a (iod-fcaring nation, beautl* 
fill as Tirzah, comely as Jerusalem, and terrible as an army with 
banners. 

The Schools are to be Managed not alone for Men, biU for God. 

The schools, like the atmosphere, are free to all. The influ- 
ences of them surround alL Whatever taints them, injures us. 
Whatever ennobles, purifies, and exalts their character, blesses 
us. It will not do to stop with us. We arc prone to do it, and 
naturally think that society is organized, nations are grown, civ- 
ilizations are built up, to help the individual. Thus reckoning, 
we Ignore God. Man is created to promote God's glory and ad- 
vance the interests of truth in the world. Children belong to 
God. God commands us to bring them up for him, — that is, " in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord,*' Rome brings them up 
for the church first, and claims that she brings them up for Go(L 
Others bring them up for the state first, and so secondarily for 
God. Both classes make a mistake. The schools belong to God. 
We are to train the children to know him, to serve him, to love 
him, knowing that this accomplished good citizenship, loyalty to 
the church and to the iuslitutions designed and built by God, will 
follow naturally, and as a matter of course : hence the command, 
** Bring them up In the nurture and admonition of the Lord.** 
Romanists substitute the church for the Lord, — seek to bring up 
children in such a manner that they may be saved, not from their 
sins, not from death, not from ignorance, not from vice, but 
fi om Protestantism, and to the church. As education destroys 
the power of the priest, and dissipates the fogs and mists of 
superstition, Romanists war against it with all their power. 
The priests — not the people ^ but the priests — contend against edu- 
cation for mere existence. Education is the death of Romanism. 
Therefore, they oppose education. 

Our argument is not, then, so much for them, as for those who 
believe that education of the mind and soul is essential to the 
growth which God designs for all. If priests of Rome argue 
iliat ignorance and degradation, such as is found in all Catholic 
countries, is preferable to the enlightenment, the intelligence, the 
culture, the prosperity of all Protestant coontries, we must pass 
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the priest, and, appealing to the people, not only point oat a more 
excellent way, but by schools, by literature, by Christian en- 
lightenment, we mast urge all to follow as as we follow Christ. 
To do less is to ignore oar manifest duty. It is impossible to 
divorce the Bible and education. Our literature is interwoven 
with religion. To attempt a separation is to destroy not only 
the child, bat the mother. " Religion, or virtue, in a lar^e sense, 
includes duty to God and our neighbor; but in a proper sense, 
virtue signifies dnty towards men, and religions duty to God/* 
Religion, not theology, not dogmas, not creeds, is to be taught 
in the schools, to the end that the pupils may become intelligent 
and virtuous citizens, competent to discern the path of duty in all 
the relations of life, and strong in the resolution to walk in it. Said 
the Abbe de Malby, in a letter addressed to John Adams concern- 
ing the government and laws of the United States, " It is difllcult 
to avoid forming a conclusion respecting the relations of religion 
to onr God, because they are enveloped by a multitude of mys- 
teries; but the relations of religion to society are ascertained 
beyond the possibility of dispute. Who can entertain a doubt 
whether God hath intended to unite all mankind by the ties of 
morality and virtue, —ties whereon is founded the welfare of 
each citizen and of society?" Can Roman Catholics afford to 
dissent from the principle that God is ruler, that his word is 
authority in things moral and spiritual, and, therefore, that his 
revealtjd word be treated with the respect due to it. 

It seems to me that in waging this fight against the school 
Bvstem, Catholics must take either one of two positions, — 
* 1. That ignorance is better than enlightenment for Catholics. 
Or, 2. That the word of God is the death of Popery. 

For it is admitted by Catholics that children educated in 
church-schools cannot compare with children educated in public 
schools. 

The Pope uncovers his Hand. 

In a letter written by Cardinal Antonelli, his Secretary, to the 
Bishop of Nicaragua, he says : ** We have lately been informed 
liere that an attempt has been made to change the order of 
things hitherto existing In that republic, by publishing a pro- 
gramme in which are annnunciatcd, * Freedom of education and 
of worship.' Both these principles are not only contrary to the 
laws of God and of the church, but are in contradiction with the 
concordat established between the Holy See and the Bepttblic* 
Although we do not doubt that your most illustrious and reverend 
lordship will do all in your power against maxims so destructive to 
the church and to society^ still we deem it bij no means superfluous 
to stimulate your well-known zeal, to see that the cleugy, and 

iLBOVE ALL, THE CURATES, DO TUEIR DUTY. 

By Cardinal Antonelli.** 

This langaage needs no explanation. ** Freedom of education 
and worship are contrary to the laws of God and of the church 
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. . . alike destrnctive to the church and to society." In* 
fallibility mr.kcs this declaration with respect to one American 
Republic; it holds equally with regard to all. It is Home's Ain- 
daincntal principle. In the city of New York, $900,000 hare been 
given in nine years to an institution which is the avowed enemy 
of the republicof liberty, of education, and of progress. 

" Tfie Priests must do their Duty,** 

This, in the light of the Hunter Point war, is a significant 
utterance. When the five villages now embraced in Long Island 
city were united, a department of education was organized onder 
a Board of five Commissioners, — three Protestants, and two 
Roman Catholics. These Commissioners, by a unanimous vote, 
adopted the By-laws of the State of New York Board of Edu- 
cation, including article twelve, which requires that the schools 
shall be opeucd with the reading of the Bible. All assented to 
it. The children were delighted with it, and their parents saw 
them influenced by the teachings of truth, and rejoiced. The 
priest heard t^om the Pope through the Bishop and was com- 
manded to do his duty. What is a priest's duty? To teach the 
truth, to preach the gospel ? No, but to oppose the truth. He 
began his work, and the Board was at length induced to suspend 
all religious exercises at the opening of the schools for one 
mouth ; at the end of which time the Board decided that the 
Lord's prayer, or the Ten Commandments, or both, at discretion 
of the principal, should be read each morning; thus, for the sake 
of peace, was principle trampled upon. In vain I The Lord's 
prayer might do, but what can Rome do with the Ten Command- 
ments, when one of them condemns her idolatry and openly 
accuses the church of treason to God? 

Hence, on Nov. 24, 1871, while the teacher was reading the 
Lord's Prayer, a girl arose from her seat and cried out, ** I don't 
believe that." There is a lesson for us in the appearance of the 
girl. Rome can do little with the boys, but retains its hold of 
the girls. Ninety-nine of every hundred who attend the confes- 
sional are women. Put the ballot into women's hands and the 
priests will do their duty with a vengeance ; but liberty and edu- 
cation may sufi'er more than is apprehended. The girl did not 
stop with mere dissent, but expressed her horror of the Scrip- 
tures, and said, ** its doctrines, if believed in, would send tJiem all to 
hell" The priest had evidently discharged his duty so far as 
that girl was concerned. On Monday following, Nov. 27, during 
the reading, thirty children commenced shouting, " Don't believe 
in that I" So the war went on. The parents sided w^ith the 
teacher, and brought back the children who left the school in 
accordance with instructions from the parents. But parents and 
children were compelled by their priests to fight the school or 
Bufl'er the perils of excommunication, which is claimed to be 
damnation. 

This brings the question before us. It is education, with the 
Bible, which is the foundation of our moral and civil code, or it 
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is IgnoraDce and despotism and crime. On which side in this 
fight do yon propose to stand? The Board of Education stood 
firm, and in open court it was decided that the Bible shonid be 
read, and that there should be no further disturbance. This is 
for the public. The hate of the priesthood lives, and the Pope 
cries out, ** Priests do your duty.** 

The priests evidently mean to obey. They are arrayed against 
car school system in the press, in the pulpit, and, more than all, 
in the confessional. One who has gone to the confessional for 
the last time said this: **At the close of my confession, the 
priest would ask, * Is that all ? ' * It is.* * Not all,* said the priest. 
* You keep your child in the devouring fire of the public schools, 
and will be damned unless you desist.* I replied, the child im- 
proved in morals and in mental power in the public school, and 
the reverse was true when he attended the parochial school.*' 
The priest in his anger grew violent. The woman left the con- 
fessional to return no more, but keeps her child in the public 
school, and finds in the word of God a light that leads her to 
Christ direct, without the mediation of a priest. In many of 
our cities, priests have carried their oppositiqn so far that 
Romanists remonstrate and stand by the teacher in preference 
to the priest. 

There could be nothing worse for the fliture of America than 
for the children of foreigners to be reared up In the ignorance of 
Romanists in Italy or in Ireland. Hence, Romanists owe it to 
themselves, to their children, present and fhture, to demand 
that the school system be preserved Inviolate, and that their 
children enjoy the boon procured for them, by the devotion to 
liberty and to enlightenment for the entire population of America, 
which characterized the founders of our nationality. 

Can Romanists in the light of history, of what the Bible has 
done, and of what It offers to do, — can they afford to break 
with the moral sentiment of this land, wlilch makes Christ the 
bulwark of liberty, and the hope of oppressed and sln-stained 
humanity ? 

The decree has gone forth that Catholics who send their chil- 
dren to the public schools will not be allowed to partake of the 
V Holy Sacrament. Will Catholics yield their children's hopes of 
the fdtnre to this despotic usurpation, or will they resist it in 
the name of God and in love of their children? Will Americans 
bend before this opposition, or defend enlightenment and Chris- 
tian culture? 

'The common schools of America had been founded more than 
one hundred and twenty-five years before the Declaration of 
Independence, and we find that universally the reading of the 
Bible and religious instruction formed a part of the system of 
education therein. We find that the old Continental Congress 
which had charge of our affairs during the Revolution, provided 
that there shonid be Imported from Great Britain, at the public 
expense, for distribution among the people of this land, 20,000 
Bibles. We find that the first act of the first continental con- 
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gress was to provide for the appointment of a chaplain, and h« 
came in the next morning and rend that magnificent thirty-first 
Psalin of David, beginning, ** In thee, O Lord, do I pat my trust; 
let me never be ashamed ; deliver me in thy righteousness," and 
then invoiced the blessing of God in prayer upon the assembly. 
We find that every regiment of the American army of the Revo- 
lution was provided with a chaplain at the public expense. George 
Washington, when he took the oath of office, reverently bowed 
his head and kissed the Holy Book. Congress is opened by 
prayer each day of session. 

The Constitution of the United States, In providing for religious 
liberty, expressly declares that no restraint should be exercised; 
** that congress should make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the ftee exercise thereof," but recog- 
nizing the principle introduced to the notice of mankind by Roger 
Williams, who repudiated toleration because the right to tolerate 
Implied the right to proscribe, who would not accept as a favor 
IVom man what had been given to him as a right by God ; who 
held that when God made the eye he conferred the right to look, 
and when he made the Bible he conferred the right to read it or 
to have it read. So congress opened the way for the worship of 
God and for the diflnsion of the principles of the gospel without 
prescribing any form of worship or any mode by which the gos- 
pel should be circulated. 

Judge Stoiy, in his Commentaries upon the Constitution, in 
icgard to the rights of conscience and the establishment of re- 
ligion, says: **The promulgation of the great doctrines of 
religion, the being and attributes and providence of one Al- 
n Ighty God, the responsibility to him for all our actions, founded 
upon moral freedom and accountability : a future state of re- 
wards and punishments ; the cultivation of a)l the moral, social, 
and benevolent virtues, — these never can be a matter of indiifer- 
ence in any well-ordered community. It is, indeed, difficult to 
conceive how any civilized society can well exist without them. 
And at all events, it is impossible for those who believe in the 
truth of Christianity as a divine revelation, to doubt that U is the 
special duty of the government to foster and encourage it among all 
the citizens and tuhjects. This is a point wholly distinct from 
that of the right of private judgment in matters of religion and 
of tho flreedona of public worship according to the dictates of 
one's own conscience. 

This \s tbM broad platform on which the people of this land, 
with few eyceptions, have found it in their hearts to occupy. They 
have felt tjiat religion, morality, and knowledge, being necessary 
to good (government and the happiness of mankind, therefore 
schools and the means of education should forever be encouraged. 
Up to this time, in the Northern or Free States, schools have been 
encouraged. The South pursued a difi'erent course. 

It will be remembered that shortly after the termination of the 
war in 1781, the idea of establishing schools at the public cost in 
South Carolina was abandoned on account of the expense, and 
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eonseqnent nopopularity of the means. General Marlon, when 
he was informed in advance of this probable result, with great 
earnestness declared his belief, that the chastisement of the 
Almighty would be visited upon the people if they neglected 
to provide for the instruction of the masses, and uttered this 
prophecy : "If the means of education are withheld from the 
people, if they are not bestowed by the government, ambitious 
demagogues will arise, and the people, through ignorance and 
love of change, will follow them ; vast armies will be formed, 
bloody battles fought, and the country desolated with all the 
horrors of a civil war." The Southern States did fail to pro- 
vide popular education, and the result followed. Everywhere 
the need of education is felt. Europe is providing it for her 
people. Italy is ninning a race with other nations in building 
np a system of free schools. In Rome much has been done, and 
much is being done ; and in the United States, where our school 
system has been our boast and glory, we And the pries hood of 
' the Roman church opposing education, and many of the descen- 
dants of the Puritans acquiescing in the conclusion that it is best; 
to give up the Bible to save the school, even though Romanists 
declare their opposition more to the school than to the Bible. 

The Command is, " Bring up the Children in the Nurture of the 

Lord:* 

'< Nurture " is a beautiftil word. It has arms that enfolds, and 
love that warms. It means nourish, or educate. To bring up 
children in the nurture of the Lord, is to educate them as they 
do in Prussia and elsewhere, by telling them of God, of the work 
of creation, of Providence as seen in history and in life. 

Rev. Calvin E. Stowe, d. d., years ago visited Germany with 
a view to investigate the systems of elementary public instruc- 
tion then prevailing, and personally inspected many schools of 
all grades. As there must be many Catholic and Protestant 
children together, it is well to notice the course pursued. He 
informs us that the methods of religious instruction employed 
are various, according to the creed of the neighborhood, the 
style of instruction of the teacher. Sometimes the teacher calls 
the class around him and relates in his own language the simple 
narratives of the Bible. Sometimes he employs the translation 
of the Scriptures in general use among the people. The higher 
classes receive instruction in the whole Bible history, finishing 
with a summary of Christian doctrine, in the form of a cate- 
chism, which is the one employed by the church to which the 
parents of the scholars belong. Religious instruction of some 
kind, like all the other instruction of the schools, is not optional, 
but compulsory. The teachers, however, abstain from sectarian 
peculiarities, or from casting odium upon any denomination of 
Christians. 

The late Horace Mann says : " Nothing receives more attention 
in the Prussian schools than the Bible. It is taken up early and 
studied systematically.' 
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In all the Protestant schools. Lather's catechism Is U9ed, and 
in all the Roman Catholic schools the Catholic catechism is used, 
and when the schools are mixed, they have combined literary 
with separate religions instruction ; and here all the doctrines of 
the gospel arc taught early and most assiduously. 

Gambetta, of L'rance, says in his speech of Nov. 16, 1871 : — 

** The only way for France to retrieve her place in Europe, is 
to improve and strengthen her internal position. The most 
pressing and urgent of all reforms, is a comprehensive measure 
of general education, which would finally abolish the class dis- 
tinctions which unfortunately eaist. I am for absolutely gratui- 
tous, obligatory, and (I would use a word grating to many ears) 
lay instruction. History shows that in all times the rulers who 
had an interest in forming men for their own purposes, looked 
upon every man who could read as an enemy. I am not only for 
the separation of cimrch and state, but for the entire separation 
of the schools from the churches. I consider this not only a 
question of political, but of social order." He utterly denied the 
force of the objection that partisans of lay instruction wanted 
to breed up atheists; and declared that in his proposition 
there was nothing hostile to religion. ** Let religious education, 
whether Catholic, Jewish, or Frotestant, be given in religious 
temples, according to the choice of parents ; hut let not the Cath- 
olics^ vrith their claims to exclusivenesSj have anything to do toith 
the propagation of necessary knowledge which it is the State's duty to 
gee imparted to every citizen.** 

What education under priestly influence has affected for his 
country, Gambetta well knows. His cure is radical. Put it into 
the hands of the laity, and let it be absolutely gratuitous and 
obligatory ! '•> 

"My wish," said Lord John Russell, "and hope is, that the 
rising youth of England may be taught to adopt, not the church 
of Rome nor the church of England, but the church of Christ. 
The teaching of Christ, whether dogmatic or not, is to be found 
in the Bible, and those who in their infancy read the Bible may, 
at their own ciiolce, when they reach the age of fifteen or six- 
teen years, follow the teaching of the church of Rome or of any 
Protestant community they may prefer. In this manner, Chris- 
tianity may in time be purged of the corruptions which, in the 
course of time and amid the conflicts of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, have stained its spirit of love and charity." 
Beautifhl words coming from the lips of a statesman of ripe 
wisdom, fUU of the honors and fame of this world. In an at- 
mosphere of freedom, — freedom of education, freedom of wor- 
ship, — Rome cannot succeed. She must compress and mouid 
' the human mind while tender, after her own deformed pattern, 
against nature and against truth, or fail in the effort. Those 
who have the truth, who believe in the Divine Head of the 
church, and not in a pretended human head, can safely leave the 
mind to the influences of the truth divinely commissioned to 
regenerate the world. 
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There are many reasons why we should seek to bring ova 
children to Itnow God. Among which are the following : — 

1. God is their Father and their best friend. 

God so loved them that he gave his only begotten Son that 
they might be loved and saved. 

Christ said, *' Suffer little children to come unto me and forbid 
them not, for of such is the kingdom of heaven." 

As an earthly father educates his children so that they may 
enjoy the home life, come in contact with the learned and cul- 
tured, and enjoy their society, so our Heavenly Father desires 
that our children should be so educated and trained that they 
may be fitted for the enjoyments of heaven, and the comp iuion- 
Bhip, not only of their liedeemer but of the redeemed. 

It is a Hindoo saying, that '< Man is nothing until he becomes a 
triadman, wife and child." Then and there all the interest in life 
begins. Now, earth has no monopoly of the experiences of 
Heaven. It is a divine image, having its archetype on high, 
which God desires us to reproduce here in its purest and bright* 
est form, in the hope of a Christian home. 

** Little children," another has said, "are Christ's own nurse- 
lings." They love, and trust, and give, after the fashion that 
reigns in Heaven. Love is their sunlight ; they ask for nothing 
but to bask in it. There is no glow for them when that sun is 
clouded, — no gloom when that sun is shining. They are sent to 
us that we might learn of the mysteries of love. Love is of God, 
for God is love. All love that is not self-love has God for its 
fountain and Christ for its pattern. Let this love of God through 
you find its way to the child and to the children. Educate them 
to know God, to love him, to worship him in spirit and in truth ; 
and by so doing you take the tendrils oflbve growing spon- 
taneously in the heart, lift them up from the decaying things of 
time, and find them a support in the cross of Christ, which, like 
the tree of life, shall reappear in all its beauty and glory in 
Heaven after its work is done and its mission is fulfilled on earth. 

This is a work in which all can engage. Let Romanists teach 
their children to know Christ and to love him, and they will be 
Bare to give them advantages in the arts and sciences which fit 
the mind better to comprehend the height and depth, and length 
and breadth of the marvellous works of God, and love of God 
as revealed in Jesus Christ ills Son, and our Saviour. 

Nurture means nourishment. Education is to the mind what 
food is to the body. It feeds, sustains, and endows it. Educa- 
tion is a duty binding on all, because God is the creator, upholder, 
and the re warder of those who diligently seek him. 

2. Knowledge of God builds up a man. Take the Bible as a 
book of ethics and nothing can take its place, and no man can 
afford to have its place usurped. Take it as a teacher of morals, 
and nothing can compare with it in worth or power. The world 
needs the Bible quite as much as the Bible needs the world. In 
my heart, if I wished to curse Rome (which I do not), I could 
wish her no worse thing than that she should succumb to thii 
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demand of her priests. It is in opposition to the political, 
social, and religions interests of her people. Christ, the light, is 
an element of prowth, of power. The Romanist and Protestant 
alike need it. Behold the weakly plant growing in the shadow. 
It is pale and feeble, without health and without beauty. Let it 
be brought into the sunshine, and the white gives way to green, 
the weakness to strength ; and the plant which had only a sickly 
existence, gives promise of fruit and growth. 

It is our duty to bring up children in the nurture or nonrish- 
ment of this Intlnite love that has found its way to the world 
and that seeks to bless the world. Christ is here. He is ready 
and waiting to bless. The word is nigh thee, — ** In the battle 
which is raging, even In the young heart, every high thought, 
every holy purpose, every heavenward aspiration, is the work of 
His love; and every base thought, every impure passion, every 
worldly purpose, is the work of the enemy." Teach this, for 
whoever believes it is blessed, and whoever rejects the truth is 
cursed in time and impoverished In eternity. Education means 
drawing out, unwind ng the faculties, developing the power. 
"What can be compared with the influence exerted by those who 
open the eyes to the wonders of truth and till the mind with 
thoughts of God ? Then man becomes a fellow-helper with God. 
In every field of human activity in which the higher fUculties 
find play, the power is of God. The intelligence, energy, and 
patience by which men win great successes, are ever formed and 
kept at white heat by the breath of God. In Him we live and 
move and have our being. 

Why not say so? If His breath kindles the flame of life, the 
glow passes swiftly through every pulse and organ, and ener- 
gizes them ; if He withholds his inspiration, they fail and die. 

The History of the Catholic School Question, 

In 1822, the Bethel Baptist Church, of the city of New York, 
made application for a portion of the public ftinds to be devoted 
to the maintenance of certain schools under its supervision. 
The request was granted. After the lapse of three years it was 
reconsidered, on the ground that they were not strictly common 
schools. The decision of 1825 was regarded as settling tlie 
principles on which the school fund was thereafter to be dis- 
tributed. On this ground the application of the Catholics in 
1831 and '82 for an orphan asylum, was strenuously resisted by 
the trustees of the public schools. But, despite the opposition, 
and in the face of their own admission of the justice of the priu- 
^ ciples out of which it arose, the corporation of New York granted 
^ the Catholic petition, "out of pure sympathy," as they said, 
^ •* for so interesting a charity." Here the war began. It was 
^ Justice against Injustice. In 1840, the Catholics, led by Arch- 
m bishop Hughes, again took the field, and made the attempt to 
B sweep our school system from the board. They demanded their 
I |K>rtion of the school fund, and withdrew their children from the 
m pablic schools. The Intemperance of the Catholics revealed 
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their hate to edncattou, and opened to American eyes the perils 
threatening oar institntions. The f:chools were denounced as 
** Anti-Christian," "heathen," and "godless.** One declared 
that it was the dnty of Catholics to get their children oat of this 
** devouring fire.** Another more recently has said, " We don't 
want our children to grow up like those around them and believe 
neither in God, man, or the devil," as though Catholics were in 
need of an education to make them believe in the devil or in man ! 
The position was taken and is maintained, — 1. That this 
country, where government finds its corner-sfcone in the Word of 
God, is in duty bound to give the recognition that belongs to it 
as the Word of God ; and so that there is no argument in favor 
of separate schools for Catholics whi»h would not apply to the 
Chinese, the Mormon, or the Mahommedan. Komanism, the foe 
of enlightenment and of education, was beaten in New York, in 
Cincinnati, and wherever the battle has been fairly fought. The 
people declared with Hon. RufUs King, former president of the 
School Board in Cincinnati, that if it was desired to teach a child 
nothing but honesty, th« precepts of the Bible should be selected 
beyond every book that ever was written. ** Nay, more, if the 
object is not to teach morality, if I wanted a book which con- 
tained lessons of the purest English undcfllcd, I should take the 
Holy Bible as the best text book that can possibly be found for 
that study in our public schools." 

George R. Sage, son of a Baptist minister, and formerly a 
partner of Hon. Thomas Corwin, made a speech of immense 
power in support of the Bible, proving from a legal stand-point 
that the constitution of the State made it imperative to retain 
it. Others followed. It was shown that everything depends 
upon the Bible. It is the first ima^e which takes possession of the 
mind, the first thought that lodges there which tells the story 
of a child's life. If that be of Christ and of the Word of God, 
its influence never dies. 

Knowledge being power, it should be directed to usei\il pur- 
poses, to insure which the mind must be under the influence of 
religious principles, as fully as the body is under the influence of 
the mind. These influences being derived from the Bible, it 
should be a sc^oo^-book, not to be opened and read in a gloomy 
way, but as the Word of God, presented to the minds of the 
children in its truly endearing sublimity ; that they may see it 
as the spirit of wisdom directing to order, obedience, and true 
freedom. 

It is very sad to see the extremes to which men fly in consid* 
ering their relations to the Word of God. One class ignore 
its history, its philosophy, its morality, its love, its advice, as 
if it were hurled at them in condemnation or defiance. They 
call it hard names, and treat it as a foe rather than a friend. 

The opposite extreme compel, or attempt to compel, attention 
to its claims as though it were a tedious task to be mastered, 
rather than the most delightful of reading and most entertain- 
ing Qf histories. The Old Testament is the most valuable an« 
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cient docnment in the world, and if we woald incite the yoang 
to brin^; their fresh yoang appetites to bear upon it, they would 
have that lodged within them which would onlock for them the 
inner meaning of all the histories which they may be called upon 
to study, for it is, in a word, the key to the universal history of 
man. 

"Take the Bible as a whole," said Prof. Huxley, ''eliminate 
all that is not desirable for children to occupy themselves with, 
and there still remains a vast residuum of moral beauty and 
grandeur. And then consider this great historical fact, that for 
three centuries this book has been woven into the life of all that 
is best and noble in English history ; that it is written in the 
noblest and purest En;;lish, and abounds in exquisite beauties of 
new literary form ; and finally, that it forbids the veriest hind 
who ever left, his village to be ignorant of the existence of other 
countries and other civilizations, and of a great past stretching 
back to the fartliest limits of the oldest nations of the world. 
By the study of what other books could children be so humanized 
and made to feel that that each figure in the vast historical pro- 
cession fills, like themselves, but a momentary space in the 
interval between two eternities." 

The Bible as a Book to be Bead and Studied, 

It becomes us seriously to ask ourselves if the Bible should 
not be put back in the school to be read as a text-book. Good 
readers of Scripture are growing rare. The reason is, very little 
Scripture is read audibly. In the olden time I remember when 
the class in reading the story of Christ's death on Calvary were 
melted to tears, and the hearts of teachers and scholars alike, 
were blessed by the morning lesson. .We have given away to 
prejudice and priestcraft rights which it becomes us to regain 
and hold. Let our children be taught to be good Bible readers, 
and they will thank us for the boon so long as they live. 

In opposition to this truth, John B. Purcell, Archbishop of 
Cincinnati, on Sept. 18, 1869, declared to the committee, " The 
entire government of public schools, in which Catholic youth are 
educated, cannot be given over to the civil power. We as Cath- 
olics cannot approve of that system of education for youth which 
is apart from instruction in the Catholic faith and the teaching of 
the church. If the school board can offer anything in conformity 
with these principles, as has been done in England, France, Can- 
ada, Prussia, and other countries, where the rights of conscience 
in matters of education have been fUUy recognized, I am prepai'ed 
to give it respectful consideration." This is the position taken. 
The church is first, God and humanity second. A compromise 
was found to be impracticable. The Catholic priests declared, 
" We are far from agreeing with the gentlemen that there are 
thousands of Catholic children anxious to avail themselves of 
the advantages of the common schools. All we Catholics want 
is our share of the public money." Well did Mr. Sage say in 
reply to this, Catholics as Oq^XYhqVV^s Iksive uo share in the p«hUc 
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Ibnds, no more than Protestants as Piotestants have It. Hon* 
liutaa King well said, *' The right of conscience and equality, 
secured by our laws, do not contemplate that every sect or party 
is to dictate its own terms of participating with others in the 
common privileges, but merely that each may have and enjoy the 
same privileges and immunities which are granted to others." 
Here we stand sheltered by the constitution, and obedient to God. 
We have no morality which is not enjoined by our religion. We 
have no rule of conduct ftimished by law touching the dealings 
of man toward his fellow-man, or by the State, which is not to 
be found more explicitly and more forcibly commanded by the 
Divine Author of that religion ; and as the true strength of the 
government is its reliance upon the intelligence, patriotism, and 
morality of the people, the knowledge of the Bible should be 
encouraged, and its elementary truths made known to all. It 
is only in Christian nations that' what we understand by the 
majesty of the law is recognized and felt in the administration 
of justice and the conduct of public officers, and nowhere upon 
earth is that majesty so exemplified as in these United States of 
America. Truly has it been said, ** Exclude all religious instruc- 
tion from the education of the child, and what sense of obliga- 
tion will the man derive ftom the oath? Discard the Bible, 
prohibit all knowledge of religion, and what value could be at- 
tached to an appeal to a Being of whom the witness had no 
knowledge ? How is it possible to administer without relying 
upon the religion of the Bible ?" And let it be remembered, Ro- 
manists do not propose to use the Bible in their schools. ** Within 
thirty miles of Cincinnati," continued Mr. Sage, ** a wholesale 
murder was committed. A feeble old man and three children — 
one a babe upon its mother's arm — were the victims. The 
mother herself was felled to the floor and left for dead. One 
only of the household escaped unharmed, and she a child of 
seven years. She was the only witness of the fact of the mur- 
der. Without her evidence conviction was impossible. When 
the murderer was brought to trial, and the child placed on. the 
stand as a witness, instantly came the objection that she was too 
young to testify. Now, the rule in such case requires the judge 
to ascertain whether the child has acquired such a sense of moral 
accountability to a Superior Being as to feel the binding obliga- 
tion of an oath. That is the test of competency. The judge 
came down from the bench and took Ms seat beside the child* 
She had never been a witness. There was a startled expression 
when she was asked if she knew what would be the consequences 
if she should tell an untruth. Instantly she replied, 'God 
would be angry with me.* — *My child, where did you learn 
that?* inquired' the judge. — *At school, and from my mother,* 
was the reply. There were tears in many eyes in the crowded 
court- room when the oath was administered, and not one who 
heard her but believed every word of her testimony. The mur- 
derer was convicted and executed because of the influence of 
religion in the schools.*' Kichard Snell Edgeworth, induced by a 
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Doled French Infidel, educated his son, ftom his third to his 
eighth year, according to the scheme proposed by those who 
would eject the Bible ft'om the schools. He sums up the result 
in a single sentence : *' He had all the virtues of a child bred in 
the hut of a savage, and all the knowledge of things which could 
well be acquired at an early age by a boy bred in civilized soci- 
ety." In advocating the keeping of the Bible in the schools, we 
do more than advocate the cause of religion, — that of the state 
and its citizens, the protection and security of life, liberty, and 
property. The Bible is the safeguard of all these. No ftee 
government now exists in the world unless Christianity is ac- 
knowledged, and is the religion of the country. Then, let us 
not be fettered or hindered. Romanists and Pagans are welcome ' 
to America, but they are not welcome to destroy America. They 
are welcome to enjoy the protection of the laws, not to destroy 
them, and so subvert our institutions. Let us make our schools 
worthy of the people, and believe that they will be sustained by 
the people despite the influence of their opposers. 

There is Work in the Home. 

8. We are commanded to bring the children up " In the ad- 
monition of the Lord." 

The word admonition means counselling against a fault. 

If we bring up the young in ths nurture of the Lord we shall 
cherish all the good in them, and seek to plant ^»ood within them. 

If we bring them up in the admonition of the Lord we shall 
point out their errors, their peril, their sins, and warn them 
against them. 

The Bible is to our faults what the shears of the vlne-dresser 
is to the branches that need pruning; what the words of a true 
friend are concerning our merits, etc. God, being our creator 
and benefactor, is interested in us as is no one else, and speaks 
to us as no else can. 

Against this apostolic command three classes are arraying 
themselves. 1. The professed Christians, who think more of 
education than of Christianity, and who prefer a nation of athe- 
ists to a disruption of our school system. 

2. Infldels who ignore the word of God ^md are hostile to it. 

8. A class of Romanists whose bigotry has been excited, and 
whose fears have been disturbed by the apprehension that edu- 
cation and the plain and manifest teachings of the gospel are 
against the tenets of their church. 

To such I would appeal : — 

Think what your children leave if they turn away from the 
schools! 

More and more, education and culture is felt to be a fortune. 
Ignorance and lack of skill reduces a man to a level with a 
brute, —-makes him stationary as a post in society, even while the 
tramp of progress is all about him. 

The Trtie Ground: 
^ Ido not propose to defend the BVbV^. X \i€V\«^^ \\. \ft \i^ \iA 
inspired rereJatlon of Almighty God to msAi, CkTsA. ^x^soa^ — ^ 
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1. That the suppression of the Bible is the destruction of re- 
ligious liberty, and that religious liberty is the only sure founda- 
tion of civil liberty. 

2. That the exclusion of the Bible fi-om the public schools is 
the first step towards the suppression of the Bible in our land. 

8. That it is in exact accordance with the spirit and true 
meaning of this constitution that the Bible shall be read in the 
public schools, and shall be recognized as the bulwark of free 
institutions. Infidelity always fights under a mask. David 
Hume left some inlldel manuscripts with directions that they 
should be printed and published after his death. *' He loaded a 
blunderbuss," said Dr. Johnson, ** directed it against Christi- 
anity, and sneaked into the grave, leaving another to fire it off." 
So it is hers; the battle is more than.against the Bible, — it is 
against religion, against progress, against education, against the 
genius of the republic and the spirit of liberty. 

To this, certain ones object, saying to Romanists, "Gentlemen, 
if you object to such religious education as Is now given, we are 
willing to waive that and remit all religious teaching to the fire- 
aide, the Sunday school, and the church ; but common schools, 
at some rate, we must and will maintain." 

When the two women came with the child, both claiming to 
be the mother, Solomon proposed to divide the child, knowing 
that maternal love would cause the mother to spare her offspring;. 
The result was reached. The woman ready to have the child 
slain did not love it. Is it not to be feared that those who are 
willing to have our school system rent, broken, dissevered, are 
lacking either in devotion to the highest Interests of the people, 
or are made to err in judgment because of a desire to secure the 
support of Romanists and at the same time preserve the schools 
intact. Make the public schools superior to private schools, and 
the children of America will overleap all sectarian barriers to 
reach them ; and as this cannot be accomplished without the help 
of the Bible, patriotism demands that its Influence be secured, 
for education is the cheapest police force which can be employed, 
and by this, under God, kings aro to rule and princes decree, 
and without It no throne Is stable and no national existence safe. 

Let us, then, in the spirit of loi'e for Christ and men, stand for 
the word of God in the public schools and In the home, and then 
shall we have the consciousness and comfort, if evils betide this 
Republic, that we are not to blame. 

** Trust in the Lord, and do good, so thou shalt dwell in* the 
land, and verily thm shalt be fed." The Son of God is working 
unseen and silently to defend his truth and advance his cause. 
Behind the curtains his hand is busy. From afar, converging 
lines are bringing up relief. Separate forces will unite at the 
point intended. That point will be, perhaps, man's utmost ex- 
tremity ; but at that point, hopeless destitution and the divine 
ftilness will meet, and victory even will redound to God's declar* 
ative glory and to man's highest good. 
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To confront the despotism of Borne is to combat the Prince of 
the Power of the air. No matter who represents Bomanism, who 
speaks or writes for it — he may be skilled or nnskilled, learned or 
imlearned, wise or otherwise— the power behind him is the mighti- 
est, the most extensive, the best organized of any form of error on 
the face of the earth. It is not child's play to tell the truth abont 
Bomanism. The Papacy, strong, colossal, reaching into every 
land and ruling over three hundred millions of people, is the mon- 
ument of the father of lies. Error is its stock in trade. Human 
nature in its normal condition is its field of hope. Bomanism 
employs men. It does not reform them. It marshals them into a 
perfected organization, which is a power because of these, among 
other facts : 

1. All her ecclesiastical gatherings, from the meetings of the 
cardinals and ooonmenical councils down to the meetings of her 
priests, including the great Society of Jesus and many of her lay 
organizations, are secret and oath-bound, and their doings are not 
known to the outside world. 

2. Her military organizations, enabling the Cardinal Bishop of 
New York to wield the whole mass of her adherents in a solid 
body at his will. 

3. The vast amount of wealth she is accumulating. 

4. The title of her property, including churches, school prop- 
erty, convents, colleges, asylums, and so on, being held entirely 
in the individual name of the bishop of the diocese in w^iich the 
property is located. 

5. Her parochial school system, by which nearly all her chil- 
dren, from infancy to maturity, are thoroughly imbued with the 
doctrines and intolerant principles of the church. 

C. Working under the infamous maxim that the end sanctifies 
the means. 

Add to all this that the spirit and life of Bomanism is intoler- 
ance and bigotry, which makes the organization thoroughly un- 
scrupulous, and we perceive the danger to the Bepublio, saying 
nothing of Christianity, in permitting such a despotism, officered 
by foreigners, controlled and directed by a foreign despot, and 
wielded to uproot and destroy free institutions, defiantly to go on 
unchecked and unhindered, because in the name of religion she 
sets up her banners. We would not, we must not,- disturb her 
in her sacred retreats of worship, but we must not permit her to 
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Bcnttle the ship on which we sail. As a so-called religions organi- 
zation, its principles are that the church, having been established 
by Qod Almighty, must necessarily be above all human institu- 
tions and laws ; that its devotees must obey the priests and other 
church authorities in all things ; that there is no salvation what- 
ever outside of the church ; that the head of the church is infalli- 
ble and cannot err in spiritual matters, which is stretched to 
include temporal matters. 

Hence, when the Duke of Bichmond, formerly Governor of 
Canada, declares * * that the Government of the United States ovght 
not to stand and vnU not stand, bui will be destroyed hy subversion and 
not hy conquest/* and when we see priests at the dictation of their 
bishop swarming about a legislature as they did about the Legis- 
lature of Ohio in support of the Geghan Bill , when we see the 
majority of the voters of the city of New York controlled by the 
behests of a single man, and that man the right hand of the Car- 
dinal Bishop, we gain an insight as to the peril which threatens 
this land, consecrated to freedom and designed by Providence to 
be the home of peoples. 

HOW TO AVEBT THE THREATENED DANOEB TO OUB EBEE INSTITUTIONS. 

In the address of the Order of the American Union to the Ameri- 
can People, we find this draft of a proposed amendment, which is 
submitted to the American people for their consideration : 

" Aeticle XVI. 

" Section 1. No public money, property, franchise, or credit shall 
be appropriated, directly or indirectly, for the benefit of any relig- 
ious or non-reUgious sect. 

** Section 2. No special laws shall be enacted for the benefit of 
any one religious or non-religious sect. 

** Section 3. All ecclesiastical property shall be held in trust by 
boards of trustees, numbering not less than five members to each 
board, to be appointed by and composed of members of the con- 
gregations owning or donating the property. 

" Section 4. No property shall be exempt from taxation except 
public property. 

** Section 5. All new voters after the adoption of this amendment 
shall be required to be able to read and write before exercising the 
elector' s franchise. " 

In 1875 Ulysses S. Grant, twice President of the United States, 
and confessedly one of the foremost men of this age, said at Des 
Moines, Iowa : ' ' Let us labor to add all needful guarantees for the 
most perfect security of free thought, free speech, and a free press, 
pure morals, unfettered religious sentiment, and of equal rights 
and privileges to all men, irrespective of nationality, color, or re- 
ligion. Encourage free schools, and resolve that not one dollar of 
money appropriated for their support be used for any sectarian 
school. Besolve that neither ^he State nor nation, or both com- 
bined, shall support institutions of teaming other than those suffix 
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oient to afford eTery child growing up in the land the opportnnity 
of a good common-school education, unmixed with sectarian, pagan, 
or atheistic tenets. Leave the matter of religion to the family altar, 
the chnrch, and the private school supported entirely by private 
contributions. Keep the Church and State forever separated.'* 
Among the many vfise things said and brave deeds performed, 
this utterance and act claim a recognition as the bravest and the 
best. 

It is not New York City alone that is in danger. The gateway 
of the western world was the stake played for by the representa- 
tives of this ancient despotism. It is not too much to say that 
there was a time when that magnificent metropolis was under the 
control of the Pope, as was not Home, the city of his habitation. 
Money in uncounted sums poured into her coffers, valuable prop- 
erties in land were placed under the control of bishop and priests, 
and for the benefactions, votes were sold and political power was 
conferred. As a result, there has been a despotism built up in the 
Empire State which at one time threatened its prosperity and 
darkened its future. The fight in New York epitomizes the con- 
flict in the Bepublic.

IS ROMANISM GOOD ENOUGH FOR 

RO MANIS TSI 

HoifAinsBC has a place in the life of the world Is it to be dis- 
placed, or is it to extend until in fact, as in name, it shall become 
universal in its sway and the representative of omnipotence in its 
might ? The answer to this question is found in its intrinsic 
worth more than in its pretension, in what God's "Word says about 
it, far more than in any claim it may make to infallibility. This 
we might admit in theory, but before it can have any direct influ- 
ence we must reach a just and true conclusion as to whether 
Romanism is good enough for Romanists. The majority 
answer the question in the affirmative; they £:o further, and de- 
clare that it is good enough for the poor in Europe, and for the 
poor in America. For this reason they regard the Church of Rome 
as a j>Qit of the Christian world, and hold this organization, despite 
its history, as one of the Evangelical denominations. They re- 
joice in its growth and contribute to its prosperity by assenting to 
its pretensions, if not by contributing to its support. 

The question deserves to be askea and to be answered in the 
spirit of love and not of fear. Seven millions of professed Roman- 
ists in this land, unnumbered millions in other lands, are not more 
interested in its answer, or ought not to be, than are the millions of 
Protestants who enjoy the inheritance bequeathed to us by the 
sacrifices of our fathers and by the unmistakable providence of 
Almighty God. There is in Heidelberg, Germany, a meeting- 
house divided from cellar to roof by a thick wall. On one sido 
meet Protestants, on the other assemble Romanists. There they* 
worship, unmolested and undisturbed. Neither party think o'f 
yielding to the other or of trying to convert them from the error 
of their ways. Both cannot be right. One accepts of Christ and 
his teachings; the other substitutes Mary in Christ's stead. One 
clings to the Scriptures as the sheet-anchor of hope; the other 
rejects the Bible and rests the faith upon the authority of the 
Church or tradition. On one side there are bare walls, a pulpit 
and a choir, and people with Bibles in their hands, taking a ** thus 
saith the Lord" for the rule of their faith and practice. On the 
other, there is an altar, a portrait of Mary, pictures or stations on 
the walls, images and confessional boxes, a priest at the altar, and 
people listening to a prayer they do not understand, bowing and 
crossing because they have thus been taught, without a reason for 
their faith, and without a thought as to whether it be true or false. 

Thae Church with Us Wall 
illustrate the conduct of Protestants and Romanists in America. 
Protestants seldom think of preaching the Gospel to Romanists. 
They live beyond the wall — in our homes, in our stores, and for- 
eigners are beginning to do so on our farms. In New England, in 
New York and in Ohio hundreds of farmers have sold out their 
homesteads, and have either gone West or removed to the cities 
and villages near bj, and the places that knew worshipers of our 
Lord Jesus Christ m simplicity and truth, know Him no more. 
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Roman i.^ts have purchased tho old homesteads, have divided up 
the fields, and, instead of tho farmer who kept the fire of a Chris- 
tian's faith burning on the altar of the country or village church, 
are Romanists and their chapcL. Instead of the supporters of 
liberty, of temperance, of the public schools, where the bible was 
read and the prayer was said, now there is a people who vote as 
the priest bids them, who oppose temperance, the old school sys- 
tem, and the lecture so full of importance and thoueht, and live a 
foreign life in our new republic. There they are beyond thewalL 
Ko one preaches to them the Gospel. They are as much beyond 
our thought, desire or hope as though they still dwelt in green Ire- 
land or beside the beautiful Rhine, in Germany. The question, 
Is Romanism good enough for Romanists? is literally seldom 
asked. 

If Romanism is good enough for Romanists, it is good enough 
for everybody. If not cood cnou<jh for Romanists, it is not good 
enough for anybody. In this all will agree. If it be true that 
Romanists reject or mutilate the Scriptures, that they accept error 
for truth, subslitute Mary for Christ, tradition for the Bible, and 
the power of the Church for the salvation wrought out by the Son 
of God, then it becomes us to sajr so, not to Protestants alone, but 
to Romanists, and not to Romanists alone, who are in the dark and 
are dead to Christ, but to Protestants, who are asleep concemins 
the peril of their neighbors and friends, and ought to be waked 
up and ^et to work, lest the blood of their fellbws be found in the 
skirts of their garments. 

To-day fhe Wicked One is Hidden, 

The eyes of the people are holden that they cannot see; their 
ears are stopped that they cannot hear what the Scripture saith 
concerning the Wicked to be revealed, ** whom the Lord shall 
consume wiih the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming, even Him whose cominu: is aftir the 
working of Satan, "wilh all power and signs and lying wonders, 
and with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them t£at perish, 
because they receive not the love of the truth that they might be 
saved." There was a time when the world was stirred by the 
peril threatening religion, liberty and morality because or the 
machinations of Rome. A battle was fought and a victory was 
won. The weapons of truth were laid aside. The artillery of the 
prophetic portions of God's Word were silenced. The watchmen 
who walked the walls of Zion and filled the air with the alarms 
sounded out have been called down from their proud position; 
and if Romanism were extinct and Romanists were all converted 
to Christianity, there could not be greater indifference to this ques- 
tion, ** Is Romanism good enough for Romanists ?** than there is 
at the present time. There is no room for the discussion of this 
important subject in the religious or in the secular press. But 
Romanism is not dead nor are Romanists converted. Never was 
Romanism more united, more determined, more powerful — spoilt!* 
C&lly, socially, or as an organization — than at the present time.

In 17d5 Bishop Carroll estimated the Roman Catholic popula- 
tion at about 25,000. There was one Romish church in New York 
City, one in Philadelphia, and the rest were settled in Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland. In 1790 there were 80,000; in 1810, 100,000; 
in 1836, 1,250,000; in 1870, 6,000,000, and at this present time not 
far from 7,000,000. Acconling to this statement the Roman Catho- 
lics have increased two hundred and lifty fold. The question 
naturally arises, What are the causes that have produced this 
remarkable increase? First, immigration; second, annexation of 
Louisiana, Florida, and Mexican territory; third, the conversion 
of Protestant women through the convents and Romish educational 
machinery, resulting in their children being brought up in that 
faith; fourth, the children of mixed marriages, between Catholics 
and Protestants, generally being brought up Catholics, the priest 
requiring an ante-nuptial pledge to that effect before performing 
the ceremony; fifth, the constant inculcation by the priest in the 
privacy of the confessional (as well as publicly from the pulpit) of 
the necessity of multiplying children, ostensibly for the purpose 
of carrying out the Biblical injunction, but in reality for the i)ur- 
pose of increasing the political power of the church in the midst 
of a Protestant community. Sixth, the Woman's Rights craze, 
which tends to the barrenness of American women and to pro- 
ducing a hatred for ehildrpn and a dislike to bearing them, which 
i8 resulting in the breaking up and utter extinction of thousands 
of our American homes and in supplying their places with Irish 
and (German families whose parents still delight in olive plants 
ab-^ut the table, and in the prattle of children's voices about the 
hearthstone. 

The indifference of the Christian Church to the doings of Rome, 
is one of the saddest features of our times. Think of a professor 
of a theological seminary of the Presbyterian Church compliment- 
ing the Roman Catholic Church for taking children out of the 
public schools and giving them over to the tender mercies of a 
priesthood, sworn to fight all that militates against the propaga- 
tion of errors that have beggared Italy, and gLadly would imperil 
America. True it was voted down by an overwhelming rote, 
but the fact that it was ofl^ered shows how indifferent the people 
are to the perils that environ them. Rev. Dr. Binney, of London, 
recently said to his younger brethren in the ministry : 

"Study Popery/ Anew, 

The proper remedy against the threatened influx of Papal power 
is to read afresh the tenets of the Papacy, to understand its errors, 
to chronicle its crimes, to mark well that iis character is as immu- 
table, its purposes as unchanged, its ruling spirit as full of enmity 
toward Gfod and to all that refuse to wear the mark of the beast, 
as its pretensions are arrogant, and that everywhere and alwa3'3 it 
has proved itself to be a thing which at once involves God and 
degrades man.'* 

Romanists in this land need this quite as much as Protestantjs. 
They have no interest in being wrong, but every interest in being 
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right. We have do interest in baving them wrong, but every 
interest in having them become yoke-fellows with us in the Lord 
that with them we may conserve the interests of liberty, of educa- 
tion, and of mental and fi nancia* progress. They are our brothers. 
In the birth-throes of battle they were born into our American 
life. In clearing the wilderness, in building and perfecting the 
railway and telegraph systems, they have wrought side by 8ide 
with Protestants. In press-rooms, in editorial sanctums, iu stores 
and factories, in shop and on farm, their brain, their push, their 
generous bearing, their economy and industry entitle them to love 
and consideration. We cannot afford to have them cling to errors. 
Truth heips and blesses ; error dwarfs and hinders. Let us say so. 
God Almighty is the Father of us all. Jesus Christ the Saviour 
is for tliem as for us, the one Mediator between Qod and man, and 
the Holy Spirit the inspirer of the best life ; the comforter in 
sorrow and the guide in spiritual as in temporal affairs, is ready 
to wait on them as on us, and lead us all into the way of truth, of 
righteousneas and of peace. 

1. Bomanism U not good enough for BomanistSy because U gives no 
place in its system for tlie unchangeable and unerring u^isdom fur- 
niahed by the Word of God. 

The love of truth is not with Romanists a passion. They 
are taught to love the Church even when rot illustrating by 
its life the teachings of the gospel, and tradition even when 
it usurps the place belonging to the Scriptures. Every one should 
know that the Council of Trent, held on the 1 3lh of December, 
1545, and lasting until December, 1508, nearly eighteen years, is the 
highest authority, as to the present doctrines of Romanism. The 
council was held to uproot liutheranism and establi.<h Itomanism. 
It had many sessions. In these they canvassed the situation 
and made many decisions which have to do with the welfare of 
millions. Then they decided that laymen ought to receive the 
faith which the Church dictated without disputing or reasoning, 
and that they had nothing to do but hear and submit. Their 
power to reason was set aside. Their access to God's Word was 
forbidden. They placed tradition upon an equality with the 
Scriptures, declared the books of the Apociypha to be a part 
of the word of God, elevated the Latin translation of the Vulgate 
to an authority superior to that of the inspired Hebrew and 
Greek originals, and enacted pevcre penal laws against the 
liberty of the press. They placed a hand of iron "about the 
conscience, cramped faith, and tried to destroy all love for the 
truth as revealed by the Bible. In rule 4, tbey say : ** Inasmuch 
as it is manifest from experience that if the Holy Bible, translated 
into the vulgar tongue, be indiscriminately allowed to every one, 
the temerity of men will cause more evil than good to arise from 
it ; it is, on this point, referred to the judgement of the bishops 
or Inquisitors, who may, by the advice of the priest or the con- 
fessor, permit the reading of the Bible translated into the vulgar 
tongues by Catholic authors to those persons whose faith and 
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piety they apprehend will be augmented and not injured by it, 
and this permission they must have in writiog. But if any one 
shall have the presumption to read or possess it without such 
written permission, he i^all not receive absolution, until he has 
firat delivered up such Bible to the ordinary. Booksellers, how- 
ever, who shall sell, or otherwise dispose of Bibles in the vulgar 
tongue to any person, not having such permission, shall forfeit 
the value of the books, and be subjected to such penalties as the 
bishop shall judge proper. Can Romanism be good enough for 
Romanists that declares that the indiscriminate use of the Scrip- 
tures will be productive of more eul than good? This is not a 
doctrine belonging to the dark ages. Pius VII in 1816, Leo XII in 
1824, Pius VIU in 1829. Gregory XVI in 1832 and 1844. pubUshed 
bulls against the circulation of the Scriptures. Whenever Rome 
has the power, the Church opposes the publication, distribution, 
reading and possession of the Holy Scriptures. Christ said : 
•* Ye ^all know the truth, and the truth shall make you fiee." 
Rome hates this freedom and fights it successfully only where she 
can Iwnish or bum the Word of God. Now. when we remember 
that this is the land of the Bible ; that love for the Bible peopled 
it, and that adherence to the teachings of the Word of God has 
be^i the seedling, out of which has grown religious and political 
liberty, we find reasons for saying that a system which repudiates 
the Word of God is not good enough for any one living within 
reach of the enjoyment of the blessings resulting from the 
possession of the oracles of God. 

2. Bomanism is not good erumghfor Bomanists, because it is not 
what it daims to he, but is an apostacy from the only true, holy apos- 
ioUcal and Catholic Church of Chiist, 

Romanism claims to be the ancient apostolic and universal church, 
the mother and mistress of all churches. The fact that Roman is 
prefixed, proves that it is a sect. The word catholic means uni- 
versaL The word Roman means something local and particular. 
To speak of the Roman Catholic Church of America, is just as ab- 
surd as to speak of the Boston Church of New York. And yet 
Roman is the necessary affix to the boasted claim of Catholicity. 
In every bishop's, priest's and layman's oath Rome is used. 
Prophecy locates the system of error beside the Tiber. The mys- 
tical Babylon and modern Rome are the same. Rome is the 
center, the heart and the home of Romanism. It is Roman or 
nothing. Romanism names it as well as Roman Catholic, and Ro- 
man ia essentisd to its designation ; this proves it a -sect, and 
shows that it never was catholic or universal. The Greek Church 
is its rival. The Patriarch of Constantinople and the Bishop of 
Rome were each anathematized by the other. Both claimed uni- 
versal supremacy; and as it is impossible for two bodies to occupy 
a given space at a given time, the fact that both claimed it is 
proof positive that neither possessed it. 

As proof that Romanism is not original Christianity, it is enough 
to declare that centuries passed before the system had a place in 
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the thou.'lit of mankind, and ita pretended decretals were shown 
to be spurious, because the names they used had no existence 
vhcQ the gospels and epistles were written. The epi^es o^ tho 
ninth century speak of archbishops, archdeacons, deor-keepera^ 
and what not, when no such terms were known to the apostl^ 

Besides, all know that tbe church at "Jerusalem is the motiier 
of us all, " and not the Church at Rome. The Church at Samwria, 
at Antioch, and at Athens, are all older than the Church at Borne. 
These had a place in the besrinning of the Acts of the Apostles. 
The Church of liomo is mentionedat the end. 

Again, tho Doway Catechism, in answer to the question. What 
are tbe essential parts of the Church, answers, " A pope, bishops, 
pastors, and laity." Now not one of the apostles ever dreamed of 
a pope. The Lord Jesus planted the heel of his condemnation on 
the pretension incarnatea in the pope. In the Douay version 
we read, *' You know that the princes of the Gentiles overrule 
them, and those that are greatest exercise power against them. It 
shall not be so among you, but whosoever will be the greater among 
you, let him be your minister." This rebukes the idea of a prince 
among the apostles— a vicar of Christ, a law over the people fd 
Gkxi, Again, in Matt 23, 8 : "'Be not you called Rabbi, for one 
is your Master, and all ye are brethren, and call none fadier (i. e, 
pope), for oneisvour father who is in heaven." What the dis- 
ciples knew not, Christ foresaw and warned against the tendency 
which cropped out when the question arose as to who should tie 

greatest. In Eph. 4 : 13, we read : ''And he gave some apos- 
cs, some prophets, some evangelists, and some pastors or teach- 
ers." In this enumeration which contains tho entire list of of- 
ficials, there is no pope. In I. Peter 5, 1, we read, **The elders, 
therefore, among you I exhort, who am a fellow elder and a wit- 
ness of the sufferings of Christ." 

In the 4th verse, the Doway version has this: "And when the 
Prince of Pastors shall appear." In our version, "And when the 
Chief Shepherd shall be manifested," referring, not to a pope, but 
to Christ. The claim of a supreme head amongst the apostles is 
not made in the New Testament. Up to a.d. 451, the patriarch 
of Constantinople had the same power as the patriarch of Rome. 
The papal heaa appears in 606; and iu Julv 16, 1054, the Roman 
head, or the Church of Rome, having been first anathematized by 
the Greek half, obtained a name and a place. At this time the 
Greek Church was larger than the Roman Church, and so the 
Roman Catholic Church is proven to be an apostacy from the 
primitive Church, which Christ established. Notwithstanding this, 
Bcllarmine, a Roman Catholic historian, centuries after Christ's 
ascension, positively afl3rms that the right of succession in the 
popes of Rome is founded in this, that Peter, by Christ's appoint- 
ment, placed his seat at Rome, and there remained until his death. 
History, on the other hand, shows that Peter never was at Rome; 
that there is no succession in fact, that the entire claim is built 
out of the necessities of the organization, not at all upon scripture 
nor upon wliat did actually occur. As late as a.d. 588, St. 
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Gregory opposed the title of universal head, and said the bishop of 
Home neither can nor ought to assume it. And adds : *' Althou£;h 
Jesus Christ committed to 8t. Peter the care of all the churches, 
yet he was not called the universal apostle." It is not strange that 
good Catholics should have fought this pretension when you consider 
what was the conduct of some of the men claiming the title, and 
ruling as pope. In 498 Laurent lus was elected pope. In this st niggle, 
murders, robberies, and numberless evils were perpetrated at 
Rome. 8uch were the horrible scenes, that there was danger of 
destroying the whole city. In the schism between Pcpes Sylvanus 
and Vigelius, in the sixth century, the latter, though an atrociously 
wicked man, implicated in unnumbered crimes so that all virtuous 
men opposed him, was raised to the papal chair. Yet, says 
Baronius, he is not to be despised, though a bad man. For, said 
he. Let every man recoUect, thctt even to the shadow of Peter, immense 
vvrtue was given of God, " 

The same writer, in the year 1004, names three rival poprs 
Who committed the most hateful crimes, and bartered the Papacy, 
and sold it for gold. Filthy, indeed, was the face of the church 
when the most powerful and sordid harlots then ruled at Rome, 
at whose pleasure Sees were changed and bishoprics were given, end, 
which is horrible to hear and most abominable, their gallants were 
attended into the See of Peier, and made false popes; for who c n 
say they could be lawful popes, who were intruded by such 
harlots without law? There was no mention of the election or 
consent of clergy, the canons were silent, the decrees of popes 
suppressed, the ancient traditions proscribed, best armed with 
secular power, challenged all thoughts to itself. For seventy years 
there was no pope in Rome, besides all the other iuterregnums. 
The pope resided at Avignon, in Franc**, and left St. Peters chair 
empty. For almost half a century there were two popes and two 
lines of popes existing at one time, one reigning in Italy and one 
in France. And at last there were three popes — Benedict XIII. , 
the Sp anish pope; Gregonr XII., the French pope; and John 
XXill , the Italian pope. Then the Council of Constance met and 
deposed the three popes, and appointed a fourth pope. After this 
can any man have any confidence in any pope bemg the successor 
of St. teter, who never was pope, who never was bishop in or out 
of Rome? But let us not needlessly exaggerate the shame of the 
Roman Pontiffs. The throne which affected to exalt itself above 
the majority of kings was sunk in the filth of vice. Rome was one 
vast scene of debauchery, wherein the most powerful families 
in Italy contended for pre-eminence. It is next to impossible to 
form a just and adequate conception of the state of things which 
tolerated such flagrant vices in the so-called leaders of public 
opinion. To-day Romanism is something about which the masses 
in the church have little or no care. The feeling is that Paul de- 
fcribedthem, "who changed the truth of God into a lie and wor- 
shiped and served the creature more than the Creator, who is 
blessed forever. For this cause God gave them up unto vile affec- 
tions and the practice c f the most scandalous vices." This is nut 
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pleasant rending. Is it strange that Archbishop Purcell, when h!g 
attention was caJlcd to these scandalous men, was cempelled to 
admit "tlvit, without dotibt, sortie of the popes were ia hellt 

Is so false a system worthy of Komanists? We would not inti- 
mate that all Roman Catholics rest their hope of salvation upon 
the succession of the popes of Rome. We think, with D'Aubigne, 
Ihat Catholicism should be distinguished from popenr. Popery is 
an erroneous and destiurtive system; but we are wr from con- 
founding Catholicism with popery. Catholicism confesses the 
great doctrines of Christianity, and acknowledges God the Father, 
Son, and Spirit — Creator, Saviour, and Sanctifier. In our own 
land many Roman Catholics read the Bible and believe in its 
teachin^ifs, even while nominally they retain a place in ihe Church 
of Rome, With us, they believe that Jesus Christ U God*s pur- 
pose in the world's history and that the Gospel is the fulfillment of 
all hopes, the perfection of all philosophy, the interpreter of all 
revolutions, the key to all the seeming contradictious of the physi- 
cal and moral world— it is life, it is immortality. '* Since I have 
known the Saviour, everything is clear with him; there i \ nothing 
I cannot solve." said the historian, C. D. Bonnet. Jesus Christ is 
the true G«»d of human history. 

Instead of the liible, Rome has 135 large foho volumes and the 
Apocrj'pha. These are composed of the following parts: Apos- 
tolicar Fathers, 85 folios. %. Eight volumes of Decretals. 8. Ten 
volumes of Bulls of the Popes. 4. Thirty-one volumes of Canons 
and Decrees of Councils. 5. Fifty -one volumes of the Acts of the 
Saints. All these must be understood and interpreted by councils, 
but are beyond the reach of the laiiy. To expound them is diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. The true reason of infallibility is inspira- 
tion. Jesus Christ, Romanists admit, can give a perfect rvde. He 
therefore inspired twelve apostles to form that rule and enjoined 
us to hear them. We both have a perfect rule, and that rule is 
the Bible. Where is the inspiration of the one hundred and thirty- 
five folios? and yet these are the embodiment of Romanism. Is it 
safe for men to throw away God's chart and accept the writings 
of fathers, bulls of popes, decrees of councils, &c. ? Romanism 
that cuts adrift fron the Word of God is not good enough for 
Romanists. Years a^o the country rang with denunciation be- 
cause a steamer filled with people, fastened to the shore of the 
Niagara River, was cut loose at night and was permitted to drift 
upon the rocks of perdition and plunge over the precipice into the 
boilin<]j cauldron beneath. A few only were lost then. Millions 
are imperiled who are cutting loose from the teachings of Scrip- 
ture, and pushing madly upon the thick bosses of Jehovah s 
buckler. 

8. Romanism sffbstitutes Mary for Christ, and refects the chief 
eorner-stone on which the true Church is buUt. 

I In the ** Glory of Mary," by St. Alphonsus Maria de Liguori, 

}' the author of ** Moral Theology," now the standard book in every 
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Bomish library, he says: "It is the will of God that all graces 
should come to us at the hands of Mary." "God, to glorify the 
mother of the Redeemer, has so determined and disposed that 
of her great charity she should intercede in behalf of all those for 
whom His divine Son paid and oftered the superabundant price of 
His precious blood, in which alone is our salvation, life and resur- 
rection." St. Bonaventure says "that those who make a point 
announcing to others the glories of Mary are cerJainof Heaven," 
and this opinion is confirmed, not by Scripture, but by Richard of 
St. Lawrence, who declares that **to honor this queen of angels is 
to gain eternal life." ** Since the flesh of Mary," says the Abbot 
Arnold, of Chartres, ** was not different from that of Jesu*», how 
can the royal dignity of the Son be denied to the mother? Hence, 
we must consider the glory of the Son not only as being common 
to, but as one with, that of His mother." " If Jesus is the king 
of the universe, Mary is also its queen, and as queen she possesses 
by right the whole kingdom of her Son." "Whoever asks and 
expects to obtain graces without the intercession of Mary, en- 
deavors to fly without wings." " God has decreed," says St. Ber- 
nard, "that He will grant no graces otherwise than by the hands 
of Mary." Not a word of Scripture for proof or authority. 
"Nay, more," siys St. Bonaventure, "whenever the mo-t sacred 
Virgin goes to God to intercede for us, she. as queen, commands 
8 11 the angels and saints to accompany her, and unite their prayers 
with hers." Mary is called " the ratnbow round the throne" " for 
God, at the prayers of Mary, forgives the crimes of enemies;" and 
so this book goes on, relating what the fathers have said, and 
utterly repudiating the Scriptures, and refusing to recognize Jesus 
Christ, through whose cleansing blood alone salvation is possible: 
for there is none other name given under Heaven among men 
whereby we must be saved. Is a system of faith good enough for 
Romanists, or anybody, that thus betrays Jesus Christ? The 
question deserves to be pondered and answered. 

"Nuns," says Liguori, "ought to have a special devotion to- 
wards St. Joseph, their guardian angel and their tutelary saint, and 
principally towards St. Michael, the univerj^al patron of all the 
faithful, but above all toward the most holy Virgin Mary, who is 
called by the Church our life and our hope; for it is morally im- 
possible for a soul to advance much in perfection without a par- 
ticular and a certain tender devotion towards the most holy mother 
of God." " Let him who is in the habit of blaspheming be advised 
to make the sijrn of the cross ten or fifteen times a day upon the 
ground with his tongue and thrice every morning, and say to the 
blessed Virgin, * Lordess, give me patience. * " Nor does this faith 
in Mary distinguish the past from the present, A Roman Catholic 
woman brought to the writer a card headed 

''Important,** 

containing this language, "you will not miss the alms which will 
await you for a hundred fold reward at the great judgment. 
Ofl^er it as a balance against past offences, to get grace to resist 
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and in three or four centimes carried away almost every vestige of 
spiritual Christian worship. Afterwards the Bible, bein? forUd* 
den. Pope Gregory called these images and pictures ** Books f/r 
the ijnoranL** In 718 Pope Constantine issued an edict iu which 
he pronounced those accursed who " deny that veneration to holy 
images which is appoint d by the Church." In 737 it i\ as decreed 
in the General Council helcf at Nice, "that holy images of the 
cross should bo consecrated, and put on the sacred vessels and 
vestmcuts, and upon walls and Ixmrds in private houses, and ia 

Sublic ways, and especiaUj/ that there should oe erected images of the 
lOrd Ood, our Sariour Jesus Christy cf cur Blessed Lady, the 
Moth'^r of Ood, of the renerable angels, and of ail the saints. And 
that whoso ver should presume to teach or think otherwise, or 
throw away any painted books or the tigure of the cross, or any 
image or picture, or any genuine relics of the martyrs, they 
should, if bishops or clergymen, be deposed, or, if monks or lay- 
men, be excommunicated." Thus was the system of Popish 
idolatry establi'thed by law, and confirmed by a general council in 
direct opposition to both the letter and the spirit of ths Word of 
God. Idolatry i^ stamped on the forehead of the Papal Anti- 
christ. There it is, at this hour, in America as in Europe. 

Romanism claims in the loorship of the host power to create God ; 
this is the meaning of the doctrine of Transubstantiation. For 
more than six hundred years after the institution of the Lord's 
Bupper the bread and wine were typical of iho Lord's broken body 
and shed blood. In 787 the second Council of Kice declnrcd that 
the sacrament, after consecration, is not the image and anti- 
type of Christ's body and blood, but is, properly, his hofly u,nd 
h'aod. The Cardinal in New York, every bishop and priest in the 
land, teaches that Jesus Christ's body and soul is in a crumb of 
consecrated bread. 

In 1215 this dogma became an article of faith; it was called the 
'*burn%'ig article;" it was the test doctrine of the Inquisition. Mil- 
lions were put to death becuusc they would not declare that the 
very God ihoy worshipped could be eaten and devoured by thrm. 
Healbeus, Mahometans, Jews and Christians have with one voice 
declared that it is the extremity of madness and stupidity for any 
man ** to worship what heea% or eat what he doth worship. " If any 
man could have changed the bread and wine into the body of 
Christ, the Apostles might have done so; yet Paul said (1 Cor., 
11:26) the supper was instituted to shew forth the death of 
Jesus Christ, and not to sacrifice him. The supper was instituted 
by Christ at a table, and not at an altar. Christ offered nothing 
to God, but distributed the bread and wine to His disciples. In 
it ther'^ was no elevation of the Host, nor the adoration of the 
sacrifice, nor anything that cometh near to the ceremony of 
the mass. It was a rule that while the Chief Priest was in the 
sanctuary no sacrifice could be offered. As Jesus Christ has en- 
tered into Heaven, and while He occupies the mediatorial- throne 
therecan be no true and proper pacrifice offered. 

The time has come again and again when this truth has rolled 
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Hke the voice of a trumpet over the land, casting down the dis- 
obedient, and lifting up the faithful. Rome heard it when Luther's 
tr^l shook Qermany, and when the image breakers wrought their 
terrible work in Antwerp and in the Netherlands. Wc have beard 
it in Amerira, when the spirit of loyalty to God stirred the hearts 
of the people, and it shall grow louder and louder until image wor- 
ship shall be overthrown and God sha] I be Lord of all. Agam, it is 
written, "Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in 
Tain. Remember the Sabbath day. to keep it holy. Six days 
shalt thou labour and do all thy work, but the seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt not do any work — 
thou nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy 
gates. For in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, 
and all that in them is, and rested the seventh day, wherefore the 
Lord blessed the seventh day and hallowed it." 

No pope, no legislation, no nation cm interfere with these com- 
mands without taking out of the grasp of the individual, the com- 
munity, and the nation a blessing which impoverishes them. The 
other commands are quite as binding, and yet popery makes light 
of them all. * ' Honour thy father and thy mother. Thou shalt not 
kill; thou shalt not commit adultery; thou shalt not steal ; ihou shalt 
not bear false witness against thy neighbour/' The Romanist has 
a way of makina: lying no lying, by saying, ** I only made this up 
in my head;" and so on, to the end of the chapter. 

The Confemorial, 

as revealed in the light of instructions given to priests, who act as 
confessors, is a dangerous weapon lo be placed in the hands of 
anybody, and especially of godless men. Here are some extracts 
from Liguori's Moral Theolo.t:y : **The confessor is cautioned to be 
extremely CMreful how he hears confessions of women, and should 
not hear them after dark or before twilight. " Then words point 
to scenes which need not be described. Recently much was said 
because it was charged that nuns in nunneries and sisters of charity 
were exposed to peculiar temptations, and a leading priest said the 
only answer which ou^ht to be made to such a suggestion is a 
bludgeon. W^ll. here is what St. Liguorisays: '*In hearing the 
confessions of spiritual women the priest is advised to be brief and 
rigid ; neither are they to be less guarded agninst, on account of 
their being holy, for the more holy they are the more they attract. 
And he adds ** that such persons are not aware that the devil does 
nf»t at first level his poisoned arrows, but those only which touch 
but lightly and thereby increase the affection. Hence it happens 
that such persons do not conduct themselves as they did at first, 
like angels but as if clothed with fl sh. But, on the contrary, 
they mutually eye one another, and their minds are captivated with 
the soft and tender expressions which drop between them, and 
which still seem, to them, to proceed from the first fervors of their 
devotion ; hence they soon begin to long for each other's company, i 
and thus the spiritual devotion is turned into carnal. And, I 
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indeed, how mnny priests there are who before were innocent, have 
on account of these attractions, which began in the spirit, lost both 
God and their soul." 

Moreover, the Saint proceeds: "The confessor ought not to be so 
fond of hearing the confessions of women as to be induced there- 
by to refuse to hear the confessions of men. O! how wretched it 
is to see so many confessors who spend the greater part of the day 
in hearing the confessions of certain religious women who are 
called Bizocas " (a kind of secular nuns), and when they after- 
wards see men or married women coming to confession over- 
whelmed in the cares and troubles of life, and who can hardly 
spare time to leave their homes or business; how wretched it is to 
see these confessors dismiss them, saying, * I have something else 
to attend to, go to some other confessor;' hence it happens, that not 
finding any other confessor to whom to confess, they live during 
months and years without their sacraments — without God." This 
is one side. Let us turn to the other. One who fled from the con- 
vent as from an earthly hell, says: "Sisters go to confession every 
Friday to the parish priest, and every three months they make an 
extra confession to a Jesuit or a Passionist Father. The rite of 
confession affords the Fathers great freedom to accomplish the 
purpose they may entertain; seated in the confessional, priests 
are empowered to propound questions, which, from the lips of 
others, would be deemed flagrant insults. Kneeling before him, a 
sister must listen to and answer questions which All a pure sou. 
with indignation, and are calculated to destroy every feeling of 
modesty which U the handmaid of chastity. Auriculir confession 
in the lioman Catholic Church is the underlying element which 
gravitates to the priest as its center. The confessional is a 
spiritual court of justice ; the priest is God*8 legate ; he hears 
the accusation of the soul in its own condemnation ; he is 
minister plenipotentiary to the Onmipotent. Confession produces 
deleterious effects upon the soul of woman, through the undue 
persuasion of priests working upon her sensitive scrupulosity, and 
the excessive intensity of her virtues. After her mental strength 
has been drawn to the proper point, she is irrevocably in his 
priestly toils. Oh, how much of this is carried on and buriei in 
the cesspool of the confessional I Sisters are obliged to regard the 
voice of their confessor with as much credence as if Christ him- 
self addressed them; therefore, no limit is placed to their confi- 
dence until they are victimized by the black-hearted betrayer." 

Come back again to authorities in the Romish Church. In the 
" Garden of the Soul," published with the approbation of Bishop 
John Hughes, New York, are these words: ** Those who have 
deflowered a virgin must pay six gros." 

Rev. W. Hogan, in his book on auricular confession, makes 
statements so damaging to the priesthood that we do not wonder 
that he was excommunicated, and that the prayer, ** Ma^ he, WUr 
Uam Hogan, be damned! " was uttered by pope, bishop and priest. 
In "Dens' Theology" we find abundant evidence not only that 
confessors liave seduced women who have confessed to them, but 
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that the priest is screened by priest, by bishop and by pope, and 
that to a certain extent incontinence is counted on, and is treated 
as a matter of course. It would be indelicate to quote at length, 
or, indeed, at all; and yet, could "we do so, we could show how 
the priest is hed^d about with protection, and how the widest 
door to prostituting the virtues of his people is opened before 
him. In the case of the priest m Brooklyn, now in possession of 
his church, who took undue liberties with his servant girl, nothing 
has been done with him, though his guilt and his drunkenness 
was proven. Here is a specimen statement appearing in the papers 
almost daily, and unnoticed because the guilty parties are Romish 
priests: 

TWO INDIGNAKT PRIESTS. 

"MiLWATJKEE, Wis., Sept. 80. — A. sensation was created at a 
late hour last nisjht on the arrest of Isabella Pavulski and her ad- 
mirer, Antone Pavulski, an ex-priest. It appears Father Pavulski 
was assistant paster of the Polish church, five years ago, when he 
became enamored of the woman, and she has been living with him 
since as his housekeeper in defiance of public opinion. A child 
appeared later, and Father Pavulski was deposed from his oflSce. 
He and the woman went to Father Grorski and accused him of 
improper intimacy with the woman, and then to Father Gulski 
and accused him of being the father of the child. They threat- 
ened exposure unless money was paid. Hence the two good 
jH'iests became indignant, ana had the bad priest arrested. At the 
examination which followed the woman threatened to disclose ter- 
rible secrets involving some of the well-known people of the city." 

In Boston, a Protestant minister charged gross impropriety upon 
a Roman Catholic functionary. He was sued for it. He proved 
that his statement was based on facts, incontrovertible facts, and 
this so-called representative of Romanism was covered with shame, 
but be still holds his place in the church. Is a religion that toler- 
ates such infamies good enough for any one, be they R^panists or 
Protestants? Is it not possiole that the truth will melt away the 
fetters of superstition, and give Romanists freedom ? 

Dimmulation is Lawful, 

according to Liguori ; so is gambling. '* Laymen, or even the 
clergy, do not sin if they play cards, principally for the sake of 
recreation, or for a moderate sum of money," Hence gambling 
among the priests is extensively practiced. 

Drunkenness Not a Sin, 

It is lawful to administer the sacraments to drunkards, if they 
are in danger of death, and had previously expressed a desire of 
receiving them." Hence the murderer executed in the Tombs, 
October 18th, 1883, cried for whiskey at the last, though he had 
partaken of the Eucharist He was assured of absolution by the 
priest, and went to hi3 death in almost besotted condition, and 
Romanism proclaims that ha is saved. Another murderer, sur- 
rounded by friends while in his coffin and in a drunken bachanalial 
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called a wake — they claim to li^bt his bouI through purgatory, 
thoui;h death came to him in the midst of his crimes, is such a 
religion worthy of the name? 

Piiests arc known to drink to excc$«. One, in a countij town, 
rode home drunk almost every Sabbaih evening after performing 
vespers in the chapel ; all knew it, and it was tolerated because 
the guilty debauchee was a priest. It was Liguori who said, 
** Among the priests icho lice in the ioorld it is rare, and rery rare, to 
find any that are good." Alexander Campbell, in his discussion 
with Archbishop Purcell, of Cincinnati, read from Liguori the per- 
mission for priests to keep *' nieces" or concubines. Archbisnop 
Purcell denied that Liguori ever taught anything so abominable, 
and that all who say so are guilty of a most flagrant violation of 
the conunandment which says, *' Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour/' The book was brought in, and another 
read therefrom these words: ** A bishop, however poor he maybe, 
cannot appropriate to himself pecuniary fines without the license 
of the Aposiolical See. But he ought to apply them to pious Uj^es^ 
which the Council of Trent has luid upon non-resident clergymen, 
or upon those clergymen who keep concubines." 

Did the placing of the Archbishop in this terrible position injure 
him in the estimation of Rf)man Catholics ? Not more than the 
fact that he took $4,000,000 from the pockets of the poor to build 
churches and convents, and died in their debt, injured him with 
the principalities of Rome. 

Whatever hurts Rome is denied. Whatever helps Rome is 
affirmed. *' A\ hat answer ought a confessor'give when questioned 
concerning a truth which ho knows from sacramental confe»^ion 
only ? He ought to anstoer that he does not know it, and, iftt be 
necessary to confirm the same uHh an oath. Is it lawful then to tell a 
lie? A. He is questioned as a man, and answers as a man. Asa 
man he does not know truth, though he knows it as God." 

•* What if a confessor were directly asked, whether he knows it 
through sacramental confession." *'In this case he ou^ht to 
give no answer, but reject the question cs impious, or he could even 
say absolutely not relatively to the question : ' I know nothing, 
because the word / restricts to his human knowledge." Dens, 
volume vi , p. 228. 

Is such a religion good enough for Romanists ? We see that 
the Roman Catholic rule sets aside the plain and positive teachings 
of the Word of God, and annuls at pleasure every law and insti- 
tution of Heaven. Is it strange that our jails and prisons over- 
flow with Roman Catholics, while in strictly Roman Catholic 
countries thieving is a trade, and there is no safety for life or 
property? The teachings of God's Word are essential to the life of 
the world. Rome rejects tlicm, and substitutes tradition, and 
proves itself unworthy of truRt and confidence. Let these truths 
persuade Christians to redouble their diligence m carrying thQ 
gospel to Romanists, without which they will be lost. 

6. The crufUies tolerated by Urmanisfs make it imperative that 
we seek to emancipate this people from ita degrading and debaa- 
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ing methods. We are not now to bring a picture from tbe Spanish 
Inquisition but from the protectorates for orphan children, to 
wliich Americans pay their money, that the helpless may be fed 
and cared for. Remember that tnese instilutious, like convents, 
are under the control of Romanists, and that Amencans, by acts of 
tbe Legislature, have left them in tbe hands of Romanists, where 
their terrible cruelties can bo practised, and from which no cry 

goes to the outer world. In Germany these institutions are exam- 
led by the authorities of tbe nation. In free America we deliver 
over the helpless to the merciless cruelties of soulless women dead 
to the feelings of motherhood and with no pity for children in their 
weakness and distress. 

Cut a man loose from the Lord, and the devil not only gets him 
but uses him. Romamsm has been the terror of tbe past. It is 
as merciless as ever at this hour. 

St. Elizabeth's convent is delightfully 6ituated*on the Morris & 
Essex Railroad, nearly midway between the ptations of Madison 
and Morristown, and commands a beautiful view of the surround- 
ing country. To this institution a beautiful girl goes to join the 
sisterhood. She left a loving home. She was tenderly reared. 
For a week she remained a visitor, and was treated with great 
kindness by the mother and the sisters. At the end of the week 
she was stripped of her worldly clothes and attired in the plain 
black dress and white muslin cap of candidates entered upon a 
probation of three months. It is a custom in all convents to em- 
ploy freely candidates and novices in every species of labor, and 
the more repugnant and distasteful any kind of occupation is per- 
ceived to be to particular individuals, the more certainly are they 
chosen to perform it. Accordingly the candidate known to have 
been most delicately nurtured is chosen to perform the most menial 
services. Therefore she was chosen to perform the most distaste- 
ful and laborious work in the convent. The manner of the sisters 
changed from the sweet and gentle beings they at first seemed, to 
harsh, unkind, tyrannical task-masters. She says: ** I was one day 
commanded to scrub with a brush and sand on my knees the large 
study hall. Great pain was the result. When the task was nearly 
finished, the novice mistress appeared and in a furious manner 
chided me for my laziness, snatched the brush from me with such 
violence as to tear the skin from the palms of my hands, at the same 
time throwing a pail of water over the hall and thereby compelling 
me to rescrub the floor with hands torn and bleeding. On 
another occasion, I was obliged to wash all the pots and kettles 
and scour all knives and forks in the establishment. My hands, 
which were naturally soft and white, be^an to look soiled anddiriy. 
Having remarked in my simplicity to Sister Margaret, the house- 
keeper, 'Indeed sister, I am now ashamed of my hands,* she 
sharply retorted, 'Well then, I'll be after making you more 
ashamed of *em.* Accordingly she called me to another room 
where a sister was whitewashing the walls, and commanded me to 
dip my hands into a pot of hot lime. I hesitated a moment, think- 
ing certainly she could not mean it. However I was soon con- 

^,J»^y aufborffTfor the facts on this and t\i«VNOW3LW»«AVQ!i'WE«^'«i^KAiaa^ 
O Gormau, the Escaped Nun, in " Convent liltt \3nN«i^<6^:'' 
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vinccd of her earnestness by her barsli tone. *None of yer airs now, 
but do as I bid ye, or 1*11 tell the mother of ye.* I put my hands 
down into the hot lime, and she held them there some minutes. 
For several weeks my hands were in a pi* labia plight. The skin 
would crack and bleed at every movement, causing me to suffer 
the most ezcruclatmg pains, and yet I was forced to wash and 
hang out clothes in tho frost and cold of December^ the skin from 
my bleeding handsel ten peeling oft and adhering to the frozen 
garments." 

Trying one day to reach from the top of the step-ladder to the 
summit of the wardrobe, her foot slipped, precipitating her to the 
floor. Tho step-ladder was broken. Tremblingly she gathered 
up the fragments and carried them to Sister Mary Joseph, at whose 
feet she knelt and asked for a penance. The angelic si;»ter replied : 
*' Tou great, clumsy, waUomng, floundering flat-fish, it is jicst Wee 
you to destroy everything you touch, and as a penance you wiU put 
your lazy back to work and make another pair just like them." 
Working in a garden, a large earthworm flew up mto her face and 
made her scream. Being reported, the si'^ter ordered that she eat 
the worm. It was impossible. The sister took the worm and 
crowded it into her mOuthI This is not of Spain we write, but of 
St. Elizabeth Convent in New Jersey. 

In Paterson, N. J., is the St. Joseph's Orphan Asylum. Enter 
there. It is a cold, cheerless morning. Behold the children 
without Are, in January, without shoes, bare shoulders and bare 
arms, crying and shivering with the cold. They rise at 6 o'clock, 
hastily dress and repair to the bath room, the older orphans always 
assisting the younger, because the Sisters are forbid touching them. 
After they are washed and combed, they proceed to a class room 
for morning prayers; then a scanty and unpalatable break- 
fast, which, without any change, always consists of dry bread and 
coffee without milk or sugar, made from the refuse coffee of the 
Sisters' table. The orphans* table is covered wiih a black, greasy 
oil-cloth; to each child is thrown a piece of bread, which is eaten 
from the table without a plate; tbe coffee is served in tin cups.' 
They do all the work of the refectory, scrub the halls, dormitories, 
class rooms, make beds, sweep, and wash dishes, &c. At half -past 
eight, A. M,, those who are permitted to attend school af^semble in 
the clothes room, where they divest themselves of their old and 
tattered clothes and dnn the red or green plaid uniform, with 
which they appear in public. At 12 m. they go to dinner, if it can 
be so called, made of infected meat, thickened with the wa^ 
remnants of the unleavened wafer and crusts of mouldy bread, 
portioned out to them in cups, from which they eat with discolored 
pewter spoons. At one o'clock thev again go to school, and 
remain there until three, when school is dismissed. After school 
the uniform is replaced by their old comfortless rags. At five 
o'clock they hjive supper, consisting of mush and molasses, and at 
times of mush and buttermilk. Sometimes a child's stomach refuses 
this food. Ho is then whipped or starved until he is glad to eat 
»Dything, 
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The children, on the second day of nnr arrival were compeUed 
by Sister Ann Joseph to run with bare feet in the snow for one 
biuf hour, and she applied the cat-o*-nine-tails vigorously od the 
bare shoidders of those who stopped or hesitated. When asked a 
reason for such conduct, the reply was, ' to make them tough and 
hardy,' as she did 'not believe in making hot-house plants of 
orphans.' Children were left until their heads were covered with 
vermin and with sores and scabs. For the least digression they 
were cruelly beaten, sometimes until the blood would flow, and 
bU in the name of reli^on/' This in America, Perslafs in every 
PART OP America, and will continue so until America shall de- 
clare Romanism is not good enough for anybody, and it shall be 
treated as it deserves to be treated, as the mystery of iniquity 
which must be resisted and overthrown. 

It is a foreign plant, and will not be domesticated. 8pace will 
not permit us to give the bishops, the priests, and the laymen's 
oaths. All bind to Rome. The Council of Trent decreed, ** that 
the oral traditions of the Catholic Church are to be received with 
equal piety and reverence as the books of the Old and Kew Testa- 
ment.'^ Then she asserts, "It belongs to the Church to judge of 
the true sense and interpretations of Scripture, and that no per- 
son shall dare to interpret it in matters relating to faith and man- 
ners in any sense contrary to that which the Church has held 
or contrary to the unanimous consent of the fathers.'' Here, 
then, we have the essential elements of mental slavery, for if no 
person dare to interpret the Scriptures contrary to what the 
Church has already held, or to the unanimous consent of the 
fathers, there can be no liberty of thought, speech, or action on 
the most important of all subjects, our moral and religious relf^- 
tions, without which liberty is without meaning, and mental inde- 
pendence without a name. 

Bomanism is an Oath-bound System, 

the most solemn and binding that religion can suggest or human 
ingenuity can devise. She governs by her bishops. They hold 
the property of the Church, and do with it what they will. In 
their oaths all say this in eveiy part of the world, "Heretics, 
schismatics and rebels to our said Lord or his foresaid successors, 
I will to the utmost i>oweT perse(mte and ovpose" 

Every Jesuit has sworn and declarer iiat the pope is Christ's 
Vicar-General, and the only head of the universal Church through- 
out the earth, and that by virtue of the keys given him by the 
Saviour Jesus Christ he hath power to depose heretical km^s, 
princes, governments and what not, all bein^ illegal without his 
sacred confirmation, and that they may be saftly destroyed." Be- 
cause of this oath they have been banished from every kingdom 
of Europe as enemies of the public order, and yet 'they are wel- 
comed to the United States, though all know them to be enemies 
to our liberties and the trained life-guards of the Papacy. Their 
cardinal principle is "that the end justifies the means." Their 
system or lax and pliant morality, justifyini; every vice and 
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authorizing every atrocity, has left deep and lastiog ravages on the 
face of the moral world, causing their cry everywhere to be, — 
Extirpate Chrittia'nUy, Burned Bibles, martyr fires, the torn and 
mangled victims o'f their hate, mark their track through the cen- 
turies. The Inquisition has l)een their ally, and truth, for which 
Jesus died, their foe. Is such a doctrine good enough to be 
domesticated and sheltered beneath our free institutions? 

Bomardim is ArUi-American, 

Over and over again have priests declared, let Homanism gain 
the ascendancy in this land, and religious freedom comes to an end. 
Romanism is doing something with our American institutions. 
What will Americans do with Komanism is the question in order. 
The chains of error dissolve in the radiance of the cross of Clirist. 
Preach truth, and Romanism will disappear. The Bible and the 
Bible only is our hope. Here there is hberty, truth, progress, sun- 
shine. Let us make of the Bible. " In Romanism, '^said ChilMng- 
worth, *' there are popes against popes, councils against councils, 
some fathers against others, the same fathers against themsdves, 
the church of one age against the church of another age." The 
Bible is the same for every age. We must not add to it; we must 
not take from it. It is complete in itself; the voice of God to 
man. Let us hear and heed ft. Romanism cannot be reformed. 
Romanists may be redeemed. The only reason why lovers of 
Romanism praise the liberties of America is because here they 
are permitted undisturbed to lay the foundations of a despotism 
which is the curse of Europe, whose paralvzing touch puts sluuskles 
on the limb, hatred in the heart for Gkxi's Word ana those who 
proclaim it, and deliver over to superstitious practices a people 
who might have glorified God and built up man in virtue, in 
morality, and in the knowledge of the saving truth of revela- 
tion. 

Let it be ours to cause Romanists to love America for a better 
reason. Here let them l>e taught the truth as it is in Jesus. Let 
them, by the constraining power of the gospel, be drawn away from 
image worship, Mariolatry, and the forms and usages of ancient 
paganism towards the better life, the ennobling thought found in 
the teachings and examples of our Lord Jesus Christ, and then 
shall they come into the freedom which truth gives, into the light 
which flashes from the throne, and they wim all who enjoy the 
blessings that enrich and that add no sorrow will enter a path that 
ffrows brighter and brighter unto the time when faith shall change 
into fruition, and the shadow of the evening into the light of an 
eternal day. 
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LuKB 11 : 28. 
''Blessed are they that hear the Word of Ood and keep It/* 

Ir the Word of God is against Bomanism, its doom is written, 
and its overthrow and extinction approach. 

When the king of Babylon saw the handwriting on the wall, the 
king's oonntenance was changed, and his thoughts troubled him, 
BO that the joints of his loins were loosed, and his knees smote 
one against another. 

** What does it mean?" cried the king. ** Bring in the astrolo- 
gers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers.*' They came. And the 
king said to the wise men of Babylon : '* Whosoever shall read 
this writing, and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about his neck, and 
shall be the third ruler of the kingdom." God had spoken ; the 
king felt that it meant something to him and to his people. He 
must find out the meaning of the mystical characters. The wise 
men could not read the writing. This troubled the king. 

The queen thought of Daniel, and he was brought forth. A 
man that could interpret God's Word was of value then. He is of 
value now. Though the words mme, mene, tekd, upharsin, told 
that God had numbered the kingdom and finished it, thai the 
king had been weighed in the balances and found wanting, and 
that his kingdom was divided, he commanded that Daniel be 
rewarded for his exposition of the Word of God ; and so he cloth- 
ed him with scarlet, £Lnd put a chain of gold about his neck, and 
made a proclamation concerning him, that he should be the third 
ruler of the kingdom. 

Is it of less consequence that we study, the teachings of the 
Word of God concerning Bomanism? We know that the Old 
World was destroyed by the flood, which was foretold of Noah, 
that Sodom and Gomorrah were burned, in accordance with the 
warning of the angel ; that the mightiest kingdoms have been 
overthrown, and the most magnificent cities have gone down 
before an edict of God. Nothing can withstand or successfuUy 
head against an Almighty ** shall." This history declares. 

The Word of God is more than a book. It is God's embattled 
host, always on the field, ever on the alert, ready to be wheeled 
into action at a moment's notice. There is no break in the line ; 
no weakness in the column. Death has not thinned its ranks. 
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Abnhaiii, Imac, and Jaeob, thon^ reUered from their watch 
hens *i^ s^ doing jeoman serrioe^ though on another part of the 
fidd. They did not die. They simply passed into me Tisible 
presence of the Commander in-(3iiel The dead are with the Lord 
and us. The Lord is with the living and the dead. The man 
with the Bible enjoys the socieQr of patriarchs, prophets, and 
Apostles. Panl is still with ns. His Toice rolls ont louder, 
dearer than when he declared, " I am ready to preach the Gospd 
to yon that are at Borne also, for I am not ashamed of the Gospel 
of Christ, for it is the power of God nnto salvation to eveiy one 
that beliereth, to the Jew first, and also the Gentile. For therein 
is the righteoosness of God revealed, from faith to faith, as it is 
written. The just shall live by ^th." The words of the Apostle 
seem as if written for us. They are as brave, and more defiuit 
than when he wore the chain at Bome. Peter is still here, not 
wearing a mitre and a cope, for he never saw snch mummery, ex- 
cept among the Pagans, to whom he preached the Gk>speL He is 
no longer even with the fisherman's doak, but clothed upon with 
the vesture of salvation. We see him, redeemed and disenthrall- 
ed, converted to Christ, and striding forth as a champion of the 
cross. On the day of Pentecost he so holds forth the Word of 
Life that thousands cast their deadly doing down, and obey 
gladly and eagerly the divine command. 

John is here, on whose breast Jesus leaned when in the flesh ; 
and in the Spirit he is unchanged. The FauUdans, the Walden- 
sians, the fdlowers of Luther and of Calvin, the supporters of 
William the ISilent in the Netherlands, the Puritans of England, 
the lovers of God in Wales, are all encamped on the green banks 
of deliverance, whether the believer toudies this shore or that. 
*' Blessed are they that hear the Word of God and keep it.'* 
Joseph heard it, so did Joshua, and Samuel, and David, and 
Daniel, and Matthewj and Mark, and Barnabas, and Cornelius, 
and an innumerable company, all with us now, resembling tiie 
army the prophet saw, visible to the eye of &dth, as wheding in 
the air, with horses and chariots and soldiers led by the great 
Captain of our salvation, striking blows where they are deserved, 
giving succor where required, and doing here and everywhere 
what the Lord commanded. It is a blessed truth. Our God is 
nigh us, even in the Word, which is in our mouth and heart — the 
word of faith we preach, commissioning us to say to each and 
every individual with whom we come in contact that '* If thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and believe in thine 
heart that God raised Him from the dead, thou shalt be saved." 
The Bible is then a living fact. It is the life and support of every 
believer. It bdonged to the first century no more than it 
belongs to this or will belong to the one hundred and nineteenth 
century, if Christ shall still keep His Church encamped on the 
earth, to do battle with the enemies of truth. 

It is because the theory prevails that Bomanism builds on the 

Word of God that it holds a place in the world. Mohammedan- 

iam, Hormonism, and 'Eom&ii\ssxi, eo^ch and all, make much of 
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the " Thns saith the Lord,' ' which they do warp and bend to 
their purpose. Etomamsm claims that the Word of God is the 
foundation-stone of the building, to which is added the decrees of 
the Church and the teachings of the fathers. Here is where the 
battle is joined. To the true believer in Christ, the decrees of 
the Church of Borne and the teachings of the fathers are without 
authority ; their appeal is to the Bible. There stood Luther. 
There stand all who see in the divine revelation the standard of 
authority. 

1. God*s Word- is against Bomanism because it builds on Peter 
rather than on Christ. The Apostles heard Christ's words to 
Peter about " the rock" on which He was to build the Church. 
Not one of them ever dreamed that Peter was referred to. Paul, 
in his letter to the church at Borne, whose faith then was spoken 
of throughout the world, had no reference or allusion to the claim 
now made for Peter, and in the letters written there he made no 
mention of his being in Bome or of his having been exalted to a 
place of primacy among the Apostles. 

Peter was equally silent on the subject, and was in his estima- 
tion no more than any other disciple, while Christ to him, after 
his conversion, was all and in all. The mistakes of Peter were 
many. They were grievous and sad. Christ rebuked him 
because of ihem. He assumed too much. He was too forward. 
His self-assertion offended his Master. The contrast between 
Christ and Peter is very great. Yonder was Christ alone. Judas 
had betrayed Him. The disciples had deserted Him. There He 
stood in the judgment hall eJone, and of the people none were 
with Him. He was without even a friend at court. There stood 
Peter by the fire — not in the cold, but in the glare of comfort — 
warming himself. A maiden saw him, and earnestly looked upon 
him. There is nothing more terrible at such a time than a 
woman's eye. It searches through and through. Turning to 
some one, she said : ** This man was also with Him." And he 
denied, saying, " Woman, I know Him not." And after a little 
while another saw him, and said : '' Thou art also of them." 
Peter said : " Man, I am not." Christ was right. He is always 
right. What He said came true. The words of Christ always will 
come true. If God could have a choice on whom to build His 
Church, is it presumable that He would reject His Son and confer 
the honor upon Peter ? Behold the Son of God, as, unbroken 
and unbent, clothed with majesty as with a garment, He stands 
j in the presence of His enemies in such a way that He commands 
the admiration of His judges, and bears Himself in such a way 
that though the gaze of centuries has been directed toward Him, 
the judgment of Pilate has become the judgment of mankind, 
and all have been compelled to say, *' I find no fault in Him." 

Peter, on the other hand, despite his boasting, fled like a 
coward, and then, perhaps lured on by curiosity, crept into the 
place of trial, only that he might deny his Lord, and so in the 
presence of his Master, of the judges, and of the multitude, he 
turned traitor. 
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There he was, dwarfed and withered, despicable in his own 
esteem and ntterly set aside, when his great-hearted Master 
looked on him in love and pity. Peter saw it as it flashed from 
Christ's eye beneath the crown of thorns and surrounded by the 
lines of agony and cruelty. That look went like an arrow to 
Peter's sotd. It tore through all his hypocrisy, laid bare his self- 
islmess, and revealed the man on whom the Komanists claim, 
Christ declared, " I will build My Church." Monstrous assump- 
tion ! Satan had sifted him. He was exposed and deposed. His 
soul was smitten. He yielded to conviction. He repented with 
weeping. He gave himself to Christ and was converted, and was 
coward no more. 

Ever after he strengthened his brethren. None from this time 
was more resolute. The man who by the Are said with an oath 
'* I know not the man," after his conversion, on the day of Pen- 
tecost, when the battle was formed, when the swirl of human 
opinion struck Jerusalem, when it was to be known and decided 
that Christ, who had been crucified and buried had risen, stood 
f orUi no longer alone and apart, but with the eleven, and raised 
Mb voice and said to them, ** Ye men of Judea and all ye who in- 
habit Jerusalem, be this known to you, and hearken to my words. 
This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we are all witnesses. 
Being then exalted by the right hand of God, and having received 
of the Father the promise of the Holy Spirit, He both poured 
forth that which ye see and hear. Therefore, let all know as- 
suredly that God hath made this same Jesus whom ye have cruci- 
fied both Lord and Christ." Not a word from God concerning 
Peter, not a word from Peter concerning himself. Not a word 
for a Pope ; not a thought of a Pope. All was for Christ. Every 
crown was cast at His feet. The people heard the Word of God 
and yielded to its claims. Three thousand boWied their knee to 
Jesus and obeyed His mandate by enrolling themselves in the 
army of the Lord. 

Again, when it pleased God to visit the Gentiles, in the family 
of Cornelius, a Boman centurion, an angel sent from heaven com- 
manded Him to send for Peter to Joppa to come, and tell him and 
his relations words by which himself and friends might be saved* 
He did so. He sent for the Apostle. Peter came. Why call for 
Peter? Because Christ's gifts are without repentance: He had 
given him the key (Matt. 16 : 19). He therefore must open the 
two-leaved gate, and introduce both Jews and Gentiles into the 
kingdom. This being once done need not be repeated. The 
gates of heaven have not since been closed or locked. There is no 
more use for the keys. " Peter," said Alexander Campbell, " has 
them yet ; he took them to heaven with him ; he did not will 
them to any heir or successor. The Popes are fighting but shad- 
ows. Heaven never trusted such gentry with the keys. They 
might take it into their heads to lock the heretics out. I thank 
God he gave them to Peter ; that Peter opened the gates of the 
kingdom of heaven to us all, and that as the Popes cannot shut, 
we do not need them a seoond time. Te^ec ^*A ^s^^t^ ^<qsi&.^ 
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he who has the key of Dayid, who opens and none can shut, will 
appear the second time." 

Borne claims that Peter had not only a primacy of orders, but 
also a primacy of dominion ; so says Bellarmine. 

As to primacy of orders, nothing is more certain than that Peter 
did not receive such an assignment at the hand of Christ. Christ 
promised that the twelve Apostles should have thrones ''When 
the Son of Man shfdl sit on the throne of his glory, these shall 
also sit npon twelve thrones judging the twelve tribes of Israel." 
^att. 19 : 28.) In Matt. 23 : 8, it is written, " Be not ye called 
Kabbi (or master), for one is your Master even Christ, and aU ye 
are brethren." There is no primacy of orders here. 

As to primacy of jurisdiction, it isqxiito as clear, for the promise 
made to Peter in Matt. 16 : 19, " Whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven," belonged not only to the Apos- 
tles, but to the Church of Christ in all ages. 

The acts of God's children on earth tite recognized in heaven. 
This is shown by the feeling that comes to an individual when 
received into the Church of Christ. He feels that he comes into 
a kingdom at the head of which is Qod. He inherits blessings 
prepared for him from before the foundation of the world. 

The same is shown by what he suffers when excluded £rom the 
Church. The heavens above were as iron and the earth beneath 
was as brass. It seemed impossible to reach the ear of God. 
Descriptions have been written of the gloom and utter desolation 
that come to men anathematized by the Church of Bome. De- 
scriptions as sad might be written of men and women who have 
been excluded from the Church of Christ. The mark is on them. 
The people that love God have withdrawn the right hand of fel- 
lowship. It is a terrible withdrawal. Terrible for the withholding 
on earth and from the portentous dread which comes from the 
thought that what is done on earth is ratified in heaven. The 
power conferred on Peter, in Matt. 16 : 19, is given to all the 
Apostles in Matt. 18 : 18, by Christ before His crucifixion, and to 
all the disciples after His resurrection, in John 20 : 23, where it 
is written : " Beceive ye the Holy Spirit ; whose soever sins ye 
remit, they are remitted to them, and whose soever sins ye retain, 
they are retained." 

The Church is built upon the foundation of the Apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ Himself being the chief comer-stone 
(Eph. 2 : 20). The Apostles and prophets have the same rank, 
the pre-eminence is given to Jesus Christ alone. It is not even 
true that Peter was always named first, as Bomanists claim. In . i 
John 1 : 44, Andrew has the primacy. In 1 Cor. 1 : 12 Paul and ' 
Apollos precede him. In Gral. 8 : 9 James is first. In Acts 15 : 7 
all spoke before Peter, and James presided at the council and pro- 
nounced the decision. In Acts 8 : 14 Peter is sent to Samaria. 
In Acts 11 : 2, 3 he is complained of ; and in Gal. 2 : 11 he is re-~- 
buked by Paul, for he was to be blamed. 

2. God's Word is against Bomanism, because it substitutes the 
name of Mary for Jesus Christ. The Scripture saith : ** This Is 
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the stone which was set at naught of yon builders, which is 
become the head of the comer. Neither is there salvation in any 
other ; for there is none other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved." 

If ever woman had reason to say, *' My spirit hath rejoiced in 
Qod my Savionr/' it was Mary, the Virgin Mother of Jesns. Gk>d 
recognized her as a helper in restoring men from the mins of sin. 
Notwithstanding this, Satan seeks to use her as an ally to lead 
millions away. Bnt Christ withstood the tendency as it cropped 
out at the marriage sapper of Cana of Galilee, and whenever and 
wherever it flamed up in His path. 

What a contrast between the first and the second Adam ; the 
first went all down, without remonstrance, and apparently without 
a thought of what he surrendered and of what he might have re< 
tained, and yielded to Eve, who had worshipped the creature 
. rather than the Creator, and thus paved the way for the introduc- 
tion of idolatry. She gave the devil welcome to her heart, and he 
employed her to break down the kingdom of God. 

The second Adam is before us. Again Satan, through a woman, 
tries to turn the current of an Almighty purpose. The devil saw 
Mariolatry in its true light, Christ saw it also and withstood the 
tendency and trampled upon the very germ. *' WomsLU, what 
have I to do with thee?" (John 2 : 4). Suppose Christ had 
wavered a hair's breadth ? Suppose He nad given to Mary at the 
marriage feast the recognition which nature may have prompted, 
and which Bomanists contend belonged to her ; how the Church 
would have been bound hand and foot ! It was not to be. Christ 
guarded His position with sacred and prescient care. So when 
He turned to His brethren, when it was said, ** Thy mother and thy 
brethren are without, desiring to speak with Thee,*' Christ, stretch- 
ing out His bauds to His disciples, said : *^ Behold my mother and 
my brethren, for whosoever shall do the will of my Father who is 
in heaven, the same is my brother and sister and mother ;" and 
again, when the multitudes thronged Him and over the crowd went 
the womanly cry, ''Blessed is the womb that bare Thee and the 
paps which thou hast sucked," Christ replied : ** Bather blessed 
are they that hear the Word of God and keep it." These three 
verses are as if blended into chain-shot and hurled at this image 
of Mariolatry, shattering and shivering it to atoms. At the cross 
Jesus calls Mary not the '' Mother of God," as Bome impiously 
names her, but ** Woman," and pointing to John says, ** Behold 
your son," and then tells John to give Mary welcome as to a 
mother. Mary's name is mentioned in Acts 1 : 14, for she was 
with the disciples as a worshipper of the risen Christ on the day 
of Pentecost, not as the Queen of Heaven or the intermediate 
between the disciples and Christ, but as a sister beloved. She 
holds in the Bible a woman's place, and holds no other place. Let 
us give to her and to Peter a place in our hearts. They belong to 
the household of faith. Satan would gladly estrange us from 
them. It must not be done. Mary is beloved and honored. 
With her, God's true children. "wtW ««a«u:W^^\i«ilQt^ the throne and 
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shall worship their and her Christ with Peter and all the blood- 
washed throng. 

This is seen in the images they wear, and in the images before 
which they bow. The Second Commandment is left out of their 
collections, and is eliminated from their faith. The devout 
Psalmist cried, '' Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us ! but unto 
Thy name give glory, for Thy mercy, and for Thy truth's sake. 
Wherefore should the heathen say. Where is now their God?" 
But our Grod is in the heavens ; He hath done whatsoever He hath 
pleased. Their idols are silver and gold, the work of men's 
hands. They that make them are like unto them. Here is the 
curse of idol worship. We resemble what we worship. The 
godlike worship the Most High ; hence their cry is, '^ O Israel, 
trust thou in the Lord ; He is their help and their shield. Ye 
that fear the Lord, trust in the Lord ; He is their help and their 
shield." 

As men turned from Grod, Paganism came back, image worship 
spread. It went on until in the sixteenth century the revolt 
came. How it rebuked the transgression, and declared in thun- 
der-tones, God's law against images shall be recognized ! See the 
iconoclasts in Antwerp. They enter the great cathedral. They fly 
upon the image of the Virgin. They drag it down and bear it 
forth to the street, stripped of its tawdry tinsel and lace. They 
break the images into a thousand foagments and scatter them 
upon the floor. A wild shout is heard. The multitude cry, 
** Down 'with images." They crowd about, armed with axes, 
bludgeons, and sledge-hammers ; others bring ladders, pulleys, 
ropes, and levers. Every statue is hurled from its niche, every 
picture torn from the wall, every wonderfully-painted window 
shivered to atoms, every ancient monument shattered, every 
sculptured decoration, however insensible in appearance, hurled 
to the ground. A colossal and magnificent group of the Saviour 
crucified between two thieves adorned the principal altar ; the 
statue of Christ is wrenched from its place with ropes and pulleys 
and the thieves are left as if in mockery. / 

A very beautiful piece of architecture decorated the choir — the 
repository, as it was called, in which the body of Christ was fig- 
uratively enshrined. This much-admired work rested upon a 
simple column, but rose arch upon arch, and pillar upon piUar, to 
the height of three hundred feet, till quite lost in the vault abovew 
It was now shattered into a million pieces. And into the city 
went the iconoclasts, smiting every image of the Virgin, every cru- 
cifix, every sculptured saint, every Catholic symbol which they 
could find. "Thirty churches," says Motley, "were sacked.** 
Monasteries were entered, and their libraries of monkish legends 
burned. Nunneries were swept clean, and the occupants were set;, 
at liberty. Through it all no life was sacrificed, no insults offer-- 
ed to priest or monk or nun, and not a farthing of the immense 
amount of property destroyed was appropriated. They heard 
God's voice, and they broke down the idols, and destroyed the 
altars and burnt the graven images of false gods with fire, believ- 
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ing that they were an abomination onto the Lord. The time is 
coming when Romanists shall awake from their sleep ; tiiey shall 
see the glory of the Lord ; they shall break in pieces their images ; 
repent of their sins, and tnm onto the Lord their Ood with a fnll 
heart. ** Therefore, saith the Lord, the Lord of hosts, the mighty 
One of Israel. Ah, I will ease Me of Mine adversaries, and 
avenge Me of Mine enemies. And I will turn My hand upon 
thee; and," according to poreness, "purely purge away thy 
dross, and take away all thy tin ; and I will restore thy judges as 
at the first, and thy counsellors as at the beginning ; afterward 
thou shalt be called the city of righteousness, the faithful city." 
*' Zion shall be redeemed with judgment, and her converts with 
righteousness." (Isa. 1 : 24-27.) " And the loftiness of man 
shaXL be bowed down, and the haughtiness of men shall be made 
low ; and the Lord above shall be exalted in that day. In that 
day a man shall cast his idols of silver and his idols of gold, which 
they made each one for himself to worship, to the moles and to 
the bats ; to go unto the clefts of the rocks, and unto the tops of 
the ragged rocks, for fear pf the Lord, and for the glory of His 
majesty, when He ariseth to shake terribly the earth.** Why not 
believe in the fulfilment of this prophecy ? Pagans, who were 
like Romanists in faith and morality, were converted in vast num- 
bers under the preaching of the Apostles. They are being left at 
the present time unthought of and unprayed for. In the name of 
our God and of His Christ, let us rear again the old banner of the 
cross, and preach to them a crucified Christ, the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth. 

3. God's Word is against the worship of the host. Romanists 
claim that the host, under the form of bread, contains the Media- 
tor's total and identical body, soul, and Deity. *' Nothing of the 
bread and wine remains after consecration. All except the acci- 
dents is transformed into the Messiah, in His Godhead, with all 
its perfections, and in His manhood, with all its component parts, 
soul, body, blood, bones, flesh, nerves, muscles, veins, and sinews. 
Our Lord, according to this Romish claim, is not only whole in 
the whole, but whole in every part. The whole God and man is 
comprehended in every crumb of the bread, and in every drop of 
the wine." In reading such a horrible statement, one hardly 
knows whether to weep over the imbecility of his own species, or 
to vent his bursting indignation against the impostors who, lost 
to all sense of shame, obtruded this mass of contradictions on 
man. As Edgar, in his " Variations of Popery," truly says : 
^ History, in all its ample folios, displays, in the deceiving and 
the deceived, no equal instance of assurance and credulity." 

In Luke 22 : 19 we read that at the close of the Passover feast 
Jesus took bread, and when He had given thanks. He brake it and 
gave it to them, saying, ** This is My body which is given for yon, 
this do in remembrance of Me," and the cup in like manner after 
supper, saying, ** This cup is the new covenant in My blood, even 
that which is poured o\xt toi ^oxl.'* That was ail. It was a 
supper. Matt. 26 : 26 aay^, ^^ knd «a >^«^ ^«t^ «^M\x\%,S«aua to<A 
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bread and blessed and brake it, and He ga^e to the disciples and 
said, Take, eat, this is My body. And He took a onp and gave 
thanks and gave to them, saying, Drink ye all of it, for this is 
My blood of the covenant, which is shed for many onto remission, 
of sins. Bnt I say unto yon I shall not drink henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine until that day when I drink it new with yon in 
My Father's kingdom. And when they had sung a hymn they 
went out unto the Mount of Olives." That is the simple recori 
How blessed the communion has been to the soul I In this 
broken bread we behold a type of the broken body, and in this 
wine we see a type of the poured-out blood shed for us, and so 
with full heart we sing : 

''There is a fountain filled with blood 
Drawn from Immanners veins, 
And Binners, plunged beneath that flood, 
Lose all their guuty stains." 

4. God^s Word is against the cardinal doctrines of Bomanism. 
Borne says the Holy Scripture doth not contain all that is neces- 
sary to salvation. Paul, in 2 Timothy 3 : 15, says, " The Holy 
Scriptures are able to make thee wise unto salvation, through 
faith, which is in Christ Jesus.'* ** The law of the Lord is per- 
fect, converting the soul." (Ps. 19 : 7.) Bome says the Holy 
Scripture is dark and obscure. The Word of God says, " The 
commandment of the Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes." (Ps. 
19 : 8.) ''Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, alight onto my 
path." (Ps. 119 : 105.) 

Bome says it is not for the people to read the Holy Scriptures. 
God says, ** Search the Scriptures.** " These are they that bear 
witness of Me." (John 5 : 39.) '' These words which I command 
thee this day shall be in thine heart, and thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children.'* (Dent. 6 : 6, 7.) "Blessed are 
they that hear the Word of God and keep it.*' (Luke 11 : 28.) 
Bome says, " To enter a cloister, it is permitted to break the 
bonds of marriage.** Christ says, ** What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder.** (Matt. 19 : 6.) 

Bome says : " The monks do well to swear to their superiors a 
blind obedience.** 

God's Word says : " Ye are bought with a price, be not ye the 
servants of men.*' (1 Cor. 7 : 23.) ** Be ye followers of Me, even 
as I also am of Christ." (1 Cor. 11 : 1.) " WhetJ^er it.be rig^t in, 
the sight of God to hearken unto you more than unto God, judge 
ye." (Acts 4: 19.) 

Bome says : " Concupiscence is no sin." God's Word says : 
** Thou shalt not covet.** 

Bome says that " we may satisfy the justice of God by our 
sufferings.** (Council of Trent.) The Word of God answers the . 
question : ** Who are these which are arrayed in white robes?" 
by saying, " These are they which came out of great tribulation, 
and have washed their robes and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb.*' (Bev. 7 : 14.) 

Bome claims " that ministers of the Gk>spel pardon sins, not m 
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ambassadors of Jesus Christ and heralds of His grace, but as 
judges, and by way of jurisdiction.*' (Council of Trent.) 

In our Bible it is written : " Who can forgive sins but God 
alone V (Mark 2:7.) ''I, even I, am He that blotteth out thy 
transgressions for Mine own sake, and will not remember thy 
sins." (Isa. 43 : 25.) ''It behooved Christ to suffer and to rise 
from the dead the third day, and that repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in His name among all nations." 
(Luke 24 : 46.) 

Purgatory is a doctrine of Bomanism, which claims that our 
Lord Jesus hath not delivered us from all punishment that was 
due our sins. (Council of Trent.) God's Word says : " There is 
therefore now no condemnation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus." (Bom. 8 : 1.) ** Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that 
heareth My Word, and believeth on Him that sent Me, hath ever- 
lasting life ; and shall not come into condemnation, but is passed 
from death unto life." (John 5 : 24.) This one passage opens 
the gates of hell to all who have had friends die in the faith of 
Christ : '* Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us." (Gal. 3 : 13.) " Surely He hath 
borne our griefs and carried our sorrows. . . . He was bruised for 
our iniquities, the chastisement of our peace was upon Him, axfd 
with His stripes we are healed." (Isa. 53 : 4, 5.) 

Bome says '* that besides the blood of Jesus Christ there is a 
purgatory for the expiation of our sins, and that he who does not 
believe it, will be damned." (Bellarmine.) 

God's Word says : *' If we walk in the light as He is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanseth us from all sin." (1 John 1 : 7.) For 
this let us glorify God. 

So we might go on and refute with Scripture, position aitex 
position taken by Bome. 

Bomanism is what it is because it rejects the Word of Gk>d. 
Bring Bomanists to the light of the truth, by Bible readers, by 
public discussion, by private conversation, and their eyes will be 
opened and they shall come to the light, and with us they will 
walk in the light. If Bomanists now living are to be saved, we 
must preach to them the Gk>spel. In this night of error they are 
going down the broad road to death. Pray for them, work with 
them, and the mists of error will roll away, and Bomanists will 
accept the Word of God, which uproots the foundation of error 
and permits Christ to be the comer-stone of hope.
